ORGANISATION 

The Elected Council of the Society, with a number of reporting 
Committees, governs the organisation and policies of the Society. 
An administrative staff, headed by the Secretary General, is 
employed at the i icon Headquarters. 

The Society has 12 Divisions throughout the UK, which arrange 
activities and meetings at regional level, and consider local 
issues. The Divisions each elect their own Councils and Honorary 
Officers. Members and their representatives automatically become 
members of the appropriate Division(s).

MEMORANOUM OF ASSOCIATION

THE NATIONAL SOCIETY FOR CLEAN AIR

The name of the Company (hereinafter called "the Society") is “The 
National Society for Clean Air". 

The registered office of the Society will be situate in England. 

The object for which the Society is sstablished is to seek the 
improvement of the environment by promoting clean air through the 
reduction of air pollution, noise and other atmospheric contaminants 
having regard for the implications for other aspects of the 
environment. 

(A) To initiate, assist, promote and encourage the investigation, 
consideration and discussion of all forms of pollution in order to 
achieve its reduction or prevention, and to undertake, or support or 
aid the undertaking of, investigations and research relevant to the 
causes and effects of pollution and the means to prevent it and to 
publish the results of such research. 

(B) To promote public education in all matters relating to the value 
and importance of clean air and methods and consequences of air 
pollution control and forms of pollution control by arranging meet- 
ings, publications, exhibitions, the delivery of lectures and 
addresses, the display of pictures, cinematograph films and models 
and by other means. 

(C) To encourage the adopticn of methods to reduce and prevent 
pollution. 

(D) To promote, assist, support, or oppose, as may be consistent with 
the objects for which the Society is established, any administrative 
or other measures or proposed measures affecting pollution. 

(E) To initiate, support and co-operate with others in proposals and 
activities calculated to assist the promotion of the Society's 
objects. 

(F) To establish, and support or aid in the establishment and support 
of any charitable association or institutions and to subscribe or 
guarantee money for charitable purposes in any way connected with the 
Society's purposes or calculated to further its objects. 

(G) To purchase, take on lease or in exchange, hire or otherwise 
acquire any real or personal property and any rights or privileges 
which the Society may think necessary or convenient for the promotion 
of its objects, and to construct, maintain and alter any buildings or 
erections necessary or convenient for the work of the Society. 
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(H) To sell, let, mortgage, dispose of or turn to account all or any 
of the property or assets of the Society as may be thought expedient 
with a view to the promotion of its objects. 

(I) To undertake and execute any trusts which may lawfully be under- 
taken by the Society and may be conducive to its objects. 

(3) To borrow or raise money for the purposes of the Society and sub- 
ject to this Memorandum of Association on such terms and on such 
security as may be thought fit. 

(K) To invest the moneys of the Society not immediately required for 
its purposes in or upon such investments, securities or property as 
may be thought fit, but so that moneys subject or representing 
property subject to the jurisdiction of the Charity Commissioners for 
England and Wales shall only be invested in such securities and with 
such sanction (if any) as may for the time being be prescribed by law. 
(L) If and when considered advisable, to take all such measures as may 
be necessary to convert the Society into a body specially incorporated 
by Royal Charter or otherwise, or te secure the creation of a new body 
so incorporated with the object of carrying out the purposes of the 
Society and continuing the work thereof. 

(M) To take all such other steps as will further the attainment of the 
above objects or any of them. 

PROVIDED FIRST that, notwithstanding anything contained in the preced= 
ing paragraphs of this Clause, the objects of the Society shall be 
restricted to such only of the objects aforesaid as are according to 
the law of England exclusively charitable. 

PROVIDED SECONDLY that the Society's objects shall not extend to 
regulation of relations between workers and employers or organisations 
of workers and organisations of employers. 

PROVIDED THIRDLY that in case the Socisty shall take or hold any 
property subject to the jurisdiction of the Charity Commiessioners for 
England and Wales or the Secretary or State for Education and Science, 
the Society shall not sell, mortgage, charge or lease the same without 
such authority, approval or consent as may be required by law and as 
regards any such property the Council of the Society (hereinafter 
called "the Council") shall be chargeable for any such property that 
may come into their hands and shall be answerable and accountable for 
their own acts, receipts, neglects and defaults, and for the due 
administration of such property in the same manner and to the same 
extent as the Council would have been if no incorporation had been 
effected, and the incorporation of the Society shall not diminish or 
impair any control or authority exercisable by the Chancery Division, 
the Charity Commissioners or the Secretary of State for Education ard 
Science over the Council but they shall as regards any such property 
be subject jointly and severally to such control or authority as if 
the Society were not incorporated. In case the Society shall take or 
hold any property which may be subject to any trusts, the Society shall 
only deal with the same in such manner as allowed by law, having regard 
to such trusts. 

The income and property of the Society, whencesoever derived, shall be 
applied solely towards the promotion of the objects of the Society as 
set forth in this Memorandum of Association and no portion thereof 
shall be paid or transferred directly or indirectly, by way of dividend 


bonus or otherwise howsoever by way of profit, to the members of the 
Society. 

PROVIDED that nothing herein shall prevent the payment, in good faith, 
of reasonable and proper remuneration and pension to any officer or 
servant of the Society in return for any services actually rendered to 
the Society, nor prevent the payment of interest at a rate of 6% per 
annum on money lent or reasonable and proper rent for premises demised 
or let by any member to the Society nor prevent the gratuitous distri- 
bution among, or sale at a discount to, subscribers to the funds of the 
Society of any books or other publications, whether published by the 
Society or otherwise, relating to all or any of the Society's objects 
above set forth; but so that no member of the Council shall be 
appointed to any salaried office of the Society or any office of the 
Society paid by fees, and that no remuneration or other benefit in 
money or money's worth shall be given by the Society to any member of 
the Council, except repayment of out-of-pocket expenses and interest 
at the rate aforesaid on money lent or reasonable and proper rent for 
premises demised or let to the Society; provided that the provision 
last aforesaid shall not apply to any payment to any company of which 
a member of the Council may be a member, and in which such member shall 
not hold more than one hundredth part of the capital, and such member 
shall not be bound to account for any share of profits he may receive 
in respect of any such payment. 

No addition, alteration or amendment shall be made to or in the 
provisions of the Memorandum or Articles of Association of the Socisty 
for the time being in force unless the same shall have been previously 
submitted to and approved by the Department of Trade. 

The fourth and fifth paragraphs of this Memorandum of Association . 
contain conditions on which a licence is granted by the Board of Trade 
to the Association in pursuance of section 19(1) of the Companies Act 
1948. 

The liability of the members is limited. 

Every member of the Society undertakes to contribute to the assets of 
the Society, in the event of the same being wound up while he is a 
member, or within one year after he ceases to be a member, for payment 
of the debts and liabilities of the Society contracted before he 
ceases to be a member, and of the costs, charges and expenses of 
winding—up, and for the adjustment of the rights of the contributories 
among themselves, such amount as may be required not exceeding 5s(25p). 
If upon the winding up or dissolution of the Society there remains, 
after the satisfaction of all its debts and liabilities, any property 
whatsoever, the same shall not be paid to or distributed among the 
members of the Society, but shall be given or transferred to some other 
charitable institution or institutions having objects similar to the 
objects of the Society, and which shall prohibit the distribution of 
its or their members to an extent at least as great as is imposed on 
the Society at or before the time of dissolution, and if and so far as 
effect cannot be given to such provision, then to some charitable 
object.

Subject as aforesaid, any words or expressions defined in the Acts or any 

statutory modification thereof in force at the date on which these presents 

become binding on the Society shall, if not inconsistent with the subject 

or context, bear the same meanings in these presents. 


MEMBERSHIP 

2. The number of members with which the Society is registered is un— 
limited. 

3. The provisions of section 110 of the Act of 1948 shall be observed by 
the Society and every member of the Society, other than Honorary Members, 
shall either make a written request to become a member (which request may 
be included in his application for membership made in accordance with 
Article 4(i) of these presents) or sign a written consent to become a 
member or sign the register of members on becoming a member. 

4.(a) The members of the Society shall be the persons who are Members of 
the Society and such other persons as the Council shall from time to time 
elect or recommend to the Soeity for election. 

(b) The Society shall consist of a President, Vice-Presidents, Secretary 
General, Honorary Members, Individual Members, Local Authority Members, 
Corporate Members and Student Members. The Socisty may also have a Patron 
or Patrons as hereinafter mentioned. 


Classes of Membership 
INDIVIDUAL MEMBERS 
(c)(i) Any Individual who supports the objects of the Society shall be 

@ligible for admission as an Individual Member. 
(ii) On the attainment of the age of 65, Individual Members may, at 
the discretien of the Council retain their membership as Individual 
Members of the Society on payment of a fixed sum.as prescribed in the 
Bye-Laws of the Society. 


LOCAL AUTHORITY MEMBERS 
(d)(i) Any Local Authority supporting the objects of the Society shall be 
eligible for admission as a Local Authority Member. A Local Authority 
Member shall be entitled from time to time to appoint, and to revoke 


the appointment of not more than four Representatives. Each of the 
Representatives of a Local Authority Member shall be entitled to 
exercise on its behalf the same rights as an Individual Member and 

(if not himself an Individual Member) shall, by virtue of his appoint- 
ment to any office of the Society or to membership of the Council. 
(ii) For the purpose of this Article, the designation "Local Autho— 
rity" shall be deemed to include "Health Authorities" and "Water 
Authorities" or such other like authorities as the Council shall from 
time to time admit for membership. 


CORPORATE MEMBERS 

(e)(i) Any Society, Institution, Company, Association, Board or Group or 
educational establishment being in every case an incorporated body 
supporting the objects of the Society shall be eligible for admission 
as a Corporate Member. A Corporate Member shall be entitled to 
appoint Representatives according to subscription as set out in the 
Bye-Laws, and any such Representatives shall be entitled to exercise 
on its behalf the same rights as an Individual Member, and (if not 
himself an Individual Member) shall, by virtue of his appointment as 
such Representative, be eligible for election or appointment to any 
office of the Society or to membership of the Council. 
(ii) An unincorporated body (including a firm) may not as such become 
a member of the Society, but it if desires to obtain the advantages of 
membership it may nominate Representatives (determined according to 
subscription as aforesaid) to apply in its name for membership and 
exercise the rights of membership on its behalf. Every person so 
applying for membership shall be subject to the same rules and regqula— 
ticns as to admigsion and otherwise as any person not so nominated, 
and shall if admitted have the same rights and be subject to the same 
liabilities and incidents as any Individual Member except that (i) 
such persons shall be liable to pay such annual subscription as is 
appropriate to a Corporate Member (ii) if his nomination is revoked 
by such body he shall cease to be a member. References in these 
presents or in the Bye-Laws to Corporate members shall as far as the 
context admits include references to unincorporated bodies having 
nominated representative members prcvided always that no such body 
shall as such have any rights of voting or otherwise or be deemed for 
any purpose to be a member of the Society. 


SUSTAINING MEMBERS 

(f) Any member who subscribes not less than the sum as prescribed in the 
Bye-Laws for this class of membership shall be eligible for admission as a 
Sustaining Member. 


HONORARY MEMBERS 

(g) Individuals who have rendered outstanding service in promoting the 
objects of the Society shall be eligible for admission as Honorary Members 
and such persons, being duly admitted shall enjoy all the privileges of 
membership (including the right to vote) except that they shall not by 
virtue of their Honorary Membership alone be deemed to be members of the 
Society for the purpose of registering within the meaning of Article 3 of 
these presents or be entered on the Register of members of the Society or 


be entitled to vote on a special or extraordinary resolution or be under 
any liability for the debts and liabilities of the Society. 


STUDENT MEMBERS 

(h) Any bona fide non-graduate student pursuing a course of study at 
school, college or university shall be eligible for admission as a Student 
Member on payment of the subscription prescribed in the Bye-Laws. 


APPLICATION FOR MEMBERSHIP 

(i) Every person wishing to join the Society and eligible for election as 
a Member, must apply in writing and shall deposit with such application the 
first annual subscription which shall be returned in the event of non 
election. 


RESIGNATION OF MEMBERS 
(j)(i) Every member duly elected shall continue as such until he shall 
resign by notice in writing, to the Secretary General, such notice 
being accompanied by any monies due to the Socisty. 
(ii) The Council shall have the power to remove any member: 
(a) whose annual subscription has remained unpaid for two successive 
years, or 
(b) who, in the opinion of the Council has acted in a manner preju- 
dicial to the interests and objects of the Society or has behaved 
in such a manner as to render his further membership detrimental 
to the interests of the Society, or 
(c) at its sole discretion without assigning any reason therefore. 
Provided that in every case the Member concerned shall have the opportunity 
to make representations defending his conduct in writing to the Council. 


ANNUAL SUBSCRIPTIONS 

(k) The Council shall make Bye-Laws from time to time to fix annual 
subscriptions payable by the various classes of Members. The Bye-Laws 
shall be confirmed by the Society in General Meeting. 


ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING 

5. The Society shall hold a General Meeting in every calendar year as its 
Annual General Meeting at such time and place as may be determined by the 
Council, and shall specify the Meeting as such in the notices calling it, 
provided that every Annual General Meeting shall be held not more than 
fifteen months after the holding of the last preceding Annual General 
Meeting. 


EXTRAORDINARY GENERAL MEETINGS 

6. All General Meetings, other than Annual General Meetings, shall be 
called Extraordinary General Meetings. 

7. The Council may whenever they think fit convene an Extraordinary 
General Meeting, and Extraordinary General Meetings shall also be convened 
on such requisition, or in default may be convened by such requisitions, as 
provided by section 132 of the Act of 1948. 


NOTICE OF MEETINGS ; 
8. Twenty-one days’ notice in writing at the least of every Annual General 


Meeting and of every Meeting convened to pass a Special Resolution, and 
fourteen days' notice in writing at the least of every other General 
Meeting (exclusive in every case both of the day on which it is served or 
deemed to be served and of the day for which it is given), specifying the 
place, the day and the hour of meeting, and in the case of business other 
than routine business the general nature of that business, shall be given 
in manner hereinafter mentioned to such persons (including the Auditors) 
as are under these presents or under the Act entitled to receive such 
notices from the Society; but with the consent of all the members having 
the right to attend and vote thereat, or of such proportion of them as is 
prescribed by the Act in the case of mestings othern than Annual General 
Meetings, a meeting may be convened by such notice as those members may 
think fit. 

9. The accidental ommissions to give notice of a meeting to, or the non= 
receipt of such notice by, any person entitled to receive notice thereof 
shall not invalidate the proceedings at such meetings. 


PROCEEDINGS AT GENERAL MEETINGS 
10. Routine business shall mean and include only business transacted at an 
Annual General Meeting of the following classes, that is to say:- 

(a) Reading and considering the accounts and balance sheet and the 

annual reports of the Council and the Auditors. 

(b) Appointing Auditors and fixing their remuneration. 

(c) Receiving the results of the elections of the Council and other 

Officers. 
ll. No business shall be transacted at any General Meeting unless a quorum - 
is present when the meeting proceeds to business. Save as herein otherwise 
provided ten members or Representatives of members personally present shall 
be a quorum. . 
12. If within half an hour from the time appointed for the holding of a 
General Meeting a quorum is not present, the meeting, if convened on the 
requisition of members, shall be dissolved. In any other case it shall 
stand adjourned to the same day in the next week, at the same time and 
place, or at such other place as the Council may determine, and if at such 
adjourned meeting a quorum is not present within half an hour from the time 
appointed for holding the meeting the members present shall be a quorum. 
13. The Chairman (if any) of the Council shall preside as Chairman at 
every General Meeting, but if there be no such Chairman, or if at any 
meeting he shall not be present within fifteen minutes after the time 
appointed for holding the same, or shall be unwilling to preside, the 
members present shall choose one of the Deputy Chairmen or some other 
member of the Council, or if no such member be present, or if all the 
members of the Council present decline to take the chair, they shall 
choose some member or Representative of a member of the Socisty who shall 
be present to preside. 
14. The Chairman may, with the consent of any meeting at which a quorum 
is present (and shall if so directed by the meeting) adjourn the meeting 
from time to time, and from place to place, but no business shall be 
transacted at any adjourned meeting other than business which might have 
been transacted at the meeting from which the adjournment took place. 
Whenever a meeting is adjourned for thirty days or more, notice of the 
adjourned meeting shall be given in the same manner as of an original 
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meeting. Save as aforesaid, the members shall not be entitled to any 
notice of an adjournment, or of the business to be transacted at an 
adjourned meeting. 

15. At any General Meeting a resolution put to the vote of the meeting 
shall be decided on a show of hands, unless a poll is, before or upon the 
declaration of the result of the show of hands, demanded by the Chairman 
or by at least five members or Representatives of members present in 
person or by proxy, or by members or Representatives of members present in 
person or by proxy and representing not less than one-tenth of the total 
voting rights of all the members and Representatives of members having the 
Tight to vote at the meeting, and unless a poll be so demanded a declara— 
tion by the Chairman of the meeting that a resolution has been carried, 

or carried unanimously or by a particular majority or lost, or not carried 
by a particular majority, and an entry to that effect in the minuts book 
of the Society shall be conclusive evidence of the fact without proof of 
the number or proportion of the votes recorded in favour of or against that 
resolution. The demand for a poll may be withdrawn. 

16. Subject to the provisions of Article 17, if a poll be demanded in 
manner aforesaid, it shall be taken at such time and place, and in such 
manner, as the Chairman of the meeting shall direct, and the result of the 
poll shall be deemed to be the resolution of the meeting at which the poll 
was demanded. 

17. No poll shall be demanded on the election of a Chairman of a meeting 
or on any question of adjournment. 

18. In the case of an equality of votes, whether on a show of hands or on 
a poll, the Chairman of the meeting shall be entitled to a second or casting 
vote. . 

19. The demand of a poll shall not prevent the continuance of a meeting 
for the transaction of any business other than the question on which a poll 
has been demanded. 


VOTES OF MEMBERS 

20. Subject as hereinafter provided, every member shall have one vote. A 
Local Authority Member or Corporate Member shall have one vote for each of 
its Representatives which shall be exercisable by such Representatives in 
person. 

21. Except in accordance with Articles 4(q) and 29, and unless the Council 
otherwise determine, no member other than a member duly registered, who 
shall have paid every subscription and other sum (if any) which shall be 
due and payable to the Society, in respect of his membership, shall be 
entitled to vote on any question either personally through its Representa— 
tives or by proxy, or as a proxy for another member at any General Meeting. 
22.(a) Votes may be given on a poll either personally or by proxy. A 
proxy need not be a member. 

(b) The instrument appointing a proxy shall be in writing under the 
hand of the appointer, or his attorney duly authorised in writing, or if 
such appointer is a corporation under its common seal, if any, and if none, 
then under the hand of some officer duly authorised in that behalf. In 
the case of a Representative of a member any proxy shall be appointed by 
the member itself or its attorney and not by the Representative. 

(c) The instrument appointing a proxy and the power of attorney or other 
authority (if any) under which it is signed or a notarially certified or 
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office copy thereof shall be deposited at the office not less than 48 hours 
before the time appointed for holding the meeting or adjourned meeting at 
which the person named in the instrument proposes to vote, or in the case 
of a poll not less than 24 hours before the time appointed for the taking 
of the poll, and in default the instrument of proxy shall not be treated 

as valid. No instrument appointing a proxy shall be valid after the 
expiration of 12 months from the date of its execution. 

(d) A vote given in accordance with the terms of an instrument of proxy 
shall be valid notwithstanding the previous death or insanity of the 
principal or revocation of the proxy or of the authority under which the 
proxy was executed, provided that no intimation in writing of the death, 
insanity or revocation as aforesaid shall have been received at the office 
before the commencement of the meeting or adjourned meeting at which the 
proxy is used. 

(e) An instrument appointing a proxy shall be in the common form or in 
such other form as the Council may accept, and shall be deemed to confer 
authority to demand or join in demanding a poll. 


HONORARY OFFICERS 

23. The officers of the Society shall consist of a President, Honorary 
Treasurer, Chairman and two Deputy Chairmen of the Council, the Immediate. 
Past Chairman of the Council and may also include a Patron or Patrons as 
hereinafter mentioned. 


PATRON 

24. The Council may accept the patronage of any person or persons and 
shall thereupon select such person or cersons to be the Patron or Patrons 
of the Society for life or for such period as the Council may determine. 


PRESIDENT 

25. The President shall be elected annually by the Society under the Bye- 
Laws. No person shall hold the office of President for more than two years 
in succession. 


HONORARY TREASURER 

26. The Honorary Treasurer shall be elected annually by the Society under 
the Bye-Laws. The Honorary Treasurer shall be responsible for the 
uninvested funds of the Society and he shall cause all necessary and 
proper accounts to be kept in accordance with Article 47 hereof. 


- VICE-PRESIDENTS 


27.(a) Any person may be elected by the Society as a Vice-President provid- 
ing that he or she is a person of distinction in an appropriate field who 
is likely to promote actively the work of the Society. 

(b) Vice-—Presidents shall normally be elected for a single term of three 
years 

(c) Vice-Presidents shall not exceed six in number nor more than two be 
elected annually. 
CHAIRMAN AND DEPUTY CHAIRMEN 
28. The Chairman and Deputy Chairmen shall be elected annually by the 
Council from its own members at its first meeting after the Annual General 
Meeting. 
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29. The Patron or Patrons (if any) of the Society, the President of the 
Society, and the Vice—Presidents shall enjoy all the rights of membership 
(including the right to vote) during their term of office except that they 
shall not by virtue of their office alone be deemed to be members of the 
Society for the purposes of registration within the meaning of Article 3 
of these presents or be entered on the Register of Members of the Society 
or be entitled to vote on a special or extraordinary resolution or be 
under any liability for the debts and liabilities of the Society. 


THE COUNCIL 

30. Subject as hereinafter provided, the members of Council shall not be 
less than 20 in number. The Society may, by Ordinary Resolution from time 
to time, increase or reduce the minimum number of members of the Council. 
The Council may act notwithstanding any vacancies in their body, but if the 
members of the Council shall be reduced in number to less than that required 
Por a quorum for their meetings, they may act as the Council for the purpose 
only of summoning a general meeting of the Society. 

31. The Council shall consist of the Patron or Patrons (if any), the 
President, the immediate Past President, the Honorary Treasurer, the 
immediate past Chairman, a number of Divisional Representatives elected as 
hereinafter provided; and not more than a like number of other persons 
consisting of Representatives of National or similar organisations which are 
Corporate Members of the Society, at the invitation of the Council. No 
person other than a member of the Society or a Representative of a member 
may be appointed a member of the Council. The Council may from time to 

time and at any time appoint any member of the Socisty or a Representative 
of a member as a member of the Council, either to fill a casual vacancy or 
by way of addition to the Council. Any member so appointed shall retain 

his office only until the next Annual General Meeting, but he shall be 
eligible for re-election or re-appointment. 

The term "National or similar organisation" shall refer to any institution, 
association, society or board or other similar organisation, the activities 
of which extend to the whole of the United Kingdom, or to England, Scotland, 
Wales or Northern Ireland, and which is accepted by the Council as a 
National or similar organisation for the purposes of these presents. 


APPOINTMENT AND RETIREMENT OF MEMBERS OF THE COUNCIL 
32.(a) The members and Representatives of members of each Division shall 
elect annually from among their number Representatives to be members of the 
Council. Divisional Representatives shall be selected to the Council for a 
period of three years. One-third of the elected members shall retire in 
rotation each year; such members shall be eligible for re-election. The 
number of Divisional Representatives to be elected by each Division shall 
gach year be determined by the Council. 
(b) A National or similar organisation shall be entitled to nominate 
annually one Representative for Membership of the Council under Article 31. 
(c) The elected members of the Council shall (unless te-elected) vacate 
office after three years in accordance with the provisions of Article 32(a). 


Dos The Office of a member of the Council shall be vacateds:— 
(a) If he ceased to be a member or a Representative of a member of the 
. Society; 


(b) If by notice in writing to the Society he resigns his office; 
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(c) If a receiving order is made against him or he make any arrangement 
or composition with his creditors; 
(d) If he becomes of unsound mind; 
(e) If he ceases to hold office by reason of any order made under 
Section 188 of the Act of 1948; 
(f) If he is removed from office by a Resolution duly passed pursuant 
to Section 184 of the Act. 
34. A member of the Council who has attained the age of seventy shall be 
eligible for election and the provision of subsections (1) and (2) of 
Section 185 of the Act of 1948 shall not apply. 


POWERS OF THE COUNCIL 

35. The Management of the Society shall be in the hands of the Council who 
may pay all expenses incurred in forming and registering the Society and 
may exercise all such powers of the Society as are not by the Act of 1948 
or by these presents required to be exercised by the Society in General 
Meeting, subject nevertheless to any regulations of these presents, to the 
provisions of the Act of 1948, and to such regulations (not inconsistent 
with the aforesaid regulations or provisions) as may be prescribed by the 
Society in General Meeting, but no regulations so made by the Society shall 
invalidate any prior act of the Council which would have been valid if 

such regulations had not been made. The general powers given by this 
Article shall not be limited or restricted by any special authority or 
power given to the Council by any other Article. 

36. (i) The Council shall, as necessary, make and recommend the adoption, 
alteration and revocation the Bye-Laws for the regulation of the Society 
and otherwise for the furtherance of the purposes for which the Society is 
established, provided that the Bye-Laws are not repugnant to the Memorandum 
of Association or these presents. Such recommendations of the Council 
shall be laid before the Society at the following Annual General Meeting 

or at an Extraordinary General Meeting called for that purpose for adoption, 
if thought fit, by Ordinary Resolution. The Bye-Laws for the time being in 
force shall be binding upon all members until varied or set aside as herein— 
after provided. It is expressly declared that, without prejudice to the 
powers of the Society to adopt Bye-Laws on other matters, the following 
shall be deemed to be matters which (so far as not governed by, and subject 
always to the provisions of, these presents) may be governed by Bye-Laws 
within the meaning of this article, that is to say: 

(a) As to entrance fees (if any) payable in respect of membership 
of the Society. 

(b) As to the annual, quarterly or other subscriptions or payments 
to be payable by the members of the Society. 

(c) As to the rights and privileges to be accorded to, and the 
qualifications, restrictions and conditions to be imposed on, 
members of the Society. 

(d) As to Committees of members in connection with various branches 
of the Society's activities, and as to the appointment, removal, 
Qualification, disqualification, duties, functions, powers and 
privileges of members of such Committees. 

(e) As to the manner in which the Elections of Officers and Council 
members shall be conducted. 

(f) As to the Geographical Divisions of the Society for electoral 
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purposes, and the setting up and regulation of Divisional 
Councils and their membership, duties, functions and powers. 
(ii) The Council shall have power to issue Standing Orders from time to 
time regulating the appointment of various committees from Members of the 
Society or otherwise as provided herein for the better administration of 
the business of the Council and directing the terms of reference of such 
committees and the procedures governing the transaction of their business. 
(iii) Any committee appointed in accordance with this article shall have 
power to adopt persons to act as members of the committee whose qualifica= 
tions or experience will assist the committee in its work, but the number 
of persons so adopted shall not exceed one-third of the membership of the 
committees excluding adopted members. 


SECRETARY GENERAL 

37. (i) The Secretary General shall be appointed by the Council for such 
time at such remuneration and upon such conditions as they think fit, and 
any person so appointed may be removed by them. The provisions of Section 
177 and 179 of the Act of 1948 shall apply and be observed. 

(ii) The Secretary General shall from time to time submit financial 
statements at the request of the Council. It shall be his duty, under the 
direction of the Council to conduct the correspondence of the Society, to 
attend meetings of the Council and Committees thereof, to take minutes of 
the proceedings of such meetings, to superintend the publication of such 
papers as the Council may direct, sngage and be responsible for all persons 
employed under him, and, in general, conduct the ordinary business of the 
Society in accordance with the Memorandum and Articles of Association. 

(iii) The Council may from time to time by resolution appoint an assistant 
or deputy Secretary General, and any person so appointed may act in place 
of the Secretary General if there be no Secretary General or no Secretary 
General capable of acting. 


THE SEAL . 

38. The Council shall provide a Common Seal of the Society and make rules 
for the safe custody and use thereof, and it shall only be used by the 
Authority of the Council previously given and in the presence of one member 
of the Council at least, and every such instrument shall be countersigned 
by the Secretary General or some other person duly authorised by the 
Council. 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE COUNCIL 

39. The Council may meet together for the dispatch of business, adjourn and 
otherwise regulate their meetings as they think fit, and determine the 
quorum necessary for the transaction of business. Unless otherwise deter— 
mined, ten shall be a quorum. Questions arising at any meetings shall be 
decided by a majority of votes. In case of an equality of votes the Chair-— 
man shall have a second or casting vote. 

40. Five members of the Council may, and on the request of five members of 
the Council the Secretary General shall, at any time, summon a meeting of 
the Council by notice served upon the several members of the Council. A 
member of the Council who is absent from the United Kingdom shali not be 
entitled to notice of a meeting. 

41. The Chairman shall be entitled to preside at all meetings of the 
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Council at which he shall be present, but if no such Chairman be elected, 
or if at any meeting the Chairman be not present within five minutes after 
the time appointed for holding the meeting and willing to preside, the 
members of the Council present shall choose one of the Deputy Chairmen and 
failing them one other of their number to be Chairman of the Meeting. 

42. A meeting of the Council at which a quorum is present shall be comp- 
etent to exercise all the authorities, powers and discretions by or under 
the regulations of the Society for the time being vested in the Council 
generally. 

43. The Council may delegate any of their powers to Committees consisting 
of such member or members of the Council as they think fit, and any Commit- 
tee so formed shall, in the exercise of the power so delegated, conform to 
any regulations imposed on it by the Council. The meetings and proceedings 
of any such Committee shall be governed by the provision of these presents 
for regulating the meetings and proceedings of the Council so far as applic- 
able and so far as the same shall not be superceded by any Bye-Laws made by 
the Council. 

44, All acts bona fide done by any meeting of the Council or any Committee 
of the Council, or by any person acting as a member of the Council, shall 
notwithstanding it be afterwards discovered that there was some defect in 
the appointment or continuance in office of any such member or person acting 
as aforesaid, or that they or any of them were disqualified, be as valid 

as if every such person had been duly appointed or had duly continued in 
office and was disqualified to be a member of the Council. 

45. The Council shall cause proper minutes to be made of all appointments 
of officers made by the Council and of the proceedings of all meetings of 
the Society and of the Council and of Committees of the Council, and all 
business transacted at such meetings, and any such minutes of any meetings, 
if purporting to be signed by the Chairman of such meeting, or by the 
Chairman of the next succeeding meeting, shall be sufficient evidence 
without any further proof of the facts therein stated. 

46. A resolution in writing signed by a majority of the members for the 
time being of the Council or of any Committee of the Council who are 
entitled to receive notice of a meeting of the Council or of such committee 
shall be as valid and effectual as if it had been passed at a meeting of 
the Council or of such committee duly convened and constituted. 


ACCOUNTS 
47. The Council shall cause proper books of account to be kept with respect 
tos 
(a) all sums of money received and expanded by the Society and the 
matters in respect of which such receipts and expenditure take 
place; 
(b) all sales and purchases of goods by the Society; and 
(c) the assets and liabilities of the Society. 
Proper books shall not be deemed to be kept if there are not kept such 
books of account as are necessary togive a true and fair view of the state 
of affairs of the Society and to explain its transactions. 
48. The books of account shall be kept at the office, or subject to 
section 147(3) of the Act of 1948 at such other place or places as the 
Council shall think fit, and shall always be open to the inspection of the 
members of the Council. 
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49. The Council may from time to time impose reasonable restrictions as to 
the time and manner of the inspection by the members (other. than members 
of the Council) or by Representatives of members of the accounts and books 
of the Society, or any of them, and subject to such restrictions the acc— 
ounts and books of the Society shall be open to the inspection of such 
members or Representatives of members at all reasonable times during 
business hours. 

50. The Council shall from time to time in accordance with sections 148, 
150 and 157 of the Act of 1948 cause to be prepared and laid befere the 
Society in General Meeting, such income and expenditure accounts, balance 
sheets and group accounts (if any) and reports as are referred to in those 
Sections. A copy of every balance sheet (including every document required 
by law to be annexed thereto) which is to be laid before the Society in 
General Meeting, together with a copy of the Auditors report, shall not 
less than twenty-one days before the date of the meeting be sent to every 
member of, and holder of debentures of, the Society. Provided that this 
Article shall not require a copy of those documents to be sent to any 
person of whose address the Society is not aware or to more than one of 

the joint holders of any debentures. 


AUDIT 

51. Once at least in every year the accounts of the Society shall be 
examined and the correctness of the income and expenditure account and 
balance sheet ascertained by one or more properly qualified Auditor or 
Auditors. 

52. Auditors shall be appointed and their duties regulated in accordance 
with sections 159 to 162 of the Act of 1948 the members of the Council 
being treated as the Directors mentioned in those sections. 


NOTICES 

53. A notice may be served by the Socisty upon any member, either person— 
ally or by sending it through the post in a prepaid letter, addressed to 
such member at his registered address as appearing in the register of 
members. 


54. Any member described in the register of members by an address not 
within the United Kingdom, who shall from time to time give the Society 

an address within the United Kingdom at which a notice may be served upon 
him, shall be entitled to have notices served upon him at such address, 
but, save as aforesaid and as provided by the Act, only those members who 
are described in the register of members by an address within the United 
Kingdom shall be entitled to receive notices from the Society. 

35. Any notice, if served by post, shall be deemed to have been served on 
the day following that on which the letter containing the same is put into 
the post, and in proving such service it shall be sufficient to prove that 
the letter containing the notice was properly addressed and put into the 
post office as a prepaid letter. 


DISSOLUTION 

56. Clause 9 of the Memorandum of Association of the Society relating to 
the winding up and dissolution of the Society shall have effect as if the 
provisions thereof were repeated in these Articles. 
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BYE-LAWS 


Adopted by Ordinary Resolution dated the 29 March 1974 and as amended on 
13 Octeber 1976, 6. July 1977, 20 July 1878, 16 July 1980, 5 October 1981 
and 18 October 1982. 


DEFINITIONS 
1. The Definitions section of the Articles of Association of the Society 
shall be deemed to be incorporated in and applied to these presents. 


SUBSCRIPTIONS 
2. Annual Subscriptions shall be as hersinafter provided. A first annual 
subscription shall be made on application for Membership and shall continue 
in force until the first day of April of the following year, when it shall 
be renewable. 


(a) INDIVIDUAL MEMBERS 


(i) The annual subscription payable by an Individual Member shall be 
not less than Eight Pounds. On attainment of the age of 65 on 
payment of the sum of Sixteen Pounds, Individual Members may, at 
the discretion of the Council retain their membership of the 
Society in perpetuity, but always subject to the Council's rights 
of removal. 

(ii) Individuals may on payment of not less than one hundred and sixty 
pounds become Life Members of the Society. 


(b) LOCAL AUTHORITY MEMBERS 


The annual subscription payable by a Local Authority shall be not less 
than as follows. For local authorities with a population of: 


Less than 100,000 £113.00 
100,001 to 250,000 £138.00 
250,001 to 500,000 £167.00 
500,001 to 1,000,000 £219.00 


For each additional 500,000 or part thereof — £23.00 


(c) CORPORATE MEMBERS and unincorporated bodies appointed in accordance 
with Article 4(e)(ii). 


The annual subscription payable by Corporate Members and Unincorporated 
bodies shall be not less than as follows: 


(i) Small local civic societies, colleges, schools and similar 
organisations — £14 

(ii) Regional and national societies and similar organisations, 
consultants and small industrial and commercial firms — £80 

(iii) Industrial organisations - £98 


(d) SUSTAINING MEMBERS 


The annual subscription for Sustaining Members shall be not less than 
£200 


(e) MEMBERSHIP — SPECIAL CASES 


The Council shall have power to elect any applicant for Membership to 
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an appropriate grade of Membership, on such special terms as to 
subscription or otherwise as after considering any reasons for so 
doing stated by such applicant the Council may think proper.

(d)The Members, Representatives and Delegates of Members, as hereinafter 
defined, in any town or district within a Division, may, if they so 
desire, and with the approval of the Council and of their Divisional 
Council, set up a Branch of the Division and elect Committees and 
Honorary Officers. The activities of a Branch shall be subject to the 
general approval and guidance of the Council and of the Divisional 
Council and the Divisional Council may pay and make grants for 
approved expenses. 


PRESIDENT, VICE-PRESIDENTS, HONORARY MEMBERS AND HONORARY TREASURER 

6(a)The President and an Honorary Treasurer shall be elected annually on 
the recommendation of the Council by the Society at its Annual General 
Meeting.

THE COUNCIL 

7(a)The business of the Council shall be specified in Article 35 and shall 
include the direction of the policy of the Society, the work of its 
committees, the reception of reports from such committees, from 
Divisions, from Headquarters and su 7ect groups. 


(b)The Council at its first meeting after election shall elect from its 
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own members, a Chairman, two Deputy Chairmen and the following

(iii) Technical 

(iv) Parliamentary and Local Government 

(v) Any other Committee considered by the Council to be necessary. 


(c)The Chairman of Council, the two Deputy Chairmen of Council, the 
Honorary Treasurer, the Chairmen of the Standing Committees (or 
Deputies in their absence) and the Immediate Past Chairman of Council 
shall comprise a Steering Group and will meet as required with the 
Following terms of reference: 


1. To implement Council policy 

2. To ensure that the programmes of the Standing Committees are 
comprehensive and appropriately interlocking 

3. To formulate proposals for policy changes 

4. To act on behalf of the Council in cases of urgency 

5. To report to the next following meeting of Council any action taken 
on its behalf. 


(d)There shall also be a Nominations Committee, appointed by the Council. 
The Terms of Reference of this Committee shall be as set out in the 
Standing Orders of the Council. 


(e)The procedure for the election of Chairman, Deputy Chairmen and 
Committees, and the rules and functions of all Committees, shall be 
decided by the Council. 


ELECTIONS 

8.(a) President, Vice—Presidents, Honorary Members and Honorary Treasurer. 
Nominations for the offices of President, Vice—Presidents, Honorary Members 
and Honorary Treasurer may be made by any Member of the Society. Nomina— 
tions, in writing, shall be received by the Secretary General not less than 
thnee months prior to the date of the Annual General Meeting. 

(b) (i) Divisional Representatives (Elected in accordance with Article 
32(a)). Each Member may nominate Divisional Representatives for 
his own Division provided that he does not nominate more than 
the total number to be appointed by that Division. Nominations 
shall be made to the Divisional Secretary not less than seven 
days before the date of the Annual General Meeting of the 
Division. In the event of more nominations being received than 
there are Divisional Representatives to be appointed, elections 
by ballot shall be held at the Annual General Meeting of the 
Division. The result of such an election is to be reported to 
the Secretary General of the Society not later than seven days 
before the date of the Society's Annual General Meeting. The 
names of the persons so elected shall be announced at such Annual 
General Meeting. 

(ii) No Member or Representative of a Member shall nominate, be nomi- 
nated for, or vote in any Divisional Election other than that 
of which he is a Member or Representative. 
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(c) Representatives of National or similar organisations (in accordance 
with Article 32(b)). 
Nominations from National or similar organisations shall be received by the 
Secretary General not less than seven days before the date of the Annual 
General Meeting. 

(d) No nomination for office shall be considered valid unless the agree-— 
ment of the candidate has been previously obtained. 


INTERPRETATION OF BYE=LAWS 

9. The Council shall have full power to decide any question of interpre— 
tation of these Bye-Laws and any other question on which these Bye-Laws are 
Silent, subject to the power of the Society in any subsequent general meet— 
ing to review any such decision and to make new provision in relation 
thereto.

NAOMI E.S. SARGANT, President of the Society. Naomi Sargant 
started life as a Market and Social Researcher with Gallup Poll, 
but after 12 years switched to teaching marketing and market 
research at Enfield College of Technology where she became more 
interested in the problems of researching for the public sector. 
During this time she was also a Councillor for a London Borough, 
serving on its Education Committee and as Chairman of the 
Children's Committee, and became actively involved with the 
social services and community relations. She joined the Open 
University at its inception, starting up its survey research 
department, and developing new strategies for the research and 
evaluation of media-based education systems for adults, and then 
took on a four year stint as Pro Vice-Chancellor for Student 
Affairs. She has written widely on the education of adults, and 
chaired the ACACE committee responsible far its policy document 
"Continuing Education: from policies to practice". She has also 
been heavily involved in consumer affairs, chairing the National 
Gas Consumers Council for three years, sitting on the National 
Consumer Council, and was a member of the Commission on Energy 
and the Environment. In 1981, Naomi Sargant was appointed 
Senior Commissioning Editor, responsible for education and 
programming, for Channel 4 TV. She is married with three sons. 


LORD EZRA, MBE, Immediate Past President of the Society, was born 
on 23rd February, 1919, and educated at Monmouth School and 
Magdalene College, Cambridge. He joined the Army as a gunner in 
1939 and was awarded the MBE in 1945 for wartime services. 

After demobilisation in 1947, with the rank of.Lt. Colonel, he 
joined the Marketing Department of the National Coal Board. 

He was Chairman of the NCB from 1971 -— 1982, in succession to 
Lord Robens. Lord Ezra is now Chairman of Associated Heat 
Services. He also holds the Chairmanship of Petrolex — a company 
concerned with North Sea development —- and of the Keep Britain 
Tidy Group. 


STANLEY E. COHEN, CBE, FRSA, Vice President of the Society, was 
President of the Society 1971-73 and Hon. Treasurer, 1957-1971. 

He was Chief Commoner, City of London, 1965 and Chairman, Public 
Health Committee 1954-56 when he was responsible for creating the 
whole of the City of London as a Smokeless Zone on 2nd October 
1955 —- the first city to be so controlled, and also responsible 
for the clause in the City's Various Powers Act 1971 to limit the 
sulphur content of oil to 1% - the first parliamentary legislation 
of its kind. As a Member of the Clean Air Council 1960-75, he 
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initiated action in 1964 to reduce pollution from motor vehicles. 
During worldwide travels, he has pressurised Governments to hasten 
clean air legislation and to use British made equipment. 


RT. HON. MICHAEL FOOT, MP, Vice President of the Society. Michael 
Foot, Leader of the Labour Party since 1980, was educated at 
Leighton Park School, Reading, and Wadham College, Oxford, where 
he was President of the Union in 1933. He was Secretary of State 
for Employment from 1974-76, Leader of the House of Commons, 
1976-79 and has been a member of the Labour Party National 
Executive Committee since 1971. He is the author of a number of 
publications, including Armistice 1918-39, Trial of Mussolini, 
Brendan and Beverley, The Pen and the Sword, Parliament in-Danger, 
Aneurin Bevan (Vols. I & II), and Debts of Honour. Michael Foot 
has been MP for Ebbw Vale since 1960. 


MADRON R. SELIGMAN, MEP, BA, Vice President of the Society, was 
educated at Harrow School and Balliol College, Oxford, where he 
was President of the Oxford Union in 1940. He has been Chairman 
of the Incinerator Company Ltd. since 1960 and Director of Fluor 
(GB) Ltd. since 1968, and Non-Executive Director of APV (Holdings) 
Ltd. since 1981. (Previously Executive). Mr. Seligman has been 

a Member of the European Parliament representing Sussex West, 
since 1979, and is Vice-President of the Energy and Research 
Committee of the European Parliament. 


WILLIAM B. TWYFORD, Chairman of the Council of the Society, 
represents the Yorkshire and Humberside Division, NSCA. He has 
been actively involved with the work of the Society for the past 
22 years, and has served as Vice Chairman of the Division, 
Honorary Secretary of the Division, Chairman of the Society's 
Conference and Promotions Committee and Senior Deputy Chairman 
of the Society's Council, before becoming Chairman in 1982. 


HARRY GIBLIN is Immediate Past Chairman of the Council of the 
Society. He has spent all his working life in the solid fuel 
appliances industry, originally with the manufacturers of 
Redfyre appliances and later as Regional Officer for the Coal 
Utilisation Council in Manchester. It was here that he first 
became interested in clean air, following the introduction

BRIAN HARRIS EDWICK, Honorary Treasurer of the Society, is 
Managing Director of F.E. Beaumont Ltd. He is also Honorary 
Treasurer and past President of The National Federation of 
Master Steeplejacks and Lightning Conductor Engineers. 


IVOR W. BARKER represents the Yorkshire and Humberside Division, 
and is Chairman of the Society's Parliamentary and Local 
Government Committee. He is currently Director of Environmental 
Health, City of Sheffield, having formerly been with Manchester 
and with Leicester, where he held the post of Assistant Chief 
Environmental Health Officer with special responsibility for 
Pollution and Noise Control. Prior to his present appointment, 

he was Chief Environmental Health Officer with Bracknell District 
Council. He has written and presented papers on air pollution and 
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noise and in 1976 he attended Heathrow Fourth Terminal Public

Atmospheric heavy 
metal burden assessments are being done under the auspices of 
an Inner Urban Project to evaluate the impact of this pollution 
and build the results into the Borough's future strategic 
planning. Mr. Liversidge operates an Industrial Liaison 
Committee, which combines the talents of local industry and the 
Council and this body evaluates and tries to ameliorate the 
problems of local industry as a polluter. Within the 
boundaries of the authority is one of the largest and most 
modern motive power battery manufacturers, which is the subject 
of a continuous monitoring programme, and which achieves high 
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control standards with minimal impact on the surrounding 
environment. 


CLLR. DENIS R. LOVELACE represents the South West Division, NSCA. 
He has been a Member of Bath City Council since May 1976 and 

was a candidate for the Somerset Euro—Constituency in the 1979 
Euro-election. He is a past Assistant Secretary—General of the 
World Association of World Federalists and a sometime Local Groups 
Officer for the International Voluntary Service (UK). He is a 
member of the Society's Conference & Promotions Committee. 


IAN MACKAY represents the Solid Smokeless Fuels Federation. 

Having joined the National Coal Board in 1948, he served in 
various departments, particularly marketing, and became District 
Sales Manager for Teeside. In 1970, he joined Associated Heat 
Services Limited as Sales Manager and in 1982 was appointed 

General Manager designate for the Solid Smokeless Fuels Federation.

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ANNUAL REPORT AND ACCOUNTS 


ANNUAL REPORT 1981-1982 


In common with my recent predecessors, I am delighted to report 
that the Society has had another very active year -— although, as you 
may imagine, it has been far from an easy one. The continuing 
recession and continuing, albeit declining, inflation nave affected 
virtually every aspect of our activities, while the rail strikes of 
February and July forced the postponement of no less than six meetings 
of the Standing Committees as well as other divisional meetings. But 
these problems apart, I am pleased to say that we have also.hed a 
productive year. 


Of course, any assessment of productivity depends on the yard-— 
stick applied. In terms of, for example, the scope of the sub- 
missions put to Government and its agencies or the quality and extent 
of debate in Conference, Seminar or Committee, you will see that we 
have been amply cost-effective: similarly we have had good success 
in, publicising our. policies’ and plaints. “Un the, other sand,.2 t 
productivity is measured against Governmental commitment to vigorous 
programmes furthering the Society's objectives, it is only fair to 
point out that in this respect our expectations were minimal. In the 
light of its earlisr decision to disband the Clean Air Council and 
last year's decisions to scrap the Noise Advisory Council and the 
Standing Commission on Energy and the Environment, the Government has 
declared its lack of interest in environmental matters —- and in 
awarding priorities to the allocation of the nation's resources it is 
apparent that with certain exceptions, such as meeting EC Directives, 
it regards our air as being as clean and as noise-free as it is 
prepared to. afford. It is against this background. that the majority 
of the external events calling for action on our part should be 
viewed. None was new but all were further developments of well 
established issues. 


The continuing lack of response by the Government to the 5th 
Report of the Royal Commission on Environmental Pollution "Air 
Pollution Control: An Integrated Approach", and the deep and 
unanimous concern of our membership that the Government's intentions 
for the future of HM Alkali and Clean Air Inspectorate may be 
leading towards the rejection of the conclusions and recommendations 
put forward in that Report, led your Council to seek a meeting with 
the Minister to discuss the matter. However, the request was turned 
down with the Minister writing (in February) that pending the 
Government's response to the Sth Report (which was very nearly 
complete), such a: mesting would be umproductive. “As 1l-ge"te press inh 
mid-September, there this Catch 22 situation currently rests. In the 
meantime we have invited the newly constituted Royal Commission to 
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consider whether the conclusions and recommendations reached in 1976 
remain as relevant today as we believe them to be. 


Smoke Control continues to make progress although the pace at 
which it is introduced continues to slow down. Of parallel concern 
is the further increase in the number of reports from all parts of 
the country of the illegal use of bituminous coal for domestic 
heating in smoke control areas. As you will hear during the Annual 
Conference, about 50% of all local authorities exercising smoke 
control responded to our survey of the problem, with 50% of these 
affirming its reality. In the light of this the Society has called 
for a clear statement of intention by the Government for the Clean 
Air legislation to be enforced and for a full programme of smoke 
control to be progressed on a national basis.

our policy statement on lead in petrol. 
of the Government to reduce further the 
called for lead-free petrol to be 


mandatory for all new cars at the earliest opportunity. Accepting 
that lead in petrol was only one source of lead in the human body the 
statement included the requirement for all other sources to be care- 
Fully monitored to ensure that all expenditure related to reducing 
body lead levels is optimised. Other important issues resulting in 
policy statements or requiring further action included: air 
pollution control through planning; air quality in enclosed spaces 
and in urban streets subjected to heavy concentrations of traffic; 
the adequacy of the existing powers available to local authorities 

to anticipate and control possibly excessive levels of pollution 
arising from the increased use of coal by industry. In May, 
Following exchanges of letters with the Ministry of Agriculture, 
Fisheries and Food and the National Farmers Union, we announced the 
Society's policy on straw and stubble burning. All of these issues 
and many others were covered in our written evidence to the Royal 
Commission on Environmental Pollution which was published in full in 
the June edition of Clean Air. Finally, we responded to Governmental 
requests for comments on: in December, the Report of the Commission 
on Energy and the Environment 'Coal and the Environment'; in January, 
the Government White Paper 'Lorries, People and the Environment'; in 
July, the Building Regulations (Contents). As 1 said. at the begin- 
ning, it has been a busy year. 


As for our relationships with outside bodies, the Society 
continues to enjoy extensive representation on the Standing Conference 
of Co-operating Bodies and on the Air Pollution Monitoring Management 
Group. We are also represented on the Council for Environmental 
Conservation (CoEnCo) and its Pollution and Water Committees, and on 
Committees of the District Heating Associations. The Society has 
continued to provide secretarial services for the Environmental 
Protection Equipment Manufacturers Association (EPEMA). We also 
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exhibited in the International Environment and Safety Conference and 
Exhibition at Wembley in September. 


As you are aware, the Society is a founder member of the 
International Union of Air Pollution Prevention Associations (IUAPPA) 
for which we also provide the secretariat. I was pleased to be able 
to represent the Society at the meeting of its Executive Committee 
in Sicily last October which, inter alia, adopted guidelines for the 
conduct of future World Congresses. These are held triennially and 
the 6th World Congress on Air Quality, which is being organised by 
the Association Pour la Prevention de la Pollution Atmospherique 
(APPA) is scheduled to take place in Paris from 16th — 20th May 1983. 
A number of papers have been submitted for presentation by members of 
the Society as well as by members from other national organisations, 
and I am hopeful that the Society will be well represented at this 
important event. 


Since June 1980 the Society has also been an Associate Member of 
the Association Internationale Contre le Bruit (AICB) which held its 
12th Bi-Annual Conference in Vienna in April in conjunction with the 
Austrian Noise Abatement Society. Mr. Hylton Dawson represented the 
Society at this Conference, at which he also presented a paper cover- 
ing his work on low frequency noise. This reflected much credit on 
the Society particularly in view of the declared intention of many 
delegates to use the published data as a definitive criterion for the 
control of low frequency noise. 


Turning now to our own affairs, I am glad to say that the 
general increase in activity in the Divisions which John Clarke 
referred to in his report last year has been maintained, albeit 
with one or two exceptions. The principle of Divisions organising 
their own Seminars or arranging the programme content for Teach-Ins 
and Workshops while using our Headquarters staff to provide the 
administrative backing has continued apace. On this basis, the 
South West Division organised a highly successful Teach-In on "The 
Economics of Pollution Control" at Bristol Polytechnic last 
December. Similarly, the Yorkshire and Humberside Division has 
done much of the groundwork developing the programme for our Spring 
Workshop on "Coal and the Community", to be held at Sheffield 
University next March, while the London and South East and Central 
Southern Divisions has organised a Teach-In on "Air Pollution 
Implications of Future Use of Coal" on 30 November 1982 in London. 
Despite headquarters’ assistance functions on this scale involve 
a great deal of local effort, and I am sure you will agree that they 
deserve our utmost support - and the organisers our many thanks. 

A number of Divisions have also held special sessions on the topical 
issue of lead in petrol. Other Divisions have continued their 
practice of combining meetings with visits. And if I lack the 

space to mention the numerous other smaller meetings arranged by the 
Divisions throughout the year, many of which are reported in Clean 
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Air, I am sure that you will also agree with me that these are just 
as important in meeting the objectives of the Society as the grander 
events which hit the headlines. 


As well as the Divisional activities, the Society has carried 
out its normal central programme. A two day Workshop which examined 
Air Pollution - Local Problems and National Policies" was held at 
Nottingham University in March. It was very successful in terms of 
the content of the papers and the standard of debate; I am pleased 
to be able to report that it was also financially successful. We 
are indebted to John Clarke for the outstanding way he carried out 
the onerous duty of Moderator throughout both days of the Workshop. 


As you may recall, the Council's policy is to hold the Annual 
Conference in Brighton every third year. 1982 was such a year and 
it drew an attendance of 251 delegates which, considering the 
Financial climate, was not unsatisfactory. I am pleased to say that 
without exception the presentations and discussions were highly 
acclaimed, while the facilities of the Brighton Centre were 
unanimously deemed to be first rate. 


We are most grateful to the Earl of Avon, the Government spokes-— 
man in the House of Lords on the Environment, Transport and the Arts, 
for his address at the Opening Session in which he highlighted the 
role of the National Society in relation to the Department of the 
Environment. Having said that the Government sees the Society con- 
tinuing to take the leading part it has played in the past, he 
continued "We value the continuity of effort over the years, the 
consistency and integrity of the Society's purpose and its approach 
that reflects the need to maintain a carefully considered balance 
between reducing pollution and the economic health of industrial 
and commercial activities. We welcome too the continuing broadening 
of the Society's interests beyond air pollution to cover noise and 
other matters". Clearly, we could not have put it better ourselves! 


Following Lord Avon we listened to the Presidential Address by 
our new President, Naomi McIntosh, and were delighted to hear her 
rousing words urging us to spread the net of the Society as widely 
as possible to promote education at all levels so that "the present 
and future adult population may be more aware of the environmental 
implications of Government decisions on energy policy, and the 
effects of their own choices as consumer." As she begins her second 
year in office her words have proved to be even more relevant. Since 
this report is necessarily written a few weeks ahead of the AGM, I 
would like to thank her for the interest she has taken in the Society 
throughout the year and say how much we are looking forward to 
seeing her at Llandudno. I would also like to thank our Vice- 
Presidents for their good offices on our behalf. Mr. Stanley Cohen, 
CBE, has been active in several ways behind the scenes, and 
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Mr. Madron Seligman, MEP, BA has provided our essential first link 
with the European Parliament. I am pleased to inform you that 
following an invitation from the Nominations Committee, The Right 
Honourable Michael Foot, MP, has agreed to stand for election as 
Vice-President. Apart from his long standing interest in and 
contribution to the politics of clean air, as Member of Parliament 
For Ebbw Vale he has close connections with the South and Mid—Wales 
Division. 


Turning now to activities within the Society, the Council and 
its Committees have also been busy and I would like to take this 
opportunity of thanking all members of Council and all members of 
the Society's Committees for their essential support and attendance. 
Even where it proved necessary to rearrange meetings at short notice, 
the response was most satisfactory and the Honorary Officers and I 
are most grateful for this. 


As you may imagine, the Technical Committee discussed widely 
varying topics - ranging from acid rain in Scandinavia, through the 
roadside monitoring of smoke and 509, to all the other diverse 
issues which I have previously mentioned in reporting our evidence 
to the Royal Commission on Environmental Pollution. Meeting in 
conjunction with the Parliamentary and Local Government Committee 
subjects included: further action in respect of the Phurnacite 
Plant at Abercumboi; possible hazard arising from straw and stubble 
burning; response to the Environment Sub Committee, European 
Communities Committee of the House of Lords, on such subjects as air 
pollution monitoring data exchange and operation of the "Polluter 
Pays Principle"; representation on British Standards committees; 
vehicular and domestic noise; and the contents of the Building 
Regulations. Independently, the Parliamentary and Local Government 
Committees: formulated the Society's general policy on straw and 
stubble burning; initiated a dialogue with the Advertising Standards 
Authority on the misleading nature of some advertisements for multi- 
Fuel stoves; initiated the response to Government objecting to the 
Loughton No. 1 Smoke Control Order (1974) Revocation Order 1981; and 
developed contributions on several aspects of noise to the Society's 
evidence to the RCEP. 


The Conference and Promotions Committee has, in addition to the 
meetings already mentioned, organised the Annual Conference at 
Llandudno and completed detailed planning of the spring workshop at 
Sheffield University. Importantly, the Committee has also approved 
the imminent publication of two new booklets, the first of which, 
written by Mike Gittins of Leeds, updates our basic work on pollution 
while the second, written by Hylton Dawson of Bristol, is a new 
venture which aims to tell the average citizen all one needs to know 
about noise and the means for its alleviation. We are hopeful that 
both booklets will become best sellers. As regards other publications,

the 1982 edition of the Members Handbook has been distributed and 
"Clean Air" has continued to be published. Finally, the Committee has 
approved the preparation of an interim edition of the Society's 
Reference Book (for publication early in the New Year) pending the 
introduction of a completely new edition to be published in 1985 which 
it is intended should become a standard textbook on air pollution for 
degree course students. 


The library and information service handled approximately 2,600 
requests for information, references and publications during the year. 
Information is given in standard packages or specifically tailored in 
the form of letters, reports and library loans; telephoned inquiries 
are answered with on-the-spot advice or by return call after research. 
Priority is given to members' requests. 


The Finance and Administration Committee has been duly exercised 
with the pressing problems of finance and subscriptions in the face 
of inflation and recession. As you will see in the Note by the 
Honorary Treasurer circulated separately with this report, the antici- 
pated deficit projected by last year's budget failed to materialise, 
due to a combination of considerable good fortune and careful manage— 
ment. However, the factors underlying last year's projected deficit 
remain and I can only advise all members to study our Treasurer's 
words with the greatest of care and act accordingly in the interests 
of the Society. I should also mention that the question of our 
Headquarters premises has still to be resolved since, in the face of 
major structural repairs to the building which continued throughout 
the summer, the Landlord has delayed renegotiating the lease. 


On behalf of members of the Society, I would like to thank the 
Secretary General and all the members of his staff for their energetic 
and loyal efforts on our behalf. I would also like to express my 
sincere appreciation to the Honorary Secretaries of all the Divisions 
who play such a vital role in sustaining the work of the Society. We 
are most grateful to them for the unfailing interest they take in the 
Society and recognise that this makes considerable inroads on their 
private time. 


Before concluding, it is with great sadness that I have to remind 
you of the death of Ewen Robson who died on 18th July at the age of 
39. A stalwart member of the South West Division and a long standing 
member of Council and Chairman of the Parliamentary and Local Govern- 
ment Committee, he gave outstanding service to the Society throughout 
the last decade. 


In concluding this report I would like to return to my opening 
remarks — that despite recession and financial constraints we cannot 
afford to relax in the National quest for Clean Air. The improve- 
ments in air quality we now enjoy have been won at great effort over 
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many years and at a cost which at today's prices would be regarded 

as substantially unaffordable. The message is, therefore, that in 
every respect clean air is sound economics, and we must put this 

over to the politician as well as the citizen at every opportunity —- 
the corollary being that to meet this objective we must ensure that 
the Society remains vigorous and viable. In wishing my successor all 
good fortune in meeting these formidable tasks, I would assure him 
that he will find it a rewarding and wholly enjoyable year!

The first half of the year was dominated by the 
Division-hosted Society Teach-In "The Economics of 
Pollution Control", and there was only one opportunity 
to demonstrate the change of emphasis by which the 
Council would manage the Division's affairs and 
meetings themselves would concentrate on practical 

and technical matters. That policy had been agreed 

at the 1981 A.G.M. in Bath and witnessed by our quests 
the Secretary General, John Langston and the then 
Chairman, John Clarke. 


The responsibility for organising the teach-in was 
assumed by the ad hoc sub committee of Hylton Dawson, 
Bob Jarman, Ewen Robson and the Secretary. Despite some 
difficulties over obtaining a suitable chairman, 
speakers and financial security, the net result was a 
well attended function which was both informative and 
impressive and which did much to enhance the reputation 
of the Society, and the Division in particular. The 
principle of obtaining sponsorship had been looked 

upon with some scepticism by H.Q., which had initially 
pursued the matter unsuccessfully. By using ‘local 
contacts, the sub committee was able to ensure that a 
precedent was set for future Society Teach-In's for 
using sponsorship to provide a sound financial basis. 


The March meeting at Bristol Polytechnic provided the 
26 members who attended with a comprehensive insight 
into the BSc. course in Environmental Health, including 
research and consultancy projects, followed by a 
demonstration of the modern instrumentation available 
for training and research. There were several 
alterations in membership during the year, due more to 
a change in organisations' representatives rather than 
to an increase or decrease in membership numbers, which 
remained fairly static. 
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Members! views were sought and duly forwarded to H.Q. 
on matters for consideration by the Royal Commission on 
Environmental Pollution, and on the White Paper 
"Lorries, People and the Environment". 


Over the past few years the Division has acquired an image 
of being active, controversial where necessary, and having 
and expressing opinions on all pollution related issues. . 
I believe that this image was enhanced during 1981/2 with 
our representatives at national level encouraging and 
influencing the Society to become more positive in its 


outlook.

MEMORANDUM OF ASSOCIATION 
OF 
THE NATIONAL SOCIETY FOR CLEAN AIR 


Adopted by Special Resolution 29 March 1974 and amended by Special Resolution on 5 October 


1981 


The name of the Company (hereinafter called ‘the Society”) is “The National Society for 
Clean Air’’. 

The registered office of the Society will be situate in England. 

The object for which the Society is established is to seek the improvement of the environment 
by promoting clean air through the reduction of air pollution, noise and other atmospheric 
contaminants having regard for the implications for other aspects of the environment. 

(A) To initiate, assist, promote and encourage the investigation, consideration and discussion 
of all forms of pollution in order to achieve its reduction or prevention, and to undertake, or 
support or aid the undertaking of, investigations and research relevant to the causes and effects 
of pollution and the means to prevent it and to publish the results of such research. 

(B) To promote public education in all matters relating to the value and importance of clean 
air and methods and consequences of air pollution control and forms of pollution control by 
arranging meetings, publications, exhibitions, the delivery of lectures and addresses, the display 
of pictures, cinematograph films and models and by other means. 

(C) To encourage the adoption of methods to reduce and prevent pollution. 

(D) To promote, assist, support, or oppose, as may be consistent with the objects for which 
the Society is established, any administrative or other measures or proposed measures affecting 
pollution. 

(E) To initiate, support and co-operate with others in proposals and activities calculated to 
assist the promotion of the Society’s objects. 

(F) To establish, and support or aid in the establishment and support of any charitable associa- 
tion or institutions and to subscribe or guarantee money for charitable purposes in any way 
connected with the Society’s purposes or calculated to further its objects. 

(G) To purchase, take on lease or in exchange, hire or otherwise acquire any real or personal 
property and any rights or privileges which the Society may think necessary or convenient for 
the promotion of its objects, and to construct, maintain and alter any buildings or erections 
necessary or convenient for the work of the Society. 

(H) To sell, let, mortgage, dispose of or turn to account all or any of the property or assets of 
the Society as may be thought expedient with a view to the promotion of its objects. 

(I) To undertake and execute any trusts which may lawfully be undertaken by the Society and 
may be conducive to its objects. 

(J) To borrow or raise money for the purposes of the Society and subject to this Memorandum 
of Association on such terms and on such security as may be thought fit. 

(K) To invest the moneys of the Society not immediately required for its purposes in or upon 
such investments, securities or property as may be thought fit, but so that moneys subject or 
representing property subject to the jurisdiction of the Charity Commissioners for England and 
Wales shall only be invested in such securities and with such sanction (if any) as may for the 
time being be prescribed by law. 

(L) If and when considered advisable, to take all such measures as may be necessary to convert 
the Society into a body specially incorporated by Royal Charter or otherwise, or to secure the 
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creation of a new body so incorporated with the object of carrying out the purposes of the 
Society and continuing the work thereof. 

(M) To take all such other steps as will further the attainment of the above objects or any of 
them. 

PROVIDED FIRST that, notwithstanding anything contained in the preceding paragraphs of 
this Clause, the objects of the Society shall be restricted to such only of the objects aforesaid as 
are according to the law of England exclusively charitable. 

PROVIDED SECONDLY that the Society’s objects shall not extend to regulation of relations 
between workers and employers or organisations of workers and organisations of employers. 
PROVIDED THIRDLY that in case the Society shall take or hold any property subject to the 
jurisdiction of the Charity Commissioners for England and Wales or the Secretary of State for 
Education and Science, the Society shall not sell, mortgage, charge or lease the same without 
such authority, approval or consent as may be required by law and as regards any such property 
the Council of the Society (hereinafter called “‘the Council”) shall be chargeable for any such 
property that may come into their hands and shall be answerable and accountable for their own 
acts, receipts, neglects and defaults, and for the due administration of such property in the 
same manner and to the same extent as the Council would have been if no incorporation had 
been effected, and the incorporation of the Society shall not diminish or impair any control or 
authority exercisable by the Chancery Division, the Charity Commissioners or the Secretary of 
State for Education and Science over the Council but they shall as regards any such property be 
subject jointly and severally to such control or authority as if the Society were not incor- 
porated. In case the Society shall take or hold any property which may be subject to any 
trusts, the Society shall only deal with the same in such manner as allowed by law, having 
regard to such trusts. 

The income and property of the Society, whencesoever derived, shall be applied solely towards 
the promotion of the objects of the Society as set forth in this Memorandum of Association 
and no portion thereof shall be paid or transferred directly or indirectly, by way of dividend 
bonus or otherwise howsoever by way of profit, to the members of the Society. 

PROVIDED that nothing herein shall prevent the payment, in good faith, of reasonable and 
proper remuneration and pension to any officer or servant of the Society in return for any 
services actually rendered to the Society, nor prevent the payment of interest at a rate of 6% 
per annum on money lent or reasonable and proper rent for premises demised or let by any 
member to the Society nor prevent the gratuitous distribution among, or sale at a discount to, 
subscribers to the funds of the Society of any books or other publications, whether published 
by the Society or otherwise, relating to all or any of the Society’s objects above set forth; but 
so that no member of the Council shall be appointed to any salaried office of the Society or 
any office of the Society paid by fees, and that no remuneration or other benefit in money or 
money’s worth shall be given by the Society to any member of the Council, except repayment 
of out-of-pocket expenses and interest at the rate aforesaid on money lent or reasonable and 
proper rent for premises demised or let to the Society; provided that the provision last aforesaid 
shall not apply to any payment to any company of which a member of the Council may be a 
member, and in which such member shall not hold more than one hundredth part of the 
capital, and such member shall not be bound to account for any share of profits he may receive 
in respect of any such payment. 


No addition, alteration or amendment shall be made to or in the provisions of the Memoran-. 
dum or Articles of Association of the Society for the time being in force unless the same shall 
have been previously submitted to and approved by the Department of Trade. 

The fourth and fifth paragraphs of this Memorandum of Association contain conditions on 
which a licence is granted by the Board of Trade to the Association in pursuance of section 
19(1) of the Companies Act 1948. 

The liability of the members is limited. 

Every member of the Society undertakes to contribute to the assets of the Society, in the event 
of the same being wound up while he is a member, or within one year after he ceases to bea 
member, for payment of the debts and liabilities of the Society contracted before he ceases to 
be a member, and of the costs, charges and expenses of winding-up, and for the adjustment of 
the rights of the contributories among themselves, such amount as may be required not exceed- 


ing 5s(25p). 


9: If upon the winding up or dissolution a the Society there remains, after the satisfaction of all 
its debts and liabilities, any property whatsoever, the same shall not be paid to or distributed 
among the members of the Society, but shall be given or transferred to some other charitabie 
institution or institutions having objects similar to the objects of the Society, and which shall 
prohibit the distribution of its or their members to an extent at least as great as is imposed on 
the Society at or before the time of dissolution, and if and so far as effect cannot be ee to 
such provision, then to some charitable object.

2. The number of members with which the Society is registered is unlimited. 
3. The provisions of section 110 of the Act of 1948 shall be observed by the Society and every 
member of the Society, other than Honorary Members, shall either make a written request to become 
a member (which request may be included in his application for membership made in accordance with 
Article 4(i) of these presents) or sign a written consent to become a member or sign the register of 
members on becoming a member. 
4.(a) The members of the Society shall be the persons who are Members of the Society and such other 
persons as the Council shall from time to time elect or recommend to the Society for election. 

(b) The Society shall consist of a President, Vice-Presidents, Secretary General, Honorary Members, 
Individual Members, Local Authority Members, Corporate Members and Student Members. The 
Society may also have a Patron or Patrons as hereinafter mentioned. 


Classes of Membership: 
Individual Members 
(c) (i) Any Individual who supports the objects of the Society shall be eligible for admission as an 
Individual Member. 
(ii) On the attainment of the age of 65, Indidividual Members may, at the discretion of the 
Council retain their membership as Individual Members of the Society on payment of a fixed sum 
as prescribed in the Bye-laws of the Society. 


Local Authority Members 

(d)(@i) Any Local Authority supporting the objects of the Society shall be eligible for admission as a 
Local Authority Member. A Local Authority Member shall be entitled from time to time to 
appoint, and to revoke the appointment of not more than five Representatives. Each of the 
Representatives of a Local Authority Member shall be entitled to exercise on its behalf the same 
rights as an Individual Member and (if not himself an Individual Member) shall, by virtue of his 
appointment to any office of the Society or to membership of the Council. 
(ii) For the purpose of this Article, the designation Local Authority shall be deemed to include 
Health Authorities and Water Authorities or such other like authorities as the Council shall from 
time to time admit for membership. 


Corporate Members 

(e)(i) Any Society, Institution, Company, Association, Board or Group or educational establish- 
ment being in every case an incorporated body supporting the objects of the Society shall be 
eligible for admission as a Corporate Member. A Corporate Member shall be entitled to appoint 
Representatives according to subscription as set out in the Bye-laws, and any such Represent- 
atives shall be entitled to exercise on its behalf the same rights as an Individual Member, and (if 
not himself an Individual Member) shall, by virtue of his appointment as such Representative, 
be eligible for election or appointment to any office of the Society or to membership of the 
Council. 
(ii) An unincorporated body (including a firm) may not as such become a member of the 
Society, but if it desires to obtain the advantages of membership it may nominate Represent- 
atives (determined according to subscription as aforesaid) to apply in its name for membership 
and exercise the rights of membership on its behalf. Every person so applying for membership 
shall be subject to the same rules and regulations as to admission and otherwise as any person not 
so nominated, and shall if admitted have the same rights and be subject to the same liabilities and 
incidents as any Individual Member except that (i) such persons shall be liable to pay such annual 
subscription as is appropriate to a Corporate Member (ii) if his nomination is revoked by such 
body he shall cease to be a member. References in these presents or in the Bye-laws to Corporate 
members shall as far as the context admits include references to unincorporated bodies having 
nominated representative members provided always that no such body shall as such have any 
tights of voting or otherwise or be deemed for any purpose to be a member of the Society. 


Sustaining Members 
(f) Any member who subscribes not less than the sum as prescribed in the Bye-laws for this class of 
membership shall be eligible for admission as a Sustaining Member.

Honorary Members 

(g) Individuals who have rendered outstanding service in promoting the objects of the Society shall 
be eligible for admission as Honorary Members and such persons, being duly admitted shall enjoy all 
the privileges of membership (including the right to vote) except that they shall not by virtue of their 
Honorary Membership alone be deemed to be members of the Society for the purpose of registering 
within the meaning of Article 3 of these presents or be entered on the Register of members of the 
Society or be entitled to vote ona special or extraordinary resolution or be under any liability for the 
debts and liabilities of the Society. 


Student Members 
(h)Any bona fide non-graduate student pursuing a course of study at school, college or university 


shall be eligible for admission as a Student Member on payment of the subscription prescribed in the 
Bye-Laws. 


Application for Membership 

(i) Every person wishing to join the Society and eligible for election as a Member, must apply in 
writing and shall deposit with such application the first annual subscription which shall be returned in 
the event of non-election. 


Resignation of Members 
(j) (i) Every member duly elected shall continue as such until he shall resign by notice in writing, to 
the Secretary General, such notice being accompanied by any monies due to the Society. 
(ii) The Council shall have the power to remove any member: 
(a) whose annual subscription has remained unpaid for two successive years, or 
(b) who, in the opinion of the Council has acted in a manner prejudicial to the interests and 
objects of the Society or has behaved in such a manner as to render his further member- 
ship detrimental to the interests of the Society, or 
(c) (c) at its sole discretion without assigning any reason therefore. 
Provided that in every case the Member concerned shali have the opportunity to make representations 
defending his conduct in writing to the Council. 


Annual Subscriptions 
(k) The Council shall make Bye-Laws from time to time to fix annual subscriptions payable by the 
various classes of Members. The Bye-Laws shall be confirmed by the Society in General Meeting. 


ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING 

5. The Society shall hold a General Meeting in every calendar year as its Annual General Meeting at 
such time and place as may be determined by the Council, and shall specify the Meeting as such in the 
notices calling it, provided that every Annual General Meeting shall be held not more than fifteen 
months after the holding of the last preceding Annual General Meeting. 


EXTRAORDINARY GENERAL MEETING 

6. All General Meetings, other than Annual General Meetings, shall be called Extraordinary General 
Meetings. 

7. The Council may whenever they think fit convene an Extraordinary General Meeting, and Extra- 
ordinary Meetings shall also be convened on such requisition, or in default may be convened by such 
requisitions, as provided by section 132 of the Act of 1948. 


NOTICE OF MEETINGS 

8. Twenty-one days’ notice in writing at the least of every Annual General Meeting and of every 
Meeting convened to pass a Special Resolution, and fourteen days’ notice in writing at the least of 
every other General Meeting (exclusive in every case both of the day on which it is served or deemed 
to be served and of the day for which it is given), specifying the place, the day and the hour of 
meeting, and in the case of business other than routine business the general nature of that business, 
shall be given in manner hereinafter mentioned to such persons (including the Auditors) as are under 
these presents or under the Act entitled to receive such notices from the Society; but with the consent 
of all the members having the right to attend and vote thereat, or of such proportion of them as is 
prescribed by the Act in the case of meetings other than Annual General Meetings, a meeting may be 
convened by such notice as those members may think fit. 

9. The accidental omissions to give notice of a meeting to, or the non-receipt of such notice by, any 


person entitled to receive notice thereof shall not invalidate the proceedings at such meetings. 


PROCEEDINGS AT GENERAL MEETINGS 
10. Routine business shall mean and include only business transacted at an Annual General Meeting 
of the following classes, that is to say: 

(a) Reading and considering the accounts and balance sheet and the annual reports of the Council 

and the Auditors. 

(b) Appointing Auditors and fixing their remuneration. 

(c) Receiving the results of the elections of the Council and other Officers. 
{1. No business shall be transacted at any General Meeting unless a quorum is present when the 
meeting proceeds to business. Save as herein otherwise provided ten members or Representatives of 
members personally present shall be a quorum. 
12. If within half an hour from the time appointed for the holding of a General Meeting a quorum is 
not present, the meeting, if convened on the requisition of members, shall be dissolved. In any other 
case it shall stand adjourned to the same day in the next week, at the same time and place, or at such 
other place as the Council may determine, and if at such adjourned meeting a quorum is not present 
within half an hour from the time appointed for holding the meeting the members present shall be a 
quorum. 
13. The Chairman (if any) of the Council shall preside as Chairman at every General Meeting, but if 
there be no such Chairman, or if at any meeting he shall not be present within fifteen minutes after 
the time appointed for holding the same, or shall be unwilling to preside, the members present shall 
choose one of the Deputy Chairmen or some other member of the Council, or if no such member be 
present, or if all the members of the Council present decline to take the chair, they shall choose some 
member or Representative of a member of the Society who shall be present to preside. 
14. The Chairman may, with the consent of any meeting at which a quorum is present (and shall if 
so directed by the meeting) adjourn the meeting from time to time, and from place to place, but no 
business shall be transacted at any adjourned meeting other than business which might have been 
transacted at the meeting from which the adjournment took place. Whenever a meeting is adjourned 
for thirty days or more, notice of the adjourned meeting shall be given in the same manner as of an 
original meeting. Save as aforesaid, the members shall not be entitled to any notice of an adjourn- 
ment, or of the business to be transacted at an adjourned meeting. 
15. At any General Meeting a resolution put to the vote of the meeting shall be decided on a show of 
hands, unless a poll is, before or upon the declaration of the result of the show of hands, demanded by 
the Chairman or by at least five members or Representatives of members present in person or by 
proxy, or by members or Representatives of members present in person or by proxy and representing 
not less than one-tenth of the total voting rights of all the members and Representatives of members 
having the right to vote at the meeting, and unless a poll be so demanded a declaration by the 
Chairman of the meeting that a resolution has been carried, or carried unanimously or by a particular 
majority or lost, or not carried by a particular majority, and an entry to that effect in the minute book 
of the Society shall be conclusive evidence of the fact without proof of the number of proportion of 
the votes recorded in favour of or against that resolution. The demand for a poll may be withdrawn. 
16. Subject to the provisions of Article 17, if a poll be demanded in manner aforesaid, it shall be 
taken at such time and place, and in such manner, as the Chairman of the meeting shall direct, and the 
result of the poll shall be deemed to be the resolution of the meeting at which the poll was demanded. 
17. No poll shall be demanded on the election of a Chairman of a meeting or on any question of 
adjournment. ; 
18. In the case of an equality of votes, whether on a show of hands or on a poll, the Chairman of the 
meeting shall be entitled to a second or casting vote. 
19. The demand of a poll shall not prevent the continuance of a meeting for the transaction of any 
business other than the question on which a poll has been demanded. 


VOTES OF MEMBERS 

20. Subject as hereinafter provided, every member shall have one vote. A Local Authority Member 
or Corporate Member shall have one vote for each of its Representatives which shall be exercisable 
by such Representatives in person. 

21. Except in accordance with Articles 4(g) and 29, and unless the Council otherwise determine, no 
member other than a member duly registered, who shall have paid every subscription and other sum (if 
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any) which shall be due and payable to the Society, in respect of his membership, shall be entitled to 
vote on any question either personally through its Representatives or by proxy, or as a proxy for 
another member at any General Meeting. 

22.(a) Votes may be given on a poll either personally or by proxy. A proxy need not be a member. 

(b) The instrument appointing a proxy shall be in writing under the hand of the appointer, or his 
attorney duly authorised in writing, or if such appointer is a corporation under its common seal, if 
any, and if none, then under the hand of some officer duly authorised in that behalf. In the case of a 
Representative of a member any proxy shall be appointed by the member itself or its attorney and not 
by the Representative. 

(c) The instrument appointing a proxy and the power of attorney or other authority (if any) under 

which it is signed or a notarially certified or office copy thereof shall be deposited at the office not 
less than 48 hours before the time appointed for holding the meeting or adjourned meeting at which 
-the person named in the instrument proposes to vote, or in the case of a poll not less than 24 hours 
before the time appointed for the taking of the poll, and in default the instrument of proxy shall not 
be treated as valid. No instrument appointing a proxy shall be valid after the expiration of 12 months 
from the date of its execution. 

(d) A vote given in accordance with the terms of an instrument of proxy shall be valid notwith- 
standing the previous death or insanity of the principal or revocation of the proxy or of the authority 
under which the proxy was executed, provided that no intimation in writing of the death, insanity or 
revocation as aforesaid shall have been received at the office before the commencement of the meeting 
or adjourned meeting at which the proxy is used. 

(e) An instrument appointing a proxy shall be in the common form or in such other foun as the 
Council may accept, and shall be deemed to confer authority to demand or join in dernanding a poll. 


HONORARY OFFICERS 

23. The officers of the Society shall consist of a President, Honorary Treasurer, Chairman and two 
Deputy Chairmen of the Council, the Immediate Past Chairman of the Council and may also include 
a Patron or Patrons as hereinafter mentioned. 


PATRON 

24. The Council may accept the patronage of any person or persons and shall thereupon elect such 
person or persons to be the Patron or Patrons of the Society for life or for such period as the Council 
may determine. 


PRESIDENT . 
25. The President shall be elected annually by the Society under the Bye-Laws. No person shall hold 
the office of President for more than two years in succession. 


HONORARY TREASURER 

26. The Honorary Treasurer shall be elected annually by the Society under the Bye-Laws. The 
Honorary Treasurer shall be responsible for the uninvested funds of the Society and he shall cause all 
necessary and proper accounts to be kept in accordance with Article 47 hereof. 


VICE-PRESIDENTS 
27a) Any person may be elected by the Society as a Vice-President providing that he or she is a 
person of distinction in an appropriate field who is likely to promote actively the work of the Society. 
(b) Vice-Presidents shall normally be elected for a single term of three years 
(c) Vice-Presidents shall not exceed nine in number nor more than three be elected annually. 


CHAIRMAN AND DEPUTY CHAIRMEN 

28. The Chairman and Deputy Chairmen shall be elected annually be the Council from its own 
members at its first meeting after the Annual General Meeting. 

29. The Patron or Patrons (if any) of the Society, the President of the Society, and the Vice- 
Presidents shall enjoy all the rights of membership (including the right to vote) during their term of 
office except that they shall not by virtue of their office alone be deemed to be members of the 
Society for the purposes of registration within the meaning of Article 3 of these presents or be entered 
on the Register of Members of the Society or be entitled to vote on a special or extraordinary 
resolution or be under any liability for the debts and liabilities of the Society. 


THE COUNCIL 

30. Subject as hereinafter provided, the members of Council shall not be less than 20 in number. The 
Society may, by Ordinary Resolution from time to time, increase or reduce the minimum number of 
members of the Council. The Council may act notwithstanding any vacancies in their body, but if the 
members of the Council shall be reduced in number to less than that required for a quorum for their 
meetings, they may act as the Council for the purpose only of summoning a general meeting of the 
Society. 

31. The Council shall consist of the Patron or Patrons (if any), the President, the immediate Past 
President, the Honorary Treasurer, the immediate past Chairman, a number of Divisional Represent- 
atives elected as hereinafter provided; and not more than a like number of other persons consisting 
of Representatives of National or similar organisations which are Corporate Members of the Society, 
at the invitation of the Council. No person other than a member of the Society or a Representative of 
a member may be appointed a member of the Council. The Council may from time to time and at any 
time appoint any member of the Society or a Representative of a member as a member of the Council, 
either to fill a casual vacancy or by way. of addition to the Council. Any member so appointed shall 
retain his office only until the next Annual General Meeting, but he shall be eligible for re-election or 
re-appointment. 

The term National or similar organisation shall refer to any institution, association, society or board or 
other similar organisation, the activities of which extend to the whole of the United Kingdom, or to 
England, Scotland, Wales or Northern Ireland, and which is accepted by the Council as a National or 
similar organisation for the purposes of these presents. 


APPOINTMENT AND RETIREMENT OF MEMBERS OF THE COUNCIL 
32.(a) The members and Representatives of members of each Division shall elect annually from among 
their number Representatives to be members of the Council. Divisional Representatives shall be 
elected to the Council for a period of three years. One-third of the elected members shall retire in 
rotation each year; such members shall be eligible for re-election. The number of Divisional 
Representatives to be elected by each Division shall each year be determined by the Council. 

(b) A National or similar organisation shall be entitled to nominate annually one Representative 
for Membership of the Council under Article 31. 

(c) The elected members of the Council shall (unless re-elected) vacate office after three years in 
accordance with the provisions of Article 32(a). 
33. The Office of a member of the Council shall be vacated: 

(a) If he ceased to be a member or a Representative of a member of the Society; 

(b) If by notice in writing to the Society he resigns his office; 

(c) If a receiving order is made against him or he makes any arrangement or composition with his 
creditors; 

(d) If he becomes of unsound mind; 

(e) If he ceases to hold office by reason of any order made under Section 188 of the Act of 1948; 

(f) If he is removed from office by a Resolution duly passed pursuant to Section 184 of the Act. 
34, A member of the Council who has attained the age of seventy shall be eligible for election and 
the provision of subsections (1) and (2) of Section 185 of the Act of 1948 shall not apply. 


POWERS OF THE COUNCIL 

35. The Management of the Society shall be in the hands of the Council who may pay all expenses 
incurred in forming and registering the Society and may exercise all such powers of the Society as are 
not by the Act of 1948 or by these presents required to be exercised by the Society in General 
Meeting, subject nevertheless to any regulations of these presents, to the provisions of the Act of 
1948, and to such regulations (not inconsistent with the aforesaid regulations or provisions) as may be 
prescribed by the Society in General Meeting, but no regulations so made by the Society shall 
invalidate any prior act of the Council which would have been valid if such regulations had not been 
made. The general powers given by this Article shall not be limited or restricted by any special 
authority or power given to the Council by any other Article. 

36.(i) The Council shall, as necessary, make and recommend the adoption, alteration and revocation 
of the Bye-Laws for the regulation of the Society and otherwise for the furtherance of the purposes 
for which the Society is established, provided that the Bye-Laws are not repugnant to the Memo- 
randum of Association or these presents. Such recommendations of the Council shall be laid before 
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the Society at the following Annual General Meeting or at an Extraordinary General Meeting called 
for that purpose for adoption, if thought fit, by Ordinary Resolution. The Bye-Laws for the time 
being in force shall be binding upon all members until varied or set aside as hereinafter provided. It is 
expressly declared that, without prejudice to the powers of the Society to adopt Bye-Laws on other 
matters, the following shall be deemed to be matters which (so far as not governed by, and subject 
always to the provisions of, these presents) may be governed by Bye-Laws within the meaning of this 
article, that is to say: 

(a) As to entrance fees (if any) payable in respect of membership of the Society. 

(b) As to the annual, quarterly or other subscriptions or payments to be payable by the mem- 
bers of the Society. 

(c) As to the rights and privileges to be accorded to, and the qualifications, restrictions and 
conditions to be imposed on, members of the Society. 

(d) As to Committees of members in connection with various branches of the Society’s activi- 
ties, and as to the appointment, removal, qualification, disqualification, duties, functions, 
powers and privileges of members of such Committees. 

(e) As to the manner in which the Elections of Officers and Council members shall be con- 
ducted. 

(f) As to the Geographical Divisions of the Society for electoral purposes,.and the setting up 
and regulation of Divisional Councils and their membership, duties, functions and powers. 

(ii) The Council shall have power to issue Standing Orders from time to time regulating the 
appointment of various committees from Members of the Society or otherwise as provided herein for 
the better administration of the business of the Council and directing the terms of reference of such 
committees and the procedure governing the transaction of their business. 

(iii) Any committee appointed in accordance with this article shall have power to adopt persons to 
act as members of the committee whose qualifications or experience will assist the committee in its 
work, but the number of persons so adopted shall not exceed one-third of the membership of the 
committee excluding adopted members. 


SECRETARY GENERAL 

37.(i) The Secretary General shall be appointed by the Council for such time at such remuneration 
and upon such conditions as they think fit, and any person so appointed may be removed by them. 
The provisions of Section 177 and 179 of the Act of 1948 shall apply and be observed. 

(ii) The Secretary General shall from time to time submit financial statements at the request of the 
Council. It shall be his duty, under the direction of the Council to conduct the correspondence of the 
Society , to attend meetings of the Council and Committees thereof, to take minutes of the proceed- 
ings of such meetings, to superintend the publication of such papers as the Council may direct, engage 
and be responsible for all persons employed under him, and, in general, conduct the ordinary business 
of the Society in accordance with the Memorandum and Articles of Association. 

(iii) The Council may from time to time by resolution appoint an assistant or deputy Secretary 
General, and any person so appointed may act in place of the Secretary General if there be no 
Secretary General or no Secretary General capable of acting. 


THE SEAL 

38. The Council shall provide a Common Seal of the Society and make rules for the safe custody and 
use thereof, and it shall only be used by the Authority of the Council previously given and in the 
presence of one member of the Council at least, and every such instrument shall be countersigned by 
the Secretary General or some other person duly authorised by the Council. 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE COUNCIL 

39. The Council may meet together for the dispatch of business, adjourn and otherwise regulate their 
meetings as they think fit, and determine the quorum necessary for the transaction of business. Unless 
otherwise determined, ten shall be a quorum. Questions arising at any meetings shall be decided by a 
majority of votes. In cases of an equality of votes the Chairman shall have a second or casting vote. 
40. Five members of the Council may, and on the request of five members of the Council the Secre- 
tary General shall, at any time, summon a meeting of the Council by notice served upon the several 
members of the Council. A member of the Council who is absent from the United Kingdom shall not 
be entitled to notice of a meeting. 

41. The Chairman shall be entitled to preside at all meetings of the Council at which he shall be 
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present, but if no such Chairman be elected, or if at any meeting the Chairman be not present within 
five minutes after the time appointed for holding the meeting and willing to preside, the members of 
the Council present shall choose one of the Deputy Chairmen and failing them one other of their 
number to be Chairman of the Meeting. 

42. A meeting of the Council at which a quorum is present shall be competent to exercise all the 
authorities, powers and discretions by or under the regulations of the Society for the time being 
vested in the Council generally. 

43. The Council may delegate any of their powers to Committees consisting of such member or 
members of the Council as they think fit, and any Committee so formed shall, in the exercise of the 
power so delegated, conform to any regulations imposed on it by the Council. The meetings and 
proceedings of any such Committee shall be governed by the provisions of these presents for regulating 
the meetings and proceedings of the Council so far as applicable and so far as the same shall not be 
superceded by any Bye-Laws made by the Council. 

44. All acts bona fide done by any meeting of the Council or any Committee of the pete or by 
any person acting as a member of the Council, shall notwithstanding it be afterwards discovered that 
there was some defect in the appointment or continuance in office of any such member or person 
acting as aforesaid, or that they or any of them were disqualified, be as valid as if every such person 
had been duly appointed or had duly continued in office and was disqualified to be a member of the 
Council. 

45. The Council shall cause proper minutes to be elie of all appointments of officers made by the 
Council and of the proceedings of all meetings of the Society and of the Council and of Committees of 
the Council, and all business transacted at such meetings, and any such minutes of any meetings, if 
purporting to be signed by the Chairman of such meeting, or by the Chairman of the next succeeding 
meeting, shall be sufficient evidence without any further proof of the facts therein stated. 

46. A resolution in writing signed by a majority of the members for the time being of the Council or 
of any Committee of the Council who are entitled to receive notice of a meeting of the Council or of 
such committee shall be as valid and effectual as if it had been passed at a meeting of the Council or of 
such committee duly convened and constituted. 


ACCOUNTS 
47. The Council shall cause proper hopks of account to be kept with respect to: 

(a) all sums of money received and expended by the Society and the matters in respect of which 

such receipts and expenditure take place; 

(b) all sales and purchases of goods by the Society; and 

(c) the assets and liabilities of the Society. 
Proper books shall not be deemed to be kept if there are not kept such books of account as are 
necessary to give a true and fair view of the state of affairs of the Society and to explain its 
transactions. 
48. The books of account shall be kept at the office, or subject to section 147(3) of the Act of 1948 
at such other place or places as the Council shall think fit, and shall always be open to the inspection 
of the members of the Council. 
49. The Council may from time to time impose reasonable restrictions as to the time and manner of 
the inspection by the members (other than members of the-Council) or by Representatives of 
members of the accounts and books of the Society, or any of them, and subject to such restrictions 
the accounts and books of the Society shall be open to the inspection of such members or Represent- 
atives of members at all reasonable times during business hours. 
50. The Council shall from time to time in accordance with sections 148, 150 and 157 of the Act of 
1948 cause to be prepared and laid before the Society in General Meeting, such income and expend- 
iture accounts, balance sheets and group accounts (if any) and reports as are referred to in those 
Sections. A copy of every balance sheet (including every document required by law to be annexed 
thereto) which is to be laid before the Society in General Meeting, together with a copy of the 
Auditors report, shall not less than twenty-one days before the date of the meeting be sent to every 
member of, and holder of debentures of, the Society. Provided that this Article shall not require a 
copy of those documents to be sent to any person of whose address the Society is not aware or to 
more than one of the joint holders of any debentures. 
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AUDIT 

51. Once at least in every year the accounts of the Society shall be examined and the correctness of 
the income and expenditure account and balance sheet ascertained by one or more properly qualified 
Auditor or Auditors. 

$2. Auditors shall be appointed and their duties regulated in accordance with sections 159 to 162 of 
the Act of 1948 the members of the Council being treated as the Directors mentioned in those 
sections. 


NOTICES 

53. A notice may be served by the Society upon any member, either personally or by sending it 
through the post in a prepaid letter, addressed to such member at his registered address as appearing in 
the register of members. 

54. Any member described in the register of members by an address not within the United Kingdom, 
who shall from time to time give the Society an address within the United Kingdom at which a notice 
may be served upon him, shall be entitled to have notices served upon him at such address, but, save as 
aforesaid and as provided by the Act, only those members who are described in the register of 
members by an address within the United Kingdom shall be entitled to receive notices from the 
Society. 

55. Any notice, if served by post, shall be deemed to have been served on the day following that on 
which the letter containing the same is put into the post, and in proving such service it shall be 
sufficient to prove that the letter containing the notice was properly addressed and put into the post 
office as a prepaid letter. 


DISSOLUTION 
56. Clause 9 of the Memorandum of Association of the Society relating to the winding up and 
dissolution of the Society shall have effect as if the provisions thereof were repeated in these Articles. 





BYE-LAWS 


Adopted by Ordinary Resolution dated the 29 March 1974 and as amended on 13 October 1976, 
6 July 1977, 20 July 1978, 16 July 1980, 5 October 1981, 18 October 1982, 31 October 1983 and 
1 October 1984. 


DEFINITIONS 
1. The Definitions section of the Articles of Association of the Society shall be deemed to be 
incorporated in and applied to these presents. 


SUBSCRIPTIONS 
2. Annual Subscriptions shall be as hereinafter provided. A first annual subscription shall be made 
on application for Membership and shall continue in force until the first day of April of the following 
year, when it shall be renewable. 
(a) Individual Members 
(i) The annual subscription payable by an Individual Member shall be not less than Nine 
: Pounds. On attainment of the age of 65 on payment of the sum of Eighteen Pounds, 
Individual Members may, at the discretion of the Council retain their membership of the 
Society in perpetuity, but always subject to the Council’s rights of removal. 
(ii) Individuals may on payment of not less than one hundred and eighty pounds become Life 
Members of the Society. 
(b) Local Authority Members 
The annual subscription payable by a Local Authority shall be not less than as follows. For local 
authorities with a population of: 


Less than 100,000 £127.00 
100,001 to 250,000 £155.00 
250,001 to 500,000 £188.00 
500,001 to 1,000,000 £246.00 


For each additional 500,000 or part thereof — £25.00. 
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(c) Corporate Members and unincorporated bodies appointed in accordance with Article 4(e)(ii). 
The annual subscription payable by Corporate Members and Unincorporated bodies shall be not 
less than as follows: 

(i) Small local civic societies, colleges, schools and similar organisations — £16.00 

(ii) Regional and national societies and similar organisations, consultants and small industrial 
and commercial firms — £90.00 

(iii) Industrial organisations — £127.00 

(d) Sustaining Members 
The annual subscription for Sustaining Members shall be not less than £200.00. 

(e) Membership — Special Cases 
The Council shall have power to elect any applicant for Membership to an appropriate grade of 
Membership, on such special terms as to subscription or otherwise as after considering any 
reasons for so doing stated by such applicant the Council may think proper. 


REPRESENTATIVES OF MEMBERS 
3(a) Local Authority Members 
Each Local Authority Member shall be entitled to appoint not more than five Representatives. 
(b) Corporate Members 
(i) Corporate Members paying a subscription of £16.00 per annum shall each be entitled to 
appoint one representative 
(ii) Corporate Members paying a subscription of £90.00 per annum shall each be entitled to 
appoint three representatives 
(iii) Corporate Members paying a subscription of £127.00 or more per annum shall each be 
entitled to appoint five representatives 
(iv) A Corporate Member having a Branch or Section situated in a Division other than that 
Division in which the address of the Corporate Member is situated shall, in such Division, 
be entitled to appoint Delegates to participate in the activities of the appropriate Division. 


RIGHTS OF MEMBERS 

4. Each Individual Member, Local Authority Member and Corporate Member and each Represent- 
ative of a Local Authority Member or Corporate Member, who has paid the appropriate subscription 
for the current year, shall have the right to: 

(i) Nominate Individual Members and Representatives as Officers or Members of the Council; 

(ii) Be nominated and elected as an Officer or Member of the Council; 

(iii) Cast one vote at elections; 

(iv) Receive notices of and attend and participate in all meetings of the Society and of the 
Member’s Division; 

(v) Move or second, and cast one vote on motions at Meetings of the Society and of the Mem- 
ber’s Division; . 

(vi) Receive free of charge as they are issued the Journal and Members Handbook of the Society; 

(vii) Obtain from the Society, advice and information on questions relating to pollution and its 
control. 

DIVISIONS 
5(a) For administrative and electoral purposes the Society shall be divided into geographical Divisions 
as follows: 

1. Scotland 

2. Northern Ireland 

3. Northern: Cleveland, Cumbria (in part, only — Allerdale District Council, City of Carlisle 
and Eden District Council) Durham, Northumberland, Tyne and Wear. 

4. North West: Cheshire; Clwydd; Cumbria (in part, only — Barrow-in-Furness Borough 
Council, Copeland District Council and South Lakeland District Council;), Greater 
Manchester, Gwynedd, Lancashire, Merseyside. 

5. Yorkshire and Humberside: Humberside, North Yorkshire, South Yorkshire, West York- 

shire. 

6. West Midlands: Hereford and Worcester, Salop, Staffordshire, Warwickshire, West Midlands. 

7. East Midlands: Cambridgeshire, Derbyshire, Leicestershire, Lincolnshire, Northampton- 
shire, Nottinghamshire,

8. Eastern: Essex, Norfolk, Suffolk. 

9. London and South East: East Sussex, Greater London, Hertfordshire, Kent, Surrey, West 
Sussex. 

10. Central Southern: Bedfordshire, Berkshire, Buckinghamshire, Hampshire, isle of Wight, 
Oxfordshire. 

11. South West: Avon, Cornwall, Devon, Dorset, Gloucestershire, Somerset, Wiltshire. 

12. South and Mid Wales: Wales except for Clwyd and Gwynedd. 

(b) Members shall normally be considered as belonging to the Division in which their address, as 
entered upon the Society’s records, is situated. However, members may elect to belong to 
another Division better suited to their needs. 

(c) For the purposes of carrying out activities in a Division, the Members, as hereinafter defined, 
may elect from among themselves a Divisional Council and its Honorary Officers. A Divisional 
Council and its Honorary Officers, other than Secretary and Auditors, shall consist only of 
Members, Representatives and Delegates of Members. The Constitution and activities of a 
Divisional Council shall be subject to the general approval of the Council which shall pay or rnake 
grants for approved expenses. 

(d) The Members, Representatives and Delegates of Members, as hereinafter defined, in any town or 
district within a Division, may, if they so desire, and with the approval of the Council and of 
their Divisional Council, set up a Branch of the Division and elect Committees and Honorary 
Officers. The activities of a Branch shall be subject to the general approval and guidance of the 
Council and of the Divisional Council and the Divisional Council may pay and make grants for 
approved expenses. 


PRESIDENT, VICE-PRESIDENTS, HONORARY MEMBERS AND HONORARY TREASURER 
6(a) The President and an Honorary Treasurer shall be elected annually on the recommendation of the 
Council by the Society at its Annual General Meeting. 
(b) Vice-Presidents shall be elected on the recommendation of the Council by the Society at its 
Annual General Meeting. 
(c) Honorary Members shall be elected on the recommendation of the Council by the Society at its 
Annual General Meeting. 


THE COUNCIL 

7(a) The business of the Society shall be specified in Article 35 and shall include the direction of the 
policy of the Society, the work of its committees, the reception of reports from such com- 
mittees, from Divisions, from Headquarters and subject groups. 

(b) The Council at its first meeting after election shall elect from its own members, a Chairman, two 
Deputy Chairmen and the following Committees: 

(i) Finance and Administration: 

(ii) Conference and Promotions 

(iti) Technical 

(iv) Parliamentary and Local Government 

(v) Any other Committee considered by the Council to be necessary. 

(c) The Chairman of Council, the two Deputy Chairmen of Council, the Honorary Treasurer, the 
Chairmen of the Standing Committees (or Deputies in their absence) and the Immediate Past 
Chairman of Council shall comprise a Steering Group and will meet as required with the follow- 
ing terms of reference: 

1. To implement Council policy 

2. To ensure that the programme of the Standing Committees are comprehensive and appro- 
priately interlocking 

3. To formulate proposals for policy changes 

4. Toact on behalf of the Council in cases of urgency 

5. To report to the next following meeting of Council any action taken on its behalf. 

(d) There shall also be a Nominations Committee, appointed by the Council. The Terms of Reference 
of this Committee shall be as set out in the Standing Orders of the Council. 

(e) The procedure for the election of Chairman, Deputy Chairmen and Committees, and the rules 
and functions of all Committees, shall be decided by the Council. 
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ELECTIONS 

8(a) President, Vice-Presidents, Honorary Members and Honorary Treasurer. Nominations for the 
office of President, Vice-Presidents, Honorary Members and Honorary Treasurer may be made by any 
Member of the Society. Nominations, in writing, shall be received by the Secretary General not less 
than three months prior to the date of the Annual General Meeting. 

(b) (i) Divisional Representatives (Elected in accordance with Article 32(a)). Each Member may 
nominate Divisional Representatives for his own Division provided that he does not nomin- 
ate more than the total number to be appointed by that Division. Nominations shall be 
made to the Divisional Secretary not less than seven days before the date of the Annual 
General Meeting of the Division. In the event of more nominations being received than 
there are Divisional Representatives to be appointed, elections by ballot shall be held at the 
Annual General Meeting of the Division. The result of such an election is to be reported to 
the Secretary General of the Society not later than seven days before the date of the 
Society’s Annual General Meeting. The names of the persons so elected shall be announced 
at such Annual General Meeting. 

(ii) No Member or Representative of a Member shall nominate, be nominated for, or vote in any 
Divisional Election other than that of which he is a Member or Representative. 

(c) Representatives of National or similar organisations (in accordance with Article 32(b)). 
Nominations from National or similar organisations shall be received by the Secretary General not less 
than seven days before the date of the Annual General Meeting. 

(d) No nomination for office shall be considered valid unless the agreement of the candidate has been 
previously obtained. 


INTERPRETATION OF BYE-LAWS 

9. The Council shall have full power to decide any question of interpretation of these Bye-Laws and 
any other question on which these Bye-Laws are silent, subject to the power of the Society in any 
subsequent general meeting to review any such decision and to make new provision in relation thereto.

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WHO'S WHO 


PROFESSOR DO.G.T. WILLIAMS, MA, LLB, President of the 

Society, has been President of Wolfson College, Cambridge, 

since October 1980 and Reader in Public Law at the University 

of Cambridge since 1976, becoming Chairman of the Faculty of 

Law at the University in 1981. His academic interests lie 
principally in the fields of constitutional and administrative 
law, and in recent years he has been particularly interested in 
matters relating to the environment. He was a member of the 
Clean Air Council 1971 - 1979, of the Commission on Energy and 
the Environment 1978 - 1981, and of the Royal Commission on 
Environmental Pollution 1976 - 1983. In addition, he was a 
member of the Council on Tribunals, 1972 ~- 1982. David Williams 
was born in Carmarthen in Wales, went to University at Cambridge, 
and was called to the Bar in 1956. He was a Commonwealth Fund 
(Harkness) Fellow in the United States, 1956 - 1958, and taught 
at the Universities of Nottingham and Oxford before returning to 
Cambridge in 1967, where he is now Rouse Ball Professor of 
English Law. 


NAOMI E.S. SARGANT, Immediate Past President of the Society, 
started life as a Market and Social Researcher with Gallup 
Poll. She joined the Open University at its inception, 
starting up its survey research department, and developing 
new strategies for the research and evaluation of media— 
based education for adults, and then took on a four year 
stint as Pro Vice-Chancellor for Student Affairs. She has 
written widely on the education of adults, and chaired the 
ACACE committee responsible for its policy document 
"Continuing Education: from policies to practice". She has 
also been heavily involved in consumer affairs, chairing 

the National Gas Consumers! Council for three years, sitting 
on the National Consumer Council, and was a member of the 
Commission on Energy and the Environment. In 1981, Naomi 
Sargant was appointed Senior Commissioning Editor, 
responsible for education and programming, for Channel 4 TV. 
She is married with three sons. 


A.(MICK) ARCHER, MBE, Vice President of the Society, was 
formerly City Environmental Health Officer for Birmingham and 

is a past President of the Institution of Environmental Health 
Officers. He was appointed a Member of the Royal Commission on 
Environmental Pollution in 1981 and was Chairman of the Standing 
Conference of Co-operating Bodies from 1980 to 1983. Mr. Archer 
was also Chairman of the Steering Committee on Environmental 
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Lead in Birmingham and a member of the Working Parties on 
Chimney Heights, Iron Foundries and Grit and Dust. 


STANLEY E. COHEN, CBE, FRSA, Vice President of the Society, was 
President of the Society 1971-73 and Hon. Treasurer, 1957-1971. 

He was Chief Commoner, City of London, 1965 and Chairman, Public 
Health Committee 1954-56 when he was responsible for creating the 
whole of the City of London as a Smokeless Zone on 2nd October 
1955 —- the first city to be so controlled, and also responsible 
for the clause in the City's Various Powers Act 1971 to limit the 
sulphur content of oil to 1% — the first parliamentary legislation 
of its kind. As a Member of the Clean Air Council 1960-75, he 
initiated action in 1964 to reduce pollution from motor vehicles. 
During worldwide travels, he has pressurised Governments to hasten 
clean air legislation and to use British made equipment. 


THE RT. HON. THE EARL OF CRANBROOK, Vice President of the Society, 
is a graduate of the universities of Cambridge and Birmingham. 
From 1956 — 1970, he was employed as a biologist in several posts 
in S.E. Asia. Lord Cranbrook has been a member of the Royal 
Commission eon Environmental Pollution since 1981 and of the 
Natural Environment Research Council since 1982. A member of 
sub—committee G (Environment), House of Lords Select Committee 

on the European Communities, since 1979, he was Chairman from 
1980 —- 1983; also a member of the House of Lords Select Committee 
on Science and Technology since 1980. Lord Cranbrook is a 
Trustee of the British Museum (Natural History) and President of 
the Suffolk Trust for Nature Conservation. He is married, with 
two sons and a daughter, and now lives and farms in Suffolk. 


RT. HON. MICHAEL FOOT, MP, Vice President of the Society. 
Michael Foot, Leader of the Labour Party from 1980 — 1983, was 
educated at Leighton Park School, Reading, and Wadham College, 
Oxford, where he was President of the Union in 1933. He was 
Secretary of State for Employment from 1974-76, Leader of the 
House of Commons, 1976-79 and a member of the Labour Party 
National Executive Committee from 1971 — 1983. He is the author 
of a number of publications, including Armistice 1918-39, Trial 
of Mussolini, Brendan and Beverley, The Pen and the Sword, 
Parliament in Danger, Aneurin Bevan (Vols. I & ris Debts of 
Honour and Another Heart and Other Pulses. Michael Foot has 
been MP for Ebbw Vale from 1960 - 1983 and for Blaenau Gwent. 


DAVID F. HAYNES, MP, Vice President of the Society, was elected 
MP for Ashfield in the May 1979 general election. Formerly a 
Councillor, he comes from a coal-mining area and has helped 

his own local council to implement smoke control and clean air 
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policies generally. 


MADRON R. SELIGMAN, MEP, BA, Vice President of the Society, 
was educated at Harrow School and Balliol College, Oxford, 
where he was President of the Oxford Union in 1940. He has 
been Chairman of the Incinerator Company Ltd. since 1960 and 
is a Non-Executive Director of St. Regis International. 

Mr. Seligman has been a Member of the European Parliament 
representing Sussex West since 1979, and is Vice President of 
the Energy Research & Technology Committee of the European 
Parliament. 


MAX BEAUMONT, FiInst E, CIMG Tech E, MIPI, is Chairman of the 
Council of the Society, and represents the London and South 
East Division, NSCA. He was educated at Dulwich Collega, 
joined the family firm as an apprentice steeplejack and 
served as pilot RAFVR 1940-46. He is founder member and past 
Chairman of the Environmental Protection Equipment 
Manufacturers! Association, Past President of the National 
Federation of Master Steeplejacks, Past Chairman of the Inst. 
Mechanical & General Technician Engineers, Industrial Fuel 
Economy Group, Construction Health & Safety Group and British 
Flue & Chimney Mfgs. Assoc. He is a member of 18 BSI Technical 
Committees and a holder of 4 British patents. Max Beaumont 
is Chairman of F.E. Beaumont Ltd. 


CLLR. LEN POOLE, BEM, JP, is Immediate Past Chairman of the 
Council of the Society and represents the Northern Division, 
NSCA. He has been Chairman of the Northern Division and a 
Member of Council since re-organisation of local government, 
Chairman of the Environmental Health Committee, Middlesbrough 
B.C. (since re-organisation) and Member of South Tees Health 
Authority (representing Middlesbrough Council); Justice of the 
Peace (since 1965), Deputy Chairman Juvenile Court and Deputy 
Chairman Domestic Court. Cllr. Poole was responsible for 
persuading his Council to complete its domestic Smoke Control 
programme by the target date of 1979 (in spite of financial 
cut-backs). He is a Member of the Boroughs of Cleveland 
Pollution Group (Industrial Pollution) and an executive 
committee member of the Federation of Burial and Cremation 
Authorities. Cllr. Poole is also Executive Committee member 
of the National Council for Keep Britain Tidy and Deputy 
Chairman of the North Region 'Tidy North' Council. He is 
Deputy Chairman of the NSCA's recently formed Noise Committee. 


ROBERT W.C. WHEATLEY represents the National Coal Board. 
He is senior Deputy Chairman of the Society's Council, and 
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Chairman of the Finance and Administration Committee. 

Mr. Wheatley was born in Berwick-upon-Tweed and educated 

at King Edward VI School, Morpeth, and Ourham University. 

He was appointed Chief Scientist of the NCB's mid- 
Northumberland Area in 1955 and transferred to Marketing 
Department at Headquarters in 1964. He was Head of various 
Planning Branches until 1970 when he became Technical 
Marketing Director and subsequently Director (Administration 
and Technical). In 1983 he was appointed Director of 
Scientific Control: in this post he is responsible for the 
technical aspects of the Board's scientific service in all 
coalfields. Mr. Wheatley has specific responsibilities to 
the Board on a wide range of scientific matters which include 
environmental issues and the testing of new types of solid 
fuel appliances and equipment. He has been a member of 
Council since 1966. 


IVOR WwW. BARKER represents the Yorkshire and Humberside Division. 
He is Chairman of the Society's Parliamentary and Local 
Government Committee, and junior Deputy Chairman of the Society's 
Council. Mr. Barker is currently Director of Environmental 
Health, City of Sheffield, having formerly been with Manchester 
and with Leicester, where he held the post of Assistant Chief 
Environmental Health Officer with special responsibility for 
Pollution and Noise Control. Prior to his present appointment, 
he was Chief Environmental Health Officer with Brackness District 
Council.

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ANNUAL REPORT AND ACCOUNTS 


General Review 


In opening our 50th Conference last year, 
I said that as satisfying as it was to be able 
to reflect on past achievements, our work 
was far from over and, among other things, 
continued success called for an energetic, 
younger membership to play an increasing 
part in the Society’s affairs. I added that 
doubtless their seniors would continue to 
bring the full weight of experience to bear, 
but nevertheless, “without the (new) 
membership, we could not finish the job!’’ 
Since then I have had the pleasure of 
visiting many of our Divisions and have 
been greatly encouraged by meeting many 
of our new and younger members and 
sensing their enthusiasm. Their growing 
number bodes well. 


Also, in visiting the Divisions I have been 
greatly impressed with the range and 
diversity of their activities and the support 
these generate. This is the root strength 
of the Society. The Standing Committees 
and the National Council have been equally 
busy with more, and more important, 
matters to consider, This year attendance 
has reached new highs, and the fact that so 
many people are prepared to give so much 
of their time, very often at considerable 
expense to themselves, is remarkable 
testimony to the vigour of the Society. 
Altogether it has turned out to be yet 
another full year — and we are the better 
for it! 


Nationally and locally air pollution control 
retains its position at the forefront of 
politics, demanding and receiving priority 
coverage in the media. It is no coincidence 
that the Royal Commission on Environ- 
mental Pollution found it necessary to 
analyse the public perception of pollution 
issues, and recommend that a presumption 
in favour of unrestricted access to 
information for the public on the nature 
of the pollution concerned should become 
the guiding principle underlying all 


controls. Their 10th Report is remarkable 
for the way it reflects the Society’s 
policies — developed over the last few years 
and given in our evidence — on most 
aspects of air pollution from acid rain, 
through straw burning to air quality 
management, The Report shares our 
concern that the Government’s overall 
co-ordination of policy on environmental 
pollution is wanting; that we lack a 
national energy policy with priority given 
to clean air and environmental protection; 
that rather than taking the initiative, we 
are letting the Commission in Brussels and 
our neighbours in Europe set the pace. This 
malaise is deep seated and the Govern- 
ment’s preoccupation with other issues, 
important as they may be, must not be 
allowed to lower the priority given to the 
control of environmental pollution. If I 
am sometimes tempted to think that they 
are beginning to get the message, as yet the 
indicators show no consistency. 


The Royal Commission regarded the 
transfer of responsibility for HM Industrial 
Air Pollution Inspectorate from DOE to 
the Health and Safety Executive as mis- 
conceived, although apparently regarding 
the matter as fait accompli. Like the 
Confederation of British Industry and the 
Institute of Environmental Health Officers 
we believe that there are cogent reasons 
why the Inspectorate should return to the 
Department of the Environment forthwith. 
To those reasons so comprehensively 
argued in the ‘“‘Sth Report’’ must be added 
our concern over reports that the qualifi- 
cations and status of the inspectors are 
about to be down graded to conform with 
the general staffing requirements of the 
Health and Safety Executive. 


It is interesting to speculate what effect the 
retention of the Clean Air Council and 
Noise Advisory Council would have had on 
the present situation, but it is clear that in 
getting rid of them the Government freed 
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itself of two unwelcome goads. While the 
Society has been able to take on some of 
their work — and will do even more as the 
new Noise Committee finds its feet — it 
inevitably lacks the resources of State 
which they had at their disposal. In this 
context, we greatly welcome the way in 
which the House of Lords Select Com- 
mittee on the European Communities 
(Sub-Committee G) has taken on some of 
the investigative aspects of the work of 
the Clean Air Council. To its earlier study 
of the “Polluter Pays Principle’ it has now 
added another on ‘“‘Air Pollution” which 
examines the relevant Draft Council 
Directives that eminated from Brussels in 
1983. To my knowledge this authoritative 
and independently minded forum is the 
only one to have looked at the EC 
proposals as a whole, and for this reason 
I believe that its conclusions will be 
accorded wide respect nationally and 
internationally. I am pleased to say that 


the Society was invited to give evidence to: 


this Committee, as it did to other Com- 
mittees of the House of Commons on 
detailed aspects of the same subject. Thus 
Parliamentary Committees are having an 
increasing impact of the formulation of 
clean air policy — including the Environ- 
ment Committee of the European 
Parliament which, perhaps taking its lead 
from the European Commission, appears 
to have accepted the role of pace maker. 
Its recommendations for controls on acidic 
emissions are framed in much the same 
terms as those of the Society. Equally we 
welcome the lead it has given on the 
elimination of lead from petrol, and the 
support it has shown for the Commission’s 
proposals setting new lower noise levels 
for motor vehicles and motorbikes. It will 
be important to promote close ties with 
this Committee. 


Smoke Control 

Smoke control continues to make progress 
more particularly in the North Midlands 
and North West where the signs are that 
the rate is beginning to pick up following a 


flattening in the curve in recent years. 
On the other hand, our concern over the 
illegal use of bituminous coal and other 
unauthorised fuels in smoke control areas 
remains. If the problem is confined to 
relatively small areas, it is widespread and 
manifests itself in different ways. Many 
householders remain unconvinced of the 
calorific advantage enjoyed by solid smoke- 
less fuel compared with bituminous coal 
and are all too readily influenced by the 
price advantage enjoyed by coal over solid 
smokeless fuel. The result is that sales of 
bagged coal from corner shops are on the 
increase in many smoke control areas. 
Elsewhere, the problem is variously related 
to the concessionary coal allowances, the 
use of sea coal, and street trading. Wood 
burning remains a problem in some areas, 
though it appears to be diminishing as 
supplies become scarcer. 


Society Policy 


The Society’s policy on the regulation of 
straw and stubble burning — which calls 
for a legislative ban to take effect by 1988 
and the enactment of primary legislation 
to permit burning in accordance with a 
code of practice — was received by last 
years Conference with overwhelming 
approval. On a motion from the floor it 
was resolved that it should be brought to 
the attention of the Government, the local 
authorities and their associations. I am 
delighted to say that no less than 65 local 
authorities, the AMA and CSLA have since 
given it direct or qualified support. 


With regard to “Acid Rain”, we have kept 
close watch on development in all aspects 
of the controversey. While our state- 
ment — that the downward trend in UK 
emissions should be pursued as a positive 
policy and that the UK and other 
Signatories of the UNECE Convention 
should meet a target reduction in emissions 
by a specified date — remains unchanged, 
we have since made it clear that controls 
are required for both mobile and static 
sources. Other issues resulting in policy 


statements or requiring further action 
included: heavy metal emissions from iron 
foundry cupola furnaces; EC proposals on 
lead and gaseous emissions from cars; the 
regulation of direct fired warm air heaters; 
solid fuel advertising; misuse of con- 
cessionary fuel; and, not least, garden 
bonfires. In addition, we responded to the 
Government request for comments on the 
10th Report of the Royal Commission on 
Environmental Pollution; and provided 
evidence (mentioned earlier) to three 
Committees of Parliament on measures 
for combatting air pollution from 
industrial plants; measures for limiting 
emissions from large combustion plant; 
measures to provide forests with increased 
protection against fire and acid rain; and 
proposals for setting air quality standards 
for nitrogen dioxide. 


Liaison 


Turning to our relationship with other 


organisations, the Society continues to 
enjoy extensive representation on the 
Standing Conference of Co-operating 
Bodies at which Mr. Ivor Barker, Chairman 
of our Parliamentary and Local Govern- 
ment Committee, has now taken over the 
chair from our Vice-President, Mr. Mick 
Archer, We continue to be represented on 
the Council for Environmental Conser- 
vation (CoEnCo) and its Committees, on 
the Parliamentary and Scientific Com- 
mittee and on Committees of the 
Combined Heat and Power Association. 
We continue to provide secretarial services 
for the Environmental Protection Equip- 
ment Manufacturers Association (EPEMA). 


TUAPPA 


As you will know, the Society is a founder 
member of the International Union of Air 
Pollution Prevention Associations 
(IUAPPA) for which we also provide the 
Secretariat. The Belgian and Singapore 
associations having joined the Union during 
the past year, total membership now 
comprises 18 Members and 8 Observers 
representing 28 countries. In turn, the 
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Union has become a member of the 
International Union of Technical Associa- 
tions (UITA) thus achieving close links 
with many United Nations organisations 
and other international bodies. The Union 
also keeps in touch with the Commission 
of the European Communities. 


I am delighted to say that the Society will 
be hosting the Executive Committee when 
it meets in Brighton in conjunction with 
the Annual Conference. Matters on the 
Agenda will include: the next World 
Congress which, under the auspices of the 
Clean Air Society of Australia and New 
Zealand (CASANZ), foregathers in the 
Sydney Opera House on 25th August 
1986; and the preliminary arrangements 
for the 8th World Congress which will 
convene at The Hague in 1989. Finally, I 
am delighted to say that Dr. Ken Sullivan, 
AM, who is President both of IUAPPA and 
CASANZ will be giving the Opening 
Address at Conference, and that members 
of the Executive Committee will be taking 
part in various sessions. I very much hope 
that as many members as possible will be 
able to meet and discuss matters of mutual 
interest with our international colleagues. 


AICB 


The Society also maintains associate 
membership of the Association Inter- 
nationale Contra le Bruit (AICB). Mr. 
Hylton Dawson, who is the Chairman of 
the South West Division ~ Council, 
represented the Society at the Annual 
Meeting of the Executive Committee of the 
Association which met at Sarajevo at the 
end of May in conjunction with its 13th 
International Conference. Invited to give 
the keynote address, Mr. Dawson’s paper 
on ‘‘Noise Control Objectives for Today’s 
Society” was given a _ tremendous 
reception. 


Divisional Activities 
With regard to our own affairs, I have 


already referred to the activities of the 
Divisions in promoting the work of the 
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Society. With few exceptions, attendance 
at meetings has been very good. In 
November the Northern Ireland Division 
met for the first time in a number of years 
on the initiative of its new Honorary 
Secretary, Mr. Oliver Hetherington, and it 
was a great pleasure for me to be able to 
attend their AGM in June. In April, I was 
greatly privileged to take the Chair at the 
South West Division Seminar on “Noise in 
the 80s and 90s’ *held at Bristol Poly- 
technic. The full report on this extremely 
successful Seminar and Exhibition has been 
published in Clean Air, but an attendance 
of over 80 speaks for itself. In January the 
West Midlands Division arranged a special 
meeting on the subject of heavy metal 
emissions from iron foundry cupola 
furnaces — when it was resolved to 
establish a working party to assess the 
impact of these emissions locally and 
examine the practicalities of tightening 
controls on them. A number of divisions 
have held special sessions on such topics 
as acid rain, straw burning and air pollution 
control in the factory environment. Others 


have continued their practice of combining. 


meetings with visits. Inevitably there is 
insufficient space to mention the numerous 
other smaller meetings and visits arranged 
by the Divisions, but I would particularly 
like to thank all those who invited me to 
attend their Annual General Meetings — 
all of which I greatly enjoyed — and 
apologise for those which I was unable to 
attend because of conflicting engagements. 


Spring Workshop 


The Spring Workshop on the subject of 
“Regulating the Impact of Air Pollution” 
was held at Lincoln College, Oxford in 
March attracted a total attendance of 82. 
This Workshop, which was fully reported 
in Clean Air, produced an outstanding 
series of debates making it a resounding 
success. I am pleased to say that it was 
also a financial success. Our next Work- 
shop, to be held at Warwick University 
in 1985 from 25 — 27 March inclusive, 
will take the discussion a stage further 


under the general heading “‘Towards Air 
Quality Management’ ? 


The 50th Conference 


Our 50th Clean Air Conference and exhib- 
ition, held in Torquay in November drew a 
total attendance of 301 delegates which 
showed a further welcome increase over 
recent years. While the facilities of the 
Conference Hall were disappointingly well 
below the standards we have come to 
expect, the acoustics being particularly 
bad, I am pleased to say that the acclaim 
given the presentations and discussions was 
appropriately compensating. We were 
delighted to welcome our new President, 
Professor David Williams, who, in his 
inaugural presidential address, discussed 
the role of legislation and the courts in 
responding to the needs of the citizen and 
securing environmental improvements. His 
closely argued and delightfully presented 
address occasioned prolonged applause. I 
should also say how pleased we were that 
our Immediate Past President, Naomi 
Sargent (Lady McIntosh), having invested 
Professor Williams with the Chain of Office 
at the AGM earlier, could also be 
present and join in the many informal 
discussions which followed. 


Presidential and Vice-Presidential Matters 


Since taking office our President has been 
active both in public and behind the scenes 
in promoting the affairs of the Society. 


Importantly he has drawn to the attention 


of the Secretary of State for the Environ- 
ment and the Chairman of the Royal 
Commission on Environmental Pollution 
our concern that the integrity of the GLC 
Scientific Services Branch should be 
preserved following the proposed disband- 
ment of the Greater London Council. 


I would also like to thank the Vice- 
Presidents for their good offices on our 
behalf. Mr. Stanley Cohen, CBE, has been 
active in several ways behind the scenes, 
and Mr. Madron Seligman, MEP, BA, has 
maintained our essential first link with the 


European Parliament. I am pleased to 
inform you that following an invitation 
from the Nominations Committee, both 
have agreed to stand for election to a 
further term in office. I am also pleased 
to remind you that, in order of appoint- 
ment: The Rt. Hon. Michael Foot, MP; 
the Rt. Hon. The Earl of Cranbrook; 
Mr. A. (Mick) Archer, MBE; and Mr. Frank 
Haynes, MP; continue to be Vice-Presidents 
of the Society. The influence which our 
Vice-Presidents can and do bring to bear at 
the highest levels of Government is such 
that the Council is now commending to the 
AGM a special resolution to increase their 
number from six to nine — which I hope 
will receive unanimous approval. 


The Council and its Committees 


Turning now to activities within the 
Society, the Council and its Committees 
have also been busy, and I would like to 
take this opportunity of thanking all 
members of Council and all members of 
the Standing Committees for their essential 
support and attendance. I would also like 
to thank them for the willing way in which 
they day by day meet our requests for 
help. 


The joint presentation by Imperial Chem- 
ical Industries (Agricultural Division, 
Billingham & Wilton), British Steel 
Corporation (Teesside Division) and 
Middlesbrough Borough Council of a silver 
chain and badge of office to be worn by 
the Chairman of Council on the occasion 
of my election to the appointment took 
me wholly by surprise. I have been deeply 
honoured to be the first Chairman to wear 
this most handsome and generous gift to 
the Society — which also commemorates 
the tremendous strides in air quality 
improvement achieved on Teesside over the 
last twenty years. 


As you may imagine the Technical Com- 
mittee has addressed a wide variety of 
issues, few of which are new and most of 
which are of long standing concern. I 
have already mentioned “acid rain’ ’and 
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the (mainly) related EC Directives, and in 
parallel with the Parliamentary and Local 
Government Committee, Sessions of 
almost record length took place in 
preparing our evidence for Parliament. 
While much of the work of these com- 
mittees is reported in Clean Air, many 
aspects fail to hit the headlines for lack of 
space. Partly to offset this, the Divisional 
Honorary Secretaries receive copies of all 
Agendas and Minutes thus enabling the 
debate to be conducted throughout the 
Society. 


The Noise Committee will hold its 
inaugural meeting on 30th August — surely 
another milestone in the history of the 
Society! While this first meeting will 
necessarily be concerned with admini- 
strative and organisational matters, it will 
also decide on its initial programme of 
work. I forecast that this Committee too 
has busy times ahead. 


The Conference and Promotions Com- 
mittee has, in addition to the meetings 
already mentioned, organised the 51st 
Clean Air Conference at Brighton and 
completed outline planning for the Spring 
Workshop at Warwick University. New 
publications issued during 1984 include the 
book “Noise and Society’ ’and a leaflet 
on noise entitled “Quiet Please”. The 
leaflet on Garden Bonfires has been 
completely reviewed as have: the leaflet 
on the National Society for Clean Air, 
which outlines our activities and policies; 
and the leaflets “Prevent Air Pollution’ 
and “Clean Air Begins at Home”. A new 
leaflet giving advice to the citizen on air 
pollution controls and redress obtainable 
under the law is in the course of prepara- 
tion. Last year a leaflet on straw and 
stubble burning was issued in conjunction 
with the Society’s campaign on_ that 
subject, and this year an A3 poster showing 
the problems caused by straw and stubble 
burning was published. The February 
1984 NSCA Newsheet (a random 
publication) was issued to highlight the 
10th Report of the Royal Commission on 
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Environmental Pollution and its support 
for key elements of NSCA policy. Clean 
Air has continued to be published. The 
second edition of the NSCA Reference 
Book will be published in November 1984, 
together with a separate Glossary on the 
Environment. 


Publicity and Public Relations 


The Library and Information Service has 
handled thousands of requests for infor- 
mation, references and publications in the 
course of the year. The Society’s leaflets 
have been widely distributed in response to 
such requests, and the book “Pollution”, 
prepared by M.J. Gittins for the Society, 
has sold very successfully at 5Op per copy. 
More detailed requests for information, or 
for help with particular problems, are 
answered with specific letters and/or 
research material from the 
library. Telephone enquiries or requests 
for library loans from members are 
answered with on the spot advice or by 
return of post. 


NSCA Members and staff have fulfilled 
national and local speaking engagements on 
air pollution, noise and related subjects. 
Press and media coverage of the Society’s 
views and activities have been particularly 
good this year, especially in connection 
with the Society’s campaign against 
pollution caused by straw burning. This 
and other topics have led to television 
appearances, local and national broadcasts, 
and good coverage in both the local and 
national press. 


Finance 


Finally, I must report that the Finance and 
Administration Committee has been fully 
occupied with the continuing problems of 
budget and finance. As you will see in the 
Note by the Honorary Treasurer circulated 
with this report, the deficit forecast by 
last year’s budget turned into a small but 
nonetheless, extremely welcome surplus. 
However, the factors underlying last year’s 
projected deficit remain, and if we are to 


Society’s: 


meet the natural wishes of our members to 
expand the scope and scale of our activities 
in the fact of continuing inflation, I would 
invite you to study our Treasurer’s words 
and act accordingly in the interest of the 
Society. I should also mention that the 
lease of our headquarters premises has yet 
to be renegotiated and in the meantime we 
are able to enjoy the benefit of a most 
modest rent. If you are visiting Brighton 
and can spare the time, please do not 
hesitate to call in. 


Concluding Remarks 


On behalf of members of the Society, I 
should like to thank the Secretary General 
and all the members of our headquarters 
staff for their energetic and loyal efforts on 
our behalf. It is always a great pleasure for 
me to watch this super efficient team at 
work which, seemingly producing “quarts 
from pint pots’, ’at the same time meets 
standards second to none. I would also 
like to express my appreciation to the 
Honorary Secretaries of all the Divisions 
for their vital contributions in sustaining 
the work of the Society. Without their 
interest, hard work and the time they so 
willingly devote to their duties, the Society 
would not be able to function. 


In conclusion, I would repeat that despite 
another year of concentrated activity, we 
are still nowhere near achieving our goals — 
to which end we must ensure that the 
Society remains vigorous and viable. As 
our President said in his inaugural address, 
“Its work has extended throughout this 
century and it will certainly extend into 
the next ...”. In wishing my successor 
every success in progressing the work of 
this great Society, I would assure him that 
he will find it a rewarding and wholly 
enjoyable year.

The first meeting after the excellent AGM at Rochdale 
with the asbestos presentation was a second visit at the 
end of September 1982 to the Associated Octel Co. Ltd., 


at Ellesmere Port. 


This gave the opportunity for 


another 40 members who had been unable to attend the 
First visit to see the presentation on the use of lead 
in petrol by the management, and to visit the works and 
see the processes and controls exercised in making the 


leaded petrol additive. 


The Annual Conference was held in the Division for the 
first time for many years; many members went to Llandudno, 
and benefitted from and contributed to the widely varied 


and interesting programme. 


A Divisional Council Meeting was held in February to

The year began with the AGM at which Ivor Barker, 


Director of Environmental Health, Sheffield, presented 
a paper on the ‘Pollution Challenge', which outlined the 
challenges facing the National Society for Clean Air. 


Not to detract from other meetings held during the year, 
by far the most important meeting was that held jointly 
with the National Farmers Union in Rotherham in 
September. The subject was "Straw and Stubble Burning" 
and the liveliness of the debate can be adjudged by 
those present when one considers both Environmental 
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Enforcement Agencies, Fire Brigade, the Police and the 
farming lobby were together in the same chamber. 

We now know, of course that straw and stubble burning is 
to be more closely requlated and the Tenth Report of the 
Royal Commission has endorsed the Society's view of an 
ultimate ban on the practice to be brought in after a 
five year period. Locally however, the contact made 
with the National Farmers Union needs to continue and 
further meetings will be held during 1984 between 
representatives of the Divisional Council and the 
National Farmers Union. It is evident that the 

Division will continue to have a major role to play in 
influencing the future of this farming practice. 

Members should know that the Secretary General of the 
Society came up from Brighton to present the National 
Society's case at this very important meeting. 


In February the Division visited the firm of Union 
Carbide (UK) Ltd, a graphite manufacturer situated in 
Sheffield. Union Carbide is one of only two 
manufacturers of industrial graphite in the country and 
those members who took the opportunity to visit this 
firm found the visit extremely useful. The final 
meeting held during the year prior to the Annual General 
Meeting was in April of 1984 at Wakefield. At this 
meeting I had the pleasure of presenting together with 

a colleague from Sheffield a paper on noise abatement 
zones. This paper updated members of the Division on 
current thinking on the use of noise abatement zones 

and on the attitudes of the Department of the Environment, 
which is reviewing their practice and implementation. 


Every year the Society gains and loses members whose 
individual contribution to the Division must have 
special note, and a number of such personalities have 
left or are leaving the Division after many years of 
association. The first of these is Councillor 

Mrs. Golding from Sheffield, who, together with other 
colleagues,spearheaded the clean air drive of the 1950s 
and 1960s, and has been associated with the Division for 
many years. An officer from the adjoining authority to 
Sheffield has also made a significant contribution to 
the Division in his long service and association with 
pollution control. This officer is Ted Fuller who 
retired during this divisional year. Last but by no 
means least of the people I would wish to mention who 
are retiring from divisional life is Bernard Twyford. 
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As many members will know Bernard was Secretary of the 
Division for a great number of years and has always 
been associated with both divisional and national 
activity. This was recognised by his election to the 
post of National Chairman of the Society. I am sure 
that Bernard will maintain contact with the Division 
and the Society but his direct influence will be 


sadly missed.

The Division held its 33rd Annual General Meeting on 
Tuesday 31 January 1984 at the Management Centre, 
University of Aston in Birmingham. 


In addition to AGM business, this meeting was important 
for the detailed discussion given during both morning 
and afternoon sessions to lead emissions from cold blast 
cupolas. Those present included the Director of the 
British Ironfounders Association and representatives 

of BCIRA, the District Industrial Air Pollution Inspector, 
-and Or. R. Pocock and Mr. S. Simmons of Aston University. 
Amongst NSCA members present was Mr. Byrom Lees, who had 
been invited by the Division to open the discussion on 
estimated levels of lead emission from ironfoundry 
cupolas. 


Having considered the basis of calculations made by 

Mr. Byrom Lees and by BCIRA, respectively, the meeting 
decided that there was a real need to obtain more 
information about the situation, and that more 
measurements should be made of actual lead levels in air, 
dust, soil and vegetables in the area. Further, it was 
considered important to discover just how localised the 
environmental impacts of ironfoundry cupola emissions are, 
and to look at the practicalities of tightening controls 
on emissions. 


The meeting resolved that. a Working Party on Lead 
Emissions from Iron Foundry Cupola Furnaces should be 
set up, which has since met on several occasions. 


Mrs. K. Sulway, who served as Hon. Secretary of the 
Division for four years, indicated that other commitments 
made it necessary for her to relinquish the office. 

Mr. L.F. Medlycott, Principal Environmental Health 
Officer (Pollution Control) with the District of the 
Wrekin was elected as Hon. Secretary in succession.

I am pleased to be able to report that during the past 
year, the level of activity within the Division has 


been well maintained. 


We have followed the pattern 


of three meetings of the Divisional Council and three 


meetings of the Division as a whole.

The first of five meetings held during the year was the 
AGM at the Coal Research Establishment, Cheltenham. 
Following business, 28 members were given a conducted 
tour of the Establishment where they viewed and discussed 
short, medium and long term research into coal products, 
combustion and coal conversion. 


The venue for the October meeting was the premises of 
J.L. Thomas and Co. Ltd. Exeter, manufacturers of tallow 
and feeding meal. Following a short business session, 
Mr. S. Jones, the managing director, gave an introductory 
talk on the animal by-product industry with particular 
reference to the processes carried out on site, the 
associated odour problems and the use of management, 
design and above all modern treatment plant to overcome 
such problems. Members then embarked on a nasally 
stimulating tour of the premises which was followed by 
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a lively discussion over refreshments. The opportunity 
to experience and debate the difficulties inherent with 
the operation of an offensive trade was appreciated 

by all present. 


The December meeting at Rolls Royce Ltd., Bristol was 
devoted to energy management on a large industrial 
complex and the control of airborne and waterborne 
effluents therefrom. The company's approach was aptly 
summarised in the discussion period, which followed 

a tour of the computerised boiler house and oil 
separation plant, as "modernise, computerise, compromise". 


Society Chairman, Clir. Len Poole BEM, JP., presided 
over the Spring seminar "Noise in the 80s and 90s". 

A unique blend of subject matter and speakers 

produced a quality meeting which stimulated interesting 
lively debate amongst the eighty present. A full report 
of proceedings appeared in Clean Air.

Mr. A. Capper, HMIAPI, presented a paper on measurements 


and assessment of grit and dust. 
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There was a General Meeting of the Division held on

The Society’s origins date back to the Coal Smoke Abatement Society (founded 1899); 
in the past decade it has considerably widened its interests and activities, and its work 
now covers the whole field of air pollution control and the problem of noise and its 
control. The NSCA has national and international standing; its influence and operation 
embrace industry, local and central government and the general public. It is concerned 
both with long-term policy questions and urgent current problems. The NSCA is a 
Founder Member of the worldwide International Union of Air Pollution Prevention 
Associations (IUAPPA) and an Associate Member of the International Union Against 
Noise. 


THE NSCA’s AIM is to secure environmental improvement through the reduction of air 
pollution, noise and other contaminants, while having due regard for other aspects of the 
environment. The NSCA advances the investigation, consideration and discussion of all 
forms of pollution in order to achieve its reduction or prevention. The Society is funded 
by members’ subscriptions, donations and monies raised by activities. 


THE SOCIETY’S MEMBERSHIP includes private individuals, local authorities, univer- 
sities and other educational establishments, corporate bodies representing learned and 
professional institutions, the fuel industries, and other industrial companies. 


PRINCIPAL ACTIVITIES INCLUDE: holding Conferences and Technical Training 
Workshops. Convening national and regional meetings and exhibitions. Making repre- 
sentations to government, other authorities and agencies and to industry, on all matters 
relating to air pollution and noise, including: legislation drafting, statutory controls, 
standards, technical concerns, local and national issues. 


PROVISION OF INFORMATION FOR ENVIRONMENTAL EDUCATION The NSCA 
promotes public education at all levels. The approach is to stimulate interest in the 
environment by providing information that is accessible, balanced and up to date. The 
Society has its own press and publishes books, reports, papers, conference and technical 
proceedings, a range of leaflets on different topics, and the journal Clean Air (quarterly). 
The Society operates an Information Service and Library which handles thousands of 
requests for information, references and publications every year. 


ORGANISATION The elected Council is the Society’s governing body. An administrat- 
ive staff headed by the Secretary General is employed at the Brighton Headquarters. The’ 
Society has 12 Divisions throughout the UK which arrange activities and meetings at 
regional level and consider issues from that perspective. The Divisions each elect their 
own. Councils and Honorary Officers. Members and their representatives automatically 
become members of the appropriate Division(s). 


POLICY DISCUSSION AND FORMULATION Policy discussion and formulation is 
initiated by NSCA Divisions and at the annual NSCA Conference as well as within the 
national Council. Policy details are evolved by the appropriate standing committee(s): 
Technical + Noise, and Parliamentary and Local Government; a Steering Committee 
reacts swiftly when urgent response is required. Policy is ratified by the Council.

MEMORANDUM OF ASSOCIATION 
OF 
THE NATIONAL SOCIETY FOR CLEAN AIR

= name of the Company (hereinafter called ‘tthe Society”) is “The National Society for 
ean Air”. 


The registered office of the Society will be situate in England. 


3.(1) The object for which the Society is established is to seek the improvement of the environment 


by promoting clean air through the reduction of air pollution, noise and other atmospheric 
contaminants having regard for the implications for other aspects of the environment. 


(2) (A) To initiate, assist, promote and encourage the investigation, consideration and discussion 


of all forms of pollution in order to achieve its reduction or prevention, and to undertake, or 
support or aid the undertaking of, investigations and research relevant to the causes and effects 
of pollution and the means to prevent it and to publish the results of such research. 

(B) To promote public education in ali matters relating to the value and importance of clean 
air and methods and consequences of air pollution control and forms of pollution control by 
arranging meetings, publications, exhibitions, the delivery of lectures and addresses, the display 
of pictures, cinematograph films and models and by other means. 

(C) To encourage the adoption of methods to reduce and prevent pollution. 

(D) To promote, assist, support, or oppose, as may be consistent with the objects for which 
the Society is established, any administrative or other measures or proposed measures affecting 
pollution. 

(E) To initiate, support and co-operate with others in proposals and activities calculated to 
assist the promotion of the Society’s objects. 

(F) To establish, and support or aid in the establishment and support of any charitable associa- 
tion or institutions and to subscribe or guarantee money for charitable purposes in any way 
connected with the Society’s purposes or calculated to further its objects. 

(G) To purchase, take on lease or in exchange, hire or otherwise acquire any real or personal 
property and any rights or privileges which the Society may think necessary or convenient for 
the promotion of its objects, and to construct, maintain and alter any buildings or erections 
necessary or convenient for the work of the Society. 

(H) To sell, let, mortgage, dispose of or turn to account all or any of the property or assets of 
the Society as may be thought expedient with a view to the promotion of its objects. 

(I) To undertake and execute any trusts which may lawfully be undertaken by the Society and 
may be conducive to its objects. 

(J) To borrow or raise money for the purposes of the Society and subject to this Memorandum 
of Association on such terms and on such security as may, be thought fit. 

(K) To invest the moneys of the Society not immediately required for its purposes in or upon 
such investments, securities or property as may be thought fit, but so that moneys subject or 
representing property subject to the jurisdiction of the Charity Commissioners for England and 
Wales shall only be invested in such securities and with such sanction (if any) as may for the 
time being be prescribed by law. 

(L) If and when considered advisable, to take all such measures as may be necessary to convert 
the Society into a body specially incorporated by Royal Charter or otherwise, or to secure the 
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creation of a new body so incorporated with the object of carrying out the purposes of the 
Society and continuing the work thereof. 

(M) To take all such other steps as will further the attainment of the above objects or any of 
them. 

PROVIDED FIRST that, notwithstanding anything contained in the preceding paragraphs of 
this Clause, the objects of the Society shall be restricted to such only of the objects aforesaid as 
are according to the law of England exclusively charitable. 

PROVIDED SECONDLY that the Society’s objects shall not extend to regulation of relations 
between workers and employers or organisations of workers and organisations of employers. 
PROVIDED THIRDLY that in case the Society shall take or hold any property subject to the 
jurisdiction of the Charity Commissioners for England and Wales or the Secretary of State for 
Education and Science, the Society shall not sell, mortgage, charge or lease the same without 
such authority, approval or consent as may be required by law and as regards any such property 
the Council of the Society (hereinafter called “the Council”) shall be chargeable for any such 
property that may come into their hands and shall be answerable and accountable for their own 
acts, receipts, neglects and defaults, and for the due administration of such property in the 
same manner and to the same extent as the Council would have been if no incorporation had 
been effected, and the incorporation of the Society shall not diminish or impair any control or 
authority exercisable by the Chancery Division, the Charity Commissioners or the Secretary of 
State for Education and Science over the Council but they shall as regards any such property be 
subject jointly and severally to such control or authority as if the Society were not incor- 
porated. In case the Society shall take or hold any property which may be subject to any 
trusts, the Society shall only deal with the same in such manner as allowed by law, having 
regard to such trusts. 

The income and property of the Society, whencesoever derived, shall be applied solely towards 
the promotion of the objects of the Society as set forth in this Memorandum of Association 
and no portion thereof shall be paid or transferred directly or indirectly, by way of dividend 
bonus or otherwise howsoever by way of profit, to the members of the Society. 

PROVIDED that nothing herein shall prevent the payment, in good faith, of reasonable and 
proper remuneration and pension to any officer or servant of the Society in return for any 
services actually rendered to the Society, nor prevent the payment of interest at a rate of 6% 
per annum on money lent or reasonable and proper rent for premises demised or let by any 
member to the Society nor prevent the gratuitous distribution among, or sale at a discount to, 
subscribers to the funds of the Society of any books or other publications, whether published 
by the Society or otherwise, relating to all or any of the Society’s objects above set forth; but 
so that no member of the Council shail be appointed to any salaried office of the Society or 
any office of the Society paid by fees, and that no remuneration or other benefit in money or 
money’s worth shall be given by the Society to any member of the Council, except repayment 
of out-of-pocket expenses and interest at the rate aforesaid on money lent or reasonable and 
proper rent for premises demised or let to the Society; provided that the provision last aforesaid 
shall not apply to any payment to any company of which a member of the Council may bea 
member, and in which such member shall not hold more than one hundredth part of the 
capital, and such member shall not be bound to account for any share of profits he may receive 
- in respect of any such payment. 


No addition, alteration or amendment shall be made to or in the provisions of the Memoran-. 
dum or Articles of Association of the Society for the time being in force unless the same shall 
have been previously submitted to and approved by the Department of Trade. 

The fourth and fifth paragraphs of this Memorandum of Association contain conditions on 
which a licence is granted by the Board of Trade to the Association in pursuance of section 
19(1) of the Companies Act 1948. 

The liability of the members is limited. 

Every member of the Society undertakes to contribute to the assets of the Society, in the event 
of the same being wound up while he is a member, or within one year after he ceases to bea 
member, for payment of the debts and liabilities of the Society contracted before he ceases to 
be a member, and of the costs, charges and expenses of winding-up, and for the adjustment of 
the rights of the contributories among themselves, such amount as may be required not exceed- 
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9. If upon the winding up or dissolution of the Society there remains, after the satisfaction of all 
its debts and liabilities, any property whatsoever, the same shall not be paid to or distributed 
among the members of the Society, but shall be given or transferred to some other charitable 
institution or institutions having objects similar to the objects of the Society, and which shall 
prohibit the distribution of its or their members to an extent at least as great as is imposed on 
the Society at or before the time of dissolution, and if and so far as effect cannot be given to 
such provision, then to some charitable object. }

MEMBERSHIP 
2. The number of members with which the Society is registered is unlimited. 
3. The provisions of section 110 of the Act of 1948 shall be observed by the Society and every 
member of the Society, other than Honorary Members, shall either make a written request to become 
a member (which request may be included in his application for membership made in accordance with 
Article 4(i) of these presents) or sign a written consent to become a member or sign the register of 
members on becoming a member. 
4.(a) The members of the Society shall be the persons who are Members of the Society and such other 
persons as the Council shall from time to time elect or recommend to the Society for election. 

(b) The Society shall consist of a President, Vice-Presidents, Secretary General, Honorary Members, 
Individual Members, Local Authority Members, Corporate Members and Student Members. The 
Society may also have a Patron or Patrons as hereinafter mentioned. 


Classes of Membership: 
Individual Members 
(c) (i) Any Individual who supports the objects of the Society shall be eligible for admission as an 
Individual Member. 
(ii) On the attainment of the age of 65, Indidividual Members may, at the discretion of the 
Council retain their membership as Individual Members of the Society on payment of a fixed sum 
as prescribed in the Bye-laws of the Society. 


Local Authority Members 

(d)(i) Any Local Authority supporting the objects of the Society shall be eligible for admission as a 
Local Authority Member. A Local Authority Member shall be entitled from time to time to 
appoint, and to revoke the appointment of not more than five Representatives. Each of the 
Representatives of a Local Authority Member shall be entitled to exercise on its behalf the same 
rights as an Individual Member and (if not himself an Individual Member) shall, by virtue of his 
appointment to any office of the Society or to membership of the Council. 
(ii) For the purpose of this Article, the designation Local Authority shall be deemed to include 
Health Authorities and Water Authorities or such other like authorities as the Council shall from 
time to time admit for membership. 


Corporate Members 

(e)(i) Any Society, Institution, Company, Association, Board or Group or educational establish- 
ment being in every case an incorporated body supporting the objects of the Society shall be 
eligible for admission as a Corporate Member. A Corporate Member shall be entitled to appoint 
Representatives according to subscription as set out in the Bye-laws, and any such Represent- 
atives shall be entitled to exercise on its behalf the same rights as an Individual Member, and (if 
not himself an Individual Member) shall, by virtue of his appointment as such Representative, 
be eligible for election or appointment to any office of the Society or to membership of the 
Council. 
(ii) An unincorporated body (including a firm) may not as such become a member of the 
Society, but if it desires to obtain the advantages of membership it may nominate Represent- 
atives (determined according to subscription as aforesaid) to apply in its name for membership 
and exercise the rights of membership on its behalf. Every person so applying for membership 
shall be subject to the same rules and regulations as to admission and otherwise as any person not 
so nominated, and shall if admitted have the same rights and be subject to the same liabilities and 
incidents as any Individual Member except that (i) such persons shall be liable to pay such annual 
subscription as is appropriate to a Corporate Member (ii) if his nomination is revoked by such 
body he shall cease to be a member. References in these presents or in the Bye-laws to Corporate 
members shall as far as the context admits include references to unincorporated bodies having 
nominated representative members provided always that no such body shall as such have any 
rights of voting or otherwise or be deemed for any purpose to be a member of the Society. 


Sustaining Members 
(f) Any member who subscribes not less than the sum as prescribed in the Bye-laws for this class of 
membership shall be eligible for admission as a Sustaining Member. 
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Honorary Members 

(g) Individuals who have rendered outstanding service in promoting the objects of the Society shall 
be eligible for admission as Honorary Members and such persons, being duly admitted shall enjoy all 
the privileges of membership (including the right to vote) except that they shall not by virtue of their 
Honorary Membership alone be deemed to be members of the Society for the purpose of registering 
within the meaning of Article 3 of these presents or be entered on the Register of members of the 
Society or be entitled to vote ona special or extraordinary resolution or be under any liability for the 
debts and liabilities of the Society. . 


Student Members 
(h)Any bona fide non-graduate student pursuing a course of study at school, college or university 


shall be eligible for admission as a Student Member on payment of the subscription prescribed in the 
Bye-Laws. 


Application for Membership 

(i) Every person wishing to join the Society and eligible for election as a Member, must apply in 
writing and shall deposit with such application the first annual subscription which shall be returned in 
the event of non-election. 


Resignation of Members 
(j) @ Every member duly elected shall continue as such until he shall resign by notice in writing, to 
the Secretary General, such notice being accompanied by any monies due to the Society. 
(ii) The Council shall have the power to remove any member: 
(a) whose annual subscription has remained unpaid for two successive 2 years, Or 
(b) who, in the opinion of the Council has acted in a manner prejudicial to the interests and 
objects of the Society or has behaved in such a manner as to render his further member- 
. ship detrimental to the interests of the Society, or 
(c) (c) at its sole discretion without assigning any reason therefore. 
Provided that in every case the Member concerned shall have the opportunity to make representations 
defending his conduct in writing to the Council. 


Annual Subscriptions 
(k)The Council shall make Bye-Laws from time to time to fix annual subscriptions payable by the 
various classes of Members. The Bye-Laws shall be confirmed by the Society in General Meeting. 


ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING 

5. The Society shall hold a General Meeting in every calendar year as its Annual General Meeting at 
such time and place as may be determined by the Council, and shall specify the Meeting as such in the 
notices calling it, provided that every Annual General Meeting shall be held not more than fifteen 
months after the holding of the last preceding Annual General Meeting. 


EXTRAORDINARY GENERAL MEETING 

6. All General Meetings, other than Annual General Meetings, shall be called Extraordinary General 
Meetings. 

7. The Council may whenever they think fit convene an Extraordinary General Meeting, and Extra- 
ordinary Meetings shall also be convened on such requisition, or in default may be convened by such 
requisitions, as provided by section 132 of the Act of 1948. 


NOTICE OF MEETINGS 

8. Twenty-one days’ notice in writing at the least of every Annual General Meeting and of every 
Meeting convened to pass a Special Resolution, and fourteen days’ notice in writing at the least of 
every other General Meeting (exclusive in every case both of the day on which it is served or deemed 
to be served and of the day for which it is given), specifying the place, the day and the hour of 
meeting, and in the case of business other than routine business the general nature of that business, 
shall be given in manner hereinafter mentioned to such persons (including the Auditors) as are under 
these presents or under the Act entitled to receive such notices from the Society; but with the consent 
of all the members having the right to attend and vote thereat, or of such proportion of them as is 
prescribed by the Act in the case of meetings other than Annual General Meetings, a meeting may be 
convened by such notice as. those members may think fit. 

9. The accidental omissions to give notice of a meeting to, or the non-receipt of such notice by, any 


person entitled to receive notice thereof shall not invalidate the proceedings at such meetings. 


PROCEEDINGS AT GENERAL MEETINGS 
10. Routine business shall mean and include only business transacted at an Annual General Meeting 
of the following classes, that is to say: 

(a) Reading and considering the accounts and balance sheet and the annual reports of the Council 

and the Auditors. 

(b) Appointing Auditors and fixing their remuneration. 

(c) Receiving the results of the elections of the Council and other Officers. 
11. No business shall be transacted at any General Meeting unless a quorum is present when the 
meeting proceeds to business. Save as herein otherwise provided ten members or Representatives of 
members personally present shall be a quorum. 
12. If within half an hour from the time appointed for the holding of a General Meeting a quorum is 
not present, the meeting, if convened on the requisition of members, shall be dissolved. In any other 
case it shall stand adjourned to the same day in the next week, at the same time and place, or at such 
other place as the Council may determine, and if at such adjourned meeting a quorum is not present 
within half an hour from the time appointed for holding the meeting the members present shall be a 
quorum. 
13. The Chairman (if any) of the Council shall preside as Chairman at every General Meeting, but if 
there be no such Chairman, or if at any meeting he shall not be present within fifteen minutes after 
the time appointed for holding the same, or shall be unwilling to preside, the members present shall 
choose one of the Deputy Chairmen or some other member of the Council, or if no such member be 
present, or if all the members of the Council present decline to take the chair, they shall choose some 
member or Representative of a member of the Society who shall be present to preside. 
14. The Chairman may, with the consent of any meeting at which a quorum is present (and shall if 
so directed by the meeting) adjourn the meeting from time to time, and from place to place, but no 
business shall be transacted at any adjourned meeting other than business which might have been 
transacted at the meeting from which the adjournment took place. Whenever a meeting is adjourned 
for thirty days or more, notice of the adjourned meeting shall be given in the same manner as of an 
original meeting. Save as aforesaid, the members shall not be entitled to any notice of an adjourn- 
ment, or of the business to be transacted at an adjourned meeting. 
15. At any General Meeting a resolution put to the vote of the meeting shall be decided on a show of 
hands, unless a poll is, before or upon the declaration of the result of the show of hands, demanded by 
the Chairman or by at least five members or Representatives of members present in person or by 
proxy, or by members or Representatives of members present in person or by proxy and representing 
not less than one-tenth of the total voting rights of all the members and Representatives of members 
having the right to vote at the meeting, and unless a poll be so demanded a declaration by the 
Chairman of the meeting that a resolution has been carried, or carried unanimously or by a particular 
majority or lost, or not carried by a particular majority, and an entry to that effect in the minute book 
of the Society shall be conclusive evidence of the fact without proof of the number of proportion of 
the votes recorded in favour of or against that resolution. The demand for a poll may be withdrawn. 
16. Subject to the provisions of Article 17, if a poll be demanded in manner aforesaid, it shall be 
taken at such time and place, and in such manner, as the Chairman of the meeting shall direct, and the 
result of the poll shall be deemed to be the resolution of the meeting at which the poll was demanded. 
17. No poll shall be demanded on the election of a Chairman of a meeting or on any question of 
- adjournment. 
18. In the case of an equality of votes, whether on a show of hands or on a poll, the Chairman of the 
meeting shall be entitled to a second or casting vote. 
19. The demand of a poll shall not prevent the continuance of a meeting for the transaction of any 
business other than the question on which a poll has been demanded. 


VOTES OF MEMBERS 

20. Subject as hereinafter provided, every fecal’ shall have one vote. A Local Authority Member 
or Corporate Member shall have one vote for each of its Representatives which shall be exercisable 
by such Representatives in person. 

21. Except in accordance with Articles 4(g) and 29, and unless the Council otherwise determine, no 
member other than a member duly registered, who shall have paid every subscription and other sum (if 
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any) which shall be due and payable to the Society, in respect of his membership, shall be entitled to 
vote on any question either personally through its Representatives or by proxy, or as a proxy for 
another member at any General Meeting. 
22.(a) Votes may be given on a poll either personally or by proxy. A proxy need not be a member. 

(b) The instrument appointing a proxy shall be in writing under the hand of the appointer, or his 
attorney duly authorised in writing, or if such appointer is a corporation under its common seal, if 
any, and if none, then under the hand of some officer duly authorised in that behalf. In the case of a 
Representative of a member any proxy shall be appointed by the member itself or its attorney and not 
by the Representative. 

(c) The instrument appointing a proxy and the power of attorney or other authority (if any) under 

which it is signed or a notarially certified or office copy thereof shall be deposited at the office not 
less than 48 hours before the time appointed for holding the meeting or adjourned meeting at which 
-the person named in the instrument proposes to vote, or in the case of a poll not less than 24 hours 
before the time appointed for the taking of the poll, and in default the instrument of proxy shall not 
be treated as valid. No instrument appointing a proxy shall be valid after the expiration of 12 months 
from the date of its execution. 

(d) A vote given in accordance with the forms of an instrument of proxy shal! be valid notwith- 
standing the previous death or insanity of the principal or revocation of the proxy or of the authority 
under which the proxy was executed, provided that no intimation in writing of the death, insanity or 
revocation as aforesaid shall have been received at the office before the commencement of the meeting 
or adjourned meeting at which the proxy is used. 

(e) An instrument appointing a proxy shall be in the common form or in such other een as the 
Council may accept, and shall be deemed to confer authority to demand or join in demanding a poll. 


HONORARY OFFICERS 

23. The officers of the Society shall consist of a President, Honorary Treasurer, Chairman and two 
Deputy Chairmen of the Council, the Immediate Past Chairman of the Council and may also include 
a Patron or Patrons as hereinafter mentioned. 


PATRON 

24. The Council may accept the patronage of any person or persons and shall thereupon elect such 
person or persons to be the Patron or Patrons of the Society for life or for such period as the Council 
may determine. 


PRESIDENT . 
25. The President shall be elected annually by the Society under the Bye-Laws. No person shall hold 
the office of President for more than two years in succession. 


HONORARY TREASURER 

26. The Honorary Treasurer shall be elected annually by the Society under the Bye-Laws. The 
Honorary Treasurer shall be responsible for the uninvested funds of the Society and he shall cause all 
necessary and proper accounts to be kept in accordance with Article 47 hereof. 


VICE-PRESIDENTS 
27a) Any person may be elected by the Society as a Vice-President providing that he or she is a 
person of distinction in an appropriate field who is likely to promote actively the work of the Society. 
(b) Vice-Presidents shall normally be elected for a single term of three years 
(c) Vice-Presidents shall not exceed nine in number nor more than three be elected annually. 


CHAIRMAN AND DEPUTY CHAIRMEN 

28. The Chairman and Deputy Chairmen shall be elected annually be the Council from its own 
members at its first meeting after the Annual General Meeting. - 

29. The Patron or Patrons (if any) of the Society, the President of the Society, and the Vice- 
Presidents: shall enjoy ail the rights of membership (including the right to vote) during their term of 
office except that they shall not by virtue of their office alone be deemed to be members of the 
Society for the purposes of registration within the meaning of Article 3 of these presents or be entered 
on the Register of Members of the Society or be entitled to vote on a special or extraordinary 
resolution or be under any liability for the debts and liabilities of the Society. 


THE COUNCIL 

30. Subject as hereinafter provided, the members of Council shall not be less than 20 in number. The 
Society may, by Ordinary Resolution from time to time, increase or reduce the minimum number of 
members of the Council. The Council may act notwithstanding any vacancies in their body, but if the 
members of the Council shall be reduced in number to less than that required for a quorum for their 
meetings, they may act as the Council for the purpose only of summoning a general meeting of the 
Society. 

31. The Council shall consist of the Patron or Patrons (if any), the President, the immediate Past 
President, the Honorary Treasurer, the immediate past Chairman, a number of Divisional Represent- 
atives elected as hereinafter provided; and not more than a like number of other persons consisting 
of Representatives of National or similar organisations which are Corporate Members of the Society, 
at the invitation of the Council. No person other than a member of the Society or a Representative of 
a member may be appointed a member of the Council. The Council may from time to time and at any 
time appoint any member of the Society or a Representative of a member as a member of the Council, 
either to fill a casual vacancy or by way. of addition to the Council. Any member so appointed shall 
retain his office only until the next Annual General Meeting, but he shall be eligible for re-election or 
re-appointment. 

The term National or similar organisation shall refer to any institution, association, society or board or 
other similar organisation, the activities of which extend to the whole of the United Kingdom, or to 
England, Scotland, Wales or Northern Ireland, and which is accepted by the Council as a National or 
similar organisation for the purposes of these presents. 


APPOINTMENT AND RETIREMENT OF MEMBERS OF THE COUNCIL 
32.(a) The members and Representatives of members of each Division shall elect annually from among 
their number Representatives to be members of the Council. Divisional Representatives shall be 
elected to the Council for a period of three years. One-third of the elected members shall retire in 
rotation each year; such members shall be eligible for re-election. The number of Divisional 
Representatives to be elected by each Division shall each year be determined by the Council. 

(b) A National or similar organisation shall be entitled to nominate annually one Representative 
for Membership of the Council under Article 31. 

(c) The elected members of the Council shall (unless re-elected) vacate office after three years in 
accordance with the provisions of Article 32(a). 
33.:The Office of a member of the Council shall be vacated: 

(a) If he ceased to be a member or a Representative of a member of the Society; 

(b) If by notice in writing to the Society he resigns his office; 

(c) If a receiving order is made against him or he makes any arrangement or composition with his 
creditors; 

(d) If he becomes of unsound mind; 

(e) If he ceases to hold office by reason of any order made under Section 188 of the Act of 1948; 

(f) If he is removed from office by a Resolution duly passed pursuant to Section 184 of the Act. 
34, A member of the Council who has attained the age of seventy shall be eligible for election and 
the provision of subsections (1) and (2) of Section 185 of the Act of 1948 shall not apply. 


POWERS OF THE COUNCIL 

35. The Management of the Society shall be in the hands of the Council who may pay all expenses 
incurred in forming and registering the Society and may exercise all such powers of the Society as are 
not by the Act of 1948 or by these presents required to be exercised by the Society in General 
Meeting, subject nevertheless to any regulations of these presents, to the provisions of the Act of 
1948, and to such regulations (not inconsistent with the aforesaid regulations or provisions) as may be 
prescribed by the Society in General Meeting, but no regulations so made by the Society shall 
invalidate any prior act of the Council which would have been valid if such regulations had not been 
made. The general powers given by this Article shall not be limited or restricted by any special 
authority or power given to the Council by any other Article. 

36.(i) The Council shall, as necessary, make and recommend the adoption, alteration and revocation 
of the Bye-Laws for the regulation of the Society and otherwise for the furtherance of the purposes 
for which the Society is established, provided that the Bye-Laws are not repugnant to the Memo- 
randum of Association or these presents. Such recommendations of the Council shall be laid before 
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the Society at the following Annual General Meeting or at an Extraordinary General Meeting called 
for that purpose for adoption, if thought fit, by Ordinary Resolution. The Bye-Laws for the time 
being in force shall be binding upon all members until varied or set aside as hereinafter provided. It is 
expressly declared that, without prejudice to the powers of the Society to adopt Bye-Laws on other 
matters, the following shall be deemed to be matters which (so far as not governed by, and subject 
always to the provisions of, these presents) may be governed by Bye-Laws within the meaning of this 
article, that is to say: 

(a) As to entrance fees (if any) payable in respect of membership of the Society. 

(b) As to the annual, quarterly or other subscriptions or payments to be payable by the mem- 
bers of the Society. 

(c) As to the rights and privileges to be accorded to, and the qualifications, restrictions and 
conditions to be imposed on, members of the Society. 

(d) As to Committees of members in connection with various branches of the Society’s activi- 
ties, and as to the appointment, removal, qualification, disqualification, duties, functions, 
powers and privileges of members of such Committees. 

(e) As to the manner in which the Elections of Officers and Council members shall be con- 
ducted. 

(f) As to the Geographical Divisions of the Society for electoral purposes,-and the setting up 

. and regulation of Divisional Councils and their membership, duties, functions and powers. 

(ii) The Council shall have power to issue Standing Orders from time to time regulating the 
appointment of various committees from Members of the Society or otherwise as provided herein for 
the better administration of the business of the Council and directing the terms of reference of such 
committees and the procedure governing the transaction of their business. 

(iii) Any committee appointed in accordance with this article shall have power to adopt persons to 
act as members of the committee whose qualifications or experience will assist the committee in its 
work, but the number of persons so adopted shall not exceed one-third of the membership of the 
committee excluding adopted members. 


SECRETARY GENERAL 

37.(i) The Secretary General shall be appointed by the Council for such time at such remuneration 
and upon such conditions as they think fit, and any person so appointed may be removed by them. 
The provisions of Section 177 and 179 of the Act of 1948 shall apply and be observed. 

(ii) The Secretary General shall from time to time submit financial statements at the request of the 
Council. It shall be his duty, under the direction of the Council to conduct the correspondence of the 
Society, to attend meetings of the Council and Committees thereof, to take minutes of the proceed- 
ings of such meetings, to superintend the publication of such papers as the Council may direct, engage 
and be responsible for all persons employed under him, and, in general, conduct the ordinary business 
of the Society in accordance with the Memorandum and Articles of Association. 

(iii) The Council may from time to time by resolution appoint an assistant or deputy Secretary 
General, and any person so appointed may act in place of the Secretary General if there be no 
Secretary General or no Secretary General capable of acting. 


THE SEAL 

38. The Council shall provide a Common Seal of the Society and make rules for the safe custody and 
use thereof, and it shall only be used by the Authority of the Council previously given and in the 
presence of one member of the Council at least, and every such instrument shall be countersigned by 
the Secretary General or some other person duly authorised by the Council. 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE COUNCIL 

39. The Council may meet together for the.dispatch of business, adjourn and otherwise regulate their 
meetings as they think fit, and determine the quorum necessary for the transaction of business. Unless 
otherwise determined, ten shall be a quorum. Questions arising at any meetings shall be decided by a 
majority of votes. In cases of an equality of votes the Chairman shall have a second or casting vote. 
40. Five members of the Council may, and on the request of five members of the Council the Secre- 
tary General shall, at any time, summon a meeting of the Council by notice served upon the several 
members of the Council. A member of the Council who is absent from the United Kingdom shall not 
be entitled to notice of a meeting. 

41. The Chairman shall be entitled to preside at all meetings of the Council at which he shall be

present, but if no such Chairman be elected, or if at any meeting the Chairman be not present within 
five minutes after the time appointed for holding the meeting and willing to preside, the members of 
the Council present shall choose one of the Deputy Chairmen and failing them one other of their 
number to be Chairman of the Meeting. 

42. A meeting of the Council at which a quorum is present shall be competent to exercise all the 
authorities, powers and discretions by or under the regulations of the Society for the time being 
vested in the Council generally. 

43. The Council may delegate any of their powers to Committees consisting of such member or 
members of the Council as they think fit, and any Committee so formed shall, in the exercise of the 
power so delegated, conform to any regulations imposed on it by the Council. The meetings and 
proceedings of any such Committee shall be governed by the provisions of these presents for regulating 
the meetings and proceedings of the Council so far as applicable and so far as the same shall not be 
superceded by any Bye-Laws made by the Council. 

44. All acts bona fide done by any meeting of the Council or any Committee of the Council. or by 
any person acting as a member of the Council, shall notwithstanding it be afterwards discovered that 
there was some defect in the appointment or continuance in office of any such member or person 
acting as aforesaid, or that they or any of them were disqualified, be as valid as if every such person 
had been duly appointed ¢ or had duly continued in office and was disqualified to be a member of the 
Council. 

45. The Council shall cause proper minutes to be ade of all appointments of officers made by the 
Council and of the proceedings of all meetings of the Society and of the Council and of Committees of 
the Council, and all business transacted at such meetings, and any such minutes of any meetings, if 
purporting to be signed by the Chairman of such meeting, or by the Chairman of the next succeeding 
meeting, shall be sufficient evidence without any further proof of the facts therein stated. 

46. A resolution in writing signed by a majority of the members for the time being of the Council or 
of any Committee of the Council who are entitled to receive notice of a meeting of the Council or of 
such committee shall be as valid and effectual as if it had been passed at a meeting of the Council or of 
such committee duly convened and constituted. 


ACCOUNTS 
47, The Council shall cause proper boom of account to be kept with respect to: 

(a) all sums of money received and expended by the Society and the matters in respect of which 

such receipts and expenditure take place; 

(b)all sales and purchases of goods by the Society; and 

(c) the assets and liabilities of the Society. 
Proper books shall not be deemed to be kept if there are not kept such books of account as are 
necessary to give a true and fair view of the state of affairs of the Society and to explain its 
transactions. 
48. The books of account shall be kept at the office, or subject to section 147(3) of thie Act of 1948 
at such other place or places as the Council shall think fit, and shall always be open to the inspection 
of the members of the Council. 
49. The Council may from time to time impose reasonable restrictions as to the time and manner of 
the inspection by the members (other than members of the Council) or by Representatives of 
members of the accounts and books of the Society, or any of them, and subject to such restrictions 
the accounts and books of the Society shall be open to the inspection of such members or Represent- 
atives of members at ali reasonable times during business hours. 
50. The Council shall from time to time in accordance with sections 148, 150 and 157 of the Act of 
1948 cause to be prepared and laid before the Society in General Meeting, such income and expend- 
iture accounts, balance sheets and group accounts (if any) and reports as are referred to in those 
Sections. A copy of every balance sheet (including every document required by law to be annexed 
thereto) which is to be laid before the Society in General Meeting, together with a copy of the 
Auditors report, shall not less than twenty-one days before the date of the meeting be sent to every 
member of, and holder of debentures of, the Society. Provided that this Article shall not require a 
copy of those documents to be sent to any person of whose address the Society is not aware or to 
more than one of the joint holders of any debentures. _ 
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AUDIT 

51. Once at least in every year the accounts of the Society shall be examined and the correctness of 
the income and expenditure account and balance sheet ascertained by one or more properly qualified 
Auditor or Auditors. 

52. Auditors shall be appointed and their duties regulated in accordance with sections 159 to 162 of 
the Act of 1948 the members of the Council being treated as the Directors mentioned in those 
sections. 


NOTICES 

53. A notice may be served by the Society upon any member, either personally or by sending it 
through the post ina prepaid letter, addressed to such member at his registered address as appearing in 
the register of members. 

54. Any member described in the register of members by an address not within the United Kingdom, 
who shall from time to time give the Society an address within the United Kingdom at which a notice 
may be served upon him, shall be entitled to have notices served upon him at such address, but, save as 
aforesaid and as provided by the Act, only those members who are described in the register of 
members by an address within the United Kingdom shall be entitled to receive notices from the 
Society. 

55. Any notice, if served by post, shall be deemed to have been served on the day following that on 
which the letter containing the same is put into the post, and in proving such service it shall be 
sufficient to prove that the letter containing the notice was properly addressed and put into the post 
office as a prepaid letter. 


DISSOLUTION 
56. Clause 9 of the Memorandum of Association of the Society relating to the winding up and 
dissolution of the Society shall have effect as if the provisions thereof were repeated in these Articles. 





BYE-LAWS 


Adopted by Ordinary Resolution dated the 29 March 1974 and as amended on 13 October 1976, 
6 July 1977, 20 July 1978, 16 July 1980, 5 October 1981, 18 October 1982, 31 October 1983, 
1 October 1984 and 14 October 1985, 


DEFINITIONS 
1. The Definitions section of the Articles of Association of the Society shall be deemed to be 
incorporated in and applied to these presents. 


SUBSCRIPTIONS 
2. Annual Subscriptions shall be as hereinafter provided. A first annual subscription shall be made 
on application for Membership and shall continue in force until the first day of April of the following 
year, when it shall be renewable. 
(a) Individual Members 
(i) The annual subscription payable by an Individual Member shall be not less than Ten Pounds. 
On attainment of the age of 65 on payment of the sum of Twenty Pounds, Individual 
Members may, at the discretion of the Council retain their membership of the Society in 
perpetuity, but always subject to the Council’s rights of removal. 
(ii) Individuals may on payment of not less than two hundred pounds become Life Members of 
the Society. . 
(b) Local Authority Members 
The annual subscription payable by a Local Authority shall 1 be not less than as follows, For local 
authorities with a population of: 


Less than 100,000 £137.00 
100,001 to 250,000 £167.00 
250,001 to 500,000 £203.00 
500,001 to 1,000,000 £266,00 


For each additional 500,000 or part thereof — £27.00 


(c) 


(d) 
(e) 
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Corporate Members and unincorporated bodies appointed in accordance with Article 4(e)(ii). 

The annual subscription payable by Corporate Members and Unincorporated bodies shall be not 

less than as follows: 

(i) Small local civic societies, colleges, schools and similar organisations — £17.00 

(ii) Regional and national societies and similar organisations, consultants and small industrial 
and commercial firms — £97.00 

(iii) Industrial organisations — £137.00 

Sustaining Members 

The annual subscription for Sustaining Members shall be not less than £200.00. 

Membership — Special Cases 

The Council shall have power to elect any applicant for Membership to an appropriate grade of 

Membership, on such special terms as to subscription or otherwise as after considering any 

reasons for so doing stated by such applicant the Council may think proper. 


REPRESENTATIVES OF MEMBERS 
3(a) Local Authority Members 


Each Local Authority Member shall be entitled to appoint not more than five Representatives. 


(b) Corporate Members 


(i) Corporate Members paying a subscription of £17.00 per annum shall each be entitled to 
appoint one representative 

(ii) Corporate Members paying a subscription of £97.00 per annum shall each be entitled to 
appoint three representatives 

(iii) Corporate Members paying a subscription of £137.00 or more per annum shall each be 
entitled to appoint five representatives 

(iv) A Corporate Member having a Branch or Section situated in a Division other than that 
Division in which the address of the Corporate Member is situated shall, in such Division, 
be entitled to appoint Delegates to participate in the activities of the appropriate Division. 


RIGHTS OF MEMBERS 


4. 


Each Individual Member, Local Authority Member and Corporate Member and each Represent- 


ative of a Local Authority Member or Corporate Member, who has paid the appropriate subscription 
for the current year, shall have the right to: . 


(i) Nominate Individual Members and Representatives as Officers or Members of the Council; 

(ii) Be nominated and elected as an Officer or Member of the Council; 

(iii) Cast one vote at elections; 

(iv) Receive notices of and attend and participate in all meetings of the Society and of the 
Member’s Division; 

(v) Move or second, and cast one vote on motions at Meetings of the Society and of the Mem- 
ber’s Division; 

(vi) Receive free of charge as they are issued the Journal and Members Handbook of the Society; 

(vii) Obtain from the Society, advice and information on questions relating to pollution and its 
control. 


DIVISIONS 
5(a) For administrative and electoral purposes the Society shall be divided into geographical Divisions 


as follows: 

1. Scotland 

2. Northern Ireland 

3. Northern: Cleveland, Cumbria (in part, only — Allerdale District Council, City of Carlisle 
and Eden District Council) Durham, Northumberland, Tyne and Wear. 

4. North West: Cheshire; Clwydd; Cumbria (in part, only — Barrow-in-Furness Borough 
Council, Copeland District Council and South Lakeland District Council;), Greater 
Manchester, Gwynedd, Lancashire, Merseyside. 

5. Yorkshire and Humberside: Humberside, North Yorkshire, South Yorkshire, West York- 

: shire. 

6. West Midlands: Hereford and Worcester, Salop, Staffordshire, Warwickshire, West Midlands. 

7. East Midlands: Cambridgeshire, Derbyshire, Leicestershire, Lincolnshire, Northampton- 
shire, Nottinghamshire. 
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8. Eastern: Essex, Norfolk, Suffolk. 

9. London and South East: East Sussex, Greater London, Hertfordshire, Kent, Surrey, West 
Sussex. 

10. Central Southern: Bedfordshire, Berkshire, Buckinghamshire, Hampshire, Isle of Wight, 
Oxfordshire. 

11. South West: Avon, Cornwall, Devon, Dorset, Gloucestershire, Somerset, Wiltshire. 

12. South and Mid Wales: Wales except for Clwyd and Gwynedd. 

(b) Members shall normally be considered as belonging to the Division in which their address, as 
entered upon the Society’s records, is situated. However, members may elect to belong to 
another Division better suited to their needs. 

(c) For the purposes of carrying out activities in a Division, the Members, as hereinafter defined, 
may elect from among themselves a Divisional Council and its Honorary Officers. A Divisional 
Council and its Honorary Officers, other than Secretary and Auditors, shall consist only of 
Members, Representatives and Delegates of Members. The Constitution and activities of a 
Divisional Council shall be subject to the general approval of the Council which shall pay or make 
grants for approved expenses. 

(d) The Members, Representatives and Delegates of Members, as hereinafter defined, in any town or 
district within a Division, may, if they so desire, and with the approval of the Council and of 
their Divisional Council, set up a Branch of the Division and elect Committees and Honorary 
Officers. The activities of a Branch shall be subject to the general approval and guidance of the 
Council and of the Divisional Council and the Divisional Council may pay and make grants for 
approved expenses. 


PRESIDENT, VICE-PRESIDENTS, HONORARY MEMBERS AND HONORARY TREASURER 
6(a) The President and an Honorary Treasurer shall be elected annually on the recommendation of the 
Council by the Society at its Annual General Meeting. 
(b) Vice-Presidents shall be elected on the recommendation of the Council by the Society at its 
Annual General Meeting. 
(c) Honorary Members shall be elected on the recommendation of the Council by the Society at its 
Annual General Meeting. 


THE COUNCIL 

7(a) The business of the Society shall be specified in Article 35 and shall include the direction of the 
policy of the Society, the work of its committees, the reception of reports from such com- 
mittees, from Divisions, from Headquarters and subject groups. 

(b) The Council at its first meeting after election shall elect from its own members, a Chairman, two 
Deputy Chairmen and the following Committees:

(v) Any other Committee considered by the Council to be necessary. 

(c) The Chairman of Council, the two Deputy Chairmen of Council, the Honorary Treasurer, the 
Chairmen of the Standing Committees (or Deputies in their absence) and the Immediate Past 
‘Chairman of Council shall comprise a Steering Group and will meet as required with the follow- 
ing terms of reference: 

1. To implement Council policy 

2. To ensure that the programme of the Standing Committees are comprehensive and appro- 
priately interlocking 

3. To formulate proposals for policy changes 

4. Toact on behalf of the Council in cases of urgency 

5. To report to the next following meeting of Council any action taken on its behalf, 

(d) There shall also be a Nominations Committee, appointed by the Council, The Terms of Reference 
of this Committee shall be as set out in the Standing Orders of the Council. 

(e) The procedure for the election of Chairman, Deputy Chairmen and Committees, and the rules 
and functions of all Committees, shall be decided by the Council.

ELECTIONS 

8(a) President, Vice-Presidents, Honorary Members and Honorary Treasurer. Nominations for the 
office of President, Vice-Presidents, Honorary Members and Honorary Treasurer may be made by any 
Member of the Society. Nominations, in writing, shall be received by the Secretary General not less 
than three months prior to the date of the Annual General Meeting. 

(b) (i) Divisional Representatives (Elected in accordance with Article 32(a)). Each Member may 
nominate Divisional Representatives for his own Division provided that he does not nomin- 
ate more than the total number to be appointed by that Division. Nominations shall be 
made to the Divisional Secretary not less than seven days before the date of the Annual 
General Meeting of the Division. In the event of more nominations being received than 
there are Divisional Representatives to be appointed, elections by ballot shall be held at the 
Annual General Meeting of the Division. The result of such an election is to be reported to 
the Secretary General of the Society not later than seven days before the date of the 
Society’s Annual General Meeting. The names of the persons so elected shall be announced 
at such Annual General Meeting. 

(ii) No Member or Representative of a Member shall nominate, be nominated for, or vote in any 
Divisional Election other than that of which he isa Member or Representative. 

(c) Representatives of National or similar organisations (in accordance with Article 32(b)). 
Nominations from National or similar organisations shall be received by the Secretary General not less 
than seven days before the date of the Annual General Meeting. 

(d) No nomination for office shall be considered valid unless the agreement of the candidate has been 
previously obtained.

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ANNUAL REPORT AND ACCOUNTS 


General Review 


I am delighted to report that the year 
under review has been one of wide ranging 
activity and action throughout the Society. 
Internationally, nationally and locally the 
control of air pollution and noise keep 
their place in the forefront of politics — 
and this, in turn, has been reflected in the 
excellent levels of attendance at Divisional 
meetings as well as those of the Standing 
Committee and the Council. The annual 
Conference was a resounding success and 
the Spring Workshop proved one of the 
most interesting and important in recent 
years. Our voice has been heard in 
Westminster on many occasions, and 
regularly in the national and local media. 


This resurgence of interest in the Society 
and its work, which has been noted by 
my predecessors in recent years, is readily 
explained by the concern for the environ- 
ment shown by an ever more knowledge- 
able general public; but one which is 
nevertheless confused by the complexities 
of the problems posed and frustrated by 
the apparent lack of urgency on the part 
of Government in deploying the means to 
combat them. Indeed, in the light of their 
many recommendations rejected by 
Government, one may include among the 
list of the frustrated such august bodies 
as the Royal Commission on Environ- 
mental Pollution and select Committees of 
both Houses of Parliament! At the other 
extreme there is the anguish of Joan Bull 
plagued by the noise of the family upstairs 
and her husband John caught in the fumes 
of a three mile tail back on the motorway. 


Last year my predecessor expressed our 
concern that the Government’s overall 
co-ordination of policy on environmental 
pollution was wanting; that we lacked a 
national energy policy with priority given 
to clean air and environmental protection; 
that rather than taking the initiative, we 


were letting the Commission in Brussels 
and our neighbours in Europe set the pace. 
These matters were discussed in depth 
during the Conference. While there are 
signs that the Government is beginning 
to devote a higher priority to the control 
of environmental pollution — for example, 
the Consultation Document on_ public 
access to information on environmental 
pollution has recently been circulated — 
on the other hand, the review of the clean 
air legislation promised in 1982 has yet to 
materialise. 


The sorry saga of the Industrial Air 
Pollution Inspectorate continues to unfold. 
This is again symptomatic of the malaise 
now affecting our whole air pollution 
control system. In locating the Inspector- 
ate within the Health and Safety 
Executive enforcement has become 
increasingly divorced from policy develop- 
ment and legislation and administration 
fragmented. Recent changes within HSE 
have weakened the traditional 
independence of the Inspectorate and the 


-extensive reorganisation introduced with 


indecent haste on 1 July 1985, has 
effectively downgraded the Inspectorate 
merely to promote administrative 
convenience — with the result that the 
practice of good air pollution control 
evolved over 120 years is now seriously 
at risk. Members will not be surprised: 
this situation was forecast in 1976 by the 
RCEP when it urged that the Inspectorate 
should be returned to the DOE forthwith. 
It is high time therefore for the Secretaries 
of State for the Environment and Employ- 
ment to stand back and take a hard look at 
the situation which has been allowed to 
develop within the HSE. The needs of 
the Environment and those who inhabit 
it are often quite separate from those of 
industry and its workers, and the return 
of the Inspectorate to DOE is the first 
essential step in salvaging our air pollution 
control system. From that logical base — 
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all other environmental Inspectorates are 
located within DOE — an effective manage- 
ment chain can be re-established and a 
strong policy unit created. 


Smoke Control 


Smoke control has continued to make 
reasonable progress, with most local 
authorities sharing the wisdom that clean 
air should logically be for all, not merely 
for a limited section of the community. 
However, there are clearly still problems in 
the way of completion of smoke control in 
some areas where it is needed; and where 
local authorities have found it difficult to 
gain public acceptance for smoke control, 
restraints on spending have aggravated the 
situation. Enforcement remains a problem 
and matters were not helped by suspension 
of a few smoke control orders during the 
period of the miners’ strike. Overall, it 
cannot be assumed that the miners’ strike 
was necessarily detrimental to air quality: 
ins terms of total. volume; far - less 
bituminous coal was burnt than normal 
and while smokeless fuel supplies were 
sometimes scanty, there was usually one 
type available within a particular product 
group. 


NSCA POLICY 
Straw and Stubble Burning 


The NSCA conducted a highly effective 
nationwide survey of straw and stubble 
burning during the 1984 harvest season. 
The survey, published as a special report, 
covered more than 260 local authorities 
and provided ample evidence to justify 
the Society’s call for a ban on the practice. 
The report was widely distributed, copies 
being sent with suitable representations to 
Government Ministers, MPs and Members 
of the House of Lords. The survey showed 
greatly increased support among local 
authorities for a ban: from 65 in 1983/4, 
the number grew to 144 in 1984/85. An 
Early Day Motion urging Government to 
take note of the NSCA’s report and act on 


its recommendations was tabled by 
Dr. David Clark, MP, and attracted over 
100 MPs’ signatures. The NSCA’s cam- 
paign has been strengthened during the 
year by the efforts of other national 
organisations which have joined the 
Society in calling for a ban to be imple- 
mented by the end of the decade. 


Aerial Crop Spraying 


Following a motion at the 1984 Con- 
ference, the NSCA resolved that the public 
is inadequately protected from vapour 
drift caused by aerial spraying. Having 
monitored the progress of the Food and 
Environment Protection Bill through the 
House of Lords, the Society wrote to 
Agriculture Ministers asking for clarifica- 
tion of powers under the Bill to control 
aerial spraying and seeking reassurance on 
validation of pesticides safety data. As the 
Bill went to the Commons, the Society 
put its views direct to MPs and, along with 
several other national organisations, 
organised support for an Early Day Motion 
calling for tighter controls on aerial spray- 
ing and for local authorities to be given an 
effective enforcement role. 


Control of Noise from Motor Cycles 


In written and oral evidence to the House 
of Lords, the Society pressed home its case 
that the problem of motorcycle noise 
should be tackled with vigorous emphasis 
on the maintenance in use of the technical 
standards achieved at some expense by 
motorcycle manufacturers. The NSCA 
stated that police powers to deal with 
faulty or illegal silencers must be strength- 
ened and suggested a simple static test 
which could be used to discourage “noisy” 
riding or tampering with exhaust systems. 
The House of Lords Select Committee on 
the European Communities Report 
expressed strong agreement with the 
NSCA’s views, recommending investigation 
of noise traps to make random testing 
possible. 


Acid Deposition 


The Society’s policy statement on acid 
deposition (acid rain) has been restated 
after lengthy and careful debate, and 
published following approval by Council at 
its meeting last month. Of course, the acid 
rain story will continue to unfold as the 
science is better understood and _ the 
technological means of control further 
developed. In the circumstances there is 
no such thing as a last word on the subject: 
in the meantime, we confidently commend 
the statement to all those who may be 
interested. 


Other issues resulting in policy statements 
or requiring further action included: EC 
proposals on lead and gaseous emissions 
from cars; the duty imposed by HM 
Customs and Excise on solvents which 
would otherwise be lost to the atmosphere 
but are recycled to refuel the recovery 
process; and a Code of Practice relating to 
noise from watersport activities. 


Liaison 


Turning to our relationships with other 
organisations, the Society continues to 
enjoy extensive representation on the 
Standing Conference of Co-operating 
Bodies. We continue to be represented 
on: the Council for Environmental Con- 
servation (CoEnCo) and its Committees; 
the Parliamentary and Scientific Com- 
mittee; and on Committees of the Com- 
bined Heat and Power Association. The 
Society is also represented in the Energy 
Industries Club. We continue to provide 
secretarial services for the Environmental 
Protection Equipment Manufacturers 
Association (EPEMA) and, as a new 
venture this year, are providing secretarial 
services for the International Committee 
on Industrial Chimneys (CICIND) — which 
promotes knowledge about the design, 
construction and use of chimneys and the 
harmonisation of national design codes. 
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TUAPPA 


As you will know, the Society is a founder 
member of the International Union of Air 


Pollution Prevention Associations 
(IUAPPA) for which we also provide the 
secretariat, publishing the JUAPPA 


Newsletter and the JUAPPA Handbook. 
The Association continues to grow and 
now comprises 19 members and 8 
observers representing 29 countries. Asa 
member of the International Union of 
Technical Associations (UITA) the Union 
achieves close links with many United 
Nations organisations and other inter- 
national bodies. The Union also keeps in 
touch with the Commission of European 
Communities. 


Last October we hosted the Executive 
Committee of the Union when it met in 
Brighton in conjunction with the Annual 
Conference. This year the Committee 
meets in Tokyo in early October. Matters 
on the Agenda will include: the next 
World Congress which, under the auspices 
of the Clean Air Society of Australia and 
New Zealand (CASANZ), foregathers in - 
the Sydney Opera House on 25th August 
1986; and the preliminary arrangements 
for the 8th World Congress which will 
convene at The Hague in 1989. I am 
pleased to say that some 15 papers have 
been submitted from the UK for presenta- 
tion in Sydney and I am hopeful that, 
despite the distance, the Society will be 
well represented both on the rostrum and 
on the floor. I am looking forward to 
attending this meeting. 


AICB 


The Society also maintains associate 
membership of the Association Inter- 
national Contre le Bruit (AICB). This 
Association meets in formal session only 
every second year. 
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Divisional Activities 


With regard to our own affairs, I have 
already mentioned the activities of the 
Divisions in promoting the work of the 
Society. With a few exceptions, attend- 
ance at meetings has been very good. In 
June I was greatly privileged to attend the 
North West Division Symposium “Acid 
Rain 1985 Update” held at Haydock Park 
Racecourse, St. Helens. The full report on 
this extremely successful Seminar has been 
published in Clean Air but an attendance 
of over 120 speaks for itself. A number of 
Divisions have held special sessions on such 
topics as acid rain, straw burning and crop 
spraying. Others continue their practice of 
combining meetings with visits. Inevitably 
there is insufficient space to mention all 
the smaller meetings and visits arranged by 
the Divisions but I would particularly like 
to thank all those who invited me to 
attend Annual General Meetings — all of 
which I hugely enjoyed — and apologise 
for those which I was unable to attend 
because of conflicting engagements. 


Spring Workshop 


The Spring Workshop entitled “Towards 
Air Quality Management” was held at 
Warwick University in March. Monitoring 
and modelling techniques and their use in 
air quality management and in the contexts 
of international concern about acid rain 
and more local strategic planning needs, 
were discussed by 86 delegates and 
speakers. A number of computer models 
were demonstrated in the accompanying 
exhibition and we were also indebted to 
the CEGB, Warren Spring Laboratory and 
the Esso Research Centre for demonstrat- 
ing their mobile laboratories — possibly the 
first time all three vehicles have been seen 
together. This Workshop, which was fully 
reported in Clean Air, produced an out- 
standing series of papers and discussions 
making it a considerable success. I am 
pleased to say that it was also successful 
financially. Our next Workshop, to be 


held at the University of Newcastle upon 
Tyne in 1986 from 25/27 March inclusive 
will take as its subject “Dealing with 
Asbestos — Policies for the Future”. 


51st Conference 


Our 51st Clean Air Conference and Exhib- 


ition, held in Brighton in October, 
attracted a total attendance of 351 
delegates -— which showed a further 


welcome increase over recent years. The 
facilities of the Brighton Centre are all 
one could ask — being popular with 
delegates, speakers and staff alike. We 
were delighted to welcome Dr. Ken 
Sullivan, President of CASANZ, to give 
the opening Address, and to enjoy the 
company of our President, Professor David 
Williams and no less than three Vice- 
Presidents during several of the Sessions. 
We were also pleased that so many of 
our IUAPPA colleagues were able to 
participate in various Sessions of the 
Conference. 


Presidential and Vice-Presidential Matters 


During his second year in office, our 
President has been active both in public 
and behind the scenes in promoting the 
affairs of the Society. Importantly he has 
drawn to the attention of the Government 
our concern that the integrity of the GLC 
Scientific Services Branch should be 
preserved following the disbandment of the 
Greater London Council and also our 
continuing and ever deepening concern 
that the Industrial Air Pollution Inspector- 
ate should be returned to the Department 


of the Environment while its identity 


remains intact. Unfortunately, Professor 
David Williams is unable to be present at 
the forthcoming AGM when he was antici- 
pating handing over the Chain of Office to 
our President Elect, Cllr. Len Poole, BEM, 
JP: he is in Australia on sabbatical as a 
Visiting Professorial Fellow to the Sydney 
Law School. Throughout his time in 
office David and his wife Sally have been 


an immensely popular and_ effective 
“Presidential team”: on behalf of you all I 
would like to thank them for the wonder- 
ful support they have given the Society and 
wish them all the very best for the future. 


Our President Elect needs no introduction 
by me. Cllr. Len Poole has been well 
known throughout the Society for very 
many years and, of course, it was only 
two years ago that he was elected Chair- 
man of Council. As an elected represent- 
ative for over 28 years Len Poole’s know- 
ledge of the local authority aspects of air 
pollution control is second to none. As 
Chairman of the Middlesbrough Environ- 
mental Health Committee and of the 
Boroughs of Cleveland Pollution Control 
Group he has played a unique part in the 
long term campaign culminating in the 
clean air which the citizens throughout 
Teesside now take for granted. We look 
forward to his Presidency with the very 
greatest of pleasure. 


I would also like to thank the Vice- 
Presidents for their good offices on our 
behalf. Mr. Stanley Cohen, CBE, who has 
been active in several ways behind the 
scenes while Mr. Madron Seligman, MEP, 
BA has ensured our link with the European 
Parliament. Following the invitations of 
the Nominations Committee Mr. Ken 
Collins, MEP, Sir Hugh Rossi, Kt; MP and 
Mr. Gareth Wardell, MP have agreed to 
stand for election while Mr. A. (Mick) 
Archer, MBE, The Rt. Hon. The Earl of 
Cranbrook and Mr. Frank Haynes, MP 
continue in the office. After three years 
The Rt. Hon. Michael Foot, MP _ is 
routinely standing down: we are most 
grateful to him for the interest he has 
taken in the Society policies. 


The Council and its Committees 


As you will have gathered from my open- 
ing words, the Council and its Committees 
have had another busy year, and I would 
like to take this opportunity of thanking 
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all members of Council and all members 
of the Standing Committees for their 
essential support and attendance. I am 
also most grateful to them for their willing- 
ness in meeting our day-to-day requests for 
help. Without the latter the staff would be 
hard pressed indeed to keep abreast of 
Society business. 


As you may imagine, the Technical Com- 
mittee has addressed a wide variety of 
issues most of which are of long standing 
concern. In particular the Acid Rain 
Sub-Group has met on four occasions in 
progressing drafts of our revised policy 
statement on “Acid Rain” and culminating 
in an extraordinary meeting of the 
Technical Committee to approve the final 
version for presentation to Council in 
September. 


While I would not suggest that we should 
attempt to put a price on either this or any 
of the other outputs from our Committees 
it is, nevertheless, one of our outstanding 
strengths that we have at our disposal the 
willing services of so much high priced 

help! . 


The Parliamentary and Local Government 
Committee have also been extremely 
active, sometimes working in conjunction 
with the Technical Committee but more 
often on specialist matters appropriate to 
its remit. So that members may be kept in 
touch with the work of the both of these 
committees their deliberations are compre- 
hensively minuted and circulated to the 
Honorary Secretaries — thus stimulating 
debate throughout the Society. All policy 
developments are full reported in Clean 
Air. 


The Noise Committee deserves special 
mention. Just one year since it first 
met, this Committee has established a 
reputation and_ status of national 
importance. Enthusiastic and vigorous, 
and with a membership coming from 
widely differing backgrounds, it first 
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decided on programmes of work for the 
immediate and longer terms including; 
noise in flat conversions; noise abatement 
zones; testing of in use road vehicles; noise 
from motor cycles; and public education in 
‘noise matters. The Committee has given 
written and oral evidence to the House of 
Lords on motorcycle noise which in turn 
gave eloquent testimony to the success of 
the Committee in accepting so many of its 
recommendations. 


The Conference and Promotions Com- 
mittee has, in addition to the meetings 
already mentioned, organised the 52nd 
Clean Air Conference at Scarborough and 
completed outline planning for the Spring 
Workshop at the University of Newcastle 
upon Tyne. 


Publications 


The completely revised 1985 edition of the 
Reference Book and a separate Environ- 
mental Glossary were published at the 
beginning of 1985. These important 
publications provide a first class resume of 
the law and practice relating to air 
pollution, water management, waste 
management and noise control in the UK, 
and they have been adopted by the Open 
University as a standard text for the T234 
course. The publications have already 
proved a tremendous success with sales 
now approaching 1,000 and _ copies 
circulating worldwide. The 1986 edition 
is in the course of printing. We confidently 
anticipate that it will successfully meet a 
continuing and a growing demand. Other 
publications included the report of the 
Society’s survey on the 1984 Straw Burn; 
a leaflet on the law entitled ‘‘Air 
Pollution — Know Your Rights” and a 
leaflet on “Acid Rain”. The Society’s 
other publications, including the booklets 
“Noise and Society’ and “Pollution” 
have continued to sell well as have all the 
other specialist leaflets, which were revised 
in the course of the year. Finally, Clean 
Air and the Members Handbook have 


continued to be published. 


Information and Publicity 


The library and information department 
has once again handled thousands of 
requests for information, references and 
publications in the course of the year. 
In many cases the Society’s leaflets provide 
a full response to such requests. However, 
more detailed requests for information, or 
for help with particular problems, are 
answered with specific letters and/or 
research material from the Society’s 
library. Telephone enquiries or requests 
for library loans from members are 
answered with on the spot advice or by 
return of post. 


NSCA members and staff have fulfilled 
local speaking engagements on _air 
pollution, noise and related subjects. Press 
and media coverage of the Society’s views 
and activities has increased; coverage was 
especially good in connection with the 
Society’s campaigns on noise in flat conver- 
sions, aerial crop spraying and pollution 
caused by straw burning. These and other 
topics have led to television appearances, 
local and national broadcasts, and coverage 
in both the local and national press. 


Visitors 


Last November, senior scientists and 
pollution control officials from Beijing 
Province, People’s Republic of China, spent 
a one-day visit to the Society’s offices 
discussing UK pollution control legislation, 
administration, and the role of the NSCA. 
In January a one day visit to the Society’s 
offices was organised through the British 
Council for a group of high ranking Indian 
officials. These visitors, who were the 
heads of various state environmental 
pollution control boards, were interested in 
the role of non-governmental bodies in 
pollution control, and, specifically, in the 
work and publications of the NSCA. 


Naturally, all such visitors are welcomed as 
the guests of the Society. 


Finance 


Finally, I must report that the Finance and 
Administration Committee has been duly 
concerned with the continuing problems 
of budget and finance. As you will see in 
the note by the Honorary Treasurer 
circulated with this report, the anticipated 
deficit forecast by last year’s budget turned 
into a welcome surplus — largely because 
of the good attendance at Conference, 
increased sales of publications and the 
benefit of a substantially reduced rent. 
However, the factors underlying last 
year’s projected deficit remain — including 
a long anticipated and not unreasonable 
ten-fold increase in rent which has up till 
now remained unchanged since 1969. If 
you are visiting Brighton and can spare the 
time, please do not hesitate to visit the 
headquarters. 
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Concluding Remarks 


On behalf of members of the Society, I 
should like to thank the Secretary General 
and all the members of our headquarters 
staff for their eminently successful and 
loyal efforts on our behalf. I would also 
like to express my appreciation to the 
Honorary Secretaries of all the Divisions 
for their vital contributions in sustaining 
the work of the Society: without the 
interest, hard work and the time they so 
willingly devote to their duties, the Society 
would quickly lose its character and 
effectiveness. 


In conclusion, I wouid repeat that despite 
another year of unremitting activity, we 
are still nowhere near achieving our goals. 
To this end we must ensure that the 
Society remains vigorous and viable. In 
wishing my successor the best of good 
fortune in piloting us through the coming 
year, | would assure him that he will find it 
a thoroughly rewarding and enjoyable 
appointment. I count it a privilege to have 
been able to serve the Society in this way.

A meeting of the Division was held on 29 November, 1984 at the 
Offices of the Newtownabbey Borough Council in Ballyclare. The 
attendance was very encouraging with 63 delegates from Local 

Authorities, Area Health Boards and the various fuel interests. 


Mr. Ian MacKay of the Solid Smokeless Fuels Federation spoke first 


on the contribution which solid smokeless fuel has made and is 
making to reduce air pollution in Britain and then introduced an 
audio/visual presentation outlining the benefits of using solid 
smokeless fuels for domestic heating. Following the presentation 
avpanel. coneicting,of Mr. Mackay, Mr. &.P..Hanna,-Director of 
Environmental Health Services, Belfast, and Mr. D. Barrett, 
Director, Coal Advisory Service for Northern Ireland, answered 
questions from the floor. 


One very interesting topic which arose during the discussion was 
the possible problems associated with the burning of lignite. 
Deposits of coal in Northern Ireland are almost non-existent, but 
a very large seam of lignite has recently been discovered in the 
Lough Neagh Basin. The economic advantages to the province will 
be apparent but it will be extremely important to ensure that 
emissions from for example, the planned new power station at 

the mine, are acceptable. 


The usual springtime meeting which normally includes the A.G.M. 
had to be postponed due to the Northern Ireland District Council 
elections and the election of officers will be held later in 

the year.

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The Northern Division has held three meetings in the year including 
the Annual General Meeting at Newcastle and attendance at those 
meetings has been 52 at Newcastle, 52 at Durham and 49 at 
Cramlington; with a membership of 111 this is very rewarding. 


At the meeting held in Cramlington we heard a very full and 
interesting lecture on the problems of acid rain and the actions 
of the Central Electricity Generating Board. 


Asbestos was the subject of our Durham Meeting, where 

Doctor Harrison gave a paper entitled "Living with Asbestos" in 
which she outlined the history of the development of asbestos and 
its use and major contribution to our current domestic end 
industrial practices. She was at great pains to inform the 
meeting that asbestos properly handled, and properly fixed and 
maintained is not a problem. She was rightly concerned that the 
sensationalism which the national press and their outlets had 
Given to this topic had caused unnecessary worries. Mr. F.G. Sugden 
expressed the concern that we shared that all people who nad of 
necessity to remove asbestos were fully conversant with the need 
to observe the highest standards in removal and disposal, 
otherwise the problems would be exacerbated. 


The Solid Smokeless Fuels Federation is a watchdog which performs ' 
its work quietly and effectively. We were given the opportunity 

of learning more about their work, and of a greater importance 
their philosophy, by Mr. I. MacKay, General Manager. We along with 
members of his teem gave a visual presentation of their work at 

our meeting in Newcastle. Those of us who have worked alongside 
the SSFF for many years appreciate the quality of service that 

they offer, and for the newer members this was an opportunity to 
have an introduction to the services that are readily available 
from this organisation. 


During this year the Northern Division has been represented at the 
highest level by Councillor L. Poole, BEM, JP, who has not only 
chaired our meetings, but was the National Chairman of the 

NSCA and he performed his duties in the most exemplary manner, 
always being particularly forceful in informing other divisions 

of the sterling work that the members of the Northern Division 

are performing. 


I have found the year a very enjoyable one assisted considerably 
by our Chairman, and by those members who have willingly come 
forward to present papers, assist in organising meetings, and 
participate in discussion; also those who, of equal importance, 
have attended and shown tremendous enthusiasm for our work.

Letters had been sent from the General 
Council to Government Departments, without any positive reaction so

The activities of the Division starting with the Annual General 
Meeting last year have been somewhat restrained as a period of 
reorganisation and rationalisation has been under way. Matters 
covered at Divisional meetings were: asbestos in the environment, 
with particular reference to contaminated land; pollution from 
road traffic; pollution, past, present and future; and a visit to 
Norsk Hydro Fertilisers Ltd at Immingham. To those presenters of 
papers, Dr. Paul Crossley from Leeds, Michael Gittins from Leeds, 
officers of Sheffield City Council and the management of Norsk 
Hydro, I offer my thanks. 


Once again during the year casual vacancies have arisen in the 
Society and once again interest has been so high that a ballot 
has had to be held. That members of the Division wish to take 
an active part in its local and national activities is a true 
indication of the influence of the Society, and the use to _ 
which in particular local authority members feel membership can 
be put. 


It is gratifying to note that the National Society for Clean 
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Air is recognised as one of the leading environmental bodies 
in the country.. This’ year the Society ‘has given evidence ta 
the House of Lords on motor cycle noise, has pressed and 
supported its aims on Straw and Stubble Burning and Aerial 
Crop Spraying and has taken on board many matters referred to 
it from local authorities and constituent members. 


It has a number of active committees; its Parliamentary and 
Local Government Committee, Technical Committee and more 
recently its Noise Committee are all active in pursuing the 
aims of the Society. Through the Society, local authority 
members are kept informed of activities on such matters as 
the future role of the Industrial Air Pollution Inspectorate, 
proposed allocations and regulations, particularly on air 
pollution, and government and ministerial thinking on 
pollution matters. 


The Society also provides a link with local authorities 
throughout the country in order that action on clean air 
-and related matters can be broadly co-ordinated. 


Various members of the Division take advantage of the services 
offered by the Society, whilst others are comtent to, 07 fer support, 
merely taking advantage of the information service provided through 
the Society's Journals and Division. Yorkshire and Humberside 

is considered to be one of the most active Divisions in the 

Society and this is in no small part due to the membership at both 
political and officer level, supported by the activities of 
constituent members such as the NCB, CEGB, Gas Boards, Industrial 
Air Pollution Inspectorate and industrial membership. 


Once again I am using the vehicle of this Annual Report to ask 
members to contact me with their interests and desires for 
Divisional activities. Of particular interest would be. the 
forging of links with the Yorkshire & Humberside Pollution 
Advisory Council, although such links exist via joint 

membership and the inclusion of the Secretary of that body on the 
Divisional Council of the Society. Matters of pressing local 
government concern can be forwarded via the Society which can be 
used to disseminate pollution information across a broad base of 
local authorities within Yorkshire and Humberside.

The Division's 34th Annual General Meeting was held on the 
13th March at the Shenstone Theatre Halesowen. The number of 
representatives attending was smaller than expected, being 25 


out of -a.-totel of .71U5. 


Following the conclusion of the morning meeting, the meeting 
divided into two groups, one visiting a local ironfoundry 
using cold blast cupolas and the other a foundry belonging 
to the Austin Rover Group using hot blast cupolas. 


During the year, the Working Party on Lead Emissions from 
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cold blast cupolas has met on five occasions. Two surveys 
have been carried out with the co-operation of local 
authorities and their Environmental Health Departments 
within the Division. The surveys established firstly the 
number of cold blast cupolas still operational within the 
West Midlands, and secondly, the type and amount of metal 
melted and the system of arrestment used. The Working 
Party will be meeting on the 7th October to consider a 
draft interim report on its present findings. If the 
draft is approved, it will be presented to the Society. 

A final report is projected for sometime in 1986. 


A full day meeting of the Division is currently being arranged 
for the 14th November, and will be held at the Birmingham 

New International Airport. The morning session will be devoted 
to Society matters and the afternoon will be a presentation by 
the Airport Technical Director on the noise control measures 
used by the Airport Authority. 


Finally the grateful thanks of the Division must be made to 
Dudley M.B. Council who were hosts to the A.G.M. and to the 
Officers of that authority who arranged the foundry visits; 
in addition our thanks to H.M.1I.A.P.1. at Birmingham for 
providing accommodation for the meetings of the Working Party 
on Lead from cold blast cupolas.

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Three meetings were held during the year, the first of which, 
the AGM, saw a return visit to CEGB's nuclear power station at 
Hinkley Point. Mr Pe Carter, the Site Liaison Officer, 
described the types of nuclear waste produced on site and 
their means of disposal. Particular attention was directed to 
the transportation by road and rail of irradiated fuel to 
Sellafield, Cumbria, which was illustrated by the video 
"Operation Smash Hit". Members then embarked on a tour of 
Hinkley 'B! Station which concluded with refreshments and 
discussion. 


Twenty eight members attended the December meeting at Monkton 
Park, Chippenham, courtesy of North Wiltshire D.C.. This was a 
two subject meeting devoted to motor vehicle emission control 
systems and to the work of the Society's Noise Committee. 

Mr. R.A. Searles of Johnson Matthey Chemicals Ltd. presented a 
slide illustrated talk on his company's development of exhaust 
catalysts. He detailed the success achieved in the U.S.A. 
where autocatalysts had achieved emission control without major 
losses in fuel economy or engine performance, and with a 
spin-off benefit of some exhaust sound attenuation. In West 
Germany the use of tax concession and price differentials had 
encouraged the use of autocatalysts and lead free petrol. 

The ensuing informative discussion period was drawn to a close 
to enable the Chairman, Mr. Hylton Dawson, to inform members 

on the background to the establishment of the Noise Committee 
and the topics which were under active consideration. The full 
discussion period which followed underlined members! interest 
and concern regarding environmental noise and emphasised the 
need for their views to be channelled through the Chairman or 
Secretary as Noise Committee representatives, thereby 

promoting an effective reflection of those views. 


Regrettably the Spring Seminar, “Pollution Control —- The 
European Dimension", was cancelled due to a lack of support. 
With quality speakers, a proven venue and fee, the failure to 
generate interest is attributed to the subject matter and to 
the underestimation of the importance and impact of European 
decisions. 


Amey Roadstone Corporation hosted the final meeting which was 
devoted to considering the environmental pollution problems 
posed by quarrying activities. Mr. J. Colehan first outlined 
the legislative control and then used slides to illustrate the 
pollution causing processes and their means of control. 

Mr. P. Trew then addressed the meeting on noise and vibration, 
detailing the human and building response to, in particular, 
the Blasting operation. He explained body and surface waves 
and overpressure, and concluded by outlining the solutions 
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available. 


Following a short discussion period the twenty seven members 
present embarked on an interesting, noisy and fairly dusty 
tour of the premises, climaxing with the experience at close 
quarters of the effects of a quarry blast. 


The year has seen a maintenance of interest by members in 
both Division and Society activities but 1 sense a need 
for a new impetus to be given in 1986.

The Annual General Meeting 1984, was held at the offices of

NATIONAL SOCIETY FOR CLEAN AIR 


The Society’s origins date back to the Coal Smoke Abatement Society (founded 1899); 
in the past decade it has considerably widened its interests and activities, and its work 
now covers the whole field of air pollution control and the problem of noise and its 
control. The NSCA has national and international standing; its influence and operation 
embrace industry, local and central government and the general public. It is concerned 
both with long-term policy questions and urgent current problems. The NSCA is a 
Founder Member of the worldwide International Union of Air Pollution Prevention 
Associations (IUAPPA) and the official UK representative on the International 
Association Against Noise. 


THE NSCA’s AIM is to secure environmental improvement through the reduction of air 
pollution, noise and other contaminants, while having due regard for other aspects of the 
environment. The NSCA advances the investigation, consideration and discussion of all 
forms of pollution in order to achieve its reduction or prevention. The Society is funded 
by members’ subscriptions, donations and monies raised by activities. 


THE SOCIETY’S MEMBERSHIP includes private individuals, local authorities, univer- 
sities and other educational establishments, corporate bodies representing learned and 
professional institutions, the fuel industries, and other industrial companies. 


PRINCIPAL ACTIVITIES INCLUDE: holding Conferences and Technical Training 
Workshops. Convening national and regional meetings and exhibitions. Making repre- 
sentations to government, other authorities and agencies and to industry, on all matters 
relating to air pollution and noise, including: legislation drafting, statutory controls, 
standards, technical concerns, local and national issues. 


PROVISION OF INFORMATION FOR ENVIRONMENTAL EDUCATION The NSCA 
promotes public education at all levels. The approach is to stimulate interest in the 
environment by providing information that is accessible, balanced and up to date. The 
Society has its own press and publishes books, reports, papers, conference and technical 
proceedings, a range of leaflets on different topics, and the journal Clean Air (quarterly). 
The Society operates an Information Service and Library which handles thousands of 
requests for information, references and publications every year. 


ORGANISATION The elected Council is the Society’s governing body. An administrat- 
ive staff headed by the Secretary General is employed at the Brighton Headquarters. The 
Society has 12 Divisions throughout the UK which arrange activities and meetings at 
regional level and consider issues from that perspective. The Divisions each elect their 
own Councils and Honorary Officers. Members and their representatives automatically 
become members of the appropriate Division(s). 


POLICY DISCUSSION AND FORMULATION Policy discussion and formulation is 
initiated by NSCA Divisions and at the annual NSCA Conference as well as within the 
national Council. Policy details are evolved by the appropriate standing committee(s): 
Technical + Noise, and Parliamentary and Local Government; a Steering Committee 
reacts swiftly when urgent response is required. Policy is ratified by the Council.

PROGRESS ON POLLUTION ISSUES 


Access to Information 


In a year when freedom of informa- 
tion continued to be headline news, 
the Government published _ its 
proposals for widening public 
access to environmental informa- 
tion. The NSCA had previously 
given its views on the way forward 
in response to a _ consultation 
document. The Society regards the 
proposals which finally emerged as 
a practical first step, with the 
reservation that positive efforts 
should be made to present results 
of monitoring and as much infor- 
mation as possible on breaches of 
legislation. While excessive bureau- 
cracy should be avoided, the NSCA 
maintains that all interests are best 
served by a presumption in favour 
of openness. 
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Acid Rain 


Pressure to take positive steps to 


reduce potentially acid gaseous 
emissions reached a_ crescendo 
during the year. The NSCA’‘s 


technical group on acid rain con- 
cluded that enough was known 
about the existence and mechan- 
isms of different forms of damage 
to require that remedial measures 
be put immediately into effect. In 
representations to Government, the 
Society called for: specific positive 
controls to be introduced at power 
stations — notably Drax B which 
came on line during the year — and 
large new industrial combustion 
plant; and for further road vehicle 
emission controls. 


When retrofitting of 6000 MW of 
power station capacity, including 
Drax B, was announced, the NSCA 
welcomed both the CEGB initiative 
and the new direction in Govern- 
ment policy as an encouraging 
first step. The formal decision that 
all new CEGB plant would be fitted 
for gaseous emission controls was 
greeted with approval. But, as the 
important joint NSCA/IEEP Con- 
ference on acid rain (sponsored by 
the Commission of the European 
Communities) made clear in 
September 1986, these moves may 
do little more than = maintain 


the status quo — the current down- 
ward trend in emissions from large 
combustion plant. The debate now 
focusses on what steps should be 
taken to achieve a more rapid 
reduction in emissions as evidence 
of the long-term harmful effects of 
acid deposition mounts. 


Agricultural Pollution 


Although disappointed that Gov- 
ernment has not set a date by 
which straw and stubble burning 
should be phased out, the NSCA 
takes some comfort from the 
belated recognition by both farmers 
and Government alike that the air 
pollution, inevitable when straw is

burned, is a serious problem which 
must be redressed. 


The NSCA_ has continued to 
monitor the impact of each burning 
season and press for a ban to be 
introduced at the earliest possible 
date, but no later than 1990. 
Meanwhile it has _ investigated 
alternative uses for straw. Great 
hope lies in the widespread accept- 
ance that straw incorporation can 
be done without damage to the 
next crop, providing the soil type 
is right. The NSCA was one of the 
sponsors of a detailed Soil Survey 
map of southern § and_= eastern 


England which shows which soils 
are suitable for incorporation. 
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There has been good _ progress 
in securing an NSCA aim of policy 
on aerial spraying: after represent- 
ations by the NSCA and separately 
by its members, the Government 
agreed that the local authority 
should be notified as of right 
whenever aerial crop spraying 
is to take place. Now the NSCA 
and its member local authorities 
will monitor closely the implemen- 
tation and effectiveness of this and 
other regulations governing 
pesticides use under the Food and 
Environment Protection Act. 








Asbestos 


As part of its declared effort to 
increase the flow of objective and 
relevant information on asbestos 
and related hazards, the NSCA held 
a Workshop in March 1986 and 
released a public information leaflet 
shortly afterwards. The Workshop 
successfully projected guidelines for 
local authority action on asbestos, 
while the leaflet is a citizen’s guide, 
concentrating on asbestos in the 
home. It is clear that sooner or 


later asbestos removal in houses 
and public buildings will entail 
relatively massive expenditure, and 
the NSCA sees it as essential to help 
local government plan for the task, 
and spur Government into a more 
positive recognition of the burden 
facing local authorities, industry 
and the private householder. 


Lead in the Environment 


We have seen welcome progress in 
eliminating lead in paint and petrol, 
although lead free petro! is not 
widely available and final agree- 
ment at EEC level is still needed on 
the introduction dates for new cars 
running on lead-free fuel. The 
NSCA will continue to provide the 
oublic with comprehensive and up 
to date information on the subject, 
and press for early target dates on 
petrol, paint, lead weights and shot; 
and, most important of all in some 
areas, the removal of lead pipes or 
water treatment to prevent uptake 
of lead in the water supply. 


Legislative Changes 


Most of these are impending rather 
than currently effective: we still 
await the review of clean air legisla- 
tion, promised back in 1982! But 
the NSCA was delighted with the 
Government announcement to 
form a combined Inspectorate of 


Pollution as from April 1987, with 
IAPI| at its DOE nucleus. The 
NSCA has taken the lead in cam- 
paigning for just such a change, and 
believes that the new Inspectorate 
will be instrumental in ensuring a 
BPEO approach to pollution con- 
trol, and in strengthening environ- 
mental policy making at home and 
the UK position abroad. 


Noise 


The NSCA’s Noise Committee, 
formed in 1984, concentrated its 
efforts in four main areas: 


— traffic noise, particularly from 
motorcycles; 

— sound insulation in dwellings, 
especially converted flats; 

— simplification of the noise abate- 
ment zones procedure; 

— public education on 
matters. 


noise 


The Noise Committee initially pre- 
pared evidence on motorcycle noise 
for the House of Lords, in response 
to an EEC proposal for increasingly 
tough controls. It has since actively 
encouraged local monitoring of 
motorcycle noise, and the use of 
“noise traps’’ as a means of control. 
The Committee warmly welcomed 
the report by MACCANC (Man- 
chester Area Council for Clean Air 
and Noise Control) on motorcycle 
noise, which is an excellent review 
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of the subject and contains partic- 
ularly helpful guidance to local 
authorities on how to tackle the 
problem: this report deserves wide 
readership. 








On sound insulation, the NSCA set 
up a specialist sub-group which in 
June 1986 produced the first of a 
two-part report on sound insulation 
in flats. This publication presented 
the results of a survey of local 
authorities on the extent of the 
problem, and reviewed legislative 
means of preventing or dealing with 
inadequate sound insulation § in 
converted dwellings. 


The second part of the report (in 
preparation) will offer practical 
technical guidance to housing assoc- 
iations, property developers and 
local authorities. 
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Provision of material for public 
education on noise has involved the 
preparation of a teaching pack for 
schools and revision of the leaflet 
for the general public. 





The Noise Committee’s work has 
been well publicised during the year 
and the NSCA is now recognised as 
the primary public pressure group 
working in this area. It was 
appointed the full UK member 
representative to the International 
Association Against Noise in April 
1985. 


Smoke Control 


Steady progress has been made in 
introducing new smoke control 
areas by some committed local 
authorities — but in other areas 
lamentable foot dragging has still 
been apparent. The NSCA recog- 
nises the financial problems facing 
some LAs who have large pro- 
grammes still to complete, but 
many cities in this country are 
smoke free and determined to 
remain so, having made_ great 
sacrifices to achieve that status 
through — part-funding domestic 
conversions. On both health and 
equity grounds, the NSCA looks to 
a more vigorous effort where 
progress has declined in the past. 


ACTIVITIES 
Advice to the Public 


The NSCA’s HQ = Library and 
Information Service is a focal point 
for enquiries at all levels on air 
pollution, noise and related 
environmental issues. Requests for 
advice, information, references or 
policy statements come from the 
public, the media, and both mem- 
ber and non-member local 
authorities and industries. Members 
of the NSCA are given priority but 
no requests for help are ignored.

NSCA_ publications are a major 
source of ready-printed information 
and new books and leaflets are 
designed to meet a growing demand 
for facts on a particular subject, or 
tailored to suit a particular type of 


enquirer.

Library. During the year particular 
interest has been shown in: prob- 
lems of acid rain in UK and abroad; 
asbestos; noise — from road traffic, 
and due to poor internal sound 
insulation; lead in the environment; 
work and policies of the NSCA. 


Conferences and Meetings 


The NSCA’s 1985 Annual Confer- 
ence held in Scarborough attracted 
an excellent attendance of 335 
delegates. The parallel Exhibition, 
building on previous years’ success, 
proved to be a major showcase for 
pollution control equipment and 
services. Main conference topics 
were acid deposition, hazardous 
waste disposal, noise control, 
emission control technology and 
discussion of two _ indoor air 
pollution hazards — radon and 
asbestos. 


Asbestos was also the theme for 
the 1986 Spring Workshop, held 
in Newcastle upon Tyne; 13 
speakers provided a comprehensive 
update on health risks, monitoring 
and identification of fibres, and 
asbestos removal. The Workshop 
fulfilled its aim of providing policy 
advice and practical guidelines for 
dealing with asbestos and the fear it 
arouses. Together, the papers and

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reports of discussions provide a 
comprehensive working manual for 
local authorities and industry. 





The other major event in 1986, 
organised by the NSCA in conjunc- 
tion with the Institute for Euro- 
pean Environmental Policy, was the 
September one-day conference on 
“Acid Rain —_ the _ Political 
Challenge’. An exciting line-up of 
speakers included the EEC’s 
Environment Commissioner Stanley 
Clinton Davis, UK Environment 
Minister William Waldegrave, Lord 
Marshall of Goring and MPs Sir 
Hugh Rossi and David Clark who 
have a particularly knowledgeable 
interest in the acid rain debate. 
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The event, sponsored by the Com- 
mission of the European Com- 
munities, coincided with the British 
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Presidency of the EEC and was held 
just before the round of UK party 
political conferences to ensure that 
environmental policymaking 
directed at solving the acid rain 
problem would be high on the 
political agenda. It was a most 
timely debate — just one week 
previously the Government had 
announced a limited programme of 
measures designed to placate inter- 
national concern about the impact 
abroad of UK emissions. 





Environmental Education 


The Society helps to meet its over- 
all aim of securing environmental 
improvement by a programme of 
public education at all levels. With 
environmental subjects now firmly 
established in the school and 
further education curriculum, the 
NSCA‘s Reference Book is a com- 
prehensive source of environmental 
information for graduate and pro- 
fessional purposes. The Society 
publishes illustrated booklets on 
pollution and noise for secondary 
level school pupils, and a range of 
leaflets on topics such as acid rain 
and asbestos. 


The emphasis now is on provision 
of information for junior school- 
children with specific projects 
including a teaching pack on noise, 
and work sheets on air pollution. 


Overall, the intention is to 


stimulate interest in the environ- 
ment by providing information that 





is accessible, balanced, and up-to- 
date. Requests from _ teachers, 
school pupils and _ higher level 
researchers are usually fulfilled by 
return of post and no charge is 
levied although stamps to cover 
postage costs are appreciated. 


Publications 


As part of its regular review and 
update of materials, the standard 
leaflet ‘‘Prevent Air Pollution’’ was 
completely rewritten and repub- 
lished during the year. Other 
leaflets subject to major revision 
were those on acid rain, noise 
(‘Quiet Please’), and on the NSCA 
itself. Information on the Society 
is now published in the form of an 


8-page brochure which _ includes 
membership application details. 
New publications during the year 
were a leaflet on asbestos, one on 
air pollution and the law, and 
reports on straw and stubble burn- 
ing and sound insulation. The 
Reference Book was thoroughly 
revised for the 1986 edition and the 
quarterly journal Clean Air and the 
annual VNSCA Members’ Handbook 
appeared as scheduled. Clean Air 
has changed direction over the past 
two years: as well as review articles 
on environmental subjects, it now 
includes a regular news ‘‘Update’’ 
column, relevant extracts from 
Hansard under the heading ‘‘In 
Parliament’ and a bulletin of Inter- 
national News. The aim is to keep 
readers abreast of important 
developments and alert them to 
future trends in policy and tech- 
nology. 


Publicity 


Apart from considerable advisory 
work with the Press and media, the 
NSCA bends its efforts towards 
securing maximum publicity for air 
pollution, noise and related issues. 
Publicity for the Society itself is of 
course a welcome bonus! The 
Society’s Officers have broadcast 
on local and national radio on 
many occasions during the year, 
with appearances on TV news and 
the Jimmy Young radio show, as 
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well as items on BBC Radio 4's 
‘‘Today’’ programme. Coverage of 
NSCA reports, policies and activi- 
ties — particularly its conferences — 
continues to be good in the special- 
ist and local government press, and 
national press coverage of NSCA 
views is showing a healthy increase. 





Research 


The two major areas of research 
during the year were agricultural 
pollution and noise. The NSCA’s 
regular survey of straw and stubble 
burning resulted in the publication 
of a 34-page report which was 
submitted to both MAFF and the 
NFU. The report highlighted the 
inevitable air pollution which 
results from crop residue burning, 
even though damp and windy 
weather kept burning below 
previous _ levels. The survey's 
influence on public opinion is 
revealed in the marked shift in 
government and farming com- 
munity thinking towards support 
for alternative means of straw 
disposal and away from vehement 
protection of the farmer’s right to 
burn as he pleases. 


Noise research concentrated on the 
survey of sound insulation in con- 
verted flats and resulted in the 
publication of an initial report in 
June 1986. The second follow-up 
report, a technical guidance docu- 
ment, is due for publication in 
December 1986. 
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GENERAL OVERVIEW 
Civil Nuclear Power 


Concern for the environment and the 
control of pollution continue to make 
headline news and have helped to sustain 
the high level of activity which has 
characterised the work of the Society — 
nationally and locally — in recent years. 
But throughout our long history, it is 
arguable that no one event has generated 
greater or more immediate anxiety than 
the fallout from Chernobyl. There are 
few subjects in the field of environmental 
pollution to which people react so 
emotionally as they do to radioactivity 
and, despite the fact that civil nuclear 
power has been with us since the ‘50s, 
there are few technologies about which 
the public at large is so uninformed. 
Some see its development as inevitable, 
believing that the hazards can be reduced 
to the level where they should be justifi- 
ably accepted in relation to the benefits: 
others see it as fraught with future danger 
for mankind — to be avoided at whatever 
cost. It is against this background and 
within our capabilities that the Society 
has embarked upon a re-examination of 
its policy on civil nuclear power. In 
addition to those technical and organis- 
ational matters central to the safe 
generation of nuclear power and the 
disposal of the hazardous materials it 
creates, we shall also be looking at the 
political, social and ethical questions 
surrounding its employment. 


The Framework for Pollution Control 


Last year my predecessor noted signs 
that the Government was beginning to see 


political advantage in awarding a higher 
priority to the control of pollution, 
although, with the appointment of a 
fourth Secretary of State in as many 
years, one gets the impression that the 
inter-Departmental debate on the overall 
co-ordination of policy may still have 
some way to go. On the other hand, it is 
evident that our message about the need 
for the United Kingdom to develop a 
more coherent and _ forward looking 
environmental strategy has finally been 
received and understood. We can take 
justifiable satisfaction in the knowledge 
that the Society has played a major role 
in winning the long-fought battle to 
return the Industrial Air Pollution 
Inspectorate to the Department of the 
Environment and the creation of a new 
HM Inspectorate of Pollution — and we 
can now look forward to the benefits 
which should flow naturally from the 
creation of an effective management 
chain backed by a strong policy unit. 


DOE Grant 


On a totally different yet equally positive 
note, | am delighted to report that in 
approving our application under its 
Special Grants Programme, the Depart- 
ment of the Environment has formally 
recognised the current, high quality 
educational work of the Society. Mem- 
bers will know that the question of 
Government financial support for our 
free information and library service and 
educational programmes has been raised 
from time to time over the last twenty 
years. With this success | would like to 
express Our many thanks to those adjudi- 
cating the scheme for the value they have 


placed on our work. Needless to say, the 
grant is already spoken for in meeting an 
expanded programme of work (and 
requiring one additional member of staff) 
which | will refer to later under budget 
and finance. 


Liaison with Other Bodies 


Turning to our relationships with other 
Organisations, the Society continues to 
enjoy wide representation on the Investi- 
gation of Air Pollution Standing Con- 
ference (1!APSC) which, | imagine, will be 
more familiar to members under its 
previous title — the Standing Conference 
of Co-operating Bodies. We continue to 
be represented on the Council for 
Environmental Conservation (CoEnCo) 
and its committees, the Parliamentary 
and Scientific Committee and on Com- 
mittees of the Combined Heat and 
Power Association. We are also repre- 
sented in the Energy Industries Club. We 
continue to provide secretarial services 
for the Environmental Protection Equip- 
ment Manufacturers Association 
(EPEMA) and the International Com- 
mittee on Industrial Chimneys (CICIND). 


| am also delignted to report that follow- 
ing an initiative earlier this year we have 
agreed to co-operate fully with the 
Filtration Society, each becoming a 
member of the other body. As many 
members will know, the Filtration 
Society has established a world wide 
reputation for excellence and it is with 
great pleasure therefore that | welcome 
Dr. R.W.K. Allen, Chairman of Council 
of the Filtration Society, as_ their 
- representative on our Council. 


IUAPPA 


As you will know, the Society is a 
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founder member of the International 
Union of Aijr Pollution Prevention 
Associations (ILUAPPA) for which we also 
provide the Secretariat publishing the 
IUAPPA Newsletter and the IUAPPA 
Handbook. Later next year we shall also 
be publishing the first edition of a major 
new work, the IUAPPA Compendium, 
which will be a “state-of-the-art” book 
dealing with the philosophy and admini- 
stration of air pollution control and based 
on contributions by the member associa- 
tions. IUAPPA continues to grow and 
now comprises 19 members and a number 
of observers, representing in all 29 
countries. We anticipate a further two 
new members joining this year. As a 
member of the International Union of 
Technical Associations (UITA) the Union 
achieves close links with many United 
Nations organisations and other inter- 
national bodies. The Union also keeps in 
touch with the Commission of the 
European Communities. 


The 7th World Clean Air Congress was 
held in Sydney in August under the 
auspices of the Clean Air Society of 
Australia and New Zealand (CASANZ) 
during which some 400 papers and 150 
posters were presented. Six papers were 
presented by members of the Society. 
Meetings of the IUAPPA Executive 
Committee and the International Board 
were held in conjunction with the 
Congress. Items on the Agenda included 
arrangements for the 8th World Congress 
which will convene at The Hague in 1989 
and the 9th World Congress to be held in 
Montreal in 1992. Members will also 
wish to take note that IUAPPA has 
appointed John Langston as its new 
Director General. We wish him all success 
and our best wishes also go to Philip 
Sharp who gave up his full involvement 
with I[UAPPA on health grounds, but who 
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will continue as Emeritus Director 


General. 


AICB 


While we were previously an associate 
member of the Association Internationale 
Contre le Bruit (AICB) | am pleased to 
report that the Society has now been 
recognised as a full member representing 
the United Kingdom in the Association. 
The bi-annual Congress of the Association 
was held in Basle on 7-10 September 
when the Society was represented by the 
Chairman of the Noise Committee, Mr. 
Hylton Dawson. We are most grateful to 
Rolls-Royce Limited for sponsoring the 
visit. 


Divisional Activities 


With regard to our own affiars, | am 
pleased to report that the high level of 
activity which has become the norm for 
most Divisions in recent years has con- 
tinued. | have been fortunate to be able 
to attend the Annual General Meetings of 
the Northern, London and South East 
and Central Southern Divisions in early 
June, and subsequently those of the East 
Midlands and South and Mid Wales 
Divisions. All were extremely well 
attended, underlining yet again the fact 
that interest in air pollution control 
pervades all levels of the nation. WNever- 
theless, without the leadership given by 
the Divisional Councils and, in particular, 
the sustained hard work of the Honorary 
Secretaries, this essential grassroots 
support would be seriously diminished. 
! would, therefore, on behalf of all 
members of Council, like to congratulate 
and thank all concerned for ensuring that 
our work is built on strong foundations, 


Finally, | look forward to having the 
opportunity to visit those other Divisions 
holding their AGMs later in the year 
before my term in office ends. 


Spring Workshop on Asbestos 


The spring Workshop on the subject of 
“Asbestos — Policies for the Future’’ was 
held at the University of Newcastle upon 
Tyne in March and attracted a total 
attendance of 140. This Workshop 
produced an _ outstanding series of 
discussions and | am most grateful to our 
distinguished speakers and _ Session 
Chairmen for ensuring its success. Our 
next Workshop, to be held at the 
University of Manchester on 25 and 26 
March 1987, takes as its theme “Indoor 
Air Quality — Acceptable Standards and 
Building Design’’ with the object of 
examining the range of measures required 
to secure an optimum air quality in the 
built environment. 


52nd Annual Conference 


Our 52nd Clean Air Conference and 
Exhibition, held in Scarborough in 
October, attracted a total attendance of 
335 delegates and 24 exhibitors — 
numbers satisfactorily above the average 
in recent years. 


In his Presidential Address our new 
President, Cllr. Len Poole, BEM, JP, 
spoke about the relationship between the 
Society and the local authorities as it has 
developed since the turn of the century. 
His address, published in Clean Air, was 
greeted with prolonged applause. 


Presidential and Vice-Presidential Matters 


During his first year in office the 


President has been as fully active in 
furthering the work of the Society as he 
has been throughout the past 30 years. 
It is a rare event for him to miss a meet- 
ing of Council or the Standing Com- 
mittees and he continues to serve as 
Vice-Chairman of the Noise Committee. 
His vast experience of local authority 
function and _ practice is invaluable. 


| would also like to thank the Vice- 
Presidents for their efforts on our behalf. 
Mr. Stanley Cohen, CBE, has been 
instrumental in finding sponsors for the 
new noise education pack. The Earl of 
Cranbrook and Mr. Ken Collins, MEP, 
co-chaired the most successful joint 
NSCA/IEEP Conference on ‘‘Acid Rain — 
the Political Challenge’, held in London 
on 19 September — when Vice President 
Sir Hugh Rossi, MP, was one of the 
speakers. Mr. A. (Mick) Archer, MBE, 
opened the discussion on “Acid Rain” 
at last year’s Conference. | am pleased 
to inform you that following invitations 
from the Nominations Committee, Mr. 
Frank Haynes, MP, and The Rt. Hon. The 
Ear! of Cranbrook have agreed to stand 
for re-election for a further three years in 
office and that Mr. Simon Hughes, MP, 
has agreed to stand for election for the 
first time. |! should mention too that our 
other Vice-Presidents, Mr. Gareth 
Wardell, MP and Mr. Madron Seligman, 
MEP have been active in several ways 
behind the scenes. As you. will 
appreciate, the influence which our 
Vice-Presidents can and do bring to bear 
is of fundamental importance. 


Honorary Members 


| know that their many former colleagues 
within the Society will be delighted to see 
that Council has proposed that Mr. 
Stanley Cohen, CBE, and Rear Admiral 
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Philip Sharp, CB, DSC should be elected 
Honorary Members. For 14 years Stanley 
Cohen was Honorary Treasurer of the 
Society, successfully steering it through a 
difficult financial period. He was elected 
President in 1972 since when he has 
continued to serve as a Vice-President. A 
Commoner and former Chief Commoner 
of the City of London, Stanley played a 
Key role in bringing clean air to the City, 
particularly in fostering the unique 
control on the amount of sulphur in fuel 
oil used within the City of London. 


Secretary General of the Society from 
1968 to 1980, Philip Sharp recently 
retired as Director General of the Inter- 
national Union of Air Pollution Preven- 
tion Associations — a post he has held 
since 1978. Many will remember him as 
a member of the Clean Air Council from 
1968 until its dissolution in 1979 and as 
Chairman of that Council’s Steering 
Committee from 1974 to 1979. His 
services to clean air over almost 20 years 
have been outstanding. 


The Council's Committees 


Turning now to activities within the 
Society, as you will gather from the 
“Review’’ Section of this report, the 
Council and its Standing Committees 
have not lacked things to do. Our reputa- 
tion depends on basing our policies on 
the best possible analysis of the scientific 
and technical evidence and a thorough 
appraisal of the options. This takes time 
and effort, and | would like to take this 
opportunity of thanking all members of 
Council and all the members of the Com- 
mittees both for attending the meetings, 
and, not infrequently, taking the trouble 
to put their thoughts in writing. Without 
such help the staff would find it imposs- 
ible to keep up with the work load. 
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Certain issues stand out. Firstly, the 
outstanding response to the request for 
views on the Chernobyl disaster and the 
subsequent joint meeting of the Technical 
and Parliamentary and Local Government 
Committees. ! have no doubt that their 
decision to form a working group to 
re-examine our position on civil nuclear 
power and the disposal of radioactive 
waste will ensure that they are even 
busier in the months ahead. Secondly, 
the enthusiasm and drive of the Noise 
Committee warrants special mention. In 
the two years since it was first established 
it has achieved an excellent reputation 
among the media and the scientific press 
for producing commonsense and practical 
solutions to a growing number of long- 
standing problems. As one example, its 
work on noise in flat conversions is a 
major contribution, benefitting an 
important cross-section of the com- 
munity of which we may be justifiably 
proud. 


| would like to say a special thank you to 
the Conference and Promotions Com- 
mittee for successfully progressing this 
area of the Society’s activities. In 
addition to the meetings already men- 
tioned, they have organised the 53rd 
Clean Air Conference at Blackpool and 
completed outline planning for the Spring 
Workshop at Manchester University. 
They have, as always, overseen. the 
educational, information and _ research 
side of the Society’s work. Perhaps no 
less important, they have successfully 
burnished the image the Society presents 
to the world through both activities and 
press/media_ relations. More detailed 
reports on publications, research and 
publicity are given in the “Review’’ 
section of this Annual Report. 


Finance 


Finally, | must report that the Finance 
and Administration Committee has been 
duly exercised with the inevitable prob- 
lems of budget and finance. As you will 
see from the balance sheet, the antici- 
pated deficit forecast by !ast year’s 
budget turned into a_ satisfactory 
surplus — largely because of the good 
attendance at Conference and at the 
Workshop, a further increase in the sales 
of publications, and the benefit of a 
relatively low rent. However, the factors 
underlying last year’s projected deficit 
remain and, although we shall have the 
immediate benefit of the most welcome 
DOE Grant to help balance the books 
this year, during the course of the three- 
year programme which the grant covers, 
it will be fully used in information and 
educational requirements and support 
services, Thus, as welcome as it is, we 
have to remember that the grant is of 
limited duration and already spoken 
for! In the meantime inflation continues 
and, having learned the lessons of 1974 
and 1975 the hard way, | feel sure you 
will agree that it would be imprudent not 
to maintain subscriptions in line with the 
RPI. 


Concluding Remarks 


On behalf of all members of the Society, 
| would like to thank the Secretary 
General and al! the members of our head- 
quarters staff for their outstandingly 
successful and loyal efforts on our behalf. 
Those of us who have watched them at 
work over the past many years never 
cease to be amazed at the cost effective- 
ness of all aspects of their operations due 
to their professionalism and team work. 
lf you are visiting Brighton and can spare 
the time, please do not hesitate to visit 


the headquarters. 


In conclusion | would like to thank every- 
one within the Society for the help and 
encouragement they have given me during 
my year of office as your Chairman, 
which has been a very happy one. Much 
has changed on the air pollution front 
since | first participated in the work of 
the Society in 1964 as a member of its 
Technical Committee. The Society has 
achieved a great deal in that time but our 
successes have served to increase public 
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awareness of the need for clean air and 
consequently the demand placed upon us 
and our limited resources shows no signs 
of diminishing. Nevertheless the 
enthusiasm of our permanent staff, and 
of the members of our Society, especialiy 
those who are able to serve on the various 
committees, is such that | look forward 
with confidence to our overcoming each 
new challenge as it arises.

MEMORANDUM OF ASSOCIATION 
| OF 
THE NATIONAL SOCIETY FOR CLEAN AIR 


Adopted by Special Resolution 29 March 1974 and amended by Special Resolution on 5 October 


1981 


The name of the Company (hereinafter called ‘the Society’) is “The National Society for 
Clean Air”. 

The registered office of the Society will be situate in England. 

The object for which the Society is established is to seek the improvement of the environment 
by promoting clean air through the reduction of air pollution, noise and other atmospheric 
contaminants having regard for the implications for other aspects of the environment. 

(A) To initiate, assist, promote and encourage the investigation, consideration and discussion 
of all forms of pollution in order to achieve its reduction or prevention, and to undertake, or 
support or aid the undertaking of, investigations and research relevant to the causes and effects 
of pollution and the means to prevent it and to publish the results of such research. 

(B) To promote public education in all matters relating to the value and importance of clean 
air and methods and consequences of air pollution control and forms of pollution control by 
arranging meetings, publications, exhibitions, the delivery of lectures and addresses, the display 
of pictures, cinematograph films and models and by other means. 

(C) To encourage the adoption of methods to reduce and prevent pollution. 

(D) To promote, assist, support, or oppose, as may be consistent with the objects for which 
the Society is established, any administrative or other measures or proposed measures affecting 
pollution. 

(E) To initiate, support and co-operate with others in proposals and activities calculated to 
assist the promotion of the Society’s objects. 

(F) To establish, and support or aid in the establishment and support of any charitable associa- 
tion or institutions and to subscribe or guarantee money for charitable purposes in any way 
connected with the Society’s purposes or calculated to further its objects. 

(G) To purchase, take on lease or in exchange, hire or otherwise acquire any real or personal 
property and any rights or privileges which the Society may think necessary or convenient for 
the promotion of its objects, and to construct, maintain and alter any buildings or erections 
necessary or convenient for the work of the Society. 

(H) To sell, let, mortgage, dispose of or turn to account all or any of the property or assets of 
the Society as may be thought expedient with a view to the promotion of its objects. 

(1) To undertake and execute any trusts which may lawfully be undertaken by the Society and 
may be conducive to its objects. 

(J) To borrow or raise money for the purposes of the Society and subject to this Memorandum 
of Association on such terms and on such security as may be thought fit. 

(K) To invest the moneys of the Society not immediately required for its purposes in or upon 
such investments, securities or property as may be thought fit, but so that moneys subject or 
representing property subject to the jurisdiction of the Charity Commissioners for England and 
Wales shall only be invested in such securities and with such sanction (if any) as may for the 
time being be prescribed by law, 

(L) If and when considered advisable, to take all such measures as may be necessary to convert 
the Society into a body specially incorporated by Royal Charter or otherwise, or to secure the 
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creation of a new body so incorporated with the object of carrying out the purposes of the 
Society and continuing the work thereof. 

(M) To take all such other steps as will further the attainment of the above objects or any of 
them. 

PROVIDED FIRST that, notwithstanding anything contained in the preceding paragraphs of 
this Clause, the objects of the Society shall be restricted to such only of the objects aforesaid as 
are according to the law of England exclusively charitable. 

PROVIDED SECONDLY that the Society’s objects shall not extend to regulation of relations 
between workers and employers or organisations of workers and organisations of employers. 
PROVIDED THIRDLY that in case the Society shall take or hold any property subject to the 
jurisdiction of the Charity Commissioners for England and Wales or the Secretary of State for 
Education and Science, the Society shall not sell, mortgage, charge or lease the same without 
such authority, approval or consent as may be required by law and as regards any such property 
the Council of the Society (hereinafter called “‘the Council”) shall be chargeable for any such 
property that may come into their hands and shall be answerable and accountable for their own 
acts, receipts, neglects and defaults, and for the due administration of such property in the 
same manner and to the same extent as the Council would have been if no incorporation had 
been effected, and the incorporation of the Society shall not diminish or impair any control or 
authority exercisable by the Chancery Division, the Charity Commissioners or the Secretary of 
State for Education and Science over the Council but they shall as regards any such property be 
subject jointly and severally to such control or authority as if the Society were not incor- 
porated. In case the Society shall take or hold any property which may be subject to any 
trusts, the Society shall only deal with the same in such manner as allowed by law, having 
regard to such trusts. 

The income and property of the Society, whencesoever derived, shall be applied solely towards 
the promotion of the objects of the Society as set forth in this Memorandum of Association 
and no portion thereof shall be paid or transferred directly or indirectly, by way of dividend 
bonus or otherwise howsoever by way of profit, to the members of the Society. 

PROVIDED that nothing herein shall prevent the payment, in good faith, of reasonable and 
proper remuneration and pension to any officer or servant of the Society in return for any 
services actually rendered to the Society, nor prevent the payment of interest at a rate of 6% 
per annum on money lent or reasonable and proper rent for premises demised or let by any 
member to the Society nor prevent the gratuitous distribution among, or sale at a discount to, 
subscribers to the funds of the Society of any books or other publications, whether published 
by the Society or otherwise, relating to all or any of the Society’s objects above set forth; but 
so that no member of the Council shall be appointed to any salaried office of the Society or 
any office of the Society paid by fees, and that no remuneration or other benefit in money or 
money’s worth shall be given by the Society to any member of the Council, except repayment 
of out-of-pocket expenses and interest at the rate aforesaid on money lent or reasonable and 
proper rent for premises demised or let to the Society; provided that the provision last aforesaid 
shall not apply to any payment to any company of which a member of the Council may bea 
member, and in which such member shall not hold more than one hundredth part of the 
capital, and such member shall not be bound to account for any share of profits he may receive 
in respect of any such payment. 


No addition, alteration or amendment shall be made to or in the provisions of the Memoran- 
dum or Articles of Association of the Society for the time being in force unless the same shall 
have been previously submitted to and approved by the Department of Trade. 

The fourth and fifth paragraphs of this Memorandum of Association contain conditions on 
which a licence is granted by the Board of Trade to the Association in pursuance of section 
19(1) of the Companies Act 1948. 

The liability of the members is limited. 

Every member of the Society undertakes to contribute to the assets of the Society, in the event 
of the same being wound up while he is a member, or within one year after he ceases to be a 
member, for payment of the debts and liabilities of the Society contracted before he ceases to 
be a member, and of the costs, charges and expenses of winding-up, and for the adjustment of 
the rights of the contributories among themselves, such amount as may be required not exceed- 
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ing 5s(25p). 


9. If upon the winding up or dissolution of the Society there remains, after the satisfaction of all 
its debts and liabilities, any property whatsoever, the same shall not be paid to or distributed 
among the members of the Society, but shall be given or transferred to some other charitable 
institution or institutions having objects similar to the objects of the Society, and which shall 
prohibit the distribution of its or their members to an extent at least as great as is imposed on 
the Society at or before the time of dissolution, and if and so far as effect cannot be given to 
such provision, then to some charitable object.

Subject as aforesaid, any words or expressions defined in the Acts or any statutory modification 
thereof in force at the date on which these presents become binding on the Society shall, if not 
inconsistent with the subject or context, bear the same meanings in these presents. 
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MEMBERSHIP 
2. The number of members with which the Society is registered is unlimited. 
3. The provisions of section 110 of the Act of 1948 shall be observed by the Society and every 
member of the Society, other than Honorary Members, shall either make a written request to become 
a member (which request may be included in his application for membership made in accordance with 
Article 4(i) of these presents) or sign a written consent to become a member or sign the register of 
members on becoming a member. 
4.(a) The members of the Society shall be the persons who are Members of the Society and such other 
persons as the Council shall from time to time elect or recommend to the Society for election. 

(b)The Society shall consist of a President, Vice-Presidents, Secretary General, Honorary Members, 
Individual Members, Local Authority Members, Corporate Members and Student Members. The 
Societv mav also have a Patron or Patrons as hereinafter mentioned. 


Classes of Membership: 
Individual Members 
(c) (i) Any Individual who supports the objects of the Society shall be eligible for admission as an 

Individual Member. 
(ii)On attainment of the age of 65 or retirement from salaried employment at the age of 60, 
whichever shall be the earlier, Individual Members may, at the discretion of the Council, retain 
their membership as Individual Members of the Society on payment of a fixed sum as prescribed 
in the Bye-laws of the Society. 


Local Authority Members 

(d)(i) Any Local Authority supporting the objects of the Society shall be eligible for admission as a 
Local Authority Member. A Local Authority Member shall be entitled from time to time to 
appoint, and to revoke the appointment of not more than five Representatives. Each of the 
Representatives of a Local Authority Member shall be entitled to exercise on its behalf the same 
rights as an Individual Member and (if not himself an Individual Member) shall, by virtue of his 
appointment to any office of the Society or to membership of the Council. 
(ii) For the purpose of this Article, the designation Local Authority shall be deemed to include 
Health Authorities and Water Authorities or such other like authorities as the Council shall from 
time to time admit for membership. 


Corporate Members 

(e)(i) Any Society, Institution, Company, Association, Board or Group or educational establish- 
ment being in every case an incorporated body supporting the objects of the Society shall be 
eligible for admission as a Corporate Member. A Corporate Member shall be entitled to appoint 
Representatives according to subscription as set out in the Bye-laws, and any such Represent- 
atives shall be entitled to exercise on its behalf the same rights as an Individual Member, and (if 
not himself an Individual Member) shall, by virtue of his appointment as such Representative, 
be eligible for election or appointment to any office of the Society or to membership of the 
Council. 
(ii) An unincorporated body (including a firm) may not as such become a member of the 
Society, but if it desires to obtain the advantages of membership it may nominate Represent- 
atives (determined according to subscription as aforesaid) to apply in its name for membership 
and exercise the rights of membership on its behalf. Every person so applying for membership 
shall be subject to the same rules and regulations as to admission and otherwise as any person not 
so nominated, and shall if admitted have the same rights and be subject to the same liabilities and 
incidents as any Individual Member except that (i) such persons shall be liable to pay such annual 
subscription as is appropriate to a Corporate Member (ii) if his nomination is revoked by such 
body he shall cease to be a member. References in these presents or in the Bye-laws to Corporate 
members shall as far as the context admits include references to unincorporated bodies having 
nominated representative members provided always that no such body shall as such have any 
rights of voting or otherwise or be deemed for any purpose to be a member of the Society. 


Sustaining Members 
(f) Any member who subscribes not less than the sum as prescribed in the Bye-laws for this class of 
membership shall be eligible for admission as a Sustaining Member. 
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Honorary Members 

(g) Individuals who have rendered outstanding service in promoting the objects of the Society shall 
be eligible for admission as Honorary Members and such persons, being duly admitted shall enjoy all 
the privileges of membership (including the right to vote) except that they shall not by virtue of their 
Honorary Membership alone be deemed to be members of the Society for the purpose of registering 
within the meaning of Article 3 of these presents or be entered on the Register of members of the 
Society or be entitled to vote ona special or extraordinary resolution or be under any liability for the 
debts and liabilities of the Society. 


Student Members 

(h) Any bona fide non-graduate student pursuing a course of study at school, college or university 
shall be eligible for admission as a Student Member on payment of the subscription prescribed in the 
Bye-Laws. 


Application for Membership 

(i) Every person wishing to join the Society and eligible for election as a Member, must apply in 
writing and shall deposit with such application the first annual subscription which shall be returned in 
the event of non-election. 


Resignation of Members 
(j) (i) Every member duly elected shall continue as such until he shall resign by notice in writing, to 
the Secretary General, such notice being accompanied by any monies due to the Society. 
(ii) The Council shall have the power to remove any member: 
(a) whose annual subscription has remained unpaid for two successive years, or 
(b) who, in the opinion of the Council has acted in a manner prejudicial to the interests and 
objects of the Society or has behaved in such a manner as to render his further member- 
ship detrimental to the interests of the Society, or 
(c) (c) at its sole discretion without assigning any reason therefore. 
Provided that in every case the Member concerned shall have the opportunity to make representations 
defending his conduct in writing to the Council. 


Annual Subscriptions 
(k) The Council shall make Bye-Laws from time to time to fix annual subscriptions payable by the 
various classes of Members. The Bye-Laws shall be confirmed by the Society in General Meeting. 


ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING 

5. The Society shall hold a General Meeting in every calendar year as its Annual General Meeting at 
such time and place as may be determined by the Council, and shall specify the Meeting as such in the 
notices calling it, provided that every Annual General Meeting shall be held not more than fifteen 
months after the holding of the last preceding Annual General Meeting. 


EXTRAORDINARY GENERAL MEETING 

6. All General Meetings, other than Annual General Meetings, shall be called Extraordinary General 
Meetings. 

7. The Council may whenever they think fit convene an Extraordinary General Meeting, and Extra- 
ordinary Meetings shall also be convened on such requisition, or in default may be convened by such 
requisitions, as provided by section 132 of the Act of 1948. 


NOTICE OF MEETINGS 

8. Twenty-one days’ notice in writing at the least of every Annual General Meeting and of every 
Meeting convened to pass a Special Resolution, and fourteen days’ notice in writing at the least of 
every other General Meeting (exclusive in every case both of the day on which it is served or deemed 
to be served and of the day for which it is given), specifying the place, the day and the hour of 
meeting, and in the case of business other than routine business the general nature of that business, 
shall be given in manner hereinafter mentioned to such persons (including the Auditors) as are under 
these presents or under the Act entitled to receive such notices from the Society; but with the consent 
of all the members having the right to attend and vote thereat, or of such proportion of them as is 
prescribed by the Act in the case of meetings other than Annual General Meetings, a meeting may be 
convened by such notice as those members may think fit. 

9. The accidental omissions to give notice of a meeting to, or the non-receipt of such notice by, any 
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person entitled to receive notice thereof shall not invalidate the proceedings at such meetings. 


PROCEEDINGS AT GENERAL MEETINGS 
10. Routine business shall mean and include only business transacted at an Annual General Meeting 
of the following classes, that is to say: 

(a) Reading and considering the accounts and balance sheet and the annual reports of the Council 

and the Auditors. 

(b) Appointing Auditors and fixing their remuneration. 

(c) Receiving the results of the elections of the Council and other Officers. 
11. No business shall be transacted at any General Meeting unless a quorum is present when the 
meeting proceeds to business. Save as herein otherwise provided ten members or Representatives of 
members personally present shall be a quorum. 
12. If within half an hour from the time appointed for the holding of a General Meeting a quorum is 
not present, the meeting, if convened on the requisition of members, shall be dissolved. In any other 
case it shall stand adjourned to the same day in the next week, at the same time and place, or at such 
other place as the Council may determine, and if at such adjourned meeting a quorum is not present 
within half an hour from the time appointed for holding the meeting the members present shall be a 
quorum, 
13. The Chairman (if any) of the Council shall preside as Chairman at every General Meeting, but if 
there be no such Chairman, or if at any meeting he shall not be present within fifteen minutes after 
the time appointed for holding the same, or shall be unwilling to preside, the members present shall 
choose one of the Deputy Chairmen or some other member of the Council, or if no such member be 
present, or if all the members of the Council present decline to take the chair, they shall choose some 
member or Representative of a member of the Society who shall be present to preside. 
14. The Chairman may, with the consent of any meeting at which a quorum is present (and shall if 
so directed by the meeting) adjourn the meeting from time to time, and from place to place, but no 
business shall be transacted at any adjourned meeting other than business which might have been 
transacted at the meeting from which the adjournment took place. Whenever a meeting is adjourned 
for thirty days or more, notice of the adjourned meeting shall be given in the same manner as of an 
original meeting. Save as aforesaid, the members shall not be entitled to any notice of an adjourn- 
ment, or of the business to be transacted at an adjourned meeting. 
15. At any General Meeting a resolution put to the vote of the meeting shall be decided on a show of 
hands, unless a poll is, before or upon the declaration of the result of the show of hands, demanded by 
the Chairman or by at least five members or Representatives of members present in person or by 
proxy, or by members or Representatives of members present in person or by proXy and representing 
not less than one-tenth of the total voting rights of all the members and Representatives of members 
having the right to vote at the meeting, and unless a poll be so demanded a declaration by the 
Chairman of the meeting that a resolution has been carried, or carried unanimously or by a particular 
majority or lost, or not carried by a particular majority, and an entry to that effect in the minute book 
of the Society shall be conclusive evidence of the fact without proof of the number of proportion of 
the votes recorded in favour of or against that resolution. The demand for a poll may be withdrawn. 
16. Subject to the provisions of Article 17, if a poll be demanded in manner aforesaid, it shall be 
taken at such time and place, and in such manner, as the Chairman of the meeting shall direct, and the 
result of the poll shall be deemed to be the resolution of the meeting at which the poll was demanded. 
17. No poll shall be demanded on the election of a Chairman of a meeting or on any question of 
adjournment. 
18. In the case of an equality of votes, whether on a show of hands or on a poll, the Chairman of the 
meeting shall be entitled to a second or casting vote. 
19. The demand of a poll shall not prevent the continuance of a mecting for the transaction of any 
business other than the question on which a poll has been demanded. 


VOTES OF MEMBERS 

20. Subject as hereinafter provided, every member shall have one vote. A Local Authority Member 
or Corporate Member shall have one vote for each of its Representatives which shall be exercisable 
by such Representatives in person. 

21. Except in accordance with Articles 4(g) and 29, and unless the Council otherwise determine, no 
member other than a member duly registered, who shall have paid every subscription and other sum (it 
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any) which shall be due and payable to the Society, in respect of his membership, shall be entitled to 
vote on any question either personally through its Representatives or by proxy, or as a proxy for 
another meinber at any General Meeting. 

22.(a) Votes may be given on a poll either personally or by proxy. A proxy need not be a member. 

(b) The instrument appointing a proxy shall be in writing under the hand of the appointer, or his 
attorney duly authorised in writing, or if such appointer is a corporation under its common seal, if 
any, and if none, then under the hand of some officer duly authorised in that behalf. In the case of a 
Representative of a member any proxy shall be appointed by the member itself or its attorney and not 
by the Representative. 

(c) The instrument appointing a proxy and the power of attorney or other authority (if any) under 
which it is signed or a notarially certified or office copy thereot shall be deposited at the office not 
_ less than 48 hours before the time appointed for holding the mecting or adjourned meeting at which 
the person named in the instrument proposes to vote, or in the case of a poll not less than 24 hours 
before the time appointed for the taking of the poll, and in default the instrument of proxy shall not 
be treated as valid. No instrument appointing a proxy shall be valid after the expiration of 12 months 
from the date of its execution. 

(d) A vote given in accordance with the terms of an instrument of proxy shal! be valid notwith- 
standing the previous death or insanity of the principal or revocation of the proxy or of the authority 
under which the proxy was executed, provided that no intimation in writing of the death, insanity or 
revocation as aforesaid shall have been received at the office before the commencement of the meeting 
or adjourned meeting at which the proxy is used. 

(e) An instrument appointing a proxy shall be in the common form or in such other form as the 
Council may accept, and shall be deemed to confer authority to demand or join in demanding a poll. 


HONORARY OFFICERS 

23. The officers of the Society shall consist of a President, Honorary Treasurer, Chairman and two 
Deputy Chairmen of the Council, the Immediate Past Chairman of the Council and may also include 
a Patron or Patrons as hereinafter mentioned. 


PATRON 

24. The Council may accept the patronage of any person or persons and shall thereupon elect such 
person or persons to be the Patron or Patrons of the Society for life or for such period as the Council 
may determine. 


PRESIDENT 


25. The President shall be elected annually by the Society under the Bye-Laws. No person shall hold 
the office of President for more than two years in succession. 


HONORARY TREASURER 

26. The Honorary Treasurer shall be elected annually by the Society under the Bye-Laws. The 
Honorary Treasurer shall be responsible for the uninvested funds of the Society and he shail cause all 
necessary and proper accounts to be kept in accordance with Article 47 hereof. 


VICE-PRESIDENTS 
27a) Any person may be elected by the Society as a Vice-President providing that he or she is a 
person of distinction in an appropriate field who is likely to promote actively the work of the Society. 
(b) Vice-Presidents shall normally be elected for a single term of three years 
(c) Vice-Presidents shall not exceed nine in number nor more than three be elected annually. 


CHAIRMAN AND DEPUTY CHAIRMEN 

28. The Chairman and Deputy Chairmen shall be elected annually be the Council from its own 
members at its first meeting after the Annual General Meeting. 

29. The Patron or Patrons (if any) of the Society, the President of the Society, and the Vice- 
Presidents shall enjoy all the rights of membership (including the right to vote) during their term of 
office except that they shall not by virtue of their office alone be deemed to be members of the 
Society for the purposes of registration within the meaning of Article 3 of these presents or be entered 
on the Register of Members of the Society or be entitled to vote on a special or extraordinary 
resolution or be under any liability for the debts and liabilities of the Society. 
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THE COUNCIL 

30. Subject as hereinafter provided, the members of Council shall not be less than 20 in number. The 
Society may, by Ordinary Resolution from time to time, increase or reduce the minimum number of 
members of the Council. The Council may act notwithstanding any vacancies in their body, but if the 
members of the Council shall be reduced in number to less than that required for a quorum for their 
meetings, they may act as the Council for the purpose only of summoning a general meeting of the 
Society. 

31. The Council shall consist of the Patron or Patrons (if any). the President, the immediate Past 
President, the Honorary Treasurer, the immediate past Chairman, a number of Divisional Represent- 
atives elected as hereinafter provided; and not more than a like number of other persons consisting 
of Representatives of National or similar organisations which are Corporate Members of the Society, 
at the invitation of the Council. No person other than a member of the Society or a Representative of 
a member may be appointed a member of the Council. The Council may from time to time and at any 
time appoint any member of the Society or a Representative of a member as a member of the Council, 
either to fill a casual vacancy or by way of addition to the Council. Any member so appointed shall 
retain his office only until the next Annual General Meeting, but he shall be eligible for re-election or 
re-appointment. 

The term National or similar organisation shall refer to any institution, association, society or board or 
other similar organisation, the activities of which extend to the whole of the United Kingdom, or to 
England, Scotiand, Wales or Northern Ireland, and which is accepted by the Council as a National or 
similar organisation for the purposes of these presents. 


APPOINTMENT AND RETIREMENT OF MEMBERS OF THE COUNCIL 
32.(a) The members and Representatives of members of each Division shall elect annually from among 
their number Representatives to be members of the Council. Divisional Representatives shall be 
elected to the Council for a period of three years. One-third of the elected members shall retire in 
rotation each year; such members shall be eligible for re-election. The number of Divisional 
Representatives to be elected by each Division shall each year be determined by the Council. 

(b) A National or similar organisation shall be entitled to nominate annually one Representative 
for Membership of the Council under Article 31. 

(c) The elected members of the Council shall (unless re-elected) vacate office after three years in 
accordance with the provisions of Article 32(a). 
33. The Office of a member of the Council shall be vacated: 

(a) If he ceased to be a member or a Representative of a member of the Society; 

(b) If by notice in writing to the Society he resigns his office; 

(c) If a receiving order is made against him or he makes any arrangement or composition with his 
creditors; 

(d) If he becomes of unsound mind; 

(e) If he ceases to hold office by reason of any order made under Section 188 of the Act of 1948; 

(f) If he is removed from office by a Resolution duly passed pursuant to Section 184 of the Act. 
34. A member of the Council who has attained the age of seventy shall be eligible for election and 
the provision of subsections (1) and (2) of Section 185 of the Act of 1948 shall not apply. 


POWERS OF THE COUNCIL 

35. The Management of the Society shall be in the hands of the Council who may pay all expenses 
incurred in forming and registering the Society and muy exercise all such powers of the Society as are 
not by the Act of 1948 or by these presents required to be exercised by the Society in General 
Meeting, subject nevertheless to any regulations of these presents, to the provisions of the Act of 
1948, and to such regulations (not inconsistent with the aforesaid regulations or provisions) as may be 
prescribed by the Society in General Meeting, but no regulations so made by the Society shall 
invalidate any prior act of the Council which would have been valid if such regulations had not been 
made. The general powers given by this Article shall not be limited or restricted by any special 
authority or power given to the Council by any other Article. 

36.(i) The Council shall, as necessary, make and recommend the adoption, alteration and revocation 
of the Bye-Laws for the regulation of the Society and otherwise for the furtherance of the purposes 
for which the Society is established, provided that the Bye-Laws are not repugnant to the Memo- 
randum of Association or these presents. Such recommendations of the Council shall be laid betore 
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the Society at the following Annual General Meeting or at an Extraordinary General Meeting catied 
for that purpose for adoption, if thought fit, by Ordinary Resolution. The Bye-Laws for the time 
being in foice shall be binding upon all members until varied or set aside as hereinafter provided. It is 
expressly declared that, without prejudice to the powers of the Society to adopt Bye-Laws on other 
matters, the following shall be deemed to be matters which (so far as not governed by, and subject 
always to the provisions of, these presents) may be governed by Bye-Laws within the meaning of this 
article, that is to say: 

(a) As to entrance fees (if any) payable in respect of membership of the Society. 

(b) As to the annual, quarterly or other subscriptions or payments to be payable by the mem- 
bers of the Society. 

(c) As to the rights and privileges to be accorded to, and the qualifications, restrictions and 
conditions to be imposed on, members of the Society. 

(d) As to Committees of members in connection with various branches of the Society’s activi- 
ties, and as to the appointment, removal, qualification, disqualification, duties, functions, 
powers and privileges of members of such Committees. 

(e) As to the manner in which the Elections of Officers and Council members shall be con- 
ducted. 

(f) As to the Geographical Divisions of the Society for electoral purposes, and the setting up 
and regulation of Divisional Councils and their membership, duties, functions and powers. 

(ii) The Council shall have power to issue Standing Orders from time to time regulating the 
appointment of various committees from Members of the Society or otherwise as provided herein for 
the better administration of the business of the Council and directing the terms of reference of such 
committees and the procedure governing the transaction of their business. 

(iii) Any committee appointed in accordance with this article shall have power to adopt persons to 
act as members of the committee whose qualifications or experience wil! assist the committee in its 
work, but the number of persons so adopted shall not exceed one-third of the membership of the 
committee excluding adopted members. 


SECRETARY GENERAL 

37.(i) The Secretary General shall be appointed by the Council for such time at such remuneration 
and upon such conditions as they think fit, and any person so appointed may be removed by them. 
The provisions of Section 177 and 179 of the Act of 1948 shall apply and be observed. 

(ii) The Secretary General shall from time to time submit financial statements at the request of the 
Council. It shall be his duty, under the direction of the Council to conduct the correspondence of the 
Society, to attend meetings of the Council and Committees thereof, to take minutes of the proceed- 
ings of such meetings, to superintend the publication of such papers as the Council may direct, engage 
and be responsible for all persons employed under him, and, in general, conduct the ordinary business 
of the Society in accordance with the Memorandum and Articles of Association. 

(iii) The Council may from time to time by resolution appoint an assistant or deputy Secretary 
General, and any person so appointed may act in place of the Secretary General if there be no 
Secretary General or no Secretary General capable of acting. 


THE SEAL . 

38. The Council shall provide a Common Seal of the Society and make rules for the safe custody and 
use thereof, and it shall only be used by the Authority of the Council previously given and in the 
presence of one member of the Council at least, and every such instrument shall be countersigned by 
the Secretary General or some other person duly authorised by the Council. 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE COUNCIL 

39. The Council may meet together for the dispatch of business, adjourn and otherwise regulate their 
meetings as they think fit, and determine the quorum necessary for the transaction of business. Unless 
otherwise determined, ten shall be a quorum. Questions arising at any meetings shall be decided by a 
majority of votes. In cases of an equality of votes the Chairman shall have a second or casting vote. 
40. Five members of the Council may, and on the request of five members of the Council the Secre- 
tary General shall, at any time, summon a meeting of the Council by notice served upon ihe several 
members of the Council. A member of the Council who is absent from the United Kingdom shall not 
be entitled to notice of a meeting. 

41. The Chairman shall be entitled to preside at all meetings of the Council at which he shall be

present, but if no such Chairman be elected, or if at any meeting the Chairman be not present within 
five minutes after the time appointed for holding the meeting and willing to preside, the members of 
the Council present shall choose one of the Deputy Chairmen and failing them one other of their 
number to be Chairman of the Meeting. 

42. A meeting of the Council at which a quorum is present shall be competent to exercise all the 
authorities, powers and discretions by or under the regulations of the Society for the time being 
vested in the Council generally. 

43. The Council may delegate any of their powers to Committees consisting of such member or 
members of the Council as they think fit, and any Committee so formed shall, in the exercise of the 
power so delegated, conform to any regulations imposed on it by the Council. The meetings and 
proceedings of any such Committee shail be governed by the provisions of these presents for regulating 
the meetings and proceedings of the Council so far as applicable and so far as the same shall not be 
superceded by any Bye-Laws made by the Council. 

44. All acts bona fide done by any meeting of the Council or any Committee of the ei or by 
-any person acting as a member of the Council, shall notwithstanding it be afterwards discovered that 
there was some defect in the appointmeni or continuance in office of any such member or person 
acting as aforesaid, or that they or any of them were disqualified, be as valid as if every such person 
had been duly appointed or had duly continued in office and was disqualified to be a member of the 
Council. 

45. The Council shall cause proper minutes to be made of all appointments of officers made by the 
Council and of the proceedings of all meetings of the Society and of the Council and of Committees of 
the Council, and all business transacted at such meetings, and any such minutes of any meetings, if 
purporting to be signed by the Chairman of such meeting, or by the Chairman of the next succeeding 
meeting, shall be sufficient evidence without any further proof of the facts therein stated. 

46. A resolution in writing signed by a majority of the members for the time being of the Council or 
of any Committee of the Council who are entitled to receive notice of a meeting of the Council or of 
such committee shall be as valid and effectual as if it had been passed at a meeting of the Council or of 
such committee duly convened and constituted. 


ACCOUNTS 
47. The Council shall cause proper books of account to be kept with respect to: 

(a) all sums of money received and expended by the Society and the matters in respect of which 

such receipts and expenditure take place; 

(b)all sales and purchases of goods by the Society; and 

(c) the assets and liabilities of the Society. 
Proper books shall not be deemed to be kept if there are not kept such books of account as are 
necessary to give a true and fair view of the state of affairs of the Society and to explain its 
transactions. 
48. The books of account shall be kept at the office, or subject to section 147(3) of the Act of 1948 
at such other place or places as the Council shall think fit, and shall always be open to the inspection 
of the members of the Council. 
49. The Council may from time to time impose reasonable restrictions as to the time and manner of 
the inspection by the members (other than members of the Council) or by Representatives of 
members of the accounts and books of the Society, or any of them, and subject to such restrictions 
the accounts and books of the Society shall be open to the inspection of such members or Represent- 
atives of members at all reasonable times during business hours. 
50. The Council shall from time to time in accordance with sections 148, 150 and 157 of the Act of 
1948 cause to be prepared and laid betore the Society in General Meeting, such income and expend- 
iture accounts, balance sheets and group accounts (if any) and reports as are referred to in those 
Sections. A copy of every balance sheet (including every document required by law to be annexed 
thereto) which is to be laid before the Society in General Meeting, together with a copy of the 
Auditors report, shall not less than twenty-one days before the date of the meeting be sent to every 
member of, and holder of debentures of, the Society. Provided that this Article shall not require a 
copy of those documents to be sent to any person of whose address the Society is not aware or to 
more than one of the joint holders of any debentures. 
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AUDIT 

51. Once at least in every year the accounts of the Society shall be examined and the correctness of 
the income and expenditure account and balance sheet ascertained by one or more properly qualified 
Auditor or Auditors. 

52. Auditors shall be appointed and their duties regulated in accordance with sections 159 to 162 of 
the Act of 1948 the members of the Council being treated as the Directors mentioned in those 
sections. 


NOTICES 

53. A notice may be served by the Society upon any member, either personally or by sending it 
through the post ina prepaid letter, addressed to such member at his registered address as appearing in 
the register of members. 

54. Any member described in the register of members by an address not within the United Kingdom, 
who shall from time to time give the Society an address within the United Kingdom at which a notice 
may be served upon him, shall be entitled to have notices served upon him at such address, but, save as 
aforesaid and as provided by the Act, only those members who are described in the register of 
members by an address within the United Kingdom shall be entitled to receive notices from the 
Society. 

55. Any notice, if served by post, shall be deemed to have been served on the day following that on 
which the letter containing the same is put into the post, and in proving such service it shall be 
sufficient to prove that the letter containing the notice was properly addressed and put into the post 
office as a prepaid letter. 


DISSOLUTION 
56. Clause 9 of the Memorandum of Association of the Society relating to the winding up and 
dissolution of the Society shall have effect as if the provisions thereof were repeated in these Articles. 





BYE-LAWS 


Adopted by Ordinary Resolution dated the 29 March 1974 and as amended on 13 October 1976, 
6 July 1977, 20 July 1978, 16 July 1980, 5 October 1981, 18 October 1982, 31 October 1983, 
1 October 1984, 14 October 1985 and 27 October 1986. 


DEFINITIONS 
1. The Definitions section of the Articles of Association of the Society shall be deemed to be 
incorporated in and applied to these presents. 


SUBSCRIPTIONS 
2. Annual Subscriptions shall be as hereinafter provided. A first annual subscription shall be made 
on application for Membership and shall continue in force until the first day of April of the following 
year, when it shall be renewable. 
(a) Individual Members 
(i) The annual subscription payable by an Individual Member shall be not less than £10.50. 
On attainment of the age of 65 or retirement from salaried employment at the age of 60, 
whichever shall be the earlier on payment of the sum of Twenty One Pounds, Individual 
Members may, at the discretion of the Council, retain their membership of the Society in 
perpetuity, but always subject to the Council’s right of removal. 
(ii) Individual Members may on payment of not less than Two Hundred and Ten Pounds be- 
come Life Members of the Society. 
(b) Local Authority Members 
The annual subscription payable by a Local Authority shall be not less than as follows. For local 
authorities with a population of: 


Less than 100,000 £144.00 
100,001 to 250,000 £175.00 
250,001 to 500,000 £213.00 
500,001 to 1,000,000 £279.00 


For each additional 500,000 or part thereof — £28.00 
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(c) Corporate Members and unincorporated bodies appointed in accordance with Article 4(e)(ii). 
The annual subscription payable by Corporate Members and Unincorporated bodies shall be not 
less than as follows: 

(i) Small local civic societies, colleges, schools and similar organisations — £18.00 

(ii) Regional and national societies and similar organisations, consultants and small industrial 
and commercial firms — £102.00 

(iii) Industrial organisations — £144.00 

(d) Sustaining Members 
The annual subscription for Sustaining Members shall be not less than £200.00. 

(e) Membership — Special Cases 
The Council shall have power to elect any applicant for Membership to an appropriate grade of 
Membership, on such special terms as to subscription or otherwise as after considering any 
reasons for so doing stated by such applicant the Council may think proper. 


REPRESENTATIVES OF MEMBERS 
3(a) Local Authority Members 
Each Local Authority Member shall be entitled to appoint not more than five Representatives. 
(b) Corporate Members 
(i) Corporate Members elected to membership under Bye-law 2(c)(i) shall each be entitled to 
appoint one representative. 
(ii) Corporate Members elected to membership under Bye-law 2(c)(ii) shall each be entitled to 
appoint three representatives. 
(iii) Corporate Members elected to membership under Bye-law 2(c)(iii) shall each be entitled to 
appoint five representatives. 
(iv) A Corporate Member having a Branch or Section situated in a Division other than that 
Division in which the address of the Corporate Member is situated shall, in such Division, 
be entitled to appoint Delegates to participate in the activities of the appropriate Division. 


RIGHTS OF MEMBERS 
4. Each Individual Member, Local Authority Member and Corporate Member and each Represent- 
ative of a Local Authority Member or Corporate Member, who has paid the appropriate subscription 
for the current year, shall have the right to: 
(i) Nominate Individual Members and Representatives as Officers or Members of the Council; 
(ii) Be nominated and elected as an Officer or Member of the Council; 
(iii) Cast one vote at elections; 
(iv) Receive notices of and attend and participate in all meetings of the Society and of the 
Member’s Division; 
(v) Move or second, and cast one vote on motions at Meetings of the Society and of the Mem- 
ber’s Division; 
(vi) Receive free of charge as they are issued the Journal and Members Handbook of the Society; 
(vii) Obtain from the Society, advice and information on questions relating to pollution and its 
control. 


DIVISIONS 
5(a) For administrative and electoral purposes the Society shall be divided into geographical Divisions 
as follows: 

1. Scotland 

2. Northern Ireland 

3. Northern: Cleveland, Cumbria (in part, only — Allerdale District Council, City of Carlisle 
and Eden District Council) Durham, Northumberland, Tyne and Wear. 

4. North West: Cheshire; Clwydd; Cumbria (in part, only — Barrow-in-Furness Borough 
Council, Copeland District Council and South Lakeland District Council;), Greater 
Manchester, Gwynedd, Lancashire, Merseyside. 

5. Yorkshire and Humberside: Humberside, North Yorkshire, South Yorkshire, West York- 

shire. 

West Midlands: Hereford and Worcester, Salop, Staffordshire, Warwickshire, West Midlands. 
East Midlands: Cambridgeshire, Derbyshire, Leicestershire, Lincolnshire, Northampton- 
shire, Nottinghamshire. 


a1D- 
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8. Eastern: Essex, Norfolk, Suffolk. 

9. London and South East: East Sussex, Greater London, Hertfordshire, Kent, Surrey, West 
Sussex. 

10. Central Southern: Bedfordshire, Berkshire, Buckinghamshire, Hampshire, Isle of Wight, 
Oxfordshire. 

11. South West: Avon, Cornwall, Devon, Dorset, Gloucestershire, Somerset, Wiltshire. 

12. South and Mid Wales: Wales except for Clwyd and Gwynedd. 

(b) Members shall normally be considered as belonging to the Division in which their address, as 
entered upon the Society’s records, is situated. However, members may elect to belong to 
another Division better suited to their needs. 

(c) For the purposes of carrying out activities in a Division, the Members, as hereinafter defined, 
may elect from among themselves a Divisional Council and its Honorary Officers. A Divisional 
Council and its Honorary Officers, other than Secretary and Auditors, shall consist only of 
Members, Representatives and Delegates of Members. The Constitution and activities of a 
Divisional Council shall be subject to the general approval of the Council which shall pay or make 
grants for approved expenses. 

(d) The Members, Representatives and Delegates of Members, as hereinafter defined, in any town or 
district within a Division, may, if they so desire, and with the approval of the Council and of 
their Divisional Council, set up a Branch of the Division and elect Committees and Honorary 
Officers. The activities of a Branch shall be subject to the general approval and guidance of the 
Council and of the Divisional Council and the Divisional Council may pay and make grants for 
approved expenses. 


PRESIDENT, VICE-PRESIDENTS, HONORARY MEMBERS AND HONORARY TREASURER 
6(a) The President and an Honorary Treasurer shall be elected annually on the recommendation of the 
Council by the Society at its Annual General Meeting. 

(b) Vice-Presidents shall be elected on the recommendation of the Council by the Society at its 
Annual General Meeting. 

(c) Honorary Members shall be elected on the recommendation of the Council by the Society at its 
Annual General Meeting. 

THE COUNCIL 

7(a) The business of the Society shall be specified in Article 35 and shall include the direction of the 
policy of the Society, the work of its committees, the reception of reports from such com- 
- mittees, from Divisions, from Headquarters and subject groups. 

(b) The Council at its first meeting after election shall elect from its own members, a Chairman, two 
Deputy Chairmen and the following Committees: 

(i) Finance and Administration 

(ii) Conference and Promotions. 

(iti) Technical 

(iv) Parliamentary and Local Government 

(v) Noise 

(vi) Any other Committee considered by the Council to be necessary. 

(c) The Chairman of Council, the two Deputy Chairmen of Council, the Honorary Treasurer, the 
Chairmen of the Standing Committees (or Deputies in their absence) and the Immediate Past 
Chairman of Council shall comprise a Steering Group and will meet as required with the follow- 
ing terms of reference: 

1. To implement Council policy 

2. To ensure that the programme of the Standing Committees are comprehensive and appro- 
priately interlocking 

3. To formulate proposals for policy changes 

4. Toact on behalf of the Council in cases of urgency 

5. To report to the next following meeting of Council any action taken on its behalf, 

(d) There shall also be a Nominations Committee, appointed by the Council. The Terms of Reference 
of this Committee shall be as set out in the Standing Orders of the Council. 

(e) The procedure for the election of Chairman, Deputy Chairmen and Committees, and the rules 
and functions of all Committees, shall be decided by the Council. 
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ELECTIONS 

8(a) President, Vice-Presidents, Honorary Members and Honorary Treasurer. Nominations for the 
office of President, Vice-Presidents, Honorary Members and Honorary Treasurer may be made by any 
Member of the Society. Nominations, in writing, shall be received by the Secretary General not less 
than three months prior to the date of the Annual General Meeting. 

(b) (i) Divisional Representatives (Elected in accordance with Article 32(a)). Each Member may 
nominate Divisional Representatives for his own Division provided that he does not nomin- 
ate more than the total number to be appointed by that Division. Nominations shall be 
made to the Divisional Secretary not less than seven days before the date of the Annual 
General Meeting of the Division. In the event of more nominations being received than 
there are Divisional Representatives to be appointed, elections by ballot shall be held at the 
Annual General Meeting of the Division. The result of such an election is to be reported to 
the Secretary General of the Society not later than seven days before the date of the 
Society’s Annual General Meeting. The names of the persons so elected shall be announced 
at such Annual General Meeting. 

(ii) No Member or Representative of a Member shall nominate, be nominated for, or vote in any 
Divisional Election other than that of which he isa Member or Representative. 

(c) Representatives of National or similar organisations (in accordance with Article 32(b)). 
Nominations from National or similar organisations shall be received by the Secretary General not less 
than seven days before the date of the Annual General Meeting. 

(d) No nomination for office shall be considered valid unless the agreement of the candidate has been 
previously obtained. 


INTERPRETATION OF BYE-LAWS 

9. The Council shall have full power to decide any question of interpretation of these Bye-Laws and 
any other question on which these Bye-Laws are silent, subject to the power of the Society in any 
subsequent general meeting to review any such decision and to make new provision in relation thereto.

President:.of. the Society, 
represents the Northern Division of NSCA; he is Vice Chairman 
of the Noise Committee and Past Chairman of the Society’s 
Council. Cllr. Poole has been Chairman of the Northern Division 
and a member of Council since re-organisation of local 
government, Chairman of the Environmental Health Committee, 
Middlesbrough Borough Council (since re-organisation) and 
Member of South Tees’ Health Authority (representing 
Middlesbrough Council),Justice of the Peace since 1965, Deputy 
Chairman of Domestic and Adult Courts. Councillor Poole was 
responsible for persuading his Council to complete its Domestic 
Smoke Control programme by the target date of 1979 (in spite 
of financial cut backs). He is a Member of the Boroughs of 
Cleveland Pollution Control Group (Industrial Pollution), also an 
Executive Member and President of the Federation of Burial and 
Cremation Authorities, Vice-Chairman of ’Tidy North’ Regional 
Committee and National Executive Member of Keep Britain Tidy

PROFESSOR D.G.T. WILLIAMS, MA, LLB, Immediate Past 
President of the Society, has been President of Wolfson College, 
Cambridge, since October 1980 and Rouse Ball Professor of 
English Law at the University of Cambridge since 1983.

of oll to 1% - the first parliamentary legislation of its kind. 
As a Member of the Clean Air Council 1960-75, he initiated 
action in 1964 to reduce pollution from motor vehicles. During 
worldwide travels, he has pressurised Governments to hasten 
clean air legislation and to use British made anti-pollution 
equip ment. 


KEN COLLINS, MEP, Vice President of the Society, was 
educated at Hamilton Academy, the University of Glasgow and 
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Strathclyde University. He was for three years an apprentice 
metallurgist with Dalziel steelworks, Motherwell, before 
attending university. Subsequently, he worked as a Planning 
Officer with Glasgow and then West Yorkshire (1965 - 1967); 
organiser tutor, Workers’ Educational Association (1967 - 1968); 
teacher, Glasgow College of Building 1968 - 1970; and Lecturer 
in Urban Studies, Paisley College of Technology 1970 - 1979.

The Northern Division held three meetings in the year including 
the Annual General Meeting at Carlisle which 593 members 
attended.

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The first of four meetings held during the year was at Bristol 
Polytechnic where thirty members viewed and discussed the 
analytical services undertaken by the Science Department. In 
his welcome and introduction Dr. Andrew Tubb explained that 
pollution analysis was his Department’s main function for which 
it was better equipped than Universities, and able to offer a 
comprehensive service in co-operation with other Polytechnic 
Departments, eg Environmental Health. He descriked the 
practical application of consultancy work and illustrated with 
examples of combustion analysis, computer modelling and solvent 
analysis. Members then embarked on a tour of the Department 
to view the wide range of scientific equipment and methods 
employed. The meeting reconvened for a short discussion period 
with Dr. Tubb, followed which the Chairman expressed members’ 
appreciation of what was. generally accepted as a most 
interesting technical meeting and visit. 


In July we visited the Bridgwater premises of BCL Cellophane. 
Mr. P. Lancaster, Works and Technical Manager, first described 
the production process with particular reference to hydrogen 
sulphide, carbon disulphide and the infamous "Bridgwater pong". 
Technically orientated guides then led the 32 members who 
attended on a conducted tour of the factory, including the 
methods and plant used for the containment and incineration of 
malodours. At the conclusion the Chairman thanked Mr 
Lancaster and his colleagues for what had been a long awaited 
and most worthwhile meeting. 


Forest of Dean DC in the north east of the area was our host 
for the AGM, following which members visited the premises of 
Engelhard Ltd to examine plant used to minimise pollution 
emissions from precious metal recovery processes. It was a 
most fascinating insight into an extremely specialised industry. 
(Unfortunately there were no free samples!) 


The final meeting of 1986 was a technical visit to the Coal 
Research Establishment near Cheltenham, courtesy of British 
Coal and the Solid Fuel Advisory Service. A variety of fuels 
and appliances were viewed and discussed but particular 
attention was focused on the recently developed domestic 
independent boiler with underfeed stoker and self cleaning 
mechanism, which could be installed with an automatic coal and 
ash handling system. 


A one day seminar is at present being organised at Bristol 
Polytechnic on 15 April on "People and Agricuture - Pollution 
Problems and Solutions". The seminar will examine some of the 
major problems and propose solutions which will cut farming 
costs, resolve conflict and improve the quality of rural life. 


Finally, I would express my gratitude to the Officers of the 
Division, particularly the Chairman, who have been of great 
assistance to me over the past year.

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NATIONAL SOCIETY FOR CLEAN AIR 


The Society’s origins date back to the Coal Smoke Abatement Society (founded 1899); 
in the past decade it has considerably widened its interests and activities, and its work 
now covers the whole field of air pollution control and the problem of noise and its 
control. The NSCA has national and international standing; its influence and operation 
embrace industry, local and central government and the general public. It is concerned 
both with long-term policy questions and urgent current problems. The NSCA is a 
Founder Member of the worldwide International Union of Air Pollution Prevention 
Associations (IUAPPA) and the official UK representative on the International 
Association Against Noise. 


THE NSCA’s AIM is to secure environmental improvement through the reduction of air 
pollution, noise and other contaminants, while having due regard for other aspects of the 
environment. The NSCA advances the investigation, consideration and discussion of all 
forms of pollution in order to achieve its reduction or prevention. The Society is funded 
by members’ subscriptions, donations and monies raised by activities. 


THE SOCIETY’S MEMBERSHIP includes private individuals, local authorities, univer- 
sities and other educational establishments, corporate bodies representing learned and 
professional institutions, the fuel industries, and other industrial companies. 


PRINCIPAL ACTIVITIES INCLUDE: holding Conferences and Technical Training 
Workshops. Convening national and regional meetings and exhibitions. Making repre- 
sentations to government, other authorities and agencies and to industry, on all matters 
relating to air pollution and noise, including: legislation drafting, statutory controls, 
standards, technical concerns, local and national issues. 


PROVISION OF INFORMATION FOR ENVIRONMENTAL EDUCATION The NSCA 
promotes public education at all levels. The approach is to stimulate interest in the 
environment by providing information that is accessible, balanced and up to date. The 
Society has its own press and publishes books, reports, papers, conference and technical 
proceedings, a range of leaflets on different topics, and the journal Clean Air (quarterly). 
The Society operates an Information Service and Library which handles thousands of 
requests for information, references and publications every year. 


ORGANISATION The elected Council is the Society’s governing body. An administrat- 
ive staff headed by the Secretary General is employed at the Brighton Headquarters. The 
Society has 12 Divisions throughout the UK which arrange activities and meetings at 
regional level and consider issues from that perspective. The Divisions each elect their 
own Councils and Honorary Officers. Members and their representatives automatically 
become members of the appropriate Division(s). 


POLICY DISCUSSION AND FORMULATION Policy discussion and formulation is 
initiated by NSCA Divisions and at the annual NSCA Conference as well as within the 
national Council. Policy details are evolved by the appropriate standing committee(s): 
Technical + Noise, and Parliamentary and Local Government; a Steering Committee 
reacts swiftly when urgent response is required. Policy is ratified by the Council. 
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CHAIRMAN’S REPORT 


General Review 


To facilitate their publication elsewhere, 
I have returned to the practice of report- 
ing our progress in 1987/88 on pollution 
issues and our specialist activities in the 
Review section which concludes this 
report. 


The Evolving Role of the Society 


Protection of the environment and the 
control of pollution are matters of 
considerable public interest and continue 
to attract widespread coverage through- 
out the media. 


This has helped to sustain, on an expand- 
ing basis, a high level of activity within 
the Society. Twenty plus years ago our 
chief preoccupation was with air quality 
on a local and national scale, although 
the long-range transport of radioactive 
dust from nuclear weapons testing was 
also seen as a matter of major, if separate, 
concern. Ten years later our activites had 
widened to include the problems of acid 
rain and its transfer over national 
boundaries. Today, and post Chernobyl, 
our interests are still wider as it becomes 
clear that additional problems such as the 
depletion of stratospheric ozone and “the 
greenhouse warming effect’ require 
global solutions. Thus old problems 
remain while new ones evolve and their 
control becomes ever more complex as 
systems have to be integrated to ensure 
that contaminants are dealt with accord- 
ing to the best practicable environmental 
option. After a lengthy period of 
apparent indifference to the needs of air 


pollution control, it is becoming clear 
that at long last the Government has 
undergone a major change of heart. The 
unification (in April last year) of the 
Pollution Inspectorates in England and 
Wales in line with the system already 
prevailing in Scotland, to form HM 
Inspectorate of Pollution was a major 
step forward. In tum, this has led the 
Council of the Society once again to 
consider the question ot the Society’s 
ever evolving role, and whether this 
should be reflected in a change of name. 
We went part of the way in 1981 by 
changing the Memorandum of Associa- 
tion to broaden the scope of the Society’s 
activities having regard for the implica- 
tions for other aspects of the environ- 
ment. Clearly, such a change needs care- 
ful thought; one suggestion is that, as the 
next step, we could become ‘The 
National Society for Clean Air and 
Environmental Protection’. Keeping to 
the old adage of “‘making haste slowly” 
we have formed a working party to look 
at the issue and to report to Council with 
recommendations. 


National Attitudes 


Again over the years and not without 
some justification the UK has acquired 
the reputation among our neighbours 
bordering the North Sea of being the 
‘‘dirty man” of Europe. In particular we 
have been taken to task for Governmental 
tardiness in introducing effective controls 
on acid emissions from large industrial 
plant and vehicles. After a decade of 
steadily increasing pressure, I am pleased 


to note that in June the Government 
finally capitulated on both fronts, in 
accepting the provisions of the EC 
Directive on Large Combustion Plant and 
agreeing the emissions limits on petrol 
engine vehicles: a further welcome 
change of heart in addition to that 
regarding the Pollution Inspectorate 
which I have already mentioned. The 
task now will be to ensure that we meet 
our national obligations on schedule. In 
passing, it is interesting to reflect that 
signing the Treaty of Rome in 1972 has 
proved to be as momentous a develop- 
ment in the control of air pollution as the 
passing of the Clean Air Act in 1956. 
With hindsight one can only regret that 
having led the world in smoke control, 
the UK should then have lost the 
initiative. 


Liaison With Other Bodies 


Turing to our relationships with other 
bodies’ the Society continues to enjoy 
wide representation in the Investigation 
of Air Pollution Standing Conference 
(IAPSC). We continue to be represented 
on the Parliamentary and Scientific Com- 
mittee and on the Council for Environ- 
mental Conservation (CoEnCo) and its 
committees, and on the environmental/ 
public issues panels of the National 
Radiological Protection Board and the 
Radioactive Waste Management Advisory 
Committee. We are also members of the 
Energy Industry Club and the Industrial 
Fuel Economy Group. We continue to 
provide secretarial services for the 
Environmental Protection Equipment 
Manufacturers Association (EPEMA) and 
the International Committee on 
Industrial Chimneys (CICIND). 


Further strengthening the list of national 


bodies which contribute to the formula- 


tion of Society policy I am delighted to 
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welcome the Director of the UK Centre 
for Economic and _ Environmental 
Development (UK CEED), David Cope, as 
a member of Council. 


TUAPPA 


As you will know, the Society is a 
founder member of the International 
Union of Air Pollution Prevention Assoc- 
iations (IUAPPA), for which we also 
provide the Secretariat and publish its 
Newsletter and Handbook. As reported 
elsewhere, this year we have published 
the first edition of a major new work — 
Clean Air Around The World — which 
covers the law and practice of air 
pollution control in fourteen countries on 
five continents. The fourteen sections 
were contributed by member associations 
and brought together in a single volume 
under the editorial guidance of our 
immediate Past Chairman of Council, 
Ivor Barker, and his wife Joan. IUAPPA 
continues to grow and now comprises 
twenty-one members plus a number of 
observers, representing in all thirty-one 
countries. Through its membership of 
the International Union of Technical 
Associations (UITA) the Union enjoys 
consultancy status with many United 
Nations organisations and other inter- 
national bodies. It also keeps in touch 
with the Commission of the European 
Communities (CEC) and the Organisation 
for Economic Co-operation and 
Development (OECD). As the Society’s 
representative I attended the Annual 
Meeting of the IUAPPA Executive in 
Dallas in June. Items on the agenda 
included the arrangements for the 8th, 
9th and 10th World Congresses to be held 
at The Hague in September 1989, 
Montreal in 1992 and Helsinki in 1995 
respectively. The meeting afforded an 
excellent opportunity to expand our 
international contacts. 
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AICB 


As the UK member of the Association 
Internationale Contre le Bruit (AICB), 
the Society has been represented on its 
Governing Body for a number of years. 
The fifteenth (bi-annual) Congress of the 
Association was held at Lake Balaton, 
Hungary, in May, when the Society was 
represented by Mr. George Vulkan. As 
recorded in the Review, I am delighted to 
say that the AICB has accepted our offer 
to host the International Congress to be 
held in Brighton in June 1990. This will 
be a three day event and the Call for 
Papers has just been published. 


Divisional Activities 

With regard to our own affairs, I am 
pleased to report that the high level of 
activity which has become the norm for 
most of the Divisions in recent years has 
continued. I have been fortunate to be 
able to attend the Annual General Meet- 
ings of the Northern, South and Mid- 
Wales, and Yorkshire & Humberside 
Divisions, all of which were extremely 
well attended. I much regret that due to 
an unavoidable clash of dates I could not 
attend other meetings which I know 
attracted similar levels of support, under- 
lining once again the vigour of the 
Society. Like my predecessors, I would 
like to express my deepest thanks to the 
Divisional Honorary Secretaries whose 
hard work pays such dividends. Two 
specially organised meetings call for 
particular mention. Firstly, the London 
& South East and Central Southern 
Divisions seminar on Radiation Monitor- 
ing in January which is reported 
separately, and, secondly, the North West 
Division Hazards Training Workshop held 
in Manchester in June. This very 
practically orientated meeting ranged 
across the entire field of major industrial 


hazards and marked a new departure in 
Divisional activities, drawing a _ full 
attendance. I hope that its success will 
encourage others to follow. 


The Standing Committees 


If the input from our Divisions represents 
one fundamental strength of the Society, 
the reputation of our Standing Com- 
mittees is another. We are extremely 
fortunate in having the voluntary services 
of a comprehensive cross-section of the 
nation’s experts embracing all disciplines. 
Committee work of this sort takes time 
and effort, and I would like to take this 
opportunity of thanking all members of 
Council and all the members of Com- 
mittees for attending the meetings and, 
not infrequently, taking the trouble to 
put their thoughts in writing. And I 
know that all members of Council will 
wish me to make a particular point of 
thanking the co-opted members of the 
Committees whose specialist advice is 
critical to policy making. I should also 
like to thank those who have served on 
the Acid Rain and Civil Nuclear Power 
Working Groups. 


While the Review section covers the work 
of the Technical, Parliamentary & Local 
Government and Noise Committees, the 
Conference & Promotions Committee and 
the Finance & Administration Committee 
have been equally active behind the 
scenes. In organising the Society’s 
Annual Conference, Spring Workshop and 
other meetings and in formulating and 
implementing publications policy, the 
Conference & Promotions Committee is 
now directly responsible for generating 
almost 40% of the Society’s gross 
revenue. The Committee has received a 
welcome boost in numbers during the 
past twelve months, but whether of long 
standing or recently joined, I am most 


grateful to all members for their success- 
ful efforts. 


Equally, the Finance & Administration 
Committee has been duly concerned with 
the continuing problems of budget and 
finance, and Secretariat matters including 
staffing changes and the maintenance of 
operations during the major building and 
repair work on the premises. The latter 
had to be seen to be believed, as the outer 
walls of the offices were stripped to the 
steel frame of the building while work 
continued behind plywood screens. 
However, the offices have now been fully 
reinstated and, I am pleased to say, with 
satisfactory recompense by our landlords. 


DoE Grant 


You will see from the balance sheet that 
without the Special Grant from the 
Department of the Environment we 
would have been in deficit on the income 
and expenditure account for the year. 
We are now in the third and final year of 
the Grant and it is clear that unless we 
are successful with a further application 
or we are able to bolster our income in 
other ways, then we shall have to 
consider whether we can sustain our 
future programme at the same high level 
as today. In particular, the DoE Grant 
has provided 50% of the cost of the 
educational and information services 
provided by the Society. Council is 
clear that the maintenace of these services 
remains a first priority, and I trust that 
the DoE will view our new application 
in the same light. Nevertheless, we are 
most grateful for the support received 
over the past three years which has 
helped us considerably. 


Personnel 


With the restructuring of the staff com-

pleted last October, we were looking 
forward to a period of stability as the 
new team got into their stride. Thus, 
Penny Gilbert’s tragic death in March 
came as a great blow. However, Tim 
Brown has done a splendid job as Acting 
Editor pending the arrival of our new 
Editor, Miss Loveday Murley, at the 
beginning of September. She joins the 
staff from a similar appointment with the 
International Organisation of Consumers 
Unions which is based at The Hague. 
Other staff changes include the appoint- 
ment of Mrs Wendy Messer as Secretary 
to the Secretary General and Administra- 
tion Manager (whilst Mrs Vanessa Draper 
is on maternity leave) and Miss Mary 
Stevens who is our new Assistant 
Information Officer. 


The President 


We are indeed favoured in having Lord 
Nathan as our President. His support has 
been outstanding, both in his contribu- 
tions to Conference and the Workshop, 
his willingness to press the Society’s case 
in interviews with the Press, TV and 
radio, and, not least, in his advice to 
Council. We are most grateful. 


We are equally fortunate in the quality of 
our Vice-Presidents and I am delighted to 
report that Sir Hugh Rossi MP, Chairman 
of the Select Committee on the Environ- 
ment, Simon Hughes MP, and Gareth 
Wardell MP have agreed to accept a 
further term of office. 


90th Birthday Reception 


Following a number of suggestions that 
the Society should commemorate its 
ninetieth birthday next year, we have 
accepted the kind offer of the President 
that he should host a buffet reception to 
be held on the River Terrace of the House 
of Lords on Monday 15 May, 1989. On 
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current plans there should just about be 
sufficient space for all sections of the 
Society to be represented, to enable us to 
say thank you to those who give us active 
support as well as leave room to welcome 
others to whom we might look for future 
assistance. The Secretary General will be 
asking the Divisional Honorary 
Secretaries to help him draw up the 
invitation list. . 


Concluding Remarks 


In concluding my report, I very much 
regret the passing of so many members 
whose names have been at the forefront 
of our activities over the last forty or so 
years.. These include Stanley Cohen, 
T. Henry Turner, Ronald Shapter and 
Philip Sharp. Their obituaries have been 
reported in Clean Air. They will all be 
greatly missed and I would like to take 
this opportunity to extend our deepest 
sympathy to the loves ones they have left 
behind. 


On behalf of members of the Society, I 
should like to thank the Secretary 
General and all the members of our 
headquarters staff for their eminently 
successful and loyal efforts on our behalf 
during a remarkably difficult year. Their 
performance has been quite splendid. 


In conclusion, I would repeat that despite 
another year of unremitting activity, 
there is still a long way to go in achieving 
our goals. If, at one end of the scale, we 
are now at the point of requiring a World 
Treaty on the protection of the atmos- 
phere, the ecosphere and the biosphere, 
at the other extreme we remain rightly 
concerned about pollution abatement as 
it affects us day by day. 


For me personally, it has been a stimulat- 
ing and rewarding year and | will jong 
remember the support I have enjoyed 
from the Officers of the Society. In 
particular I would mention our Secretary 
General, John Langston, our Senior 
Deputy Chairman, Bill Snow, and our 
Honorary Treasurer, Brian Edwick. I 
have worked closely with all of them 
during this period of problems for us and 
they have been towers of strength. It has 
been an honour and a privilege to occupy 
the office of Chairman and I hand over 
to Bill Snow in the sure knowledge that 
he will be pursuing, as he always does, the 
tasks in hand with great ability, with 
vigour and with the benefit of his wide 
in depth experience of environmental 
matters. I wish him every success in his 
year of office.

MEMORANDUM OF ASSOCIATION 
OF 
THE NATIONAL SOCIETY FOR CLEAN AIR 


Adopted by Special Resolution 29 March 1974 and amended by Special Resolution on 5 October 


1981 


The name of the Company (hereinafter called ‘the Society’) is “The National Society for 
Clean Air”’. 

The registered office of the Society will be situate in England. 

The object for which the Society is established is to seek the improvement of the environment 
by promoting clean air through the reduction of air pollution, noise and other atmospheric 
contaminants having regard for the implications for other aspects of the environment. 

(A) To initiate, assist, promote and encourage the investigation, consideration and discussion 
of all forms of pollution in order to achieve its reduction or prevention, and to undertake, or 
support or aid the undertaking of, investigations and research relevant to the causes and effects 
of pollution and the means to prevent it and to publish the results of such research. 

(B) To promote public education in all matters relating to the value and importance of clean 
air and methods and consequences of air pollution control and forms of pollution control by 
arranging meetings, publications, exhibitions, the delivery of lectures and addresses, the display 
of pictures, cinematograph films and models and by other means. 

(C) To encourage the adoption of methods to reduce and prevent pollution. 

(D) To promote, assist, support, or oppose, as may be consistent with the objects for which 
the Society is established, any administrative or other measures or proposed measures affecting 
pollution. 

(E) To initiate, support and co-operate with others in proposals and activities calculated to 
assist the promotion of the Society’s objects. 

(F) To establish, and support or aid in the establishment and support of any charitable associa- 
tion or institutions and to subscribe or guarantee money for charitable purposes in any way 
connected with the Society’s purposes or calculated to further its objects. 

(G) To purchase, take on lease or in exchange, hire or otherwise acquire any real or personal 
property and any rights or privileges which the Society may think necessary or convenient for 
the promotion of its objects, and to construct, maintain and alter any buildings or erections 
necessary or convenient for the work of the Society. 

(H) To sell, let, mortgage, dispose of or turn to account all or any of the property or assets of 
the Society as may be thought expedient with a view to the promotion of its objects. 

(I) To undertake and execute any trusts which may lawfully be undertaken by the Society and 
may be conducive to its objects. 

(J) To borrow or raise money for the purposes of the Society and subject to this Memorandum 
of Association on such terms and on such security as may be thought fit. ) 

(K) To invest the moneys of the Society not immediately required for its purposes in or upon 
such investments, securities or property as may be thought fit, but so that moneys subject or 
representing property subject to the jurisdiction of the Charity Commissioners for England and 
Wales shall only be invested in such securities and with such sanction (if any) as may for the 
time being be prescribed by law. 

(L) If and when considered advisable, to take all such measures as may be necessary to convert 
the Society into a body specially incorporated by Royal Charter or otherwise, or to secure the 
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creation of a new body so incorporated with the object of carrying out the purposes of the 
Society and continuing the work thereof. 

(M) To take all such other steps as will further the attainment of the above objects or any of 
them. 

PROVIDED FIRST that, notwithstanding anything contained in the preceding paragraphs of 
this Clause, the objects of the Society shall be restricted to such only of the objects aforesaid as 
are according to the law of England exclusively charitable. 

PROVIDED SECONDLY that the Society’s objects shall not extend to regulation of relations 
between workers and employers or organisations of workers and organisations of employers. 
PROVIDED THIRDLY that in case the Society shall take or hold any property subject to the 
jurisdiction of the Charity Commissioners for England and Wales or the Secretary of State for 
Education and Science, the Society shall not sell, mortgage, charge or lease the same without 
such authority, approval or consent as may be required by law and as regards any such property 
the Council of the Society (hereinafter called “the Council’’) shall be chargeable for any such 
property that may come into their hands and shall be answerable and accountable for their own 
acts, receipts, neglects and defaults, and for the due administration of such property in the 
same manner and to the same extent as the Council would have been if no incorporation had 
been effected, and the incorporation of the Society shall not diminish or impair any control or 
authority exercisable by the Chancery Division, the Charity Commissioners or the Secretary of 
State for Education and Science over the Council but they shall as regards any such property be 
subject jointly and severally to such control or authority as if the Society were not incor- 
porated. In case the Society shall take or hold any property which may be subject to any 
trusts, the Society shall only deal with the same in such manner as allowed by law, having 
regard to such trusts. 

4, The income and property of the Society, whencesoever derived, shall be applied solely towards 

the promotion of the objects of the Society as set forth in this Memorandum of Association 
and no portion thereof shall be paid or transferred directly or indirectly, by way of dividend 
bonus or otherwise howsoever by way of profit, to the members of the Society. 
PROVIDED that nothing herein shall prevent the payment, in good faith, of reasonable and 
proper remuneration and pension to any officer or servant of the Society in return for any 
services actually rendered to the Society, nor prevent the payment of interest at a rate of 6% 
per annum on money lent or reasonable and proper rent for premises demised or let by any 
member to the Society nor prevent the gratuitous distribution among, or sale at a discount to, 
subscribers to the funds of the Society of any books or other publications, whether published 
by the Society or otherwise, relating to all or any of the Society’s objects above set forth; but 
so that no member of the Council shall be appointed to any salaried office of the Society or 
any office of the Society paid by fees, and that no remuneration or other benefit in money or 
money’s worth shall be given by the Society to any member of the Council, except repayment 
of out-of-pocket expenses and interest at the rate aforesaid on money lent or reasonable and 
proper rent for premises demised or let to the Society; provided that the provision last aforesaid 
shall not apply to any payment to any company of which a member of the Council may bea 
member, and in which such member shall not hold more than one hundredth part of the 
capital, and such member shall not be bound to account for any share of profits he may receive 
in respect of any such payment. 


5. No addition, alteration or amendment shall be made to or in the provisions of the Memoran- 
dum or Articles of Association of the Society for the time being in force unless the same shall 
have been previously submitted to and approved by the Department of Trade. 

6. The fourth and fifth paragraphs of this Memorandum of Association contain conditions on 
which a licence is granted by the Board of Trade to the Association in pursuance of section 
19(1) of the Companies Act 1948. 

ie The liability of the members is limited. 

8. Every member of the Society undertakes to contribute to the assets of the Society, in the event 
of the same being wound up while he is a member, or within one year after he ceases to bea 
member, for payment of the debts and liabilities of the Society contracted before he ceases to 
be a member, and of the costs, charges and expenses of winding-up, and for the adjustment of 
the rights of the contributories among themselves, such amount as may be required not exceed- 


ing 5s(25p). 
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a: If upon the winding up or dissolution of the Society there remains, after the satisfaction of all 
its debts and liabilities, any property whatsoever, the same shall not be paid to or distributed 
among the members of the Society, but shall be given or transferred to some other charitable 
institution or institutions having objects similar to the objects of the Society, and which shall 
prohibit the distribution of its or their members to an extent at least as great as is imposed on 
the Society at or before the time of dissolution, and if and so far as effect cannot be given to 
such provision, then to some charitable object.

Subject as aforesaid, any words or expressions defined in the Acts or any statutory modification 
thereof in force at the date on which these presents become binding on the Society shall, if not 
inconsistent with the subject or context, bear the same meanings in these presents. 
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MEMBERSHIP 
2. The number of members with which the Society is registered is unlimited. 
3. The provisions of section 110 of the Act of 1948 shall be observed by the Society and every 
member of the Society, other than Honorary Members, shall either make a written request to become 
a member (which request may be included in his application for membership made in accordance with 
Article 4(i) of these presents) or sign a written consent to become a member or sign the register of 
members on becoming a member. 
4.(a) The members of the Society shall be the persons who are Members of the Society and such other 
persons as the Council shall from time to time elect or recommend to the Society for election. 

(b) The Society shall consist of a President, Vice-Presidents, Secretary General, Honorary Members, 
Individual Members, Local Authority Members, Corporate Members and Student Members. The 
Sacietv mav also have a Patron or Patrons as hereinafter mentioned. 


Classes of Membership: 
Individual Members 
(c) (i) Any Individual who supports the objects of the Society shall be eligible for admission as an 

Individual Member. 
(ii)On attainment of the age of 65 or retirement from salaried employment at the age of 60, 
whichever shall be the earlier, Individual Members may, at the discretion of the Council, retain 
their membership as Individual Members of the Society on payment of a fixed sum as prescribed 
in the Bye-laws of the Society, 


Local Authority Members 

(d)(i) Any Local Authority supporting the objects of the Society shall be eligible for admission as a 
Local Authority Member. A Local Authority Member shall be entitled from time to time to 
appoint, and to revoke the appointment of not more than five Representatives. Each of the 
Representatives of a Local Authority Member shall be entitled to exercise on its behalf the same 
rights as an Individual Member and (if not himself an Individual Member) shall, by virtue of his 
appointment to any office of the Society or to membership of the Council. 
(ii) For the purpose of this Article, the designation Local Authority shall be deemed to include 
Health Authorities and Water Authorities or such other like authorities as the Council shall from 
time to time admit for membership. 


Corporate Members 

(e)(i) Any Society, Institution, Company, Association, Board or Group or educational establish- 
ment being in every case an incorporated body supporting the objects of the Society shall be 
eligible for admission as a Corporate Member. A Corporate Member shall be entitled to appoint 
Representatives according to subscription as set out in the Bye-laws, and any such Represent- 
atives shall be entitled to exercise on its behalf the same rights as an Individual Member, and (if 
not himself an Individual Member) shall, by virtue of his appointment as such Representative, 
be eligible for election or appointment to any office of the Society or to membership of the 
Council. 
(ii) An unincorporated body (including a firm) may not as such become a member of the 
Society, but if it desires to obtain the advantages of membership it may nominate Represent- 
atives (determined according to subscription as aforesaid) to apply in its name for membership 
and exercise the rights of membership on its behalf. Every person so applying for membership 
shall be subject to the same rules and regulations as to admission and otherwise as any person not 
so nominated, and shall if admitted have the same rights and be subject to the same liabilities and 
incidents as any Individual Member except that (i) such persons shall be liable to pay such annual 
subscription as is appropriate to a Corporate Member (ii) if his nomination is revoked by such 
body he shall cease to be a member. References in these presents or in the Bye-laws to Corporate 
members shall as far as the context admits include references to unincorporated bodies having 
nominated representative members provided always that no such body shall as such have any 
rights of voting or otherwise or be deemed for any purpose to be a member of the Society. 


Sustaining Members 
(f) Any member who subscribes not less than the sum as prescribed in the Bye-laws for this class of 
membership shall be eligible for admission as a Sustaining Member. 
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Honorary Members 

(g) Individuals who have rendered outstanding service in promoting the objects of the Society shall 
be eligible for admission as Honorary Members and such persons, being duly admitted shall enjoy all 
the privileges of membership (including the right to vote) except that they shall not by virtue of their 
Honorary Membership alone be deemed to be members of the Society for the purpose of registering 
within the meaning of Article 3 of these presents or be entered on the Register of members of the 
Society or be entitled to vote on a special or extraordinary resolution or be under any liability for the 
debts and liabilities of the Society. 


Student Members 

(h) Any bona fide non-graduate student pursuing a course of study at school, college or university 
shall be eligible for admission as a Student Member on payment of the subscription prescribed in the 
Bye-Laws. 


Application for Membership 

(i) Every person wishing to join the Society and eligible for election as a Member, must apply in 
writing and shall deposit with such application the first annual subscription which shall be returned in 
the event of non-election. 


Resignation of Members 
(j) (i) Every member duly elected shall continue as such until he shall resign by notice in writing, to 
the Secretary General, such notice being accompanied by any monies due to the Society. 
(ii) The Council shall have the power to remove any member: 
(a) whose annual subscription has remained unpaid for two successive years, or 
(b) who, in the opinion of the Council has acted in a manner prejudicial to the interests and 
objects of the Society or has behaved in such a manner as to render his further member- 
ship detrimental to the interests of the Society, or 
(c) (c) at its sole discretion without assigning any reason therefore. 
Provided that in every case the Member concerned shall have the opportunity to make representations 
defending his conduct in writing to the Council. 


Annual Subscriptions 
(k) The Council shall make Bye-Laws from time to time to fix annual subscriptions payable by the 
various classes of Members. The Bye-Laws shall be confirmed by the Society in General Meeting. 


ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING 

5. The Society shall hold a General Meeting in every calendar year as its Annual General Meeting at 
such time and place as may be determined by the Council, and shall specify the Meeting as such in the 
notices calling it, provided that every Annual General Meeting shall be held not more than fifteen 
months after the holding of the last preceding Annual General Meeting. 


EXTRAORDINARY GENERAL MEETING 

6. All General Meetings, other than Annual General Meetings, shall be called Extraordinary General 
Meetings. 

7. The Council may whenever they think fit convene an Extraordinary General Meeting, and Extra- 
ordinary Meetings shall also be convened on such requisition, or in default may be convened by such 
requisitions, as provided by section 132 of the Act of 1948. 


NOTICE OF MEETINGS 

8. Twenty-one days’ notice in writing at the least of every Annual General Meeting and of every 
Meeting convened to pass a Special Resolution, and fourteen days’ notice in writing at the least of 
every other General Meeting (exclusive in every case both of the day on which it is served or deemed 
to be served and of the day for which it is given), specifying the place, the day and the hour of 
meeting, and in the case of business other than routine business the general nature of that business, 
shall be given in manner hereinafter mentioned to such persons (including the Auditors) as are under 
these presents or under the Act entitled to receive such notices from the Society; but with the consent 
of all the members having the right to attend and vote thereat, or of such proportion of them as is 
prescribed by the Act in the case of meetings other than Annual General Meetings, a meeting may be 
convened by such notice as those members may think fit. 

9. The accidental omissions to give notice of a meeting to, or the non-receipt of such notice by, any 
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person entitled to receive notice thereof shall not invalidate the proceedings at such meetings. 


PROCEEDINGS AT GENERAL MEETINGS 
10. Routine business shall mean and include only business transacted at an Annual General Meeting 
of the following classes, that is to say: 

(a) Reading and considering the accounts and balance sheet and the annual reports of the Council 

and the Auditors. 

(b) Appointing Auditors and fixing their remuneration. 

(c) Receiving the results of the elections of the Council and other Officers. 
11. No business shall be transacted at any General Meeting unless a quorum is present when the 
meeting proceeds to business. Save as herein otherwise provided ten members or Representatives of 
members personally present shall be a quorum. 
12. If within half an hour from the time appointed for the holding of a General Meeting a quorum is 
not present, the meeting, if convened on the requisition of members, shall be dissolved. In any other 
case it shall stand adjourned to the same day in the next week, at the same time and place, or at such 
other place as the Council may determine, and if at such adjourned meeting a quorum is not present 
within half an hour from the time appointed for holding the meeting the members present shall be a 
quorum. 
13. The Chairman (if any) of the Council shall preside as Chairman at every General Meeting, but if 
there be no such Chairman, or if at any meeting he shall not be present within fifteen minutes after 
the time appointed for holding the same, or shall be unwilling to preside, the members present shall 
choose one of the Deputy Chairmen or some other member of the Council, or if no such member be 
present, or if all the members of the Council present decline to take the chair, they shall choose some 
member or Representative of a member of the Society who shall be present to preside. 
14. The Chairman may, with the consent of any meeting at which a quorum is present (and shall if 
so directed by the meeting) adjourn the meeting from time to time, and from place to place, but no 
business shall be transacted at any adjourned meeting other than business which might have been 
transacted at the meeting from which the adjournment took place. Whenever a meeting is adjourned 
for thirty days or more, notice of the adjourned meeting shall be given in the same manner as of an 
original meeting. Save as aforesaid, the members shall not be entitled to any notice of an adjourn- 
ment, or of the business to be transacted at an adjourned meeting. 
15. At any General Meeting a resolution put to the vote of the meeting shall be decided on a show of 
hands, unless a poll is, before or upon the declaration of the result of the show of hands, demanded by 
the Chairman or by at least five members or Representatives of members present in person or by 
proxy, or by members or Representatives of members present in person or by proxy and representing 
not less than one-tenth of the total voting rights of all the members and Representatives of members 
having the right to vote at the meeting, and unless a poll be so demanded a declaration by the 
Chairman of the meeting that a resolution has been carried, or carried unanimously or by a particular 
majority or lost, or not carried by a particular majority, and an entry to that effect in the minute book 
of the Society shall be conclusive evidence of the fact without proof of the number of proportion of 
the votes recorded in favour of or against that resolution. The demand for a poll may be withdrawn. 
16. Subject to the provisions of Article 17, if a poll be demanded in manner aforesaid, it shall be 
taken at such time and place, and in such manner, as the Chairman of the meeting shall direct, and the 
result of the poll shall be deemed to be the resolution of the meeting at which the poll was demanded. 
17. No poll shall be demanded on the election of a Chairman of a meeting or on any question of 
adjournment. 
18. In the case of an equality of votes, whether on a show of hands or on a poll, the Chairman of the 
meeting shall be entitled to a second or casting vote. 
19. The demand of a poll shall not prevent the continuance of a meeting for the transaction of any 
business other than the question on which a poll has been demanded. 


VOTES OF MEMBERS 

20. Subject as hereinafter provided, every member shall have one vote. A Local Authority Member 
or Corporate Member shall have one vote for each of its Representatives which shall be exercisable 
by such Representatives in person. 

21. Except in accordance with Articles 4(g) and 29, and unless the Council otherwise determine, no 
member other than a member duly registered, who shall have paid every subscription and other sum (if 
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any) which shall be due and payable to the Society, in respect of his membership, shall be entitled to 
vote on any question either personally through its Representatives or by proxy, or as a proxy for 
another member at any General Meeting. 

22.(a) Votes may be given on a poll either personally or by proxy. A proxy need not be a member. 

(b) The instrument appointing a proxy shall be in writing under the hand of the appointer, or his 
attorney duly authorised in writing, or if such appointer is a corporation under its common seal, if 
any, and if none, then under the hand of some officer duly authorised in that behalf. In the case of a 
Representative of a member any proxy shall be appointed by the member itself or its attorney and not 
by the Representative. 

(c) The instrument appointing a proxy and the power of attorney or other authority (if any) under 
which it is signed or a notarially certified or office copy thereof shall be deposited at the office not 
less than 48 hours before the time appointed for holding the meeting or adjourned meeting at which 
-the person named in the instrument proposes to vote, or in the case of a poll not less than 24 hours 
before the time appointed for the taking of the poll, and in default the instrument of proxy shall not 
be treated as valid. No instrument appointing a proxy shall be valid after the expiration of 12 months 
from the date of its execution. 

(d) A vote given in accordance with the terms of an instrument of proxy shall be valid notwith- 
standing the previous death or insanity of the principal or revocation of the proxy or of the authority 
under which the proxy was executed, provided that no intimation in writing of the death, insanity or 
revocation as aforesaid shall have been received at the office before the commencement of the meeting 
or adjourned meeting at which the proxy is used. 

(e) An instrument appointing a proxy shall be in the common form or in such other form as the 
Council may accept, and shall be deemed to confer authority to demand or join in demanding a poll. 


HONORARY OFFICERS 

23. The officers of the Society shall consist of a President, Honorary Treasurer, Chairman and two 
Deputy Chairmen of the Council, the Immediate Past Chairman of the Council and may also include 
a Patron or Patrons as hereinafter mentioned. 


PATRON 

24. The Council may accept the patronage of any person or persons and shall thereupon elect such 
person or persons to be the Patron or Patrons of the Society for life or for such period as the Council 
may determine. 


PRESIDENT 
25. The President shall be elected annually by the Society under the Bye-Laws. No person shall hold 
the office of President for more than two years in succession. 


HONORARY TREASURER 

26. The Honorary Treasurer shall be elected annually by the Society under the Bye-Laws. The 
Honorary Treasurer shall be responsible for the uninvested funds of the Society and he shall cause all 
necessary and proper accounts to be kept in accordance with Article 47 hereof. 


VICE-PRESIDENTS 
27a) Any person may be elected by the Society as a Vice-President providing that he or she is a 
person of distinction in an appropriate field who is likely to promote actively the work of the Society. 
(b) Vice-Presidents shall normally be elected for a single term ot three years 
(c) Vice-Presidents shall not exceed nine in number nor more than three be elected annually. 


CHAIRMAN AND DEPUTY CHAIRMEN 

28. The Chairman and Deputy Chairmen shall be elected annually be the Council from its own 
members at its first meeting after the Annual General Meeting. 

29. The Patron or Patrons (if any) of the Society, the President of the Society, and the Vice- 
Presidents shall enjoy all the rights of membership (including the right to vote) during their term of 
office except that they shall not by virtue of their office alone be deemed to be members of the 
Society for the purposes of registration within the meaning of Article 3 of these presents or be entered 
on the Register of Members of the Society or be entitled to vote on a special or extraordinary 
resolution or be under any liability for the debts and liabilities of the Society. 
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THE COUNCIL 

30. Subject as hereinafter provided, the members of Council shall not be less than 20 in number. The 
Society may, by Ordinary Resolution from time to time, increase or reduce the minimum number of 
members of the Council. The Council may act notwithstanding any vacancies in their body, but if the 
members of the Council shall be reduced in number to less than that required for a quorum for their 
meetings, they may act as the Council for the purpose only of summoning a general meeting of the 
Society. 

31. The Council shall consist of the Patron or Patrons (if any), the President, the immediate Past 
President, the Honorary Treasurer, the immediate past Chairman, a number of Divisional Represent- 
atives elected as hereinafter provided; and not more than a like number of other persons consisting 
of Representatives of National or similar organisations which are Corporate Members of the Society, 
at the invitation of the Council. No person other than a member of the Society or a Representative of 
a member may be appointed a member of the Council. The Council may from time to time and at any 
time appoint any member of the Society or a Representative of a member as a member of the Council, 
either to fill a casual vacancy or by way of addition to the Council. Any member so appointed shall 
retain his office only until the next Annual General MESHING, but he shall be eligible for re-election or 
re-appointment. 

The term National or similar organisation shall refer to any institution, association, society or board or 
other similar organisation, the activities of which extend to the whole of the United Kingdom, or to 
England, Scotland, Wales or Northern Ireland, and which is accepted by the Council as a National or 
similar organisation for the purposes of these presents. 


APPOINTMENT AND RETIREMENT OF MEMBERS OF THE COUNCIL 
32.(a) The members and Representatives of members of each Division shall elect annually from among 
their number Representatives to be members of the Council. Divisional Representatives shall be 
elected to the Council for a period of three years. One-third of the elected members shall retire in 
rotation each year; such members shall be eligible for re-election. The number of Divisional 
Representatives to be elected by each Division shall each year be determined by the Council. 

(b) A National or similar organisation shall be entitled to nominate annually one Representative 
for Membership of the Council under Article 31. 

(c) The elected members of the Council shall (unless re-elected) vacate office after three years in 
accordance with the provisions of Article 32(a). 
33. The Office of a member of the Council shall be vacated: 

(a) If he ceased to be a member or a Representative of a member of the Society; 

(b) If by notice in writing to the Society he resigns his office; 

(c) If a receiving order is made against him or he makes any arrangement or composition with his 
creditors; 

(d) If he becomes of unsound mind; 

(e) If he ceases to hold office by reason of any order made under Section 188 of the Act of 1948; 

(f) If he is removed from office by a Resolution duly passed pursuant to Section 184 of the Act. 
34, A member of the Council who has attained the age of seventy shall be eligible for election and 
the provision of subsections (1) and (2) of Section 185 of the Act of 1948 shall not apply. 


POWERS OF THE COUNCIL 

35. The Management of the Society shall be in the hands of the Council who may pay all expenses 
incurred in forming and registering the Society and may exercise all such powers of the Society as are 
not by the Act of 1948 or by these presents required to be exercised by the Society in General 
Meeting, subject nevertheless to any regulations of these presents, to the provisions of the Act of 
1948, and to such regulations (not inconsistent with the aforesaid regulations or provisions) as may be 
prescribed by the Society in General Meeting, but no regulations so made by the Society shall 
invalidate any prior act of the Council which would have been valid if such regulations had not been 
made. The general powers given by this Article shall not be limited or restricted by any special 
authority or power given to the Council by any other Article. 

36.(i) The Council shall, as necessary, make and recommend the adoption, alteration and revocation 
of the Bye-Laws for the regulation of the Society and otherwise for the furtherance of the purposes 
for which the Society is established, provided that the Bye-Laws are not repugnant to the Memo- 
randum of Association or these presents. Such recommendations of the Council shall be laid before 
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the Society at the following Annual General Meeting or at an Extraordinary General Meeting called 
for that purpose for adoption, if thought fit, by Ordinary Resolution. The Bye-Laws for the time 
being in force shall be binding upon all members until varied or set aside as hereinafter provided. It is 
expressly declared that, without prejudice to the powers of the Society to adopt Bye-Laws on other 
matters, the following shall be deemed to be matters which (so far as not governed by, and subject 
always to the provisions of, these presents) may be governed by Bye-Laws within the meaning of this 
article, that is to say: 

(a) As to entrance fees (if any) payable in respect of membership of the Society. 

(b) As to the annual, quarterly or other subscriptions or payments to be payable by the mem- 
bers of the Society. 

(c) As to the rights and privileges to-be accorded to, and the qualifications, restrictions and 
conditions to be imposed on, members of the Society. 

(d) As to Committees of members in connection with various branches of the Society’s activi- 
ties, and as to the appointment, removal, qualification, disqualification, duties, functions, 
powers and privileges of members of such Committees. 

(e) As to the manner in which the Elections of Officers and Council members shall be con- 
ducted. 

(f) As to the Geographical Divisions of the Society for electoral purposes,-and the setting up 
and regulation of Divisional Councils and their membership, duties, functions and powers. 

(ii) The Council shall have power to issue Standing Orders from time to time regulating the 
appointment of various committees from Members of the Society or otherwise as provided herein for 
the better administration of the business of the Council and directing the terms of reference of such 
committees and the procedure governing the transaction of their business. 

(iii) Any committee appointed in accordance with this article shall have power to adopt persons to 
act as members of the committee whose qualifications or experience will assist the committee in its 
work, but the number of persons so adopted shall not exceed one-third of the membership of the 
committee excluding adopted members. 


SECRETARY GENERAL 

37.i) The Secretary General shall be appointed by the Council for such time at such remuneration 
and upon such conditions as they think fit, and any person so appointed may be removed by them. 
The provisions of Section 177 and 179 of the Act of 1948 shall apply and be observed. 

(ii) The Secretary General shall from time to time submit financial statements at the request of the 
Council. It shall be his duty, under the direction of the Council to conduct the correspondence of the 
Society, to attend meetings of the Council and Committees thereof, to take minutes of the proceed- 
ings of such meetings, to superintend the publication of such papers as the Council may direct, engage 
and be responsible for all persons employed under him, and, in general, conduct the ordinary business 
of the Society in accordance with the Memorandum and Articles of Association. 

(iii) The Council may from time to time by resolution appoint an assistant or deputy Secretary 
General, and any person so appointed may act in place of the Secretary General if there be no 
Secretary General or no Secretary General capable of acting. 


THE SEAL 

38. The Council shall provide a Common Seal of the Society and make rules for the safe custody and 
use thereof, and it shall only be used by the Authority of the Council previously given and in the 
presence of one member of the Council at least, and every such instrument shall be countersigned by 
the Secretary General or some other person duly authorised by the Council. 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE COUNCIL 

39. The Council may meet together for the dispatch of business, adjourn and otherwise regulate their 
meetings as they think fit, and determine the quorum necessary for the transaction of business. Unless 
otherwise determined, ten shall be a quorum. Questions arising at any meetings shall be decided by a 
majority of votes. In cases of an equality of votes the Chairman shall have a second or casting vote. 
40. Five members of the Council may, and on the request of five members of the Council the Secre- 
tary General shall, at any time, summon a meeting of the Council by notice served upon the several 
members of the Council. A member of the Council who is absent from the United Kingdom shall not 
be entitled to notice of a meeting. 

41. The Chairman shall be entitled to preside at all meetings of the Council at which he shall be 
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present, but if no such Chairman be elected, or if at any meeting the Chairman be not present within 
five minutes after the time appointed for holding the meeting and willing to preside, the members of 
the Council present shall choose one of the Deputy Chairmen and failing them one other of their 
number to be Chairman of the Meeting. 

42. A meeting of the Council at which a quorum is present shall be competent to exercise all the 
authorities, powers and discretions by or under the regulations of the Society for the time being 
vested in the Council generally. 

43. The Council may delegate any of their powers to Committees consisting of such member or 
members of the Council as they think fit, and any Committee so formed shall, in the exercise of the 
power so delegated, conform to any regulations imposed on it by the Council. The meetings and 
proceedings of any such Committee shall be governed by the provisions of these presents for regulating 
the meetings and proceedings of. the Council so far as applicable and so far as the same shail not be 
superceded by any Bve-Laws made by the Council. 

44. All acts bona fide done by any meeting of the Council or any Committee of the Gonucil, or by 
any person acting as a member of the Council, shall notwithstanding it be afterwards discovered that 
there was some defect in the appointment or continuance in office of any such member or person 
acting as aforesaid, or that they or any of them were disqualified, be as valid as if every such person 
had been duly appointed or had duly continued in office and was disqualified to be a member of the 
Council. 

45. The Council shall cause proper minutes to be made of all appointments of officers made by the 
Council and of the proceedings of all meetings of the Society and of the Council and of Committees of 
the Council, and all business transacted at such meetings, and any such minutes of any meetings, if 
purporting to be signed by the Chairman of such meeting, or by the Chairman of the next succeeding 
meeting, shall be sufficient evidence without any further proof of the facts therein stated. 

46. A resolution in writing signed by a majority of the members for the time being of the Council or 
of any Committee of the Council who are entitled to receive notice of a meeting of the Council or of 
such committee shall be as valid and effectual as if it had been passed at a meeting of the Council or of 
such committee duly convened and constituted. 


ACCOUNTS 
47. The Council shall cause proper books of account to be kept with respect to: 

(a) all sums of money received and expended by the Society and the matters in respect of which 

such receipts and expenditure take place; 

(b) all sales and purchases of goods by the Society; and 

(c) the assets and liabilities of the Society. 
Proper books shall not be deemed to be kept if there are not kept such books of account as are 
necessary to give a true and fair view of the state of affairs of the Society and to explain its 
transactions. 
48. The books of account shall be kept at the cffice, or subject to section 147(3) of the Act of 1948 
at such other place or places as the Council shall think fit, and shall always be open to the inspection 
of the members of the Council. 
49. The Council may from time to time impose reasonable restrictions as to the time and manner of 
the inspection by the members (other than members of the Council) or by Representatives of 
members of the accounts and books of the Society, or any of them, and subject to such restrictions 
the accounts and books of the Society shall be open to the inspection of such members or Represent- 
atives of members at all reasonable times during business hours. 
50. The Council shall from time to time in accordance with sections 148, 150 and 157 of the Act of 
1948 cause to be prepared and laid before the Society in General Meeting, such income and expend- 
iture accounts, balance sheets and group accounts (if any) and reports as are referred to in those 
Sections. A copy of every balance sheet (including every document required by law to be annexed 
thereto) which is to be laid before the Society in General Meeting, together with a copy of the 
Auditors report, shall not less than twenty-one days before the date of the meeting be sent to every 
member of, and holder of debentures of, the Society. Provided that this Article shall not require a 
copy of those documents to be sent to any person of whose address the Society is not aware or to 
more than one of the joint holders of any debentures. 
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AUDIT 

51. Once at least in every year the accounts of the Society shall be examined and the correctness of 
the income and expenditure account and balance sheet ascertained by one or more properly qualified 
Auditor or Auditors. 

52. Auditors shall be appointed and their duties regulated in accordance with sections 159 to 162 of 
the Act of 1948 the members of the Council being treated as the Directors mentioned in those 
sections. 


NOTICES 

53. A notice may be served by the Society upon any member, either personally or by sending it 
through the post in a prepaid letter, addressed to such member at his registered address as appearing in 
the register of members. 

54. Any member described in the register of members by an address not within the United Kingdom, 
who shall from time to time give the Society an address within the United Kingdom at which a notice 
may be served upon him, shall be entitled to have notices served upon him at such address, but, save as 
aforesaid and as provided by the Act, only those members who are described in the register of 
members by an address within the United Kingdom shall be entitled to receive notices from the 
Society. 

55. Any notice, if served by post, shall be deemed to have been served on the day following that on 
which the letter containing the same is put into the post, and in proving such service it shall be 
sufficient to prove that the letter containing the notice was properly addressed and put into the post 
office as a prepaid letter. 


DISSOLUTION 


56. Clause 9 of the Memorandum of Association of the Society relating to the winding up and 
dissolution of the Society shall have effect as if the provisions thereof were repeated in these Articles. 





BYE-LAWS 


Adopted by Ordinary Resolution dated the 29 March 1974 and as amended on 13 October 1976, 
6 July 1977, 20 July 1978, 16 July 1980, 5 October 1981, 18 October 1982, 31 October 1983, 
1 October 1984, 14 October 1985, 27 October 1986 and 24 October 1987. 


DEFINITIONS . 
1. The Definitions section of the Articles of Association of the Society shall be deemed to be 


incorporated in and applied to these presents. 


SUBSCRIPTIONS 
2. Annual Subscriptions shall be as hereinafter provided. A first annual subscription shall be made 
on application for Membership and shall continue in force until the first day of April of the following 
year, when it shall be renewable. 
(a) Individual Members 
(i) The annual subscription payable by an Individual Member shall be not less than £11.50. 
On attainment of the age of 65 or retirement from salaried employment at the age of 60, 
whichever shall be the earlier on payment of the sum of Twenty Three Pounds, Individual 
Members may, at the discretion of the Council, retain their membership of the Society in 
perpetuity, but always subject to the Council’s right of removal. 
(ii) Individual Members may on payment of not less than Two Hundred and Thirty Pounds 
become Life Members of the Society. 
(b) Local Authority Members 
The annual subscription payable by a Local Authority shall be not less than as follows. For local 
authorities with a population of: ‘ 


Less than 100,000 £158.00 
100,001 to 250,000 £192.00 
250,001 to 500,000 £234.00 
500,001 to 1,000,000 £306.00 


For each additional 500,000 or part thereof— £30.00 
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(c) Corporate Members and unincorporated bodies appointed in accordance with Article 4(e)(ii). 
The Annual subscription payable by Corporate Members and Unincorporated bodies shall be not 
less than as follows: 

(i) Small local civic socieities, colleges, schools and similar organisations — £20.00 

(ii) Regional and national societies and similar organisations, consultants and small industrial 
and commercial firms — £112.00 

(iii) Industrial organisations — £158.00 

(d) Sustaining Members 
The annual subscription for Sustaining Members shall be not less than £200.00. 

(e) Membership — Special Cases 
The Council shall have power to elect any applicant for Membership to an appropriate grade of 
Membership, on such special terms as to subscription or otherwise as after considering any 
reasons for so doing stated by such applicant the Council may think proper. 


REPRESENTATIVES OF MEMBERS 
3(a) Local Authority Members 
Each Local Authority Member shall be entitled to appoint not more than five Representatives. 
(b) Corporate Members 
(i) Corporate Members elected to membership under Bye-law 2(c)(i) shall each be entitled to 
appoint one representative. 
(ii) Corporate Members elected to membership under Bye-law 2(c)(ii) shall each be entitled to 
appoint three representatives. 
(iii) Corporate Members elected to membership under Bye-law 2(c)(iii) shall each be entitled to 
appoint five representatives. 
(iv) A Corporate Member having a Branch or Section situated in a Division other than that 
Division in which the address of the Corporate Member is situated shall, in such Division, 
be entitled to appoint Delegates to participate in the activities of the appropriate Division. 


RIGHTS OF MEMBERS 
4. Each Individual Member, Local Authority Member and Corporate Member and each Represent- 
ative of a Local Authority Member or Corporate Member, who has paid the appropriate subscription 
for the current year, shall have the right to: 
(i) Nominate Individual Members and Representatives as Officers or Members of the Council; 
(ii) Be nominated and elected as an Officer or Member of the Council; 
(iii) Cast one vote at elections; 
(iv) Receive notices of and attend and participate in all meetings of the Society and of the 
Member’s Division; 
(v) Move or second, and cast one vote on motions at Meetings of the Society and of the Mem- 
ber’s Division; 
(vi) Receive free of charge as they are issued the Journal and Members Handbook of the Society; 
(vii) Obtain from the Society, advice and information on questions relating to pollution and its 
control.

(c) For the purposes of carrying out activities in a Division, the Members, as hereinafter defined, 
may elect from among themselves a Divisional Council and its Honorary Officers. A Divisional 
Council and its Honorary Officers, other than Secretary and Auditors, shall consist only of 
Members, Representatives and Delegates of Members. The Constitution and activities of a 
Divisional Council shall be subject to the general approval of the Council which shall pay or make 
grants for approved expenses. 

(d) The Members, Representatives and Delegates of Members, as hereinafter defined, in any town or 
district within a Division, may, if they so desire, and with the approval of the Council and of 
their Divisional Council, set up a Branch of the Division and elect Committees and Honorary 
Officers. The activities of a Branch shall be subject to the general approval and guidance of the 
Council and of the Divisional Council and the Divisional Council may pay and make grants for 
approved expenses. 


PRESIDENT, VICE-PRESIDENTS, HONORARY MEMBERS AND HONORARY TREASURER 
6(a) The President and an Honorary Treasurer shall be elected annually on the recommendation of the 
Council by the Society at its Annual General Meeting. 
(b) Vice-Presidents shall be elected on the recommendation of the Council by the Society at its 
Annual General Meeting. 
(c) Honorary Members shall be elected on the recommendation of the Council by the Society at its 
Annual General Meeting. 


THE COUNCIL 
7(a) The business of the Society shall be specified in Article 35 and shall include the direction of the 
policy of the Society, the work of its committees, the reception of reports from such com- 
mittees, from Divisions, from Headquarters and subject groups.

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ELECTIONS 

8(a) President, Vice-Presidents, Honorary Members and Honorary Treasurer. Nominations for the 
office of President, Vice-Presidents, Honorary Members and Honorary Treasurer may be made by any 
Member of the Society. Nominations, in writing, shall be received by the Secretary General not less 
than three months prior to the date of the Annual General Meeting. 

(b) (i) Divisional Representatives (Elected in accordance with Article 32(a)). Each Member may 
nominate Divisional Representatives for his own Division provided that he does not nomin- 
ate more than the total number to be appointed by that Division. Nominations shall be 
made to the Divisional Secretary not less than seven days before the date of the Annual 
General Meeting of the Division. In the event of more nominations being received than 
there are Divisional Representatives to be appointed, elections by ballot shall be held at the 
Annual General Meeting of the Division. The result of such an election is to be reported to 
the Secretary General of the Society not later than seven days before the date of the 
Society’s Annual General Meeting. The names of the persons so elected shall be announced 
at such Annual General Meeting. 

(ii) No Member or Representative of a Member shall nominate, be nominated for, or vote in any 
Divisional Election other than that of which he is a Member or Representative. 

(c) Representatives of National or similar organisations (in accordance with Article 32(b)). 
Nominations from National or similar organisations shall be received by the Secretary General not less 
than seven days before the date of the Annual General Meeting. 

(d) No nomination for office shall be considered valid unless the agreement of the candidate has been 
previously obtained. 


INTERPRETATION OF BYE-LAWS 

9. The Council shall have full power to decide any question of interpretation of these Bye-Laws and 
any other question on which these Bye-Laws are silent, subject to the power of the Society in any 
subsequent general meeting to review any such decision and to make new provision in relation thereto.

He is a member of the UK photo-oxidants and 
precursors review group.

Mr. Ward held 
appointments at Salford, Manchester and at Eccles until its completion of 
smoke control in 1974 and then with the City of Salford which became the 
first MBC to camplete its smoke control progranme in 1977. Mr. Ward is 
currently the Publicity Officer to the Manchester Area Pollution Advisory 
Council, having served on the Technical Conmittee and Noise Working Group. 


ROBERT F. WEST, MIOA, MIEH represents the NSCA South and Mid Wales 
Division. He qualified in 1968 as an Environmental Health Officer fram 
the University of Wales, Institute of Science and Technology. Corporate 
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Membership of the Institute of Acoustics and Institution of Environmental 
Health Officers and has been involved in Pollution Control since 1970 with 
Cardi fenCityo@ouneih His other responsibilities include Conmunity 
Health, Health Education and Pest Control. He serves on several Regional 
Committees and working groups dealing with varying aspects of Pollution 
Control and is an Examiner with the RSH. He is married with one child. 


ROBERT W.C. WHEATLEY represents British Coal and is a past Chainman of 
the Society’s Council. Mr. Wheatley was born in Berwick-upon-Tweed and 
educated at King Edward VI school, Morpeth, and Durham University.

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CHAIRMANS REPORT 





I — GENERAL 


The Role of the Society 


I believe that this report of our 90th 
Anniversary year provides both out- 
standing testimony to the vigour of the 
Society and shows that as part of the 
fabric of the nation it is now more neces- 
sary than ever. The science and technol- 
ogy of pollution control are increasingly 
complex — and as it makes ever greater 
demands on national resources, so do 
the underlying politics intensify. We all 
wear shades of green today! And as poli- 
ticians seek votes in promises to protect 
the environment; as some other groups 
grow more Strident in their campaign- 
ing; and as one sees the long-term solu- 
tions to so many environmental prob- 
lems undermined by too hastily con- 
ceived palliatives — so then one appre- 
ciates why the informed, balanced and 
steadfast approach of the Society has 
withstood the test of time and is central 
to its reputation. 


In 1976 the Royal Commission on Envi- 
ronmental Pollution produced the con- 
cept of “best practicable environmental 
option” — which has become an article 
of faith and seen the establishment of 
Her Majesty’s Inspectorate of Pollution. 
In turn, this triggered the very full debate 
within the Society about its ever evolving 
role, and whether this should be re- 
flected in a change of name. I am 
delighted to report that the overwhelm- 


ing consensus is that the imperative in 
our Memorandum of Association that 
the scope of our activities must take due 
“regard for the implications for other 
aspects of the environment” should be 
made plain to all. Thus, this Annual 
General Meeting is being invited to vote 
in favour of the Society becoming “The 
National Society for Clean Air and 
Environmental Protection”. The inten- 
tion is that we should continue to use the 
Society’s existing logo and refer to our- 
selves as the NSCA, and use the full title 
whenever appropriate. As the range of 
expertise within our Committees conti- 
nues to widen, so will our activities: our 
progression into noise pollution sets the 
standard. However, we already possess 
considerable expertise in waste manage- 
ment, whilst water will take longer. With 
these thoughts in mind, I look forward to 
a unanimous vote. 


National Issues 


In a busy year there has been commend- 
able progress nationally and interna- 
tionally. In particular the Government 
has taken a leading role in the global 
control of chlorofluorocarbons and also 
in accepting the strictures of the Euro- 
pean Parliament that US standards of 
vehicle emissions controls should be 
introduced across the whole range of 
vehicle production within the Commun- 
ity. What is less certain is how effective 
the Government proposals to meet the 
air quality standards set by the EC 
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Directive on Large Combustion Plant 
will be. Nor do the environmental con- 
sequences of electricity and water priva- 
tisation appear to have been thought 
through. Part, if not most, of the diffi- 
culty is that Government seeks to cure 
the problems of pollution without facing 
up to the fundamental policies which 
have caused them in the first place. 


Thus we wrote to the new Secretary of 
State for the Environment in August 
pointing out that the key portfolios for 
the Environment and Energy lack poli- 
tical direction, whilst other responsibil- 
ities for the environment were frag- 
mented in other Departments of State. 
In the light of this we argued: first, for a 
comprehensive overhaul of the machin- 
ery of government for the protection of 
the environment to ensure that the co- 
ordinating authority — presumably the 
Department of the Environment — pos- 
sesses the requisite authority and 
resources, and is appropriately struc- 
tured; and, second, for the creation of a 
Statutory, independent, non-political 
body to advise Government on all 
aspects of environment and pollution 
policy including, importantly, research 
and development. With regard to the lat- 
ter, we emphasised the need to stimulate 
the development of environmental con- 
trol technology — which has signally 
failed to receive the same backing from 
Government here as in, for example, 
Germany, Japan and the USA. All of 
these countries as a matter of principle 
have supported basic research long 
before the development of the technol- 
ogy which has emerged, and have strict 
environmental goals to help force the 
pace of change. 


It is also a matter of continuing profound 
concern that the problem of inadequate 
resourcing continues to bedevil the re- 


structuring and proper development of 
Her Majesty’s Inspectorate of Pollution. 
At its meeting last December, Council 
was unanimously of the opinion that the 
country was in grave danger of losing the 
expertise built up over the past 125 years 
in the effective enforcement of best 
practicable means controls in the face of 
a spurious system of self-regulation and 
stack emissions measurements. As the 
Chief Alkali and Clean Air Inspector 
said in his Annual Report, “the Inspec- 
torate is not solely concerned with what 
comes out of a chimney but also with the 
regulation of the process itself”. Admin- 
istrative competence can never substi- 
tute for technical expertise — thus, the 
loss of individual professional posts will 
inevitably downgrade the quality of air 
pollution control throughout England 
and Wales. 


90th Anniversary 


Fully reported in Clean Air, we marked 
the Society’s 90th Birthday by a media 
briefing announcing the proposed 
change in name, by the publication of 
the commemorative booklet “Clean Air 
— 90 Years of Progress”, and a lunch- 
time reception in the Cholmondeley 
Room of the House of Lords. We are 
indebted to our President, Lord Nathan, 
for hosting the Reception which was 
much enjoyed by all the guests and 
rightly deemed a great success. Junior 
Environment Munister Mrs. Viginia 
Bottomley congratulated the Society on 
its achievements and ever evolving role. 
In thanking her, Lord Nathan also 
referred to the tasks ahead. Both speak- 
ers were warmly applauded. 


Liaison with Other Bodies 


Turning to our relationships with other 
bodies, the Society continues to enjoy 


wide representation in the Investigation 
of Air Pollution Standing Conference 
(IAPSC), of which I have recently had 
the honour of being elected Chairman. 
We are represented on the Parliamen- 
tary and Scientific Committee and on 
the Environment Council, and on the 
Environmental/Public Issues panels of 
the National Radiological Protection 
Board and the Radioactive Waste 
Management Advisory Committee. We 
are also members of the Energy Indus- 
tries Club, the Industrial Fuel Economy 
Group, and the UK Environmental Law 
Association. We continue to provide 
secretarial services for the Environmen- 
tal Protection Equipment Manufactur- 
ers Association (EPEMA) and the 
International Committee on Industrial 
Chimneys (CICIND) — although we 
shall be relinquishing the contract for 
the latter at the end of the year. 


IUAPPA 


As you will know, the Society is a foun- 
der member of the International Union 
of Air Pollution Prevention Associ- 
ations (IUAPPA), for which we also 
provide the Secretariat and publish its 
newsletter, handbook, and standard text 
“Clean Air Around The World” — 
which covers the law and practice of air 
pollution control in 14 countries on 5 
continents. A second, expanded edition 
is scheduled for 1991. Through its mem- 
bership of the International Union of 
Technical Associations (UITA), the 
Union enjoys consultancy status with 
many United Nations organisations 
including the United Nations Environ- 
ment Programme (UNEP), the United 
Nations Industrial | Development 
Organisation (UNIDO), the World 
Meteorological Organisation (WMO) 
and UNESCO. It also keeps in touch 
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with the Commission of the European 
Communities (CEC) and the Organi- 
sation for Economic Co-operation and 
Development (OECD). The Society is 
represented on the IUAPPA Executive 
and the International Board by Mr. K.S. 
Dunn, a past Chairman of the Society. 
Our Secretary General, John Langston, 
was elected Director General of the 
Union in 1986 and continues to hold this 
honorary appointment. Our own Edi- 
tor, Loveday Murley, is _ Editor, 
IUAPPA. 


The 8th World Congress was held in The 
Hague in September under the patron- 
age of Her Majesty the Queen of The 
Netherlands. Highlights of the Congress 
were a presentation by the Dutch Mini- 
ster of the Environment, a represent- 
ative of the US Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency and the Environment 
Commissioner of the CEC; the adop- 
tion of a Declaration on global warming — 
for submission to the United Nations; 
the presentation of some 425 papers toa 
delegate attendance exceeding 800. The 
9th and 10th World Congresses will be 
held in Montreal in 1992 and Helsinki in 
1995 respectively. 


AICB 


As the UK member of the Association 
Internationale Contre le Bruit (AICB), 
the Society has been represented on its 
Governing Body for a number of years. 
The 16th (bi-annual) Congress of the 
Association will be held in the Confer- 
ence Centre, Brighton, with the NSCA 
as the host organisation. The response to 
the Call For Papers has been very satis- 
factory. I look forward to a most success- 
ful event which should add importantly 
to the Society’s reputation in the noise 
field. 
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The Standing Committees 


Just as the continuing exchange between 
the Divisions and Council is a basic 
strength of the Society, so the reputation 
of our Standing Committees is another. 
We are extremely fortunate in having the 
voluntary services of a comprehensive 
cross-section of the nation’s experts 
embracing all disciplines.. Committee 
work of this sort takes time and effort, 
and I would like to take this opportunity 
of thanking all members of Council and 
all members of Committees for attend- 
ing the meetings and, not infrequently, 
taking the trouble to put their thoughts 
in writing. And I know that all members 
of Council wish me to make a particular 
point of thanking the co-opted members 
of the Committees whose specialist 
advice is so critical to policy making. A 
special vote of thanks is due to the Cli- 
mate Change Working Group which 
met on four occasions between Decem- 
ber and February to prepare the 
Society’s submission to the House of 
Lords Select Committee on Science and 
Technology. I would also like to thank 
those who have served on the Acid Rain, 
Civil Nuclear Power, and Neighbour- 
hood Noise Working Groups. 


While Part II of this Report covers the 
activities of the Technical, Parliamen- 
tary and Local Government and Noise 
Committees, as you can imagine the 
Conference and Promotions Committee 
and the Finance and Administration 
Committee have been equally busy. In 
organising the Society’s Annual Confer- 
ence, Spring Workshop and other meet- 
ings, and in formulating and implement- 
ing publications policy, the Conference 
and Promotions Committee is now 
directly responsible for generating 
almost 47% of the Society’s gross reve- 
nue. Equally, the Finance and Adminis- 


tration Committee has been exercised 
by the continuing problems of budget 
and finance and the updating of working 
practices. We are now comprehensively 
automated with three large memory 
computers, various printers and a large 
capacity photocopier, in addition to our 
offset litho printing facility. 


DOE Grant 


The momentum in the Society’s activit- 
ies is reflected in the scale of the annual 
budget which now — approaches 
£250,000. Under the carefui steward- 
ship of our Honorary Treasurer, Brian 
Edwick, and tight administrative control 
at Headquarters, projected budget 
deficiencies have been avoided and 
some modest surpluses achieved. This is 
of course a very satisfactory situation, 
but as you will see from the balance 
sheet, without the Special Grant from 
the Department of the Environment we 
would be quite unable to maintain our 
public information and library service at 
the level of demand now being placed 
upon it — which has virtually doubled in 
the past year. Thus we are indebted to 
the Department of the Environment for 
funding about half the cost of this ser- 
vice which, under the terms of the Spe- 
cial Grant, should assure its continua- 
tion over the coming three years. 


Personnel 


The Society is extremely fortunate to 
have the services of a highly professional 
staff, all of whom are committed to its 
objectives and also personally identify 
themselves with the Society and its 
membership. Thus I am delighted to 
report that there have been no changes 
in staff during the preceding 12 months 
and Mrs. Wendy Messer, Secretary to 
the Secretary General and Administra- 


tion Manager, has been appointed full- 
time taking over from Mrs. Vanessa 
Draper who resigned following the birth 
of her daughter last year. 


The President 


During his second year in office our Pre- 
sident, Lord Nathan, has been extremely 
active both in public and behind the 
scenes in promoting the affairs of the 
Society. In chairing sessions of the 
Annual Conference and the Spring 
Workshop he has influenced the formu- 
lation of Society policy whilst his wil- 
lingness to press the Society’s case at 
every level has been outstanding. We are 
most grateful, and I am delighted to 
think that as Immediate Past President, 
Council will continue to have the benefit 
of his advice. 


Sir John Mason, our incoming Presi- 
dent, is a scientist of national and inter- 
national renown. President of the Uni- 
versity of Manchester Institute of Sci- 
ence and Technology, he was formerly 
Director General of the Meteorological 
Office. Among his many appointments 
of top level importance the following 
have been listed: Director of the Royal 
Society Programme on the Acidification 
of Surface Water; Chairman of the 
WMO/ICSU Scientific Committee on 
World Climate Research; UK perma- 
nent representative to the WMO and 
President of the Royal Meteorological 
Society. We are indeed fortunate that we 
can attract people of such influence and 
authority to accept our highest office. 


The Society is equally fortunate in the 
quality of its Vice-Presidents and it is a 
matter of great satisfaction that the Earl 
of Cranbrook and Frank Haynes, MP 
have agreed to accept a further term of 
office. Equally satisfying is the accept- 
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ance of the appointment of Vice-Presi- 
dent by Mr. John Edmonds, General 
Secretary of the General Municipal 
Boilermakers and Allied Trades Union. 
A longstanding member of the Royal 
Commission on Environmental Pollu- 
tion he has a full understanding of our 
objectives and, importantly, will extend 
our influence in this new direction. 


Ii — ACTIVITIES 


The sudden “discovery” of the Environ- 
ment as a major area of social concern 
has meant an ever-expanding workload 
for the Society. Demand for information 
from all sectors has increased markedly; 
this has been mirrored by the number of 
official consultation exercises to which 
NSCA has contributed, and by a devel- 
oping programme of campaigning in 
pursuit of Society policy objectives. 


Pollution Control 


NSCA gave its views on the DOE Con- 
sultation Paper on Air Pollution Con- 
trol, the second round of a consultation 
procedure designed to tidy up the air 
pollution control system. We expect to 
see the outcome embodied in new legis- 
lation this autumn, probably as part of 
the so-called “Green Bill”. Two further 
consultation papers, “The Role and 
Function of Waste Disposal Authorit- 


ies” and “Special Industrial Use 
Classes” also received detailed 
responses. 


Integrated Pollution Control recognises 
the need to balance the pollution regula- 
tion regime for major industries in order 
to ensure that the Best Practicable Envi- 
ronmental Option is obtained. Three 
further consultation papers from the 
DOE discussed first the way in which 
IPC could be implemented by HMIP, 
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second the way in which the system 
could be paid for, and, third, Public 
Access to Information. NSCA com- 
mented on many specific aspects of the 
papers whilst emphasising its overall 
opposition to the concept of cost 
recovery charging for the policing of 
pollution control. A Scottish Develop- 
ment Department consultation paper 
which seeks to extend the IPC concept 
to Scotland is currently being reviewed 
by members of the NSCA Scottish Divi- 
sion. 


As I said in Part I of this report, the con- 
sultations provided further evidence of 
the need to increase the staffing and 
resources available to HMIP. The 
Society has remained vociferous in its 
support for the Inspectorate, particu- 
larly the Air Division, which has suf- 
fered from reorganisation and effective 
downgrading with a concomitant 
increase in workload. This is an issue 
which we will continue to pursue vigor- 
ously. 


In the meantime, the forthcoming priva- 
tisation of the electricity supply industry 
looks certain to have major repercus- 
sions for clean air and environmental 
protection. The further installation of 
flue gas desulphurisation for major coal 
burning plant appears to have been put 
“on hold” with the cancellation of the 
FGD plant for Fiddler’s Ferry power 
station. The use of imported coal and 
natural gas could now figure much more 
significantly in future generating plant. 
We are now preparing the Society’s 
response to the discussion document on 
UK proposals to implement the EEC 
Large Combustion Plant Directive, 
which proposes that the cost of atmos- 
pheric cleanup should be spread more 
widely through industry, rather than 
being concentrated on the major CEGB 


coal burning plant. 


Climate Change 


The meteoric rise of the Greenhouse 
Effect from scientific obscurity to its 
current status as a political hot potato 
showed the need for a balanced apprai- 
sal of scientific evidence before deter- 
mining environmental policy. The Tech- 
nical Committee formed a Climate 
Change Working Group comprising a 
wide range of expertise which quickly 
produced the text for a general leaflet on 
the subject, gave evidence to a House of 
Lords Select Committee, made recom- 
mendations for Society policy, and 
helped to develop an international dec- 
laration on the issue which was pre- 
sented to the IUAPPA World Clean Air 
Congress in September 1989. The sub- 
ject will also receive extensive treatment 
at the Society’s 1989 Annual Confer- 
ence. A major element in any policy 
response to global warming is the need 
for energy conservation and efficiency 
measures; the Society gave written evid- 
ence to the House of Lords European 
Communities Committee on Efficiency 
of Electricity Use. 


Municipal Waste Incinerators 


Incineration can often be the best prac- 
ticable environmental option for the dis- 
posal of waste, particularly if the waste is 
hazardous. Yet incineration is suffering 
a bad press and plans for new incinera- 
tors have been subject to strong local 
opposition. Against this background, 
NSCA also gave evidence to a House of 
Lords Sub-Committee on the EEC 
Directive on Municipal Waste Incinera- 
tion, recommending Government back- 
ing for a demonstration municipal waste 
incinerator which would incorporate 
state of the art emission controls with 


heat recovery, utilising the waste as a 
source of energy. 


On a related issue, the Society scored a 
major victory in its campaign for the 
removal of Crown Immunity from hos- 
pital incinerators. Under the new air 
pollution legislation noted above, such 
incinerators will no longer enjoy 
favoured protection. However, other 
Crown properties will remain exempt 
from the normal pollution control 
machinery, and we shall continue our 
efforts to have Crown Immunity 
removed completely. 


Noise 


The NSCA Noise Committee continued 
its work on a number of important 
fronts. Progress on the control of noisy 
motorcycles was maintained, with the 
NSCA-recommended noise test under- 
going trials with the Derby Police and 
Department of Transport, and NSCA 
participation in the development of a 
Code of Practice for off-road motorcy- 
cle events. The Committee also pro- 
vided input into Codes on Powerboat 
and Water Ski Racing and Clay Pigeon 
Shooting, and the revision of the British 
Standard for noise control BS4142. A 
working group of the Committee was 
formed to consider the issue of Neigh- 
bour Noise; a major survey of local 
authorities was undertaken and their 
recommendations are to be published 
shortly. 


The Society is honoured to be hosting 
the 16th World Congress for AICB 
(International Association Against 
Noise) in Brighton in June 1990. Pre- 
parations are well in hand; the theme is 
“The Future for Noise Control — Tow- 
ards an Interdisciplinary Approach”, 
and a broad spectrum of papers has been 
selected to reflect this. 
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Vehicle Emissions 


The decision of the European Environ- 
ment Ministers to accept a strict package 
of gaseous emission limits for small cars, 
likely to be followed by equally stringent 
legislation for medium and large cars, 
was a major victory for clean air cam- 
paigners. Just how much the improve- 
ments in emission control will be offset 
by increasing traffic volumes remains to 
be seen. Much of the debate about vehi- 
cle emissions will now centre around the 
broader question of transport policy; 
this will be the subject of the 1990 
NSCA Spring Workshop. 


Research by NSCA on consumer resist- 
ance to buying unleaded petrol ident- 
ified the need for an increased price dif- 
ferential between leaded and unleaded, 
and for a public information campaign 
to clear up the widespread misunder- 
standing which had clouded the issue. 
The Government promptly followed 
both recommendations and sales duly | 
boomed. Over a quarter of sales are now 
unleaded, despite the fact that some car 
manufacturers are leaving it to the very 
last minute before changing their mod- 
els over to unleaded capability. The pic- 
ture is now becoming a little more com- 
plicated again, with a new high-octane 
unleaded petrol which claims to give 
motorists back the performance which it 
was always claimed they would not lose 
by converting to unleaded in the first 
place. 


Diesels remain a major loophole in vehi- 
cle emission controls. The recent NSCA 
report “Dirty Diesels” showed just how 
serious the problem of diesel smoke 
emissions is. Since the report was 
published there has been more evidence 
from the USA about the potentially car- 
cinogenic nature of diesel fumes. Fol- 
lowing the recent EEC agreements on 
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car emissions, the relative importance of 
heavy-duty diesel emissions will 
increase. Following our report, NSCA 
received confirmation from the Home 
Office that the police will only prosecute 
smoky diesels if they are belching so 
much black smoke as to be a road safety 
danger. This is clearly unacceptable. 


A second issue is improving smoke 
emission standards for new diesel vehi- 
cles. NSCA believes that the UK gov- 
ernment should be pressing for the tigh- 
test possible standards for both gaseous 
and particulate emissions, equivalent to 
the US 1994 standards. Whilst these 
may be difficult to meet with existing 
technology — particularly in the case of 
particulates — it is reasonable to assume 
that the R & D which 1s already being 
undertaken by manufacturers in order 
to meet US 1994 will enable European 
manufacturers to meet similar standards 
by, 1995. 


Consumer Affairs 


1989 saw the emergence of a new phe- 
nomenon, the “Green Consumer”. 
Environmental awareness has clearly 
created a whole range of new marketing 
opportunities, and NSCA has been 
inundated with promotional material 
from companies keen to cash in on the 
green boom. Whilst it is refreshing to see 
consumer power being given the oppor- 
tunity to discriminate in favour of envi- 
ronmentally friendly products, we must 
ensure that the public are not hood- 
winked. All consumption creates some 
pollution and uses up resources and 
energy — the difficulty is to discriminate 
between alternatives which are more or 
less environmentally damaging. This is 
less straightforward than it might 
appear, and NSCA will be commenting 
shortly on a joint DTI/DOE consulta- 


tion paper on “Environmental Labell- 
ing” for consumer products. 


Straw and Stubble Burning 


Once again the skies of Britain have 
been blackened by the annual stubble 
burn, and 1989 appears to have been a 
particularly bad year. NSCA’s report on 
the 1988 burn, brought out to coincide 
with the start of the ’89 harvest, sparked 
off considerable debate in the press by 
pointing out the contribution which 
burning makes to longer-range air pollu- 
tion problems. However the main issue 
remains the local menace of smoke, 
smut, smell and ash which stubble burn- 
ing creates, and the NSCA office was 
inundated with calls from angry victims 
of stubble fires. Sustained pressure 
resulted in appeals to farmers not to 
burn, from both the NFU president and 
a MAFF junior minister. We trust that 
our survey of the 1989 burn will provide 
the evidence that will finally lead to a 
complete ban on the practice. 


Library and Information Service 


Rising public awareness and changes in 
the educational syllabus has resulted ina 
virtual doubling of the demand for 
information and advice received by the 
Society's Information Department. 
Over 4000 postal and telephone enqui- 
ries have been dealt with in the past year. 
In addition the department deals with 
specialist enquiries from environmental 
health departments, industry, and from 
an increasing number of journalists. The 
Information Department is supported 
by a 50% grant from the DOE. 


Publications 


With our new Editor in post, the backlog 
of delayed publications has at last been 
cleared and the production of “Clean 





Air” is back on schedule. The updated 
NSCA Reference Book — now retitled 
the NSCA Pollution Handbook — has 
proved its value by completely selling 
out despite an increased print run for 
1989. Order your 1990 copy now! 
Several new additions have been made 
to the range of public information leaf- 
lets including: Radiation and You; the 
Greenhouse Effect; Motor Vehicle Pol- 
lution; Indoor Air Pollution; and an 
updated Bonfire leaflet. Tens of thou- 
sands of these leaflets are printed and 
distributed each year. A third teaching 
pack — “Acid Rain” — has been pro- 
duced, with a fourth, on the Greenhouse 
Effect, in the pipeline. Three special 
campaign reports have been produced 
in support of NSCA’s lobbying work: 
“Unleaded Petrol — What’s the Prob- 
lem?”; “Dirty Diesels” and “NSCA 
Straw and Stubble Burning Survey 
1988”. 


NSCA also produces publications for 
IUAPPA. In addition to a newsletter 
and handbook, the compendium “Clean 
Air Around the World” has been 
launched and is enjoying worldwide 
sales. . 


Conferences and Meetings 


The 55th Clean Air Conference, held in 
October 1988 in Llandudno, attracted 
over 350 delegates who enjoyed the 
usual high standard of wide-ranging dis- 
cussion and debate on pollution issues. 
For the second year running, the 1989 
Spring Workshop was held at Lincoln 
College, Oxford, whose relaxed and 
convivial atmosphere attracted a capa- 
city crowd to review the future for indus- 
trial air pollution control. 


Publicity 
At the time of our last Annual Report, 
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only five national newspapers boasted a 
specialist Environment Correspondent. 
There are now at least twelve. The media 
has in part reacted to the boom in green 
awareness, and in part has helped to fuel 
it. The result has been the need for 
NSCA staff to spend many hours on the 
telephone patiently explaining environ- 
mental fundamentals to journalists with 
new green portfolios. The hunger for 
environmental stories and information 
has made demands on NSCA resources, 
but has also ensured that our contacts 
within the media have expanded consid- 
erably. NSCA briefings now enjoy a very 
wide circulation, and coverage of our 
activities and views has increased corre- 
spondingly. Barely a week passes with- 
out NSCA receiving major exposure on 
TV, radio or in the press. Gratifying 
though this is, we must remember that 
such publicity is not an end in itself but 
rather a means by which we can raise 
public awareness of environmental 
issues and make the case for NSCA pol- 


Icy. 


Concluding Remarks 


This Annual Report to the Society gives 
me the opportunity on behalf of all 
members to record the thanks and 
appreciation to John Langston our 
Secretary General, and his dedicated 
team at our Brighton Headquarters. It 
has been a particularly busy year for 
them, with environmental and green 
issues coming very much to the fore. It 
was also the Society’s 90th Anniversary 
which generated extra duties for the 
staff. Once again, their performance has 
been outstanding. Much of the hard 
work that goes on behind the scenes is 
largely unrecognised by the member- 
ship, yet without their support the 
Society would not be the successful 
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organisation it is today. There have been 
several changes in the staff over recent 
years and it was only this year that we 
have had the benefit of a full comple- 
ment of officers. I would also like to 
record my thanks to John for all the help 
and friendly advice he has given to me 
during my term of office. It is always 
reassuring to know that he is on hand, 
and his guidance on many difficult issues 
is much appreciated by Chairmen of 
Committees. 


It is also opportune to record the thanks 
of the Society to the Divisions who 
through their Chairmen, Secretaries and 
Divisional Councils, ensure that the 
membership has the opportunity to 
meet and discuss Clean Air issues. I had 
the privilege to visit and attend meetings 
of the Northern, Yorkshire and Hum- 
berside, East Midlands and London and 
South East Divisions, all of which were 
most interesting and well attended. I 


regret that I was not able to attend meet- 
ings of other Divisions, which I know 
attracted similar levels of support. One 
pleasing item to report is the reorganisa- 
tion of the Scottish Division which has 
been inactive over several years. 
Through initiatives taken by Officers of 
Glasgow City Council I anticipate that 
meetings will recommence soon. I am 
also pleased to say that the Northern Ire- 
land Division is becoming active after a 
period of quiescence. 


To my successor Frank Shephard, from 
British Gas and The Institution of Gas 
Engineers, may I offer my best wishes 
for a most successful year in the office of 
Chairman. I know the Society will be in 
very capable hands as it continues to 
evolve, extending its range of interests 
while ensuring its continued influence.

1. LIABILITY OF MEMBERS

OF 
THE NATIONAL SOCIETY FOR CLEAN AIR 
AND ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION 


Adopted by Special Resolution 29 March 1974 and amended by Special Resolutions on 5 October 1981 and 23 
October 1989 


1. The name of the company (hereinafter called “the Society”) is “The National Society for Clean Air 
and Environmental Protection”. 
2 The registered office of the Society will be situate in England. 


3(1) The object for which the Society is established is to seek the improvement of the environment by 
promoting clean air through the reduction of air pollution, noise and other atmospheric contaminants 
having regard for the implications for other aspects of the environment. 

(2) (A) To initiate, assist, promote and encourage the investigation, consideration and discussion of all © 
forms of pollution in order to achieve its reduction or prevention, and to undertake, or support or aid 
the undertaking of, investigations and research relevant to the causes and effects of pollution and the 
means to prevent it and to publish the results of such research. 

(B) To promote public education in all matters relating to the value and importance of clean air and 
methods and consequences of air pollution control and forms of pollution control by arranging 
meetings, publications, exhibitions, the delivery of lectures and addresses, the display of pictures, 
cinematograph films and models and by other means. 

(C) To encourage the adoption of methods to reduce and prevent pollution. 

(D) To promote, assist, support, or oppose, as may be consistent with the objects for which the Society 
is established, any administrative or other measures or proposed measures affecting pollution. 

(E) To initiate, support and co-operate with others in proposals and activities calculated to assist the 
promotion of the Society’s objects. 

(F) To establish, and support or aid in the establishment and support of any charitable association or 
institutions and to subscribe or guarantee money for charitable purposes in any way connected with the 
Society’s purposes or calculated to further its objects. 

(G) To purchase, take on lease or in exchange, hire or otherwise acquire any real or personal property 
and any rights or privileges which the Society may think necessary or convenient for the promotion of 
its objects, and to construct, maintain and alter any buildings or erections necessary or convenient for 
the work of the Society. 

(H) To sell, let, mortgage, dispose of or tum to account all or any of the property or assets of the 
Society as may be thought expedient with a view to the promotion of its objects. 

(I) To undertake and execute any trusts which may lawfully be undertaken by the Society and may be 
conducive to its objects. 

(J) To borrow or raise money for the purposes of the Society and subject to this Memorandum of 
Association on such terms and on such security as may be thought fit. 

(K) To invest the moneys of the Society not immediately required for its purposes in or upon such 
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investments, securities or property as may be thought fit, but so that moneys subject or representing 
property subject to the jurisdiction of the Charity Commissioners for England and Wales shall only be 
invested in such securities and with such sanction (if any) as may for the time being be prescribed by 
law. 

(L) If and when considered advisable, to take all such measures as may be necessary to convert the 
Society into a body specially incorporated by Royal Charter or otherwise, or to secure the creation of a 
new body so incorporated with the object of carrying out the purposes of the Society and continuing 
the work thereof. 

(M) To take all such other steps as will further the attainment of the above objects or any of them. 
PROVIDED FIRST that, notwithstanding anything contained in the preceding paragraphs of this 
Clause, the objects of the Society shall be restricted to such only of the objects aforesaid as are 
according to the law of England exclusively charitable. 

PROVIDED SECONDLY that the Society’s objects shall not extend to regulation of relations between 
workers and employers or organisations of workers and organisations of employers. 

PROVIDED THIRDLY that in case the Society shall take or hold any property subject to the 
‘jurisdiction of the Charity Commissioners for England and Wales or the Secretary of State for 
Education and Science, the Society shall not sell, mortgage, charge or lease the same without such 
authority, approval or consent as may be required by law and as regards any such property the Council 
of the Society (hereinafter called “the Council”) shall be chargeable for any such property that may 
come into their hands and shall be answerable and accountable for their own acts, receipts, neglects 
and defaults, and for the due administration of such property in the same manner and to the same 
extent as the Council would have been if no incorporation had been effected, and the incorporation of 
the Society shall not diminish or impair any control or authority exercisable by the Chancery Division, 
the Chanty Commissioners or the Secretary of State for Education and Science over the Council but 
they shall as regards any such property be subject jointly and severally to such control or authority as if 
the Society were not incorporated. In case the Society shall take or hold any property which may be 
subject to any trusts, the Society shall only deal with the same in such manner as allowed by law, 
having regard to such trusts. 

4. The income and property of the Society, whencesoever derived, shall be applied solely towards the 

promotion of the objects of the Society as set forth in this Memorandum of Association and no portion 
thereof shall be paid or transferred directly or indirectly, by way of dividend bonus or otherwise 
howsoever by way of profit, to the members of the Society. 
PROVIDED that nothing herein shall prevent the payment, in good faith, of reasonable and proper 
remuneration and pension to any officer or servant of the Society in return for any services actually 
rendered to the Society, nor prevent the payment of interest at a rate of 6% per annum on money lent or 
reasonable and proper rent for premises demised or let by any member to the Society nor prevent the 
gratuitous distribution among, or sale at a discount to, subscribers to the funds of the Society of any 
books or other publications, whether published by the Society or otherwise, relating to all or any of the 
Society’s objects above set forth; but so that no member of the Council shall be appointed to any 
salaried office of the Society or any office of the Society paid by fees, and that no remuneration or 
other benefit in money or money’s worth shall be given by the Society to any member of the Council, 
except repayment of out-of-pocket expenses and interest at the rate aforesaid on money lent or 
reasonable and proper rent for premises demised or let to the Society; provided that the provision last 
aforesaid shall not apply to any payment to any company of which a member of the Council may be a 
member, and in which such member shall not hold more than one hundreth part of the capital, and such 
member shall not be bound to account for any share of profits he may receive in respect of any such 
payment. 

5. No addition, alteration or amendment shall be made to or in the provisions of the Memorandum or 
Articles of Association of the Society for the time being in force unless the same shall have been 
previously submitted to and approved by the Department of Trade. 

6. The fourth and fifth paragraphs of the Memorandum of Association contain conditions on which a 
licence is granted by the Board of Trade to the Association in pursuance of section 19(1) of the 
Companies Act 1948. 

ik The liability of the members is limited. 

8. Every member of the Society undertakes to contribute to the assets of the Society, in the event of the 
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same being wound up while he is a member, or within one year after he ceases to be a member, for 
payment of the debts and liabilities of the Society contracted before he ceases to be a member, and of 
the costs, charges and expenses of winding up, and for the adjustment of the rights of the contnibutones 
among themselves, such amount as may be required not exceeding 5s (25p). 

If upon the winding up or dissolution of the Society there remains, after the satisfaction of all its debts 
and liabilities, any property whatsoever, the same shall not be paid to or distributed among the 
members of the Society, but shall be given or transferred to some other charitable institution or 
institutions having objects similar to the objects of the Society, and which shall prohibit the distribution 
of its or their income and property among its or their members to an extent at least as great as is 
imposed on the Society at or before the time of dissolution, and if and so far as effect cannot be given 
to such provision, then to some charitable object.

DEFINITIONS

And words importing the singular number only shall include the plural number, and vice versa. Words 
importing the masculine gender only shall include the feminine gender and vice versa and words importing 
persons shall include corporations. 

Subject as aforesaid, any words or expressions defined in the Acts or any statutory modification thereof in 
force at the date on which these presents become the binding on the Society shall, if not inconsistent with the 
subject or context, bear the same meanings in these presents. 


MEMBERSHIP 
2. The number of members with which the Society is registered is unlimited. 
3 The provisions of section 110 of the Act of 1948 shall be observed by the Society and every 


member of the Society, other than Honorary Members, shall either make a written request to become a member 
(which request may be included in his application for membership made in accordance with Article 4 (i) of 
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these presents) or sign a written consent to become a member or sign the register of members on becoming a 
member. 
4. (a) The members of the Society shall be the persons who are Members of the Society and such 
other persons as the Council shall from time to time elect or recommend to the Society for election. 

(b) The Society shall consist of a President, Vice-Presidents, Secretary General, Honorary 
Members, Individual Members, Local Authority Members, Corporate Members and Student Members. The 
Society may also have a Patron or Patrons as hereinafter mentioned. 


Classes of Membership: 


Individual Members 
(c) (i) Any Individual who supports the objects of the Society shall be eligible for admission as an 


Individual Member 
(ii) On attainment of the age of 65 or retirement from salaried employment at the age of 60, whichever 
shall be earlier, Individual Members may, at the discretion of the Council, retain their membership as 
Individual Members of the Society on payment of a fixed sum as prescribed in the Bye-Laws of the 
Society. 
Local Authority Members 
(d) (i) Any Local Authority supporting the objects of the Society shall be eligible for admission as a Local 
Authority Member. A Local Authority Member shall be entitled from time to time to appoint, and to 
revoke the appointment of not more than five Representatives. Each of the Representatives of a Local 
Authority Member shall be entitled to exercise on its behalf the same nights as an Individual Member 
and (if not himself an Individual Member) shall, by virtue of his appointment to any office of the 
Society or to membership of the Council. 
(ii) For the purpose of this Article, the designation Local Authority shall be deemed to include Health 
Authorities and Water Authorities or such other like authorities as the Council shall from time to time 
admit for membership. 
Corporate Members 
(e) (i) Any Society, Institution, Company, Association, Board or Group or educational establishment 
being in every case an incorporated body supporting the objects of the Society shall be eligible for 
admission as a Corporate Member. A Corporate Member shall be entitled to appoint Representatives 
according to subscription as set out in the Bye-Laws, and any such Representatives shall be entitled to 
exercise on its behalf the same rights as an Individual Member, and (if not himself an Individual 
Member) shall, by virtue of his appointment as such Representative, be eligible for election or 
appointment to any office of the Society or to membership of the Council. 
(ii) An unincorporated body (including a firm) may not as such become a member of the Society, but if 
it desires to obtain the advantages of membership it may nominate Representatives (determined 
according to subscription as aforesaid) to apply in its name for membership and exercise the rights of 
membership on its behalf. Every person so applying for membership shall be subject to the same rules 
and regulations as to admission and otherwise as any person not so nominated, and shall if admitted 
have the same rights and be subject to the same liabilities and incidents as any Individual Member 
except that (i) such persons shall be liable to pay such annual subscription as is appropriate to a 
Corporate Member (11) if his nomination is revoked by such body he shall cease to be a member. 
References in these presents or in the Bye-Laws to Corporate members shall as far as the context 
admits include references to unincorporated bodies having nominated representative members 
provided always that no such body shall as such have any rights of voting or otherwise or be deemed 
for any purpose to be a member of the Society. 
Sustaining Members 
(f) Any member who subscribes not less than the sum prescribed in the Bye-Laws for this class of 
membership shall be eligible for admission as a sustaining Member. 
Honorary Members 
(g) Individuals who have rendered outstanding service in promoting the objects of the Society shall be 
eligible for admission as Honorary Members and such persons, being duly admitted shall enjoy all the 
privileges of membership (including the nght to vote) except that they shall not by virtue of their 
Honorary Membership alone be deemed to be members of the Society for the purpose of registering 
within the meaning of Article 3 of these presents or be entered on the register of members of the 
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Society or be entitled to vote on a special or extraordinary resolution or be under any liability for the 
debts and liabilities of the Society. 


Student Members 

(h) Any bona fide non-graduate student pursuing a course of study at school, college or university shall be 
eligible for admission as a Student Member on payment of the subscription prescribed in the Bye- 
Laws. 


Application for Membership 
(i) Every person wishing to join the Society and eligible for election as a Member, must apply in writing 
and shall deposit with such application the first annual subscription which shall be returned in the 

event of non-election. 


Resignation of Members 
(j) (i) Every member duly elected shall continue as such until he shall resign by notice in writing, to the 

Secretary General, such notice being accompanied by any monies due to the Society. 

(ii) The Council shall have the power to remove any member: 
(a) whose annual subscription has remained unpaid for two successive years, or 
(b) who, in the opinion of the Council has acted in a manner prejudicial to the interests 
and objects of the Society or has behaved in such a manner as to render his further 
membership detrimental to the interests of the Society, or 
(c) at its sole discretion without assigning any reason therefore. 
Provided that in every case the Member concemed shall have the opportunity to make 
representations defending his conduct in wniting to the Council. 


Annual Subscriptions 
(k) The Council shall make Bye-Laws from time to time to fix annual subscriptions payable by the various 
classes of Members. The Bye-Laws shall be confirmed by the Society in General Meeting. 


ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING 

5. The Society shall hold a General Meeting in every calendar year as its Annual General Meeting at such 
time and place as may be determined by the Council, and shall specify the Meetings as such in the notices 
calling it, provided that every Annual General Meeting shall be held not more than fifteen months after the 
holding of the last preceding Annual General Meeting. 


EXTRAORDINARY GENERAL MEETING 

6. All General Meetings, other than Annual General Meetings, shall be called Extraordinary General 
Meetings. 

Ts The Council may whenever they think fit convene an Extraordinary General Meeting, and 
Extraordinary Meetings shall also be convened on such requisition, or in default may be convened by such 
requisitions, as provided by section 132 of the Act of 1948. 


NOTICE OF MEETINGS 

8. Twenty-one days’ notice in writing at least of every Annual General Meeting and of every Meeting 
convened to pass a Special Resolution, and fourteen days’ notice in writing at the least of every other General 
Meeting (exclusive in every case both of the day on which it is served or deemed to be served and of the day 
for which it is given), specifying the place, the day and the hour of meeting, and in the case of business other 
than routine business the general nature of that business, shall be given in manner hereinafter mentioned to 
such persons (including the Auditors) as are under these presents or under the Act entitled to receive such 
notices from the Society; but with the consent of all the members having the right to attend and vote thereat, or 
of such proportion of them as is prescribed by the Act in the case of meetings other than Annual General 
Meetings, a meeting may be convened by such notice as those members may think fit. 

9. The accidental omissions to give notice of a meeting to, or the non-receipt of such notice by, any 
person entitled to receive notice thereof shall not invalidate the proceedings at such meetings. 
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PROCEEDINGS AT GENERAL MEETINGS 
10. Routine business shall mean and include only business transacted at an Annual General Meeting of the 
following classes, that is to say: 

(a) Reading and considering the accounts and balance sheet and the annual reports of the Council and 

the Auditors. 

(b) Appointing Auditors and fixing their remuneration. 

(c) Receiving the results of the elections of the Council and other Officers. 
11. No business shall be transacted at any General Meeting unless a quorum is present when the meeting 
proceeds to business. Save as herein otherwise provided ten members or Representatives of members 
personally present shall be a quorum. 
12. If within half an hour from the time appointed for the holding of a General Meeting a quorum is not 
present, the meeting, if convened on the requisition of members, shall be dissolved. In any other case it shall 
stand adjoumed to the same day in the next week, at the same time and place, or at such other place as the 
Council may determine, and if at such adjourned meeting a quomm is not present within half an hour from the 
time appointed for holding the meeting the members present shall be a quorum. 
13. The Chairman (if any) of the Council shall preside as Chairman at every General Meeting, but if there 
be no such Chairman, or if at any meeting he shall not be present within fifteen minutes after the time 
appointed for holding the same, or shall be unwilling to preside, the members present shall choose one of the 
Deputy Chairmen or some other member of the Council, or if no such member be present, or if all the members 
of the Council present decline to take the chair, they shall choose some member or Representative of a Member 
of the Society who shall be present to preside. 
14. The Chairman may, with the consent of any meeting at which a quomm is present (and shall if so 
directed by the meeting) adjourn the meeting from time to time, and from place to place, but no business shall 
be transacted at any adjourned meeting other than business which might have been transacted at the meeting 
from which the adjournment took place. Whenever a meeting is adjourned for thirty days or more, notice of 
the adjourned meeting shall be given in the same manner as of an original meeting. Save as aforesaid, the 
members shall not be entitled to any notice of an adjournment, or of the business to be transacted at an 
adjourned meeting. 
15; At any General Meeting a resolution put to the vote of the meeting shall be decided on a show of 
hands, unless a poll is, before or upon the declaration of the result of the show of hands, demanded by the 
Chairman or by at least five members or Representatives of members present in person or by proxy, or by 
members or Representatives of members present in person or by proxy and representing not less than one-tenth 
of the total voting nights of all the members and representatives of members having the nght to vote at the 
meeting, and unless a poll be so demanded a declaration by the Chairman of the meeting that a resolution has 
been carried, or carried unanimously or by a particular majority or lost, or not carried by a particular majority, 
and an entry to that effect in the minute book of the Society shall be conclusive evidence of the fact without 
proof of the number or proportion of the votes recorded in favour of or against that resolution. The demand for 
a poll may be withdrawn. 
16. Subject to the provisions of Article 17, if a poll be demanded in manner aforesaid, it shall be taken at 
such time and place, and in such manner, as the Chairman of the meeting shall direct, and the result of the poll 
shall be deemed to be the resolution of the meeting at which the poll was demanded. 
17. No poll shall be demanded on the election of a Chairman of a meeting or on any question of 
adjournment. 
18. In the case of an equality of votes, whether on a show of hands or on a poll, the Chairman of the 
meeting shall be entitled to a second or casting vote. 
19. The demand of a poll shall not prevent the continuance of a meeting for the transaction of any business 
other than the question on which a poll has been demanded. 


VOTES OF MEMBERS 

20. Subject as hereinafter provided, every member shall have one vote. A Local Authority Member or 
Corporate Member shall have one vote for each of its Representatives which shall be exercisable by such 
Representatives in person. 

21... Except in accordance with Articles 4(g) and 29, and unless the Council otherwise determine, no 
member other than a member duly registered, who shall have paid every subscription and other sum (if any) 
which shall be due and payable to the Society, in respect of his membership, shall be entitled to vote on any 
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question either personally through its Representatives or by proxy, or as a proxy for another member at any 
General Meeting. 
22. (a) Votes may be given on a poll either personally or by proxy. A proxy need not be a member. 

(b) The instrument appointing a proxy shall be in writing under the hand of the appointer, or his 
attorney duly authorised in wniting, or if such appointer is a corporation under its common seal, if any, and if 
none, then under the hand of some officer duly authorised in that behalf. In the case of a Representative of a 
member any proxy shall be appointed by the member itself or its attorney and not by the Representative. 

(c) The instrument appointing a proxy and the power of attomey or other authority (if any) under 
which it is signed or a notarially certified or office copy thereof shall be deposited at the office not less than 48 
hours before the time appointed for holding the meeting or adjourned meeting at which the person named in the 
instrument proposes to vote, or in the case of a poll not less than 24 hours before the time appointed for the 
taking of the poll, and in default the instrument of proxy shall not be treated as valid. No instrument appointing 
a proxy shall be valid after the expiration of 12 months from the date of its execution. 

(d) A vote given in accordance with the terms of an instrument of proxy shall be valid 
notwithstanding the previous death or insanity of the principal or revocation of the proxy or of the authority 
under which the proxy was executed, provided that no intimation in wniting of the death, insanity or revocation 
as aforesaid shall have been received at the office before the commencement of the meeting or adjourned 
meeting at which the proxy is used. 

(e) An instrument appointing a proxy shall be in the common form or in such other form as the 
Council may accept, and shall be deemed to confer authority to demand or join in demanding a poll. 


HONORARY OFFICERS 

23. The officers of the Society shall consist of a President, Honorary Treasurer, Chairman and two Deputy 
Chairmen of the Council, the Immediate Past Chairman of the Council and may also include a Patron or 
Patrons as hereinafter mentioned. 


PATRON 
24. The Council may accept the patronage of any person or persons and shall thereupon elect such person 
or persons to be the Patron or Patrons of the Society for life or for such period as the Council may determine. 


PRESIDENT 
2S. The President shall be elected annually by the Society under the Bye-Laws. No person shall hold the 
office of President for more than two years in succession. 


HONORARY TREASURER 

26. The Honorary Treasurer shall be elected annually by the Society under the Bye-Laws. The Honorary 
Treasurer shall be responsible for the uninvested funds of the Society and he shall cause all necessary and 
proper accounts to be kept in accordance with Article 47 hereof. 


VICE-PRESIDENTS 

Pai (a) Any person may be elected by the Society as a Vice-President providing that he or she is a person 
of distinction in an appropriate field who is likely to promote actively the work of the Society. 
(b) Vice-Presidents shall normally be elected for a term of three years and may stand for re-election. 
(c) Vice-Presidents shall not exceed nine in number. 


CHAIRMAN AND DEPUTY CHAIRMEN 

28. The Chairman and Deputy Chairmen shall be elected annually by the Council from its own members at 
its first meeting after the Annual General Meeting. 

29, The Patron or Patrons (if any) of the Society, the President of the Society, and the Vice-Presidents shall 
enjoy all the nghts of membership (including the right to vote) during their term of office except that they shall 
not by virtue of their office alone be deemed to be members of the Society for the purposes of registration 
within the meaning of Article 3 of these presents or be entered on the register of members of the Society or be 
entitled to vote on a special or extraordinary resolution or be under any liability for the debts and liabilities of 
the Society. 
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THE COUNCIL | 

30. Subject as hereinafter provided, the members of Council shall not be less than 20 in number. The 
Society may, by Ordinary Resolution from time to time, increase or reduce the minimum number of members 
of the Council. The Council may act notwithstanding any vacancies in their body, but if the members of the 
Council shall be reduced in number to less than that required for a quorum for their meetings, they may act as 
the Council for the purpose only of summoning a general meeting of the Society. 

31. The Council shall consist of the Patron or Patrons (if any), the President, the immediate Past President, 
the Honorary Treasurer, the immediate past Chairman, a number of divisional Representatives elected as 
hereinafter provided; and not more than a like number of other persons consisting of Representatives of 
National or similar organisations which are Corporate Members of the Society, at the invitation of the Council. 
No person other than a member of the Society or a Representative of a member may be appointed a member of 
the Council. The Council may from time to time and at any time appoint any member of the Society or a 
Representative of a member as a member of the Council either to fill a casual vacancy or by way of addition to 
the Council. Any member so appointed shall retain his office only until the next Annual General Meeting, but 
he shall be eligible for re-election or re-appointment. 

The term National or similar organisation shall refer to any institution, association, society or board or other 
similar organisation, the activities of which extend to the whole of the United Kingdom, or to England, 
Scotland, Wales or Northern Ireland, and which is accepted by the Council as a National or similar organisation 
for the purposes of these presents. 


APPOINTMENT AND RETIREMENT OF MEMBERS OF THE COUNCIL 
32. (a) The members and Representatives of members of each Division shall elect annually from among 
their number Representatives to be members of the Council. Divisional Representatives shall be elected to the 
Council for a period of three years. One-third of the elected members shall retire in rotation each year; such 
members shall be eligible for re-election. The number of Divisional Representatives to be elected by each 
Division shall each year be determined by the Council. 

(b) A National or similar organisation shall be entitled to nominate annually one Representative for 
Membership of the Council under Article 31. 

(c) The elected members of the Council shall (unless re-elected) vacate office after three years in 
accordance with the provisions of Article 32 (a). 
33. The Office of a member of the Council shall be vacated: 

(a) If he ceased to be a member or a Representative of a member of the Society; 

(b) If by notice in wniting to the Society he resigns his office; 

(c) If a receiving order is made against him or he makes any arrangement or composition with his 

creditors; 

(d) If he becomes of unsound mind; 

(e) If he ceases to hold office by reason of any order make under Section 188 of the Act of 1948; 

(f) If he is removed from office by a Resolution duly passed pursuant to Section 184 of the Act. 
34. A member of the Council who has attained the age of seventy shall be eligible for election and the 
provision of subsections (1) and (2) of Section 185 of the Act of 1948 shall not apply. 


POWERS OF THE COUNCIL 

33: The Management of the Society shall be in the hands of the Council who may pay all expenses 
incurred in forming and registering the Society and may exercise all such powers of the Society as are not by 
the Act of 1948 or by these presents required to be exercised by the Society in General Meeting, subject 
nevertheless to any regulations of these presents, to the provisions of the Act of 1948, and to such regulations 
(not inconsistent with the aforesaid regulations or provisions) as may be prescribed by the Society in General 
Meeting, but no regulations so made by the Society shall invalidate any prior act of the Council which would 
have been valid if such regulations had not been made. The general powers given by this Article shall not be 
limited or restricted by any special authority or power given to the Council by any other Article. 

36. (i) The Council shall, as necessary, make and recommend the adoption, alteration and revocation of the 
Bye-Laws for the regulation of the Society and otherwise for the furtherance of the purposes for which the 
Society is established, provided that the Bye-Laws are not repugnant to the Memorandum of Association or 
these presents. Such recommendations of the Council shall be laid before the Society at the following Annual 
General Meeting or at an Extraordinary General Meeting called for that purpose for adoption, if thought fit, by 
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Ordinary Resolution. The Bye-Laws for the time being in force shall be binding upon all members until varied 
or set aside as hereinafter provided. It is expressly declared that, without prejudice to the powers of the Society 
to adopt Bye-Laws on other matters, the following shall be deemed to be matters which (so far as not governed 
by, and subject always to the provisions of, these presents) may be governed by Bye-Laws within the meaning 
of this article, that is to say: 

(a) As to entrance fees (if any) payable in respect of membership of the Society. 

(b) As to the annual, quarterly or other subscriptions or payments to be payable by the members of the 

Society. 

(c) As to the rights and privileges to be accorded to, and the qualifications, restrictions and condifions 

to be imposed on, members of the Society. 

(d) As to Committees of members in connection with various branches of the Society’s activities, and 

as to the appointment, removal, qualification, disqualification, duties, functions, powers and privileges 

of members of such Committees. 

(e) As to the manner in which the Elections of Officers and Council members shall be conducted. 

(f) As to the Geographical Divisions of the Society for electoral purposes, and the setting up and 

regulation of Divisional Councils and their membership, duties, functions and powers. 

(ii) | The Council shall have power to issue Standing Orders from time to time regulating the appointment 
of various committees from members of the Society or otherwise as provided herein for the better 
administration of the business of the Council and directing the terms of reference of such committees and the 
procedure governing the transaction of their business. 

(iii) Any committee appointed in accordance with this article shall have power to adopt persons to act as 
members of the committee whose qualifications or experience will assist the committee in its work, but the 
number of persons so adopted shall not exceed one-third of the membership of the committee excluding 
adopted members. 


SECRETARY GENERAL 

37 (i) |The Secretary General shall be appointed by the Council for such time at such remuneration and upon 
such conditions as they think fit, and any person so appointed may be removed by them. The provisions of 
Section 177 and 179 of the Act of 1948 shall apply and be observed. 

(ii) The Secretary General shall from time to time submit financial statements at the request of the 
Council. It shall be his duty, under the direction of the Council to conduct the correspondence of the Society, to 
attend meetings of the Council and Committees thereof, to take minutes of the proceedings of such meetings, to 
superintend the publication of such papers as the Council may direct, engage and be responsible for all persons 
employed under him, and, in general, conduct the ordinary business of the Society in accordance with the 
Memorandum and Articles of Association. 

(iii) ©The Council may from time to time by resolution appoint an assistant or deputy Secretary General, and 
any person so appointed may act in place of the Secretary General if there be no Secretary General or no 
Secretary General capable of acting. 


THE SEAL 

38. The Council shall provide a Common Seal of the Society and make rules for the safe custody and use 
therof, and it shall only be used by the Authority of the Council previously given and in the presence of one 
member of the Council at least, and every such instrument shall be countersigned by the Secretary General or 
some other person duly authorised by the Council. 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE COUNCIL 

39. The Council may meet together for the dispatch of business, adjourn and otherwise regulate their 
meetings as they think fit, and determine the quorum necessary for the transaction of business. Unless 
otherwise determined, ten shall be a quorum. Questions arising at any meetings shall be decided by a majority 
of votes. In cases of an equality of votes the Chairman shall have a second or casting vote. 

40. Five members of the Council may, and on the request of five members of the Council the Secretary 
General shall, at any time, summon a meeting of the Council by notice served upon the several members of the 
Council. A member of the Council who is absent from the United Kingdom shall not be entitled to notice of a 
meeting. 

41. i The Chairman shall be entitled to preside at all meetings of the Council at which he shall be present, 
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but if no such Chairman be elected, or if at any meeting the Chairman be not present within five minutes after 
the time appointed for holding the meeting and willing to preside, the members of the Council present shall 
choose one of the Deputy Chairmen and failing them one other of their number to be Chairman of the Meeting. 

42. A meeting of the Council at which a quorum is present shall be competent to exercise all the 
authorities, powers and discretions by or under the regulations of the Society for the time being vested in the 
Council generally. 

43. the Council may delegate any of their powers to Committees consisting of such member or members 
of the Council as they think fit, and any Committee so formed shall, in the exercise of the power so delegated, 
conform to any regulations imposed on it by the Council. The meetings and proceedings of any such 
Committee shall be governed by the provisions of these presents for regulating the meetings and proceedings of 
the Council so far as applicable and so far as the same shall not be superseded by any Bye-Laws made by the 
Council. 

44. All acts bona fide done by any meeting of the Council or any Committee of the Council, or by any 
person acting as a member of the Council, shall notwithstanding it be afterwards discovered that there was 
some defect in the appointment or continuance in office of any such member or person acting as aforesaid, or 
that they or any of them were disqualified, be as valid as if every such person had been duly appointed or had 
duly continued in office and was disqualified to be a member of the Council. 

45. The Council shall cause proper minutes to be made of all appointments of officers made by the 
Council and of the proceedings of all meetings of the Society and of the Council and of Committees of the 
Council, and all business transacted at such meetings, and any such minutes of any meetings, if purporting to 
be signed by the Chairman of such meeting, or by the Chairman of the next succeeding meeting, shall be 
sufficient evidence without any further proof of the facts therein stated. 

46. A resolution in writing signed by a majority of the members for the time being of the Council or of any 
Committee of the Council who are entitled to receive notice of a meeting of the Council or of such committee 
shall be as valid and effectual as if it had been passed at a meeting of the Council or of such committee duly 
convened and constituted. 


ACCOUNTS 
47. The Council shall cause proper books of account to be kept with respect to: 

(a) all sums of money received and expended by the Society and the matters in respect of which such 

receipts and expenditure take place; 

(b) all sales and purchases of goods by the Society; and 

(c) the assets and liabilities of the Society. 
Proper books shall not be deemed to be kept if there are not kept such books of account as are necessary to give | 
a true and fair view of the state of affairs of the Society and to explain its transactions. 
48. The books of account shall be kept at the office, or subject to section 147(3) of the Act of 1948 at such 
other place or places as the Council shall think fit, and shall always be open to the inspection of the members of 
the Council. 
49. The Council may from time to time impose reasonable restrictions as to the time and manner of the 
inspection by the members (other than members of the Council) or by Representatives of members of the 
accounts and books of the Society, or any of them, and subject to such restrictions the accounts and books of 
the Society shall be open to the inspection of such members or Representatives of members at all reasonable 
times during business hours. 
50. The Council shall from time to time in accordance with sections 148, 150 and 157 of the Act of 1948 
cause to be prepared and laid before the Society in General Meeting, such income and expenditure accounts, 
balance sheets and group accounts (if any) and reports as are referred to in those Sections. A copy of every 
balance sheet (including every document required by law to be annexed thereto) which is to be laid before the 
Society in General Meeting, together with a copy of the Auditors report, shall not less than twenty-one days 
before the date of the meeting be sent to every member of, and holder of debentures of, the Society. Provided 
that this Article shall not require a copy of those documents to be sent to any person of whose address the 
Society is not aware or to more than one of the joint holders of any debentures. 


AUDIT 

ar; Once at least in every year the accounts of the Society shall be examined and the correctness of the 
income and expenditure account and balance sheet ascertained by one or more properly qualified Auditor or 
Auditors. j 
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o2: Auditors shall be appointed and their duties regulated in accordance with sections 159 to 162 of the 
Act of 1948 the members of the Council being treated as the Directors mentioned in those sections. 


NOTICES 

53. A notice may be served by the Society upon any member, either personally or by sending it through the 
post in a prepaid letter, addressed to such member at his registered address as appearing in the register of 
members. 

54. Any member described in the register of members by an address not within the United Kingdom, who 
shall from time to time give the Society an address within the United Kingdom at which a notice may be served 
upon him, shall be entitled to have notices served upon him at such address, but, save as aforesaid and as 
provided by the Act, only those members who are described in the register of members by an address within 
the United Kingdom shall be entitled to receive notices from the Society. 

55. Any notice, if served by post, shall be deemed to have been served on the day following that on which 
the letter containing the same is put into the post, and in proving such service it shall be sufficient to prove that 
the letter containing the notice was properly addressed and put into the post office as a prepaid letter. 


DISSOLUTION 
56. Clause 9 of the Memorandum of Association of the Society relating to the winding up and dissolution 
of the Society shall have effect as if the provisions thereof were repeated in these Articles. 
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BYE-LAWS 
OF 
THE NATIONAL SOCIETY FOR CLEAN AIR 
AND ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION 


Adopted by Ordinary Resolution dated 29 March 1974 and as amended on 13 October 1976, 6 July 1977, 20 
July 1978, 16 July 1980, 5 October 1981, 18 October 1982, 31 October 1983, 1 October 1984, 14 October 
1985, 27 October 1986, 26 October 1987, 24 October 1988 and 23 October 1989. 


DEFINITIONS 
I. The Definitions section of the Articles of Association of the Society shall be deemed to be 
incorporated in and applied to these presents. 


SUBSCRIPTIONS 
2s Annual Subscriptions shall be as hereinafter provided. A first annual subscription shall be made on 
application for Membership and shall continue in force until the first day of April of the following year, when 
it shall be renewable. 
(a) Individual Members 
(i) The annual subscription payable by an Individual Member shall be not less than £12.50. On 
attainment of the age of 65 or retirement from salaried employment at the age of 60, 
whichever shall be the earlier on payment of the sum of Twenty Five Pounds, Individual 
Members may, at the discretion of the Council, retain their membership of the Society in 
perpetuity, but always subject to the Council’s nght of removal. 
(ii) Individual Members may on payment of not less than Two Hundred and Fifty Pounds become 
Life Members of the Society. 
(b) Local Authority Members 
The annual subscription payable by a Local Authority shall be not less than as follows. For local’ 
authorities with a population of: 


Less than 100,000 £170.00 
100,001 to 250,000 £206,00 
250,001 to 500,000 £252.00 
500,001 to 1,000,000 £329.00 


For each additional 500,000 or part thereof - £32 
(c) Corporate Members and unincorporated bodies appointed in accordance with Article 4 (e) (1). The 
Annual subscription payable by Corporate Members and Unincorporated bodies shall be not less than 


as follows: 
(i) Small local civic societies, colleges, schools and similar organisations - £22.00. 
(ii) Regional and national societies and similar organisations, consultants and small industrial and 


commercial firms - £120.00. 
(iii) Industrial organisations - £170.00. 
(d) Sustaining Members 
The annual subscription for sustaining Members shall be not less than £200.00. 
(e) Membership - Special Cases 
The Council shall have power to elect any applicant for Membership to an appropriate grade of 
Membership, on such special terms as to subscription or otherwise as after considering any reasons for 
so doing stated by such applicant the Council may think proper. 


REPRESENTATIVES OF MEMBERS 
3(a) Local Authority Members 
Each Local Authority Member shall be entitled to appoint not more than five Representatives. 
(b) Corporate Members 
(i) Corporate Members elected to membership under Bye-law 2(c) (i) shall each be entitled to 
appoint one representative. 
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(ii) Corporate Members elected to membership under bye-law 2(c)(ii) shall each be entitled to 
appoint three representatives. 

(iii) Corporate Members elected to membership under Bye-law 2(c)(iii) shall each be entitled to 
appoint five representatives. 

(iv) A Corporate Member having a Branch or Section situated in a Division other than that 
Division in which the address of the Corporate Member is situated shall, in such Division, be 
entitled to appoint delegates to participate in the activities of the appropriate Division. 


RIGHTS OF MEMBERS 
4. Each Individual Member, Local Authority Member and Corporate Member and each Representative of 


a Local Authority Member or Corporate Member, who has paid the appropriate subscription for the current 
year, shall have the right to: 


(i) Nominate Individual Members and Representatives as Officers of Members of the Council; 
(ii) Be nominated and elected as an Officer or Member of the Council; 
(iii) Cast one vote at elections; 


(iv) Receive notices of and attend and participate in all meetings of the Society and of the 
Member’s division; 

(v) Move or second, and cast one vote on motions at Meetings of the Society and of the Member’s 
Division; 

(vi) Receive free of charge as they are issued the Journal and Members Handbook of the Society; 

(vii) | Obtain from the Society, advice and information on questions relating to pollution and its 


control. 
DIVISIONS 
5 (a) For administrative and electoral purposes the Society shall be divided into geographical Divisions as 
follows: 

1. Scotland 

2: Northern Ireland 

oO: Northern: Cleveland, Cumbria (in part, only - Allerdale District Council, City of Carlisle and 
Eden District Council), Durham, Northumberland, Tyne and Wear. 

4. North West: Cheshire, Clwydd, Cumbria (in part, only - Barrow-in-Fumess Borough 
Council, Copeland District Council and South Lakeland District Council), Greater 
Manchester, Gwynedd, Lancashire, Merseyside. 

5. Yorkshire and Humberside: Humberside, North Yorkshire, South Yorkshire, West 
Yorkshire. 

6. West Midlands: Hereford and Worcester, Salop, Staffordshire, Warwickshire, West Midlands. 

If: East Midlands: Cambridgeshire, Derbyshire, Leicestershire, Lincolnshire, Northamptonshire 
Nottinghamshire. 

8. Eastern: Essex, Norfolk, Suffolk. 

9. London and South East: East Sussex, Greater London, Hertfordshire, Kent, Surrey, West 
Sussex. 

10. Central Southern: Bedfordshire, Berkshire, Buckinghamshire, Hampshire, Isle of Wight, 
Oxfordshire. 

sD ie South West: Avon, Comwall, Devon, Dorset, Gloucestershire, Somerset, Wiltshire. 


12. South and Mid Wales: Wales except for Clwyd and Gwynedd. 


(b) |Members shall normally be considered as belonging to the Division in which their address, as entered 
upon the Society’s records, is situated. However, members may elect to belong to another Division 
better suited to their needs. 

(c) For the purposes of carrying out activities in a Division, the Members, as hereinafter defined, may 
elect from among themselves a Divisional Council and its Honorary Officers. A Divisional Council 
and its Honorary Officers, other than Secretary and auditors, shall consist only of Members, 
Representatives and Delegates of Members. The Constitution and activities of a Divisional Council 
shall be subject to the general approval of the Council which shall pay or make grants for approved 
expenses. 
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(d) The Members, Representatives and Delegates of Members, as hereinafter defined, in any town or 
district within a Division, may, if they so desire, and with the approval of the Council and of their 
Divisional Council, set up a Branch of the Division and elect Committees and Honorary Officers. The 
activities of a Branch shall be subject to the general approval and guidance of the Council and of the 
Divisional Council and the Divisional Council may pay and make grants for approved expenses. 


PRESIDENT, VICE-PRESIDENTS, HONORARY MEMBERS AND HONORARY TREASURER 
6(a) The President and an Honorary Treasurer shall be elected annually on the recommendation of the 
Council by the Society at its Annual General Meeting. 
(b) Vice-Presidents shall be elected on the recommendation of the Council by the Society at its Annual 


General Meeting. 
(c) Honorary Members shall be elected on the recommendation of the Council by the Society at its Annual 
General Meeting. 
THE COUNCIL 


7(a) The business of the Society shall be specified in Article 35 and shall include the direction of the policy 
of the Society, the work of its committees, the reception of reports from such committees, from 
Divisions, from Headquarters and subject groups. 

(b) The Council at its first meeting after election shall elect from its own members, a Chairman, two 
Deputy Chairmen and the following Committees: 


(i) Finance and Administration 

(ii) Conference and Promotions 

(iii) Technical 

(iv) Parliamentary and Local Government 
(¥) Noise 


(vi) Any other Committee considered by the Council to be necessary. 
(c) The Chairman of Council, the two Deputy Chairmen of Council, the Honorary Treasurer, the Chairmen 
of the Standing Committees (or Deputies in their absence) and the Immediate Past Chairman of 
Council shall comprise a Steering Group and will meet as required with the following terms of 


reference: 

i. To implement Council policy 

2. To ensure that the programme of the Standing Committees are comprehensive and 
appropriately interlocking 


AUF To formulate proposals for policy changes 
4. To act on behalf of the Council in cases of urgency 
5. To report to the next following meeting of Council any action taken on its behalf. 

(d) There shall also be a Nominations Committee, appointed by the Council. The Terms of Reference of 
this Committee shall be as set out in the standing Orders of the Council. 

(e) The procedure for the election of Chairman, Deputy Chairmen and Committees, and the rules and 
functions of all Committees, shall be decided by the Council. 


ELECTIONS 

8(a) President, Vice-Presidents, Honorary Members and Honorary Treasurer. Nominations for the office of 
President, Vice-Presidents, Honorary Members and Honorary Treasurer may be made by any Member 
of the Society. Nominations, in writing, shall be received by the Secretary General not less than three 
months prior to the date of the Annual General Meeting. 

(b) (i) Divisional Representatives (Elected in accordance with Article 32(a)). Each Member may 
nominate Divisional Representatives for his own Division provided that he does not nominate 
more than the total number to be appointed by that Division. Nominations shall be made to the 
Divisional Secretary not less than seven days before the date of the Annual General Meeting of 
the Division. In the event of more nominations being received than there are Divisional 
Representatives to be appointed, elections by ballot shall be held at the Annual General Meeting 
of the Division. The result of such an election is to be reported to the Secretary General of the 
Society not later than seven days before the date of the Society’s Annual General Meeting. The 
names of the persons so led shall be announced at such Annual general Meeting. 
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(ii) No member or Representative of a Member shall nominate, be nominated for, or vote in any 
Divisional Election other than that of which he is a Member or Representative. 

(c) Representatives of National or similar organisations (in accordance with Article 32(b)). Nominations 
from National or similar organisations shall be received by the Secretary General not less than seven 
days before the date of the Annual General Meeting. 

(d) No nomination for office shall be considered valid unless the agreement of the candidate has been 
previously obtained. 


INTERPRETATION OF BYE-LAWS 

9. The Council shall have full power to decide any question of interpretation of these Bye-Laws and any 
other question on which these Bye-Laws are silent, subject to the power of the Society in any 
subsequent general meeting to review any such decision and .o make new provision in relation thereto.

SIR JOHN MASON, CB, DSc, FRS, President of the National Society for Clean Air 
and Environmental Protection, is Chairman of the Co-ordinating Committee on Marine 
Science and Technology, which is charged with producing a national strategy for these 
subjects. 


He is currently Director of the Surface Waters Acidification Programme carried out 
under the auspices of the Royal Society, the Royal Swedish Academy of Science and the 
Norwegian Academy of Science and Letters. He is also President of the University of 
Manchester Institute of Science and Technology and Chairman of the Scientific 
Management Committee of the World Climate Research Programme. 


Sir John was born in 1923, graduated BSc (1947) University of London, and awarded 
DSc in 1956. He was Director-General of the Meteorological Office from 1965 to 1983. 
Earlier appointments include Warren Research Fellow of the Royal Society 
(1957),Visiting Professor of Meteorology, University of California(1959-60), Professor 
of Cloud Physics at Imperial College, London (1961-65). 


He was elected a Fellow of the Royal Society in 1965, was President of the Royal . 
Meteorological Society 1969-70, President of the British Association for the 
Advancement of Science 1982-83, Permanent Representative of the United Kingdom at 
the World Meteorological Organisation and a Member of its Executive Committee from 
1965-83. He was President of the Institute of Physics from 1976-78 and was Treasurer 
and Senior Vice-President of the Royal Society from 1976-1986. He was a member of 
the ABRC from 1982-86. 


He was awarded the Charles Chree Medal and Prize of the Physical Society (1965), the 
Glazebrook Medal of the Institute of Physics(1974), the Rumford Medal of the Royal 
Society (1972) for his discoveries on clouds, rain, and especially the origin of lightning, 
on which he delivered the Bakerian Lecture of the Royal Society in 1971. He was 
awarded the Symons Memorial Gold Medal of the Royal Meteorological Society (1975). 
He was created CB in 1973 and knighted in 1979. 


The Rt. Hon. LORD NATHAN, MA, FSA, FRSA, FRGS, Honorary Doctor of Laws 
(Sussex), Immediate Past President of the Society, has been a member of the Royal 
Commission on Environmental Pollution since 1979. He was a member of the House of 
Lords Select Committee on the European Communities and was Chairman of its 
Environment Sub-Committee (1983-87). 
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He is a solicitor and consultant to Denton Hall Hall Burgin &Warrens, Solicitors, 
London, and was, until recently, senior partner of Herbert Oppenheimer, Nathan and 
Vandyk, Solicitors, London. He has been an associate member of the Bar Association of 
the City of New York and of the New York County Lawyers Association for many years. 
He is a member of the International Bar Association and gave the opening address at 
their Environment meeting in Singapore in 1983. He is President of the UK 
Environmental Law Association and gave the inaugural Garner Lecture in 1987. He 
gave the Macmillan Education Lecture in 1977 on Energy and the Environment. He has 
written and spoken extensively on environmental issues. 


Lord Nathan is a Vice President of the Royal Society of Arts (Chairman 1975 - 77 and 
subsequently Chairman of its Environment Committee). He was Chairman of a Working 
Party on Energy and the Environment which reported in 1974. 


KEN COLLINS, MEP, Vice-President of the Society, was educated at Hamilton 
Academy, the University of Glasgow and Strathclyde University. He was for three years 
an apprentice metallurgist with Dalzell steelworks, Motherwell, before attending 
university. Subsequently, he worked as a Planning Officer with Glasgow and then West 
Yorkshire (1965 - 1967); organiser tutor, Workers’ Educational Association (1967 - 
1968); teacher, Glasgow College of Building 1968 - 1970; and Lecturer in Urban 
Studies, Paisley College of Technology 1970 - 1979. He has been an MEP since 1979. 
He was a Member of East Kilbride Town and District Councils 1973- 1979, and a Board 
Member, East Kilbride Development Corporation 1976 - 1979. Ken Collins was 
Spokesman on Environment, Public Health and Consumer Protection for the Socialist 
Group of the European Parliament (1984 - 1989). He was elected Chairman of the 
European Parliament’s Committee on the Environment, Public Health and Consumer 
Protection in July 1989, having formerly been the Committee’s Chairman from 1979 - 
1984 and Vice-Chairman from 1984 - 87. 


The Rt. Hon. THE EARL OF CRANBROOK, MA, PhD, DSc (Hon), DL, Vice- 
President of the Society, is a graduate of the universities of Cambridge and Birmingham. 
From 1956 - 1970, he was employed as a biologist in several posts in S.E. Asia. Lord 
Cranbrook has been a member of the Royal Commission on Environmental Pollution 
since 1981 and of the Natural Environment Research Council 1982-88. A member of 
sub-committee “G’ (Environment), House of Lords Select Committee on the European 
Communities, he was Chairman from 1980 - 1983 and again, 1987; Lord Cranbrook is 
President of the Suffolk Wildlife Trust and Suffolk Naturalists’ Society. Since 1987, he 
has been a non-executive member of the Board of Anglian Water plc. Since 1988 he has 
been a member of The Broads Authority and since 1989 a member of the Harwich Haven 
Authority. He is married, with two sons and a daughter, and now lives and farms in 
Suffolk. 
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JOHN EDMONDS, Vice-President of the Society, has been General Secretary of the 
GMB (formerly the General, Municipal, Boilermakers and Allied Trades Union). 
Educated at Christ’s Hospital and Oriel College Oxford (BA 1965, MA 1968) he became 
in 1966 Research Assistant at the General & Municipal Workers Union; subsequently 
Deputy Research Officer (1967), Regional Officer(1968) and National Industrial Officer 
(1972 - 1985); Member of the Royal Commission on Environmental Pollution since 
1979; Visiting Fellow, Nuffield College, Oxford since 1986; Governor, London School 
of Economics since 1986, Trustee of Institute for Policy Research; and a Director of 
Unity Trust Bank plc. 


D. FRANK HAYNES, MP, Vice-President of the Society, was elected MP for Ashfield 
in the May 1979 general election. Formerly a Councillor, he comes from a coal-mining 
area and has helped his own local council to implement smoke control and clean air 
policies generally. 


SIR HUGH ROSSI, MP, Vice-President of the Society, was educated at Finchley 
Catholic Grammar School and King’s College, University of London. He subsequently 
qualified with honours as a solicitor. Among other appointments, Sir Hugh was 
Government Whip for the Conservative Party from 1970-74 and Parliamentary Under- 
Secretary of State at the DOE in 1974. Opposition spokesman on Housing and Land 
1974 - 1979. Minister of State Northern Ireland Office 1979 - 1981 and Minister of State 
for Social Security 1981-3. From 1972-3 he was Deputy Leader of the UK Delegation to 
the Council of Europe and the Western European Union, and has been Chairman of the 
House of Commons Select Committee on the Environment since 1983. Sir Hugh was 
knighted in 1983 and became Knight Cmdr. St. Gregory in 1985. 


MADRON R. SELIGMAN, BA, MEP, Vice-President of the Society, was educated at 
Harrow School and Balliol College, Oxford, where he was President of the Oxford 
Union in 1940. Mr. Seligman has been a Member of the European Parliament 
representing Sussex West since 1979, where he is Conservative Spokesman for Energy 
Research and Technology, and a member of the Committees for Environment and 
Education. He was Chairman of the Incinerator Company Ltd. until September 1989. 


GARETH L. WARDELL, MP, Vice-President of the Society, is a graduate of the. 
London School of Economics and Political Science. From 1972-73 he was a Lecturer in 
Education at Bedford College of Physical Education and from 1973-82 Senior Lecturer 
in Geography at Trinity College, Carmarthen. He is a Fellow of the Royal Geographical 
Society and has been MP for Gower since 1982. Mr. Wardell has been Chairman of the 
Select Committee on Welsh Affairs since 1984. 
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PROFESSOR D.G.T. WILLIAMS, MA, LLB, Vice-President of the Society and a Past 
President of the Society, has been Vice-Chancellor of the University of Cambridge since

FRANK E. SHEPHARD, BSc, PhD, FRIC, CChem, FRSC, CEng, FIGasE, represents 
British Gas plc and The Institution of Gas Engineers. He is Chairman of the Council of 
the Society and former Chairman of its Finance and Administration Committee. He 
graduated from the Queen’s University of Belfast in 1960 and completed a period of 
research into catalytic reactions of hydrocarbons before joining the Gas Council Basic 
Research Groups in 1963. He studied fundamental properties of catalysts until 1970, 
when he joined the Analytical Research Group of the Gas Council’s London Research 
Station. After a period as Assistant Manager responsible for the Environmental Studies 
Group within the Analytical Division of London Research Station he is now Manager of 
that Division. He also has a special responsibility for outdoor environmental matters 
within the R & T Division of British Gas.

DR. RAYMOND W.K. ALLEN, BSc, MSc, PhD, CEng, FlChem E, represents the 
Filtration Society and serves on the Society’s Technical Committee. He is a member of 
the Academic Advisory Panel of the Hughenden Foundation. He is a chemical engineer 
by training and runs the gas cleaning group of the Separation Processes Service, based at 
the Harwell Laboratory. His principal area of interest is research into better and cheaper 
ways of designing air pollution control equipment. He has published over 50 papers and 
reports on all aspects of this subject. Dr. Allen is technical editor of the Journal, 
‘Filtration and Separation’ and a frequent industrial consultant on matters of emission 
control. 


KEITH ATKINSON, Honorary Secretary of the Northern Division, NSCA, is Assistant 
Environmental Health Officer, Darlington Borough Council. He entered local 
government in 1963 as a Pupil Health Officer, and worked for several local authorities 
after qualifiying. His main interests in environmental aspects are noise and air pollution. 
He was involved with the Darlington Quiet Town Experiment (1976 - 78). He was 
elected Honorary Secretary of the Northern Division in 1989 after representing 
Darlington Borough Council for many years. 
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DR. DAVID J. BALL, D.Phil, FInstP, FRSH, is a member of the Technical Commiitee 
of the Society and represents the London and South East Division, NSCA. Currently a 
member of the Environmental Risk Assessment Unit of the University of East Anglia, he 
was formerly Head of the GLC’s Pollution Monitoring Group and LSS’s Material 
Sciences Division.

Being a past Mayor of Lliw Valley 
Borough Council, Councillor Thomas is currently the Chairman of the Council’s 
Amenities Committee, which is responsible for all matters relating to environmental 
health and leisure activities. Councillor Thomas also represents his Council on the West 
Glamorgan Joint Environmental Pollution Committee (being Vice Chairman and 
Chairman Elect), and is also Chairman of the Gower Local Consumer Advisory 
Committee of the Welsh Water Authority. He is a member of the West Wales Advisory 
Committee of the Sports Council of Wales. 


TREVOR TOWNSEND, MIEH, FRSH, represents the West Midlands Division and is a 
member of the Noise Committee. He is currently Senior Assistant Director of 
Environmental Health and Consumer Services with Wolverhampton MBC. He qualified 
as an Environmental Health Officer in 1964 and has since held senior appointments with 
several local authorities, mainly specialising in environmental pollution. He is the past 
Technical Secretary of the Midlands Joint Advisory Council for Clean Air and Noise

SMOKE CONTROL AREAS 


Programmes and Progress 


Section 11 of the Clean Air Act 1956 allows a local authority to make a smoke control 
order. When this is in operation it is an offence for an occupier of premises to allow 
smoke emission from a chimney unless the fuel is authorised or the fireplace is exempt 
(full list of authorised fuels and exempted fireplaces in NSCA Pollution Handbook). 


The following lists contain the names of the local authority areas implementing smoke 
control areas as of 1st April 1974, with some additional areas - figures have been 
compiled directly from information submitted by local authorities. Due to the financial 
constraints imposed on local authorities, many “Target Dates for Programme 
Completion’ and ‘Final Acreage When Completed’ figures have not yet been decided. 
The figures are for the position on 31st March 1989 and some authorities’ figures will 
have changed since that date. The fourth column for each local authority shows the 
percentage of the total Council area covered by smoke control. It should be 
remembered, however, that some predominantly rural authorities will show a low figure 
in this column even though the proportion of premises covered may be high. 


Many of the new smoke control orders being made in urban areas are to bring them into 
line with EC directive 80/779/EEC - Directive on air quality limit values and guide 
values for SO2 and suspended particulates - brought into force 1982, with some heavily 
polluted areas being given exemption up to 1993.
